Brussels.  Aug.  21. — After  several 
months  of  bitter  struggle,  the  cham- 
ber of  deputies  yesterday  adopted  the 
Congo  annexation  treaty  by  83  votes 
to  55,  and,  although  this  action  prob- 
ably will  insure  the  solution  of  the 
great  Congo  problem,  there  atlU  re- 
mains open  the  important  question  of 
Belgium's    financial     responsibility. 

Tliis  action  on  the  part  of  the  cham- 
ber had  not  been  expected,  and  at  the 
last  moment  nearly  caused  the  col- 
lapse of   the  cabinet. 

During  the  ttrst  reading,  recently,  of 
the  colonial  bill,  wiiich  provides  for 
the  administration  of  the  Congo  inde- 
pendent state,  and  which,  with  the 
treaty,  was  adopted  today,  Herr  Moes- 
lo,  reader  of  the  Right,  secured  the 
adoption  of  an  amendment  relieving 
Belgium  of  the  responsibility  of  guar- 
anteeing the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  the  Congo  debt,  but  yesterday  the 
government  made  a  determined  effort 
to  secure  the  restoration  of  tiie  stipu- 
lation that  Belgium  would  make  ad- 
vances   to   Congo    in    case    of   necessity.

PAY  DENIED 

To  Man  Holding   Two 

County  Offices,  Says 

Attorney  General. 

St.  I'au!.  Aug.  21.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  attorney  general's  office 
yesterday  decided  that  just  because  a 
man  holds  two  county  offices  that  he 
cannot  draw  compensation  for  both. 
William  J.  Stevenson,  assistant  county 
attorney  of  St.  Louis  county,  referred 
to  the  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  several  questions  concern- 
ing the  duties  of  the  officers  of  the 
school  board,  which  were  turned  over 
to  the  attorney  general's  department. 

Mr.  Peterson,  assistant  attorney  gen- 
eral, in  answering,  says  that  a  trtas- 
ure:r  of  a  school  bi-ard  is  not  fntitled  to 
the  2  per  cent  disbursements,  usually 
allowed  the  treasurer  of  a  school  board, 
when  the  scliool  treasurer  was  elected 
county  treasurer  and  ludds  the  other 
office  ex-officio.  He  also  rules  that 
a  county  clerk,  being  at  the  same  time 
county  superintendent  of  schools,  can- 
not have  additional  pay  for  his  added 
duties. 

The  county  commissioners  are  paid 
Jl.-OO  .1  year  to  perform  the  duties  of 
their  office  and  if  those  duties  include 
looking  up  school  locations  or  require 
•  .\penses  connected  with  their  services 
on  the  school  board  they  are  not  en- 
titled to  additional  compensation  of 
anv    nature.

St  Petersburg,  Aug.  21. — News  has 
reached  this  city  of  a  terrible  ven- 
geance taken  by  the  Revolutionists  of 
Vurievka,  in  Yekaterlnoslav  province, 
upon  a  Jewish  family  named  Edelsteln, 
who  were  accused  of  giving  informa- 
tion to  the  authorities  regarding  the 
activities  of  the  agitators.  They  went 
to  the  Kdelsteln  house  at  night,  threw 
two  bombs  through  the  window,  and 
opened  on  the  members  of  the  family 
with  revolvers,  and  shot  to  death  the 
father,  a  daughter,  a  woman  guest  and 
her  child.  The  mother,  a  son,  a  son- 
in-law  and  two  grandsons  were  severe- 
ly  wounded. 

"  After  this  murderous  onslaught  the 
Revolutionists  temporarily  retired,  and 
help  for  the  wounded  was  suminoned. 
In  the  course  of  a  couple  of  hours  the 
victims  who  were  still  alive  had  been 
conveyed  to  a  hospital.  Not  satisfied 
with  their  vengeanA-,  tlie  Revolution- 
ists, now  a  well-armed  band  of  about 
f^ortv  or  fiftv  mm.  descended  upon  the 
hospital,  overpowered  the  nurses  and 
^'uards  and  shot  the  mother  and  son 
i.o  death,  after  which   they  made   their 

escape. 

Another  dispatch  from  the  provinces 
received  here  says  that  the  prisoners 
in  the  jail  at  Saratov,  upon  discovering 
th.at  two  of  their  comrades  were  trai- 
tors, fell  upon  tliem  and  beat  them  to 
death. 

PARKER  TALKS

Probably  No  Other  Name 

Will  be  Presented  to 

Convention. 


New  York,  Aug.  21. — Announcement 
was  made  at  Republican  national 
headquarters  today  by  James  S.  Sher- 
man. Republican  candidate  for  vice- 
president,  confirming  the  Associated 
Press  dispatch  from  Oyster  Bay  that 
I'resident  Roostveifs  conference  witlk 
party  leaders  at  Sagamore  Hill  yester- 
day had  developed  that  political  exi- 
gencies demand  the  renomination  of 
Governor  Hughes  for  a  second  term. 
Chairman  Frank  H.  Hitchcock  wa» 
present  when  Mr.  Sherman  stated  th» 
result  of  the  conference,  and  he  as- 
sented to  all  the  vice-presidentiat 
nominee   said. 

The  statement  made  today  unques- 
tionably will  put  an  end  to  organized 
opposition  to  the  candidacy  of  Crov- 
ernor  Hughes,  although  it  is  possible- 
that  certain  individuals  will  continue 
to  voice  their  protest  against  the  con- 
tinuance of  Mr.  Hughes  as  the  head 
of  the  Republican  ticket  in  the  state.

Seattle,  Wash.,  Aug.  21. — Judge  Al- 
ton B.  Parker  spoke  to  an  audience  of 
about  1,800  people  at  the  Coliseum  last 
night.  The  meeting  was  held  under 
the  Joint  auspices  of  the  King  County 
Democratic  club  and  the  Bryan  volun- 
teers. His  speecii  dealt  with  issues  of 
the  national  campaign,  and  he  devoted 
his  principal  attention  to  tiie  evils  of 
the  great  corporations,  which  he  de- 
clared are  fostered  by  the  present  high 
tariff.  The  remedy.  .Judge  Parker  de- 
clared, is  in  lowering  the  tariff  wall, 
and  this  he  doubted  if  the  Republican 
party  would  do  if  continued  in  power 
another  four  years.

Old  Stone  Made  to  Look 
as   Fresh   as 

New. 

A  novel  method  is  beingr  employed 
to  clean  the  smoke  and  dirt  stains 
from  the  front  of  an  old  building  on 
Third  avenue  east  and  Superior 
street.  It  is  a  bulldlngr  that  was  mov- 
ed stone  by  stone  from  Sixth  avenue 
wost  and  Superior  street,  where  it  had 
stood    for    years.  v-    <,^i    ., 

The  sandstone  front  of  the  building 
is  being  cleaned  by  the  use  of  a  com- 
pressed air  sand  blasL  Before  the  idea 
of  a  sand  blast  was  tried  several  other 
methods  had  been  tried  but  all  proved 
unsatisfactory.  Tlie  sand  Is  forced 
through  a  hose  and  played  on  the  sur- 
face to  be  cleaned.  The  sand  Is  blown 
against  il  with  such  force  that  113 
sliarp  li!i  (1  edges  grind  off  the  outer 
coat  of  discolored  rock.  The  part  of 
tJie  front  that  has  been  gone  over, 
looks    almost   as    fresh   as    when    new.

Rates  that  will  have  an  Important 
bearing  on  the  shipment  of  resawed 
lumber  from  this  center,  will  be  placed 
in  effect  upon  the  first  of  September  by 
the  Northern  I'aciflc  railroad.  The  plac- 
ing In  effect  of  the  new  rates  also  calls 
to  mind  the  Increasing  shortage  of 
lumber   In    the   Northwest. 

Upon  the  date  mentioned  the  rate  per 
100  pounds,  carload  lots,  for  resawed 
slabs,  edgings  and  short  pieces  of 
boards  not  exceeding  four  feet  in 
length,  will  be  reduced  to  4.8  cents. 
The  present  rate  on  these  lumber  leav- 
ings  is   6   cents   per   100   pounds. 

Bt'cause  the  mill  officials  claim  they 
could  not  afford  to  ship  the  lumber 
leavings  under  the  old  rate,  much  of 
It  was  burned.  It  was  not  thought 
worth  while  to  ship  it.  The  new  rate, 
It  is  believed,  will  result  In  the  ship- 
ment of  large  amounts  of  short  lumber 
and  slabs  to  St.  Paul,  Minneapoli.s  and 
Stillwater,  to  be  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  boxes  and  other  products  that 
require  such  lumber. 

The  new  rate  Is  the  result  of  the  mill 
men  pointing  out  that  the  waste  of 
lumber,  in  the  face  of  the  increasing 
scarcity,  was  deplorable.  The  offlclale 
of  the  Northern  I'aciflc  were  inclined 
to  take  this  view  of  the  situation,  and 
as  a  result  the  decreased  rate  will 
placed  in   effect. 

The   rates   apply   to  St. 
apclis.         Minnesota 
Stillwater    there    are 
large    box    factories. 

Perhaps  the  most  pertinent  feature 
of  the  new  rate,  is  that  it  points  out 
that  the  lumbermen  of  the  Northwe.st 
have  come  to  the  realization  of  the 
fact  that  the  rapid  decrease  of  lumber 
necessitates  the  greatest  cauti<»n  in 
using  what  might  be  called  by-prod- 
ucts.

Cross-stitch  embroidery  is  always 
suitable  for  marking  household  linen, 
and,  where  the  linen  is  not  of  a  weave 
the  threads  of  wi:lch  may  be  easily 
counted,  a  satisfactory  way  is  to  baste 
a  piece  of  old-fashioned  foundation 
canvas  upon  tlie  section  to  be  marked, 
says  an  exchange. 

Then  work  your  cross-stitch  letters 
through  the  holes  of  the  canvas,  being 
careful  not  to  stitch  through  the 
threads  of  the  canvas.  Draw  your 
stitches  moderately  tight  and  when  the 
embroiderv  is  finished,  pull  the  canvas 
away  thread  bv  thread.

The  Unknown  Element 

Entering    Into    This 

Year's  Calculations. 


New  York,  Aug.  21. — "When  anyone 
talks  to  you  about  the  size  of  anyone's 
vote  next  November,  you  can  put  it 
down  as  a  sure  thing  that  he  is  merely 
guessing  or  gassing.  In  the  first  place. 
It  is  too  early.  In  tiie  next  place,  no 
one  knows.  SeVeral  thing.s  have  to  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  making 
forecasts,  and  matters  have  not  yet 
settled  down  so  that  tliey  can  be 
judged. 

Tliis  is  true  of  both  the  big  parties, 
and  as  for  the  lesser  parties  no  one 
has  any  idea  vvliat  tiiey  may  do  this 
year.  In  recent  years  the  aggregate 
vote  of  tlie  lesser  political  parties  in 
this  state  has  generally  varied  between 
50.000  and  65.000.  In  1900  it  fell  below 
50.000;  in  1904  it  rose  largely  by  rea- 
son of  the  large  Socialist  vote,  to  al- 
most "5,000. 

Since    1904,   however,   a    new   element 
has  entered  into  the  calculations  of  the 
political   statisticians   that    makes   their 
work    difficult.      This    is    tlie    Independ- 
ence league,  or  as  It  is  now  called,  the 
Independence  party.     The  first  appear- 
ance of  this  party  as  a  state  organiza- 
tion  was  in   the  campaign   of   1904.      In 
lyO.T      William      Randolph      Hearst,    the 
founder,  promoter  and   rtnancier  of   tiie 
league,    polled      as       its    candidate    Cor 
mayor  in  New  York  city.  :224,9i9  votes. 
Tliis,   of  course,   did   not   represent      the 
strength    of    the    party.      On    tiie    other 
hand,    when    In    190d    the    league    fused 
with  tlie  Democratic  party,  with  Hearst 
as  its  gubernatorial  candidal  e,  the  178.- 
371     votes    which    were    all    tliat    were 
polled     for     him     under     the     league's 
banner,    were    Just    as    far    from    being 
a    measure   of   the   party    strength. 
More   Satl«ract»r>-   Meauupe. 
Coming   down    to   last   year   it   is  pos- 
sible   to    rtnd   a   measure    that    is    rather 
more    sati.sfactory.      As    the    candidates 
of  the  league,  John  T.  McDonough  and 
Reuben   R.   Lvon.  running  for  the  court 
of   appeals   against    E.    T.    and    Williard 
Uartlett,    nominated    for    re-election    by 
both     the    Republican    and     Democratic' 
parties,   polled  respectively   121,304  and 
114,209     votes     throughout     the     state. 
Eliminating   McDonougii,    wl:o    received 
a    considerable    number   of      Republican 
votes    on    account    of    his    former    stand 
ing   in   tl;at   party,   the    111,209    votes   of 
Lyon  may  serve  as  a  fair  basis  for  cal- 
culation. 

On  the  basis  of  the  Lyon  vote,  mem- 
bers of  tlie  Independence  party  are 
.lainiing  today  a.s  many  as  2.=i0,000  votes 
in  the  state.  Some  of  their  more  mod- 
erate adiierents  are  contented  with 
claiming  l.'.O.OOO. 

Experience,  however,  has  shown  that 
many  men  who  will  vote  for  a  third- 
party  candidate  in  an  off  year  will  re- 
turn to  tiieir  old  party  allegiance  in  a 
presidential  year.  Whether  this  will 
hold  true  as  regards  the  Independence 
party  is  the  question.  On  it  depends 
The  fate  of  that  organization.  If  It  can 
liold  or  increase  its  vote  over  that  cast 
for  Lvon  a  year  ago  it  will  be  consider- 
ed a'  proof  that  Its  foundations  are

TAMMANY  IS  TO 
HAVEUABLET 

Grave  of  the  Old  Indian 

Chief  to   be 

Marked. 

Pittsburg,  Pa..  Aug.  21.— After  a  six 
years'  delay  It  is  now  hoped  soon  to 
erect  a  tablet  over  the  spot  where  the 
Indian  chief.  Tammany.  Is  supposed  to 
be  buried.  The  tablet  was  provided  In 
ia02  by  the  Historical  society  of  Bucks 
county  but  the  man  who  owned  the 
ground  where  the  grave  is  situated  re- 
fused to  permit  its  erection  unless  the 
society  bouglit  the  land  immediately 
surrounding  the  grave.  As  the  society 
iiad  no  money  for  the  purpose  It  aban- 
doned the  project.  Recently,  the  site  of 
tlie  grave  was  sold,  and  the  new  owner 
is  expected  to  consent  to  tlie  erection 
of   the   memorial.  ^  ^  , 

The  supposed  grave  of  Tammany  is  a 
few  miles  northeast  of  Doylestown,  the 
K.unty  seat  *>f  Bucks  county.  It  is 
close  to  a  spring  on  the  banks  of  the 
Neshaminy  Creek  in  New  Gritain  town- 

"'S^lthout  a  doupbt  a  famous  Indian 
was  buried  there  about  tlie  middle  of 
the  eighteentli  century.  U  hetlier  or  not 
he  was  tlse  sachem  known  as  Tammany 
may  never  be  positively  decided. 

Accordmg  to  the  stories  preserved  In 
Lthe  old  families  of  the  neigiiborhood, 
'Tammany  and  a  large  Party  of  Indians 
were  on  their  way  toward  Philadelphia 
from  the  interior  of  Pennsylvania  to 
participate  in  a  treaty  negotiation  The 
aged  chief  became  ill  and  was  left  in  a 
liut  on  the  hanks  of  the  Neshaminy 
witli  a  squaw  as  his  attendant. 

Finding  himself  abandoned  and  un- 
able to  take  part  in  the  preparation  of 
tlie  treatv.  the  chief  tried  to  end  his 
life  by  setting  flre  to  the  hut.  but  the 
squaw  extinguished  the  blaze.  Soon 
afterward  lie  succeeded  in  stabbing 
himself  through  the  heart  with  his 
hunting  knife.  White  men  burled,  him 
near  tne   liut.  ^.  , 

Those  wlio  question  the  accuracy  of 
the  story  base  their  objections  princi- 
pally upon  the  fact  that  written  ac- 
counts telling  of  Tammany  show  he 
was  in  his  prime  ab«»ut  the  time  that 
William  Penn  came  t4  America.  In  1682. 
Tlierefore,  if  he  lived  untily  1<50.  he 
must  have  been  nearly  100  years  old. 

Tiie  name  is  also  mentioned  In  early 
official  documents,  and  is  written  vari- 
ously as  Tammlne.  Tamanend.,  Tamen- 
end.  Tamane,  King  Tammany  urea  t 
Sacliem  Tammany,  and  finally  after  lils 
death   Saint  Tammany.

New  York,  N.  Y.,  Aug  21. — Kermit 
Roosevelt  is  to  be  the  official  photog- 
rapher with  the  president's  party  on 
the  African  hunting  trip.  In  prepara- 
tion for  this  important  work,  the 
young  man  Is  studying  with  Frank  M. 
Chapman,  the  ornithologist,  of  this 
city. 

The  responsibility  which  will  rest  on 
Kermlt's  shouJders  will  be  heavy,  for 
all  his  father's  accounts  of  his  adven- 
tures In  the  jungles  of  the  dark  conti- 
nent are  to  be  illustrated.  It  is  also 
understood  that  the  president  1«» 
anxious  to  bring  back  photographs  of 
African  birds  and  animals  taken  in 
life  for  the  big  museums,  including 
the  Smithsonian  institute  at  Washing- 
ton, and  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural    history,    here. 

The  president  was  anxious  to  have 
Mr.  Chapman  accompany  him.  but  when 
this  was  found  to  be  Impossible,  it  was 
decided  that  Kermit  should  get  a  com- 
plete camera  outfit  and  be  trained  In 
Its  use  by  Mr.  Chapman. 

Mr.  Chapman  has  long  been  a  friend 
of  the  president.  He  is  associate 
curator  of  the  department  of  ornitho- 
logy of  the  museum  of  natural  his- 
tory, and  has  made  a  study  of  the 
photographing  of  birds  and   ainmals. 

The  question  now  under  considera- 
tion by  Kermit  and  Mr.  Chapman  is 
the  best  photographic  outfit  to  take. 
It  is  expected  that  the  camera  alone 
with  the  several  lenses,  Including  a 
powerful  long  range  lens,  will  cost 
about  J250.  He  will  have  to  "snap" 
birds  hopping  and  flying,  and  wild 
animals  in  action.  It  Is  not  unlikely 
that  a  taxidermist  of  either  the  Ameri- 
can museum  of  natural  history,  or  the

Commission  With  Roose- 

veit  at  Its  Head  is 

Proposed. 

Diplomats  Believe  African 

Question  Could  Thus 

be  Settled. 


Washington.  Aug.  21. — Will  the  ques- 
tion. "What  shall  we  do  with  our  ex- 
presidente?"  be  settled  in  the  case  of 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  wlio  will  be  the 
only  survivor  when  liis  term  expires, 
be  settled  by  making  him  practically 
dictator  of  Africa? 

This  solution  is  suggested  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  when  lie  comes  back 
Bome  time  in  1911  from  his  game  hunt- 
ing trip  in  Africa  he  will  be  reoKiiized 
as  one  of  the  world's  specialists  \n  af- 
fairs relating  to  that  immense,  myste- 
rious, and  still   largely   unknown  conli- 

Africa  is  about  as  vaguely  divined 
into  culonles  and  spheres  of  influence 
and  protectorates  and  independencies 
as  was  America  In  the  first  half  of  the 
eighteenth  century.  The  Congo  em- 
pire alone  approximates  two-thirds  the 
Bize    of    the    Lnited    States. 

The  division  of  the  continent,  the 
ostablishment  of  permaneiit  govern- 
mental institutions,  the  protection  of 
Its  natives  from  cruel  exploitation  l»y 
avaricious  whites,  the  adjustment  of 
International  differences,  the  construc- 
tion of  a  railroad  system  which  will 
open  up  the  vast  region.^  now  almost 
unkno".vn;  in  short,  the  great  work 
■which,  was  done  for  North  America  in 
the  eighteentli  and  nineteenth  centuries 
Is  largely  to  be  done  for  Africa.

The  United  States,  thuugli  It  V)acked 
the  founding  of  Liberia,  has  steadily 
refrained  frcjm  desiring  territoi-ial  in- 
terests in  Afi  lea.  S^-nator  Morgan  of 
Alabama  was  regarded  as  the  father  of 
the  Congo  Free  State,  l>y  reason  of  his 
initiation  of  international  considera- 
tion which  finally  broiiglit  about  the 
establishment  of  that  state  unib'r  Bel- 
gian proitction.

Already, 
indeed,  he  is  making  a  study  fif  the 
country,  Its  people,  resources,  history, 
and  possibilities,  and  he  has  developed 
an  acute  Interest  in  man\'  aspects  en- 
tirely aside  from  the  primary  one  of 
elephant  and  hippo  hides,  and  tiger 
skins.

their  livelihood.  I  know  personally  sev- 
eral barristers  of  more  than  twenty 
\  ears'  standing  whose  net  Income  Is 
smaller  than  that  of  many  an  artisan, 
and  more  than  one  who  would  gladly 
i-hange  Incomes  with  a  bricklayer.

— Hal- 
ley's  comet,  the  most  sensational  of 
the  ."ky  truants  known  to  astronomers, 
has  looped  the  loop  In  its  whirl  through 
a  billion  miles  of  space  and  is  heading 
this  way  again  on  a  visit  which  H 
makes  to  these  parts  every  seventy- 
five  jears.  Elaborate  preparations 
are  being  made  for  photographing  the 
visitor.  The  first  plate  will  be  exposed 
two   weeks   from    tonight,   and   at   close 

Intervals     thereafter     throughout     the. 
fall,   winter   and   spring   of    190S-09. 

The  comet  will  not  be  visible  to  the 
naked  eye,  how*'ver,  until  well  along  in 
1909,  and  will  swoop  into  its  perihelion. 


the    point    of    its    course    closest    to    the 
sun.   about    May    10,    1910. 

Will  It  strike  the  earth  and  smash 
things  into  bits?  Thi.s  lias  been  a  popu- 
lar fear  ever  since  this  heavenly  visi- 
tor was  fir.st  observed,  along  about  12 
B.  C.  but  the  authorities  now  assert 
that  we  are  bound  to  squeeze  by  with 
several   million  miles  to. .spare. 

No  other  comet  has  had  the  influence 
on  the  human  race  which  this  on^;  ha.s 
had  through  the  dread  inspired  by  its 
brilliancy  and  sensational  size.  To  it, 
for  instance.  Is  due  the  current  prac- 
tice in  the  Roman  Catholic  churches 
of  ringing  the  church  bells  at  noon. 
Tills  was  Initiated  by  special  edict  of 
Pope  Callxus  In  1456,  who,  it  may  be 
recalled,  added  to  the  Ave  Marias 
(if  that  year  the  famous  prayer,  "De- 
liver us  from  the  devil,  the  Turks,  and 
the    comet." 

More  than  one  English  historian 
blames  Halley's  comet  for  the  weak- 
ness of  the  Anglo-Saxon  resistance  to 
the  Invasion  of  William  the  Con<iueror 
in    1066. 

(furiously  enough,  nothing  is  known 
as  to  the  speed  with  which  'his  comet 
travels.  All  that  is  known  is  tliat  it 
returns,  approximately  speaking,  every 
seventy  five  years  and  that  its  own 
orbit  is  tilted  at  an  angle  of  seventeen 
or  eighteen  degrees  away  from  the 
horizontal  plane  in  which  the  earth  and 
the    other   pl.iiiets   .swim.

A  correspondent  sii:-.ii"g  nim.sclf  "I'ack, "  whose  com- 
munication appeared  in  The  Herald  on  Wednesday,  re- 
vived some  familiar  old  reasoning  of  which  we  have  not 
heard  very  much  lately.  After  the  Socratic  fashion,  he 
pictures  a  Republican  "statesman"  teaching  an  "intel- 
ligent voter"  the  principles  of  protection,  as  follows: 

"The  protective  tariff  has  two  purposes"  said 
the  Rfcrublican  statesman.  "The  first  is  to  shut  out 
the  low-priced  pi.^duLts  vt  foreign  pauper  hibor.  and 
thus  allow  our  manufacturers  to  sell  their  product 
at  lii«her  prices  so  that   they  can   pay   high  wages. 

"1   see,"    said   the   intelligent   voter;   he   was   very 

"  "Tlie  second  object  of  protection  ie  to  encourage 
competition  in  the  iiome  market,  with  tlie  result  tlial 
this    competition    reduces    prices." 

"I  see.  ■  said  the  intelligent  voter.  ^, 

"In  other  words."  observed  the  statesman,  pro- 
tection puts  up  prices  for  the  producer,  and  reduces 
prices    for    the    consumer." 

"1  see,"  said  the  intelligent  voter. 


According  to  "Pack,"  who  must  be,  by  the  way  a 
famous  joker  disguising  himself  under  a  nom  de  plume, 
the  "intelligent  voter"  proceeds  straightway  to  enroll 
himself  as  a  member  of  the  "Theodore  Taft  First  Voter 
league."  We  think,  however,  that  the  intelligent  voter 
really  did  nothing  of  the  sort.  He  most  assuredly  went 
away  in  a  secluded  corner  somewhere  and  after  his  puz- 
zled wits  had  stopped  whirling  from  the  impitlse  given 
them  by  the  complacently  ridiculous  logic  of  the  "states- 
man," he  did  a  good  deal  of  serious  thinking  about  this 
matter. 

The  correspondent  has  caught  to  a  nicety  the  old- 
fashioned  arguments  for  the  protective  tariff.  Men  like 
Cannon,  Payne,  Dalzell,  McCleary,  Tawney,  Aldrich  and 
other  power-inflated  guardians  of  special  privilege  would 
be  very  highly  pleased  with  this  little  dialogue,  and  not 
one  of  them  would  see  a  particle  of  absurdity  in  it. 

It  was  not  until  quite  lately,  in  fact,  that  the  average 
"intelligent  voter"  began  to  suspect  that  he  had  been 
trifled  with  by  those  who  led  him  to  believe  in  the  sound- 
ness of  logic  which  never  could  have  borne  a  minute's 
serious  analysis.  He  was  told  that  the  tarif?,  a  benevo- 
lent institution  in  the  interests  of  American  labor,  would 
keep  out  the  products  of  cheap  foreign  labor  and  enable 
American  nKmufacturcrs  to  charge  high  prices  and  pay 
high  wages,  and  that  it  would  at  the  same  time  stimulate 
domestic  competition  so  that  prices  would  be  low  to  the 
consumer.  High  prices  and  fairly  high  wages  did  follow; 
but  the  high  prices  came  largely  because  American  manu- 
facturer? killed  competition  by  combining  behind  the 
tariff  wall,  and  the  high  wages  came  because  the  cost  of 
living  was  so  high  that  in  order  to  keep  labor  alive  it 
had  to  be  better  paid.  Wages  tend,  almost  inevitably  and 
almost  without  exception,  to  settle  to  a  basis  representing 
the  actual  cost  of  existence;  and  if  existence  costs  more, 
wages  must  increase. 

But  of  course  prices  couldn't  be  high  to  the  seller  and 
low  to  the  buyer.  If  matters  were  not  arranged  for  the 
best  interests  of  all,  they  had  to  be  arranged  for  the  bene- 
fit oi  either  seller  or  buyer,  and  the  tariff  arranged  them 
for  the  benefit  of  the  seller;  the  buyer,  who  is  usually  the 
workingman,  has  been  given  the  worst  of  it  at  all  times. 


tercsts.  In  other  words,  have  the  people  the  right,  if 
they  see  a  public  utility  being  made  the  means  of  oppress- 
ing humanity  and  squeezing  inordinate  profits  out  of  the 
public,  to  exert  their  government  in  a  paternalistic  way 
to  defeat  this  selfishness? 

For  instance,  the  postoffice  is  thoroughly  paternalistic, 
even  socialistic;  yet  nobody  criticises  government  owner- 
ship of  the  postoffice  because  nobody  is  interested  in  pri- 
vate ownership  of  the  postoffice.  Yet  when  it  is  pro- 
posed to  extend  the  postoffice  facilities  by  providing  a 
universal  parcels  post  system,  such  as  nearly  all  other 
civiliaed  countries  have,  there  is  immediately  a  great 
outcry.  Why?  Because  the  express  companies  are  doing 
a  private  parcels  post  business,  and  government  opposi- 
tion would  reduce  their  exorbitant  profits. 

These  operations  of  the  government  are  all  paternal- 
istic, yet  they  are  unopposed  because  they  trench  upon 
no  private  selfish  interests:  The  planting  of  fish  fry  by 
the  United  States  fish  commission,  amounting  to  more 
than  two  and  a  half  billion  fry  last  year;  the  carrying 
of  messages,  money  and  parcels  by  mail;  the  issuance  of 
passports  to  guarantee  protection  of  citizens  in  other 
lands;  the  chartering  and  improvement  of  rivers,  har- 
bors and  coasts  and  the  maintenance  of  lighthouses;  the 
establishment  of  quarantines  against  disease;  the  pure 
food  laws;  the  distribution  of  seed  to  farmers  for  experi- 
mental purposes;  the  searching  of  the  earth  for  new  food 
plants;  the  importation  of  bacilli  to  be  used  in  making 
certain  cheeses;  the  cultivation  of  birds,  animals  and  in- 
sects that  destroy  the  parasites  upon  crops;  the  reclama- 
tion of  land  that  is  too  dry  or  too  wet  for  use. 

These  are  all  paternalistic,  yet  nobody  proposes  to  put 
a  stop  to  any  of  these  functions  of  government  until,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  extension  of  the  parcels  post,  they  begin 
to  affect  interests  which  have  not  dealt  generously  by 
the  people  in  the  exercise  of  their  special  privileges. 

TOO  BAD! 

It  pains  us  to  have  to  announce  that  the  Duluth  News 
Tribune  is  very  much  displeased  with  Governor  John- 
son; displeased  and  disappointed.  It  had  counted  upon 
'him,  it  appears,  and  he  has  "thrown  it  down."  It  had 
hoi)ed  that  it  could  engage  in  one  governorship  cam- 
paign without  his  stalwart  figure  standing  between  it  and 
the  pie  wagon.  It  didn't  care  a  codfish  how  the  pie  in 
that  wagon  was  to  be  eaten — whether  with  a  knife,  a 
fork,  a  spoon,  a  scoop  shovel  or  a  pitchfork,  but  it  did 
want  to  get  its  fingers  into  the  luscious  depths  of  a  nice, 
fat  political  pie,  and  here  is  that  man  Johnson  standing 
right  in  the  wary,  just  as  he  did  in  1904.  Ain't  it  awful, 
Mabel? 

So  it  comes,  quite  as  much  in  sorrow  as  in  anger,  to 
lay  its  aching  head  upon  the  cold  shoulder  of  the  public 
and  to  weep  great  salt  tears  into  the  public's  coat  sleeve. 
It  points  to  the  fact  that  the  governor  had  declared  him- 
self, as  emphatically  as  he  could,  against  his  renomina- 
tion,  and  between  the  lines  of  this  bitter  complaint  you 
can  read  the  anguish  of  a  partisan  organ  which  had  per- 
mitted itself  to  indulge  in  dreams  of  a  clear  road  to  the 
political  pie  wagon,  and  which  had  been  rudely  awakened 
by  the  shrill  alarm  of  the  morning  clock  calling  it  back 
to  the  dreary  grind  of  working  for  a  living. 

It  is  sad  indeed,  that  Governor  Johnson  and  the 
Democratic  state  convention  couldn't  have  pleased  the 
morning  paper  better  than  they  did.  They  knew  how 
to  do  it;  the  governor  had  only  to  efface  himself  from 
the  world  and  submit  to  exile  in  some  far-off  island  of 
the  unexplored  oceans,  and  the  Democratic  convention 
had  only  to  endorse  Mr.  Jacobson,  the  man  whom  the 
News  Tribune  took  delight  in  grilling  until  the  fortunes 
of  war  and  the  designs  of  the  interests  made  him  the 
Republican  candidate  for  governor,  or  to  nominate  some 
harmless  individual  who  would  have  been  easy  to  beat; 
for  if  any  candidate  ever  needed  an  easy  opponent,  Mr.

THE  CLINTON  SUFFERERS. 

The  manner  in  which  the  people  of  Duluth  are  re- 
sponding to  the  appeals  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  of 
Clinton,  Minn.,  who  were  made  homeless  and  destitute 
by  a  cyckne  more  than  two  months  ago,  is  not  a  sub- 
ject for  pride. 

Probably  the  sufferers  are  too  remote,  for  certainly  if 
they  lived  next  door  to  Duluth,  where  the  gener<nis 
people  of  this  city  could  witness  with  their  own  eyes 
the  state  to  which  storm  has  rcdticed  them,  the  response 
would  be  spontaneous  and  large.  Yet  the  capacity  of 
people  to  suffer  is  just  as  great  a  hundred  miles  from 
Duluth  as  it  is  five  miles  from  Duluth. 

The  Commercial  club  started  a  list  with  $50,  and  the 
members  of  the  club  have  added  to  that  about  $15.  The 
Herald  started  a  list  with  $25,  and  the  people  of  Duluth 
have  added  to  that  about  $7.  The  response  has  been 
very  sluggish,  and  is  not  at  all  after  the  usual  fashion  of 
Duluthians,  who  have  always  been  uncommonly  ready  to 
respond  to  the  appeals  of  humanity  in  need. 

It  is  no  credit  to  the  state  that  after  more  than  two 
months  has  elapsed  these  people  still  suffer  for  the  neces- 
saries of  life,  and  Duluth,  as  the  third  city  in  the  state, 
should   contribute   more   than  it  has  toward   their   relief.

PATERNAL  GOVERNMENT. 

It  is  curious  and  interesting  that  while  certain  forms 
of  paternalistic  legislation  are  accepted  everywhere  with- 
out protest  and  even  with  approval,  the  proposal  of  other 
legislation  not  a  whit  mi>re  paternalistic  is  invariably 
greeted  by  protests  that  are  frenzied  and  fearful. 

The  New  York  World,  after  giving  a  number  of  in- 
stances of  paternalistic  operations  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States,  says:  "Some  of  these  acts  savor  of 
self-preservation.  But  that  means  preservation  of  the 
people,  who  are  the  state.  It  is  a  wise  government  that 
knows  how  to  be  discreetly  paternal — that  knows  where 
to  stop." 

The  boundary  line  between  paternalism  that  every- 
body can  accept  and  the  paternalism  that  arouses  bitter 
opposition  is  very  clearly  defined.  When  it  treads  upon 
the  corns  of  no  special  vested  interest,  it  is  perfectly 
wholesome;  but  when  it  threatens  a  selfish  interest,  no 
matter  how  unconscionably  that  interest  may  have  abused 
its  privileges  and  oppressed  the  people,  it  is  thoroughly 
and  frightfully  bad— to  hear  some  folks  tell  it. 

The  issue,  then,  is  whether  paternalistic  operations  of 
government  are  to  be  confined  to  objects  in  which  no- 
body is  specially  interested,  or  whether  they  are  to  be 
used  as  an  implement  in  the  hands  of  the  people  to  curb 
the  greed  of  plutocrats  and  selfish  owners  of  vested  in- 


FARMING  IN  JAPAN. 

United  States  Consul  Hunter  Sharp  of  Kobe,  Japan, 
has  transmitted  to  the  state  departm.ent  a  very  interest- 
ing review  of  agricultural  conditions  in  Japan,  the  most 
notable  feature  of  which  is  the  large  return  obtained  from 
a  very  small  acreage. 

Japan  has  an  area  of  148,B52  square  miles— a  little 
more  than  the  combined  areas  of  Minnesota  and  Iowa — 
and  a  population  t.f  48,304,397— about  twelve  times  that 
of  the  two  American  states  mentioned.  Sixty  per  cent 
of  its  people  are  farmers,  yet  because  of  the  mountainous 
nature  of  the  country,  only  about  a  sixth  of  its  area  is 
under  cultivation.  This  would  make  about  25.(WiO  square 
miles,  which  is  very  close  to  the  area  of  the  single  state 
of  West  Virginia. 

In  other  words,  more  than  48,800,000  people,  nearly 
30,000,000  of  whom  are  f:;rmers  or  members  of  farmers' 
families,  exist  upon  the  product  of  a  soil  area  equivalent 
to  one  of  the  smallest  states  in  the  Union.  In  order  to 
do  this,  evidently,  it  is  necessary  to  get  results  many 
times  greater  than  are  obtained  in  this  country,  and  this 
is  done  by  the  most  intensified  farming,  a  thing  that  is 
just  being  considered  in  this  country,  where  land  has  been 
so  cheap  and  plentiful  that  the  most  wasteful  methods 
have,  up  to  now,  served  our  purpose  after  a  fashion. 

Besides,  modern  farming  implements  have  not  yet 
been  established  in  Japan.  The  narrow-blade  plow  and 
the  foot-tread  machine  for  irrigating  are  still  in  use. 
Sowing,  harvesting,  and  thrashing  of  grain  are  done  by 
hand,  the  small  and  irregular  size  of  the  fields  prevent- 
ing the  use  of  large  machinery.  Individual  holdings  vary 
from  half  an  acre  to  ten  acres,  the  latter,  probably,  being 
considered  a  vast  estate. 

The  farm  laborers  work  from  sunrise  to  sunset, 
and  the  men  are  paid  17  to  22  cents  per  day  and  the 
women  10  to  15  cents,  the  employer  providing  subsist- 
ence. The  value  of  farm  lands  is  not  high,  considering 
the  scarcity  of  the  land  and  the  results  secured  from  it. 
Rice  land  is  worth  about  $1.50  per  tan — a  tan  being  a 
trifle  less  than  a  quarter  of  an  acre — and  uplands  are 
worth  $50  per  tan,  or  about  $200  per  acre. 

Taxes  are  very  high,  and  they  would  make  the  aver- 
age American  taxpayer  explode  with  indignation.  The 
national  tax  is  SVi  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  land;  the 
prefectural  tax  is  17l2  cents  for  every  50  cents  of  the 
national  tax;  and  the  village  tax  is  4fA  cents  for  every  50 
cents  of  the  national  tax.  With  a  10-acre  tract  worth 
$200  an  acre,  these  taxes  would  work  out  this  way:  Na- 
tional tax  $110;  prefectural  tax,  $38.50;  village  tax,  $9.90; 
total,  $158.40.  This  is  a  total  tax  of  nearly  8  per  cent. 
The  average  Duluth  property-owner  with  a  lot  worth 
$2,000  is  assessed  at  $1,0C»0  and  taxed  $36.30  on  that; 
which  is  a  tax  of  less  than  2  per  cent  upon  actual  value. 
Japanese  taxes,  therefore,  are  four  times  as  great  as  those 
prevailing  in  Duluth.  It  should  be  remembered,  how- 
ever, that  there  is  no  national  tax  in  Duluth.  but  that 
every  citizen  pays  national  taxes  as  a  part  of  the  price 
of  the  beer  he  drinks,  the  tobacco  he  uses,  and  the  food 
and  clothing  he  consumes.  The  internal  revenue  and  the 
import'  tariff  raise  the  government's  revenues,  and  the 
people  pay  them  through  their  purchases  of  taxed  goods.

Chicago  News  (Ind.):  As*  the  man 
personifying  opposition  to  the  control 
of  legislation  by  the  majority  in  con- 
gress. Speaker  Cannon  has  become  a 
national  issue  to  the  present  campaign. 
This  is  shown  in  the  address  issued  the 
other  dav  by  the  temperance  society  of 
the  Methodist  church  in  reference  to 
the  bill  providing  that  alcoholic  bever- 
ages, when  shipped  from  one  state  to 
another,  shall  be  subject  to  tlie  laws 
of  the  8-tate  into  which  they  are  con- 
signed. 

The  address  declares  that  Speaker 
Cannon  "absolutely  controls"  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  house  and  has  used 
his  pe.wer  to  hold  his  bill  in  committee. 
It  says  the  time  has  come  when  those 
who  want  to  help  secure  this  legisla- 
tion must  support  for  congress  candi- 
dates who  not  will  only  vole  for  the 
measure,  if  given  an  opportunity,  but 
also  will  "support  for  speaker  a  man 
who  will  allow  it  to  be  veiled  upon." 
This  address  demonstrates  the  exas- 
peration of  a  large  body  of  citizens  at 
the  arbitrary  action  of  the  speaker 
In  preventing  consideration  of  a  speci- 
fic measure  bv  the  members  ol  the 
house  However,  if  a  new  speaker 
willing  to  permit  a  vote  on  this  bill 
should  be  elected  that  would  not 
necessarllv  put  a  stop  to  the  throt- 
tling of  legislation  in  general  by  a 
sm?ll  coterie  of  members  controlled  by 
'the"  presiding  officer.  A  general  re- 
form of  this  abuse  is  greatly  to  be  de- 
Mr  Brvan  made  a  strong  appeal  for

Loses  Last  Race  and 

the  Trophy. 


Chicago,  Aug.  21.— For  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  trophy.  Chicago 
Yacht  club  tars  won  tlie  Lipton  cup 
yesterday  afternoon.  The  victory  came 
as  a  result  of  the  victory  of  the  I.  A. 
C.  of  the  New  Illinois  Athletic  club, 
with  the  Chicago  of  the  Chicago  Yacht 
club  In  second  place.  Ciiicago  was 
built  and  sailed  by  A.  Q.  Cutlibert  of 
Chicago,  and  is  the  club's  syndicate 
boat.  A  strange  feature  of  the  Chi- 
cago's victory  is  the  fact  that  the  syn- 
dicate boat  did  not  win  a  single  first, 
but  won  the  trophy  with  two  second.s 
and  a  fourth.  Cliicago's  second  yes- 
terday gave  her  a  total  of  244.5  points 
tor  the  series  as  against  233.4  for  the 
La  Klta,  owned  by  the  New  Illinois 
athletic  club. 

But  for  an  accident  it  is  probable 
that  the  Cleveland  of  the  Cleveland 
Yacht  club  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  would 
have  won  the  race  and  the  cup.  Cleve- 
land crossed  the  line  far  in  the  lead 
and  in  the  first  half  mile  she  outsailed 
her  competitors  two  feel  to  one.  It 
was  discovered  that  the  Buckeye  yacht 
had  crossed  the  line  less  tlian  a  fifth 
of  a  second  ahead  of  the  starting  and 
efforts  were  made  to  recall  her.  They 
were  unsuccessful  however  until  Skip- 
per Herman  of  tne  ColumViia,  Chicago, 
hailed  her  and  told  Skipper  Barth  that 
he  had  beaten  the  gun.  Barth  made 
all  haste  to  return  and  cross  the  line 
in  proper  fashion,  but  he  lost  fifteen 
nsinutes  In  doing  so.  This  did  not 
daunt  the  plucky  Ohloan,  who  sailed 
tlie  best  race  that  lias  been  seen  in  the 
races  during  the  week  that  the  Lipton 
races  have  held  sway  In  this  city  and 
.sii-joeeded  in  picking  up  nine  of  tiie 
fifteen  minutes  he  liad  lost,  and  finished 
fiftli  in  the  race.  Spectators  all  along 
the  course  cheered  the  Cleveland  as  she 
made  the  plucky  effort  to  regain  her 
lo.st    lead. 

A  good  twelve  mile  wind  was  blow- 
ing from  the  east  when  the  yachts 
went  to  tiie  starting  line,  and  there 
was  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the 
spectators  that  nothing  excepting  a 
very  sudden  ciiange  would  prevent  the 
finish  of  the  series.  After  Jockeying 
around  the  starting  point  for  about 
fifteen  miiiutes.  the  yachts  started  at 
exactly  2:15.  Cleveland  was  seen  to 
lead  the  field  and  the  hopes  of  out  of 
town  spectators  were  high  when  she 
increased    her    lead. 

When  she  had  gone  about  a  half 
a  mile  .she  was  seen  to  come  about  and 
return  to  the  starting  line.  Columbia, 
which  had  held  second  place,  now  took 
tiie    lead. 

At  tluj  finish  of  the  flrnt  leg  Colum- 
bia seemed  to  miss  her  course,  as  slie 
did  in  yesterday's  trial,  and  the  La 
Rita  took  the  lead.  Before  the  Colum- 
bia could  regain  her  course,  the  Cleve- 
land, which  was  sailing  a  ijeautiful 
race,  went  into  eighth  place  ahead  of 
her.  The  order  at  the  first  buoy  was 
as  follows: 

La  Rita,  first;  Chicago,  second;  I.  A. 
C,  third;  Sprav,  fourth;  Jackson  Park, 
fifth;  Qlen  Sabe,  sUtn;  Cherry  Cir- 
cle, seventh;  Cleveland,  eighth,  Colum- 
bia,  ninth.

Two  Men  Have  Spirited 

Conversation  at  tlie 

State  House. 


Des  Moines,  Aug.  21.— The  arrange- 
ments for  Mr.  Bryan's  reception  in  this 
city  today  were  entirely  informal. 
While  automobile  riding,  Mr.  Bryan 
and  his  parly  were  conveyed  to  the 
state  capitol,  where  the  Democratic 
standard-bearer  called  upon  Guvernor 
A.  B.  Cummins  In  the  executive  cham- 
bers. Governor  Cunuuins  had  not 
been  Informed  of  Mr.  Bryan's  purpose 
to  call  upon  him,  but  greeted  his  vis- 
itor with  marked  cordiality.  For  ten 
minutes  they  indulged  in  scintillant 
repartee,  much  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  small  audience,  "i'ou  are  looking 
well,  Mr.  iiryan.  and  capable  of  the 
work  before  you,"  was  tlie  way  Gov- 
ernor Cummins  opened  the  conversa- 
tion. „ 

"Perhaps  you  mean   fit,   not  capable, 
replied   tlie   Democratic    nominee. 

Governor  Cummins  referred  to  Mr. 
Bryan's  speaking  <iualities.  "In  1894." 
said  the  governor,  "when  I  first  heard 
you  speak,  1  thought  you  had  the 
finest   voice  1  ever  heard." 

"That  was  the  first  time  you  heard 
me,  "  was  the  Nebraskan's  remark.  "It 
Is  a  very  fine  compliment,"  he  said,  "but

Where  it  Will  be 

Divided. 


Crookston.  Minn.,  Aug.  21. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — ^The  rear  end  of  a 
monster  drive  of  16.000,000  feet  of  logs 
has  reached  a  point  about  a  mile  above 
the  city  and  the  crew  of  forty  "river 
hogs"  is  busy  sorting  and  scaling  them 
as  they  reach  the  sluiceway  of  the 
Crookston  Lumber  company.  The  drive 
was  brought  down  by  a  crew  under  the 
direction  of  IJiver  Boss  Pat  Sullivan. 

About  12,000.000  feet  of  the  logs  be- 
long to  the  Grand  Fork.s  Lumber  com- 
pany, and  4,000.000  will  be  boomed  and 
held  here  for  the  Crookston  Lumber 
company,  which  v/ith  the  stock  alre.idy 
on  hand  will  make  an  abundant  supply 
to  start  thf  mill  up  on  next  spring 
after   one   years   idleness. 

This  is  the  biggest  drive  that  has 
been  brouglit  down  the  Ked  Lake  river 
In  ten  years.  It  has  bei,;n  brought 
down  under  great  difficulties  because 
of  the  extremely  low  .stage  of  the 
water,  anrl  were  it  not  for  numerous 
dams  which  were  opened  to  flood  the 
rear  end  millions  of  feet  of  the  drive 
would  have  been  stranded  high  and 
dry  along  the  rlats  tn  route,  wheie  the 
!  river  spreads  out.  It  will  take  a  cou- 
ple of  montlis  to  sort  the  log.s  here  and 
1  set  the  tail  end  of  the  drive  started 
;  fur  East  Grand  Forks,  and  the  drive 
from  here  down  will  be  a  difficult  feat 
unless  heavy  fall  rains  start  in  witliin 
,1  month  or   two. 

The  Red  Lake  river-  is  so  low  above 
here  that  in  places  it  is  possible  to 
wade  across.  There  has  not  been  a 
rain  which  would  affect  the  stage  of 
water  in  th.-  river  for  the  past  eight 
or   ten   weeks.

One  Every  Hour  Turned 

Out  at  N.  P.  Brain- 

erd  Shops. 

Brainerd,  Minn.,  Aug.  21.  —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  Northern  Pacific  car 
shops  in  this  city  have  established  a 
record  In  the  building  of  stock  oars 
that  la  hard  to  beat.  Two  hundred 
and  fifty  cars  have  been  built  at  the 
shops  under  the  supervision  of  D.  K. 
Fullerton,  general  foreman  of  this  de- 
partment of  the  Nortliern  Pacilic  siiops 
here.  One  car  has  been  turned  out 
complete  every  hour  smce  .commenoing 
on  the  work,  not  vna  single  hour  of 
the    working   day    having   been    missed. 

The  Rlils  and  other  heavy  timbers 
are  laid  on  the  trucks  outside  the 
sliop  and  the  cars  are  pulled  forward 
to  the  stations  of  the  various  crews 
once  each  hour.  The  first  crew  puts 
in  the  plates  wlilch  hold  the  draw 
bars,  bolt  the  sills  In  position  and  put 
in  the  trusses.  The  next  crew  puis  In 
the  floor  and  the  cars  are  then  run  in- 
to the  shop  proper.  The  roof  timbers, 
posts,  etc..  iiave  In  the  meanwhile 
been  placed  beside  or  on  the  car.  The 
roof  is  "framed  on  the  deck  of  the  car, 
hoisted  by  means  of  tackle  and  let 
down  upon  the  upright  posts.  At  the 
same  time  the  draw  heads  are  put  in 
place.  An  ingenious  machine  invented 
liy  Mr.  Fullerton  is  used  to  compress 
the  draw  bar  springs  and  put  them  in 
plac  The  next  crew  puts  on  the  end 
lining  and  the  side  Ma.ts  while,  another 
put.s  on  the  doors,  etc.  Ten  crews  al- 
together work  on  each  car,  each  crew- 
working  an  hour,  the  last  crew  apply- 
ing  the   paint. 

Tlie  clockwork  regularity  is  main- 
tained through  the  knowledge  of  Mr^ 
Fullerton  as  to  what  time  each  part  of 
the  work  sliould  consume.  Often  the 
men  on  a  gang,  or  on  all  the  gangs 
will  complete  their  work  before  the 
hour,  but  they  are  not  expected  to  do 
anything  till  time  Is  up  and  the  line 
of  cars  Is  eacli  advanced  on  station. 

The  company  Is  also  having  2o0  cars 
built  in  the  South  Tacoma  shops,  and 
while  the  officials  refuse  to  discu.ss  tho 
matter,  some  of  the  men  express  pos- 
itive knowledge  that  the  work  Is  be- 
ing done  cheaper  here  than  at  the  for- 
mer place  because  of  the  splendid 
system  of  Mr.   Fullerton. 

MAKES  TYPEWRITER  FLY. 

Fastest  Typist  in  W oild  Attends  Re- 
porters' Meeting. 

Milwaukee.  Wis..  Aug  21. — Milwau- 
kee, the  birthplace  of  the  typewriter, 
and  the  city  in  which  the  first  girl  to 
operate  the  writing  machine,  invented 
by  her  father,  still  resides,  has  been 
honored  this  week  with  the  presence 
of  the  "fastest  expert  typewriter  in 
the  world.  ■  This  is  Mis.s  Kose  L.  Fritz 
of  Brooklvn,  N.  Y.  Miss  Fritz  has  been 
attending  the  tenth  annual  convention 
of  the  National  Shorthand  Keporters" 
association.  It  Is  fitting  that  one  who 
has  achieved  world-wide  fame  for  the 
rai>idity,  dexterity  and  accuracy  with 
M  hich  she  handles  the  machine  should 
attend  a  oonvei  l-on  of  rapid  writers 
and  typewriter  artists  in  the  city 
where,  thirty-five  years  ago,  Chris- 
tuplier  Latham  Sholes,  the  humble  in- 
ventor, brouglit  out  the  first  writing 
machine,  and  where  his  daughter.  Miss 
Lillian  Sholes,  who  operated  the  first 
successful  machine,  still  resides.  S!ie 
Is  a  petite  little  woman  of  20  years  of 
age.  of  German-Jewish  descent.  After 
graduating  from  the  high  school  of 
.Jersev  City  and  the  Hope  street  high 
school  in  Providence,  ."he  went  to  Ne^v 
York  city  and  took  a  course  in  short- 
hand and  typewriting.  When  she 
graduated  she  had  attained  a  speed  of 
120  words  a  minute.  This  was  ai  rain- 
ed at  the  end  of  four  months'  practice. 
Later  she  wrote  150  words  a  minute. 

In  October,  1905,  Miss  Fritz  entered 
the  Madison  Square  garden  typewriting 
contest.  She  won  second  place,  taid 
since  then  to  the  present  time,  she  has 
never  been  beaten. 


Miliiouaire  Socialist  Packed  Unitar- 
ian Clinrcli  at  Fargo. 

Fargo,  N.  D..  Aug.  21. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  Unitarian  church 
was  crowded  Tuesday  night  by  people 
auxious  to  hear  J.  G.  Phelps  Stokes,  a 
New  York  millionatre.  who  believes  in 
Socialism  and  is  making  a  campaign 
of  the  country  In  the  interest  of  Eu- 
gene V.  Debs,  the  Socialist  candidate 
for  tho  presid 'ncy.  The  speaker  got 
a  w.irm  reception  and  was  closely  fol- 
lowed during  his  address. 

He  refuted  the  idea  that  Socialism 
meant  a  dividing  up  of  all  c^ipltal  or 
tliat  Its  adoption  would  be  revolution- 
ary. He  maintained,  w^lth  excellent  ar- 
guments, that  competition  between 
workeis  and  tradesmen  would  be  even 
more  keen  under  the  system  which 
Debs  reiiresent.s  as  presidential  nomi- 
nee in  this  country.  His  doctrine  Is 
similar  to  the  single  tax,  save  that  it  is 
not  "single"  in  some  instances,  where 
iie  believes  the  latter  would  not  be  for 
the  benefit  of  the  worker.  After  speak- 
ing for  two  hours  Mr.  Stokes  requested 
to  be  uuestloned  on  points  not  made 
clear  and  the  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity was  taken  by  many,  one  of 
which  drew  out  tlie  fact  that  tlie  speak- 
er did  not  hope  for  the  election  of 
Debs,  but  by  every  good  Socialist  vot- 
ing the  ticket  the  Impression  for  good 
would  continue  to  spread  and  that  in- 
stead of  the  million  votes  of  last  elec- 
tion It  would  be  nearer  the  two  mil- 
lion mark  by  the  natural  increase  indi- 
cated in  tlie  past.

The  passage  of  the  Congo  treaty  by 
the  chamber  of  deputies  means  that 
the  annexation  of  the  state  of  Belgium 
is  now  practically  assured,  as  the  sen- 
ate and  King  Leoprld  are  ready  to  en- 
dorse the  bill.  The  personal  rule  of 
King  Leopold  in  Afric^a  l.s  now  draw- 
ing to  a  close — in  the  future  he  will 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  state, 
which  is  to  be  administered  by  Bel- 
gium— and  the  hope  is  widespread  that 
there  will  now  be  an  end  to  the  atro- 
cities and  nial-administration  in  this 
part  of  the  world  wliicli  for  years  has 
been  a  subject  of  investigation  and 
hitter  complaint  by  humanitarians  all 
over  the  world.  (Governments  became 
deeply  interested  in  bringing  about 
the  Introduction  of  reforms  in  the  Con- 
go and  it  became  known  last  year  that 
(Ireat  Britain  and  the  United  States 
had  about  decided  to  interfere  in  the 
(3ongo  unless  the  situation  improved. 
Annual  .%IIoT\-anoeH. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  treaty,  the 
Congo's  revenues  are  charged  with  the 
foreign  annual  allowance — $24,000  to 
Prince  Albert,  son  of  the  count  of 
Flanders,  brother  of  King  Leopold, 
fir., 000  to  Princess  Clementine,  the 
king's  third  daughter,  and  as  an  espe- 
cial token  of  gratitude  to  the  king  the 
sum  of  $10,000,000  in  fifteen  annual  in- 
stallments for  his  use  in  constructing 
hospitals  and  schools  and  forwarding 
scientific  work  in  Africa.  Further- 
more, Belgium  must  expend  the  sum 
of  $9,000,000  in  work  for  which  con- 
tracts have  already  been  made.  In 
addition.  King  Leopold  retains  in  fee 
simple  40,000  hectares  of  land  at  May- 
umbe  for  coffee  and  cocoa-growing  ex- 
periments, and  during  his  lifetime  he 
is  to  enjoy  liis  interests  in  the  Congo 
concessionary  companies  and  the  prop- 
erty in  Belgium,  in  France,  which  he 
purchased  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Con- 
go foundation.  Upon  the  death  of  the 
king  all  this  property  will  revert  back 
to   Belgium.

••  Colonial  Jack,"  or  J.  A.  Karohn  as 
lie  is  properly  culled,  started  from 
Portland,  Me.,  on  June  i  last  to  make 
a  trip  around  the  border  of  the  I'nited 
■States,  on  foot  trundling  a  wheelbar- 
row before  him.  A  bet  of  $1,000  is  up 
on  the  completion  of  the  trip  inside  of 
400  days.  To  do  tiiis  lie  must  average 
twenty-two  and  a  half  miles  a  day, 
and  at  this  stage  of  the  trip  he  is  250 
miles  ahead  ol  his  schedule.  Tlie  total 
trip  which  lie  will  take  will  be  about 
D.OOO  miles. 

He  walks  the  railroad  tracks  most 
of  the  time,  finding  them  better  than 
the  sandv  and  dusty  country  roads. 
His  greatest  trouble  is  in  securing 
healtliful  water,  and  he  has  had  sevetal 
spells  of  Klckiiess*  as  a  result  of  <lrink- 
ing  bad  water,  whlcii  have  threatened 
the  success  of  the  trip.  The  engineers 
on  the  trains  have  all  heard  about  him. 
he  says,  and  watch  for  him  on  his 
weary  lilke. 

He  collects  postoffice  stamps  on  his 
journev,  and  has  now  visited  312  post- 
offices.^  including  Duluth.  His  longest 
dav's  walk  was  forty-four  miles,  made 
in  "Ohio.  Lately  he  ecjualled  this  record, 
walking  forty-four  milts,  from  St. 
Ignace  to  Soo  Junction. 

Todav  Mr.  Karolin  is  taking  the  first 
vacation  of  his  long  trip.  His  sister 
from  St.  Peter  is  in  town,  and  his  wife 
is  stopping  at  the  Lenox,  so  he  Is  tak- 
ing a  day  off.     Tomorrow  he  will   hike 


to  Carlton,  where  he  will  spend  Sun- 
day. Mrs.  Kahron  accompanies  her  hus- 
band on  the  trains,  stopping  with  him 
everv  Sundav. 

From  Carlton  "Colonial  Jack"  will 
continue  liis  trip  almost  straight  west 
to  Seattle,  then  down  the  coast  to  Los 
Angeles,  then  across  the  Southern 
states  to  Jacksonville,  then  up  the  At- 
lantic coast  to  Portland  again.  He 
plans  to  reach  Seattle  by  Thanksgiving, 
to  go  down  the  California  coast  before 
real  severe  weather  sets  in,  and  to  be 
in  the  South  during  the  winter.  He 
will  make  the  trip  on  the  Atlantic 
coast  next  summer. 

Karohn  says  the  trip  has  done  won- 
ders for  his  liealth.  He  was  hollow 
chested  in  the  extreme  v.hen  he  started, 
and  he  says  he  has  Improved  wcmder- 
fully  in  this  respect.  He  gets  almost  as 
tired  walking  as  he  did  at  first,  lie  says, 
but  feels  better  in  the  morning.  He 
has  worn  out  three  pairs  of  shoes,  and 
will  get  his  fourth  pair  in  Duluth.  He 
wears  extremely  heavy,  square-toed 
boots. 

There  is  a  little  cyclometer  on  the 
wheels  of  Karohn's  wheel  barrow,  and 
it  shows  that  the  strange-looking 
vehicle  has  traveled  1.822  miles  thus 
far.  As  he  has  been  on  the  road  about 
eighty  davs,  this  gives  him  an  average 
of  22.7  miles.  He  lias  hiked  ail  of  this 
distance  witli  the  exception  of  two 
ferrv  rides.  One  was  at  St.  Ignace  and 
the  "otlier  from  Dulutii  to  Superior,  last 
night. 

Karohn  carries  letters  to  various 
parties  along  the  route.  He  is  carry- 
ing letters  from  the  mayor  of  Portland 
to  the  mayor  of  Minot,  and  to  the 
mayor   of   Seattle. 

On  his  wheel  barrow  he  has  a  hollow 
wooden  pyramid,  built  to  shelter  the 
little  baggage  which  he  takes.  The 
barrow  is  eciuipped  v;ith  a  solid  tired 
bicycle  wheel,  and  the  entire  outfit 
weighs  about  sixty  pounds.

In  an  answer  filed  this  morning  with 
the  clerk  of  the  district  court  to  an 
action  to  recover  commission,  brought 
against  him  by  W.  C.  Sherwood.  C.  E. 
Lovett  makes  some  serious  charges 
against  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  Sherwood, 
and  also  against  R.  M.  Hunter. 

Sherwood  is  .suing  for  half  of  the 
commission  of  |1,750  which  was  paid 
upon  the  transfer  of  the  property  on 
the  southeast  corner  of  Fourth  avenue 
west  and  First  street  some  time  ago, 
the  consideration  being  JGB,Ooo.  The 
commission,  he  claims,  was  due  to  Mr.

In  Ids  answer,  Mr.  Lovett  makes 
charges  of  fraud  involving  both  Mr. 
Hunter  and  Mr.  Sherwood.  He  states 
that  he  was  agent  for  James  W.  Potter, 
owner  of  the  property,  and  had  a  com- 
mission agreement  with  him.  He  says 
that  R.  M.  Hunter  approached  him  and 
said  that  he  tiiought  he  had  a  sale  for 
the  property  In  view,  which  he  would 
endeavor  to  put  t^hrough  if  Mr.  Lovett 
would  give  him  naif  the  commission.

Ing  the  sale,  and  that  in  truth  and  in  fact

The  idea  as  presented  to  the 
buslnes'i  men  wasnt  entirely  imprac- 
tical If  the  vouth  had  only  carried 
out  his  premises.  He  told  glowinJf 
.s-.ories  of  how  the  eight-page  sheet 
printed  in  newspaper  style,  only  on 
somewhat  better  paper,  would  be  given 
a  wide  circulation  from  coast  too  coast, 
and    from    the    gulf    to    the    Canadian 

border.  ^    ,    .. 

He  promised  to  write  up  Duluth.  set- 
ting forth  all  its  many  advantages  com- 
mercial, residential,  and  otherwise,  In 
attractive  style,  and  then  distribute 
the  sheet  wherj  It  would  be  apt  to  do 
the  most  good.  On  the  strength  of 
glowing  promises  and  beautiful  word 
pictures,  he  secured  advertising  for  his 
"Industrial  edition'  to  the  amount  of 
$2,000  cash,  which  was  pretty  good,  'n 
view  of  the  fact  that  he  landed  in 
town  from  St.  Louis.  Mo.,  with  scarcely 
enough  money  In  his  pocket  to  pay  hm 
board  for  two  days. 

Despite  his  youth,  he  seems  to  be  a 
shrewd  observer  of  human  nature,  for 
he  had  a  varying  scale  of  prices,  ask- 
ing one  man  $100  for  what  he  gave  the 
next  man  for  $10.  He  got  whatever  he 
could  for  -space"  from  $5  up  to  $100, 
and  the  $5  man  was  treated  to  as  good 
a  position  as  the  $100  man.  When 
he  took  the  advertisement,  he  also  took 
an  order  for  a  certain  number  of 
copies,  promising  in  addition  to  send 
tliousands  and  thousands  of  copies 
broadcast  over   the   country. 

The  sheet  was  printed  In  a  local  es- 
tablishment, and  it  is  learned  that  the 
order  was  for  only  2,000.  These  were 
given  no  circulation  outside 
patrons  of  the  advertising  columns 
copies  thus  disposed  of  followed 
surplus  Into  the  alleys,  waste  paper 
basket  and  garbage  cans  when  the  men 
who  had  been  bitten  found  how  hor- 
ribly they  had  been  swindled.  It  didn't 
take  one  sucker  long  to  realize  what 
thev  were  up  against,  and  that  they 
would  receive  absolutely  no  benefit 
from    the   publication. 

Most  of  them  were  willing  to  take 
their  medicine  quietly,  and  charge  the 
loss  to  experience,  but  a  few  didn't 
look  at  It  in  that  light,  and  reported 
the  matter  to  the  police.  About  this 
time  Anderson  concluded  the  climate 
of  Duluth  did  not  agree  with  him.  and 
he  took  the  next  train  out  of  town. 
All  the  copies  left  on  his  hands  he 
threw  Into  the  alleys. 

One  scheme  connected  with  the  swin- 
dle was  to  get  about  200  leading  busi- 
ness flrm.s  to  attach  their  signatures  to 
tho  pr.irlamatlon.  These  are  repro- 
duced in  the  publication,  and  will  be 
meat  for  forgers  and  others  with  blank 
chocks,  etc.,  that  need  only  a  good  sig- 
nature to  give  them  a  marketable 
value.  This  scheme  of  getting  signa- 
tures was  first  worked  by  BldwoU.  the 
great  English  forger.  About  the  only 
benefit  is  that  those  taken  In  by  the 
swindle  have  learned  a  lepson,  and 
pr<.bal)ly  hereafter  they  will  be  more 
cautious  about  Intrusting  their  cash  to 
smooth-tongued  strangers  with  big 
promises   of   advertising   benefits.

Britain  in  Redunion 

of  Armament. 

Matter  Was  Not  Broached 

by  Chancellor  Lloyd 

George.

chancellor  of  the  British  exchequer, 
who  has  been  on  the  continent  for  some 
davs  past,  continued  his  inquiries  to- 
day regarding  special  legislatiim.

oi  Germany  to  join  with  Great  Britain 
In  a  naval  agreement.

CAUSES  EXCITEMENT. 

Mexico  Cltv,  Aug.  22.— Excitement 
was  caused  at  p(dlce  headtjuarters  here 
yesterdav  by  the  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  rittsburg.  written  ostensibly  by 
a  member  of  the  'Black  Hand'  and 
threatening  the  life  of  Judge  Juan 
Perez  de  Leon.  The  enveU>pe  in  which 
the  missive  was  enclosed  bore  the 
printed  inscription  of  a  Pittsburg  ho- 
tel. 

Judge  de  Leon  was  the  magistrate 
who  recently  sent  two  Americans  to 
prison  charged  with  robbing  a  bank 
messenger.  It  is  believed  here  that 
they  are  members  of  a  dangerous  crim- 
inal band  who  worked  In  various  tor- 
eign  capitals  and  that  the  alleged  black 
hand  letter  was  from  their  cnfedei- 
ates  who  escaped  and  returned  to 
Pittsburg.    ,  ,    T>.

Absolute  Quiet  Follows 

Departure  of  Troops 

From  Springfield. 

Civil  Law  Working  Ex- 
peditiously to  Punish 
Guilty  Men. 


Springfield,  His..  Aug.  22.— Vndls- 
turbed  by  the  clank  of  accoutrements 
or  the  challenges  of  sentries  during 
the  night,  Springfield  awoke  this 
morning  from  dreams  of  peace.  There 
was  absolute  quiet  during  the  early 
hours,  not  a  single  alarm  being  turned 
In  to  the  sheriff  after  midnight,  and 
the  few  calls  for  troops  earlier  in  the 
night  being  due  to  the  happenings 
which  ordinarily  would  not  attract  at- 
tention as    indications  of  possible   I'lot. 

The  citizens,  in  fact,  reall'-ce  today 
that  the  civil  law  Is  working  expedi- 
tiously and  smoothly  to  bring  the  per- 
sons responsible  for  the  recent  dis- 
turbances to  justice.  With  thirty  in- 
dictments already  returned  by  the 
grand  jury  and  all  except  one  of  the 
eight  persons  formally  charged  with 
murder,  riot,  destruction  of  property  or 
malicious  mischief  in  custody,  there  is 
a  feeling  abroad  that  rctriliution  is 
about  to  overtake  the  rowdy  elements 
of  the  community.  For  a  time  there 
v.as  a  fear  that  the  state's  attorney, 
despite  his  earnest  efforts,  would  fail 
in  proving  criminal  charges  against 
the  rioters.  This  was  due  largely  to

the  Study  of  Air 

Navigation. 

Frledrlchshafen,  Aug.  22.— Count  Zep- 
pelin, inventor  of  the  famous  airship 
that  was  recently  destr'.ved,  has  an- 
nounced that  he  Inteyikls  to  found  an 
institute  for  the  Invefci'.fatlon  and  so- 
lution of  the  problems  0  f  air  naviga- 
tion in  the  interest  of  German  Industry, 
defense  and  science.  The  contribu- 
tions made  by  tlie  public,  h«  says,  are 
now  far  beyond  the  sum  necessary  to 
replace  the  destroyed  airship  and  be- 
yond the  sum  he  intends  to  accept  lo- 
war<l  the  recuperation  of  his  private 
fortune,  which  was  spent  in  airship 
experiments.  All  of  the  surplus  now 
on  hand  and  .'ill  further  contributions 
will   be  added  to  the  endowment  of  the 

institute.  ....,, 

The  bank  at  Stuttgart  Which  Is  re- 
ceiving the  subscriptions  has  J500,000 
deposited  to  Count  Zeppelins  credit 
and  this  amount  is  probably  $250,000 
less  than  the  amount  subscribed  and 
which  will   be  available  later.

.Sydney,  N.  S.  W.,  Aug.  22.— In  spite 
of  a  heavy  downfall  of  rain  that  swept 
over  the  city  of  Sydney  this  afternoon, 
the  entertainments  for  the  men  of  the 
fleet  of  the  American  battleships, 
which  include  a  regatta,  football  and 
baseball  matchee,  a  race  meeting  at 
Hose  Hill  and  matinee  performances 
at  all  the  theaters,  were  carried  out 
according  to   program. 

A  baseball  team  composed  of  sail- 
ors from  the  battleship  Nebraska  de- 
feated the  team  of  the  Sydney  uni- 
versity by  a  score  of  3  to  0,  and  the 
team  representing  the  entire  fleet  de- 
feated the  New  South  Wales  team  by 
a  score  of  6  to  5.  But  at  rugby  foot- 
ball New  South  Wales  turned  the 
tables  and  defeated  a  team  from  the 
fleet  by  a  score  of  6  to  3.  A  large 
number  of  officers  and  men  attended 
the  complimentary  races  at  Hose  Hiil. 
where  the  program  included  "the  bat- 
tleship hurdles,"  and  stake  races, 
which  in  compliment  to  the  visitors 
have  been  named  as  follows:  "The 
Admiral  Sperry,"  "the  American  Presi- 
dent," "the  American  Fleet,"  "the  Ad- 
miral Dewev,"  and  "the  Flagship."  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  races  300  officers 
of  the  fleet  were  entertained  at  lunch- 
eon   by    residents   of   the   city. 

Sperry  Given  Keeeplion. 
During  the  afternoon  Admiral  Sper- 
ry gave  a  reception  on  board  the  Hag- 
ship  Connecticut  to  a  large  number  of 
guesbs.  Among  those  present  were 
(iovernor  General  and  Lady  Northcote. 
Admiral  Sir  Harry  llawson.  governor 
of  New  South  Wales,  and  his  wife, 
and  the  lord  mayor  of  Sydney  and  his 
wife.  The  main  deck  of  the  ship  was 
covered  by  awnings  and  the  decora- 
tions consisted  of  British  and  Ameri- 
can Hags  intertwined.  The  ship's  band 
played  during  the  reception.  Officers 
and  men  of  the  fleet  were  entertained 
at  the  theaters  of  Sydney  this  after- 
noon. ^   _ 

Last  night  over  2,000  sailors  of  the 
fleet  were  given  shore  leave,  and  they 
Impressed  the  people  of  the  city 
strongly  by  their  quiet  and  orderly 
behavior. 

There  was  a  race  on  the  harbor  yes- 
terday afternoon  between  the  sv»eed 
launch  of  the  Connecticut  and  a  pri- 
vatelv  owned  launch  named  the  In- 
vincible in  which  the  latter  was  an 
easy   winner. 

A  number  of  the  American  visitors 
went  on  an  excursion  this  afternoon 
to  Newcastle,  seventy  miles  away.

St.  Paul,  Minn..  Aug.  22. —  (Specl.al  to 
The  Herald.) — Now  that  Governor 
Johnson  has  accepted  the  nomination 
for  a  third  term  as  governor,  at  a  pac- 
lifice  of  his  own  int -rests  and  his  per- 
sonal Inclinations  in  the  matter,  bin 
friends  are  planning  to  make  a  fight 
for  his  election  this  fall  which  will 
make  the  two  previous  campaigns  look 
tame. 

They  fully  realize  that  in  accenting 
the  nomination  the  governor  did  bo 
only  out  of  a  sense  of  his  duty  to  the 
party,  and  that  when,  prior  to  the  con- 
vention, he  expressed  his  determina- 
tion not  to  accept  It  under  any  circum- 
stances, he  expressed  his  real  feelings 
in  the  matter,  and  tnat  he  was  far  from 
pleased  when  he  wa.s  informed  of  the 
action  of  the  convention.  He  was  in 
hopes  that  the  convention  would  con- 
sider his  feelings  and  desire  in  the 
matter  and  accept  one  of  the  other 
good  men  mentioned  for  the  nomina- 
tion. 

With  the  gathering  of  the  delegates 
on  the  dav  of  tne  convention,  and  on 
the  day  previous,  .t  became  evident 
that  a  stampede  was  practically  inevi- 
table, and  all  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
governor's  tlose  friends  to  stem  this 
tide  were  unavailing.  The  delegates 
had  words  of  praise  for  the  other  men 
mentioned,  and  admitted  that  they 
would  make  formidable  candidates,  but 
tliat  was  as  far  as  they  would  go  In 
that  direction.

Exhibit   of  Adulterated 

Food  at  State  Fair 

to  be  Large. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  22.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  state  dairy  and  food 
department  will  have  in  the  dairy 
building  at  the  Minnesota  State  fair 
this  year  an  exhibit  of  illegal  foods 
and  aaulteration:s  that  will  stagger 
the  most  reckless  cater  and  ktep  him 
worrying  about  the  germs  in  his  food 
for   weeks  afterwards. 

The  exhibit  will  consist  of  all  illegal 
foods  that  have  been  discovered  and 
removed  from  sale  by  the  inspectors, 
all  adulterated  foods,  the  adultera- 
tions of  which  have  been  found  by 
the  state  chemij^t  through  analysis, 
and  for  contrast,  samples  of  thorough- 
ly examined  pure  foods.  Forty  feet 
of  show  cases  will  bo  used  to  exhibit 
2,000  .samples  of  ill. -gal  foods,  and 
other  cases  of  equal  length  will  be 
filled  with  pure  foods.  F.  B.  Heiberg 
of  St.  Paul,  a  state  food  inspector,  is 
now   preparing  the   exhibit. 

Because  of  th.-  number  of  impure 
candies,  which  have  been  analyzed  by 
the  department,  candy  will  have  a 
prominent    place   in   the    exhibit.

HEAVY  WHEAT 
CROP  EXPECTED 


Louis  W.  Hill,  president  of  the 
Great  Northern  railway,  was  at  the 
Spalding  last  night  en  route  for  St. 
Paul.  Mr.  Hill  was  accompanied  by 
Mrs.  Hill  and  Dr.  Charlea  Wheaton 
of  St.  Paul.  The  party  had  been  on 
a  fishing  trip  to  the  Brule  river. 

In  speaking  of  the  wheat  situation, 
Mr.  Hill  expressed  the  opinion  that 
there  would  be  more  grain  handled 
this  year  than  ever  before  from  a 
single  crop.  Ho  stated  that  there 
was  some  damage  from  rust,  but  it 
wa.-5n't  of  serious  proportions.  He 
stated  that  rust  must  come  early  to 
work  much  damage  to  a  crop,  and 
that  the  rust  had  not  come  early  this 
year. 

Mr.  Hill  is  of  the  opinion  that  tho 
roads  will  have  plenty  of  cars  to 
handle    the    large    crop.         He    stated 


that  the  railroads  of  the  West  were 
never  better  prepared  to  handle  a 
heavy   wheat   movement. 

"There  is  not  a  very  heavy  coal 
movement  to  the  West."  said  Mr.  Hill. 
"Thore  is  a  large  amount  of  coal  on 
the  docks  and  the  mads  are  preparea 
to  .speedily  move  it.  but  the  dealers 
are  not  ordering.  When  tho  crops 
get  to  moving  the  people  may  fina 
that  the  roads  are  not  prepared  to 
handlo  coal  with  tho  facility  with 
which  lh«'y  could  handle  it  at  the 
present  time.  The  business  out  ook 
Is  good.  Tlic  large  crop  outloolc 
makes  it  certain  that  business  con- 
ditions will  improve  in  the  North- 
west.

County  May  Forfeit  $10,- 

000  Premium  Through 

Court's  Delay. 


The  decision  of  the  supreme  court  in 
regard  to  St.  Louis  county  courthouse 
bond  Issue  which  was  expected  yester- 
day, was  nut  received.  This  leaves  the 
constitutionality  of  the  issue  still  in 
doubt. 

The  county  authorities  were  especial- 
ly anxious  to  get  a  riding  yesterday, 
as  but  one  week  remains  before  the 
date  set  for  the  delivery  of  the  bonds, 
Sept.  1.  Under  the  contract  the  com- 
pany which  took  the  bonds,  T.  J.  Bolger 
&  Co.  of  Chicago,  can  refuse  to  grant 
the  county  llie  $10.(iOO  premium  wlilch 
was  coming  lo  them  If  lh<-  bonds  were 
delivered  by  Sept.  1.  It  will  be  impos- 
sible lo  make  tlii.**  delivery  by  iliat  date 
now,  as  tlie  question  of  the  legality  of 
the  bonds  is  still  unsettled. 

\V.  .1.  Stevenson,  attorney  for  the 
county  board,  stated  this  morning, 
however,  that  the  company  had  agreed 
to  extend  the  time  for  the  delivery  of 
the  bonds,  considering  the  unusual  cir- 
cumstances, and  had  been  very  oblig- 
ing in  this  regard.  He  does  not  be- 
lieve that  if  a  decision  is  rendered  soon, 
there  will  be  any  necessity  for  forfeit- 
ing  the   premium. 

The  fiuestion  of  the  constitutionality 
of  the  bonds  was  raised  by  Wliitney 
Wall,  attacking  the  constitutifmality  of 
the  act  of  the  legislature  which  author- 
ized tlieir  issue.  The  amount  of  the 
bonds   is    $600. OoO.

TO     MAKE     WOMEN     GARDENERS. 
London    Telegraph:      Swanley    Hor- 
ticultural   college's    work    Is    to    make 
women   into   gardeners,      whether      as 

growers  for  market  or  In  privat© 
grounds,  or  as  teachers  of  others. 
The  course  is  specially  designed  to  be 
of  use  to  those  who  have  land  of  their 
own  and  those  who  look  forward  to  a 
ce  lonial    life. 

The  college  was  founded  nearly 
twenty  years  ago  and  now  po?,-esse8 
forty-three  acres  of  land,  two  of  which 
are  devoted  to  fiowtrs,  twelve  to  kit- 
chen and  market  gardening  and  sev- 
enteen to  frtiit.  There  is  a  long  range 
of  glass  houses,  an  apiary,  a  dairy 
and  poultry  run.  The  report  for  the 
past  year  refers  to  the  growing  de- 
mand' for  teachers  of  nature  study, 
in  view  of  which  .he  college  has  es- 
tablished a  course  in  natural  history. 
There  were  over  sixty  students  at  the 
colhgo   during    1907. 

As  a  testimony  to  the  practical  na-

Carl  M.  Johnson  Visits 
Old  Haunts  at  Daw- 
son City. 

Friends  of  Carl  M.  Johanson,  a  for- 
mer resident  of  the  city,  and  partner  of 
H.  B.  Freyberger,  will  be  gratified  to 
learn  of  Mr.  Johanson's  success  in  the 
mining  Industry  of  the  Klondike.  Mr. 
Johanson  left  this  city  when  the  gold 
fever  first  struck  the  country  some 
years  ago  and  lias  been  successful.  He 
now:  lives  In  Seattle. 

The  following  is  from  a  Dawson  City 
dispatch  to  a  Seattle  paper,  telling  of 
a  visit  of  Mr.   Johanson   to   Dawson: 

•'Mr.  Johanson  came  into  the  Klon- 
dike in  1897.  not  long  after  he  had  left 
Cornell  university.  Tliere  he  was  la- 
mous  as  the  captain  of  the  great  foot- 
iiall  team  of  Cornell  during  tlie  years 
of  1892  and  1893.  At  tliat  time  Johan- 
son weighed  170  pounds,  and  was  one 
of  the  cleverest  tackle  men  who  ever 
bucked  the  line.  When  the  call  came  to 
buck  against  the  rigors  of  the  Nortii  to 
get  to  Klondike,  he  was  one  pt  the 
first  to  answer  the  lure  of  the  wild,  and 
made  a  suciessful  trip  over  the  CUil- 
koot  and  down  the  Yukon.  For  a  time 
he  was  part  owner  of  No.  20,  at  the 
mouth  of  Bear  creek,  wliere  individual 
mining  was  not  very  profitable,  t)e- 
cause  of  the  great  quantity  of  water  in 
the  claim.

The 
presidential  nominee  was  greeted  .at 
the  railway  station  by  National  Chair- 
man Norman  E.  Mack,  Col.  M.  C.  Wet- 
more,  In  charge  of  the  finances  of  the 
campaign,  and  a  score  of  party  leaders 
and  prominent  Democrats  from  Chica- 
go and  elsewhere.  A  rousing  cheer 
wont  up  as  he  stepped  down  from  the 
platform  of  the  sleeper  and  grasped 
the  hands  outstretched  in  welcome. 
Mr.  Bryan  looked  refreshed  and  jovial 
after  his  night  on  the  roa<l  and  de- 
clared that  lie  felt  fine.  Oroi-tln-.;r3 
liaving  been  exchanged  ali  around,  tne 
party  proceeded  through  the  station, 
where  throngs  of  Democrats  had 
gathered  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  (ho 
Nebraska!!.  Their  number  iiad  been 
augumented  by  patrons  of  the  Incom- 
ing suburban  trains  until  the  station 
was  packed  to  Its  utmost  limit  with  nn

BIG  GAIN  IN  VALUATION. 

Red  Lake  County  Shows  Large  In- 
crease This  Year. 

Thief  River  Falls,  Minn.,  Aug.  22. — 
(Special  to  The  Herald.)— The  board  of 
equalization  for  Red  Lake  county  com- 
pleted its  labors  today  after  a  short 
session.  No  Important  appeals  were 
presented   to  the   board   from   the  town 


and  citv  assessments.  The  valuation  of 
the  rea'l  property  Is  placed  at  J3, 468, 000, 
and  the  personal  at  f843,000,  making  a 
total  of  |4, 311, 000,  an  increase  of  about 
11,100,000  over  that  of  two  years  ago. 
Of  this  amount  the  city  of  Thief  River 
Falls  owns  real  property  valued  at 
1550,000  and  personal  of  tho  value  of 
$247,000.  Ihe  real  property  of  Red 
Lake  Falls,  the  county  seat  town.  Is 
placed  at  $192,000. 

The  pronounced  Increase  In  the  valu- 
ation of  the  property  of  the  county  is 
accounted  for  by  the  rapid  develop- 
ment and  Improvement  of  the  farming 
lands  and  by  the  final  proofs  on  home- 
steads taken  some  four  years  ago  on 
the   Red    Lake   reservation.

the  girdle,  and  necklj^ce -and  armlets 
of  brilliants  and  jade.  5  A  diadem  and  a 
red  wig  complete  the  ios^ume.  Neither 
tights  nor  sandals  are!  worn,  the  arms, 
limbs  and  torso  belngfentp'ely  bare. 

It  is  really  the  storylas  told  by  Oscar 
Wilde  which  offends  nvpst  in  the  opera 
for  Strauss  has  written  at  remarkable 
score.  The  play  was  p^^eeqted  by  Mad- 
am Bernhardt  in  Paris -fend- was  ordered 
discontinued  by  the  Frt|»cH  censor.  The 
same  was  true  wheft^  ai*  effort  was 
made  to  present  It  in -.fcondon.  It  was 
withdrawn  in  New  York,  and  it  is  not 
likely  that  it  will  ever  be  attempted 
again.  The  dance  came  with  the  clos- 
ing scene,  and  the  hugging  of  a  b.oody 
head  and  the  kissing  of  bleeding  lips 
was  what  made  the  dance  so  offensive. 
In  many  instances  the  head  feature  of 
the  dance  ig  abandoned,  and  only  the 
seven  veils  are  used.  The  dance  is 
purely  Oriental.  There  may  be  art  in 
such  evolutions  and  twists;  there  is 
certainly  a  grotescjucness  and  vulgar- 
itv  about  It,  shocking  to  any  one  of 
refined  perceptibilities. 

However,     New     York     has     set     the 
stamp  of  popular  approval  on     Salome 
and    the    public    In    Memphis    and    else- 
where   may    be    prepared    for    an    early 
invasion. 

It  may  bo  due  to  the  weather  that 
New  York's  head  has  turned.  The  sea- 
son explains  many  things.  The  air  in 
«=ummer  in  New  York  becomes  contam- 
inated bv  many  different  sensuous  ex- 
halallons.  As  Ella  Wheeler  W  'cox  ex- 
n'lains  It  is  a  season  of  mild  mad- 
ntts  and  th.at  much  ruin  Is  wrought 
beneath  a  sunshade.  Uusually  begin- 
ning at  Coney  Island  in  the  early  sum- 
mer and  lasting  until  late,  there  is  a 
Tcarlet  mist  hanging  over  its  beautifu 
resorts  like  a  pale  rertection  of  hell 
fire  At  this  season  the  mor.al  fibers 
of  New  York  deteriorate  and  grow 
more  flacld  under  the  potency  of  the 
dog  days.  The  very  witchcraft  of  pru- 
rient obsession  seems  to  possess  the 
manair€rs  cf  the  metropolis  in  the 
Summer  time,  and  when  the  cool  days 
of  October  come,  with  their  splendid 
contributions  of  dramatic  genius,  with 
their  new  plays  and  their  new  stars, 
this  midsummer  madness  may  be  for- 
gotten and  "Salome"  and  her  grew- 
some  head  and  the  barbaric  splendor 
which  surrounds  her  dance  may  be  al- 
lowed to  retire  again  to  the  pages  of 
history.

Glyn.  It  may  be  the  arrest  of  Caruso 
or  a  war  between  grand  opera  inipres- 
arlos.  New  York  positively  howls  tor 
noveltv,  and  llie  newest  sen.sation  is 
sure  o"f  a  hearing,  but  it  must  eclipse 
the  one  just  ended.  It  is  now  the  ba- 
lome  dance.  Wliat  a  lure  of  fascination 
comes  with  the  name.  It  suggests  that 
far  wild,  indefinite  period,  when  mtn 
were  neither  men  nor  beasts,  but  lay 
like  animals  at  the  feet  of  Venus. 

The  last  days  of  the  decadent  Rom- 
an empires  which  were  even  fur  more 
decadent  in  the  Eastern  countries,  are 
brought  to  mind.  Degeneracy  reigned, 
and  lust  was  prince  consort.  Life  was 
very  different  tiitn,  and  the  artist  who 
would  paint  a  description  of  it  would 
need  to  dip  his  brush  In  blood  and 
paint  on   flesh.  ,      ,   «,   ,  m  .. 

This  was  the  period  of  Salome.  The 
dance  itself  differs  but  little  from  the 
usual  Oriental  dance  which  has  been 
seen  time  and  again  in  "The  Streets  of 
Cairo"  of  every  worlds  fair  and  in 
nearly  every  street  carnival  company 
displaying  an  Oriental  theater.  It  is 
not  new.  It  Is  a  graceful  undulation  of 
certain  muscles  of  the  lower  body,  fol- 
lowed by  a  series  of  contortions  that 
are  quite  wonderful  in  a  physical  way, 
but  entirely  unattractive  from  any 
other  point  of  art. 

It  is  the  environment  given  the  dance 
which  makes  it  a  great  success.  New 
Yorok  is  Salome  mad.  Every  roof  gar- 
den show  has  its  star.  Every  summer 
theater  has  its  Salome  dance.  At  last 
accounts  there  were  forty-five  Salome 
dancers  billed  in  different  places  of 
amusement  from  the  bowery  music  hall 
to  the  Aerial  roof  garden.  Every  iitlle 
theater  hos  its  unheralded  Salome,  and 
tvery  big  one  has  its  premier.  George 
Cohan  is  Introdu.ing  Julian  Eltlnge, 
the  female  impersonator,  in  a  bur- 
lesque of  the  Salome  dance  which  Is 
Bald  to  be  the  cleverest  act  in  New 
York.  Instead  of  receiving  the  head 
Of  John  the  Baptist  on  a  silver  platter 
he  nightly  receives  the  head  of  William 
Taft  and  then  the  head  of  William  J. 
Bryan.  Grewsome,  it  is  true,  but  ridic- 
ulous in  another  sense,  when  compared 
with  the  real  tragic  purpose  of  the  Sa- 
lome dance. 

Maude  Allen  in  London,  varies  her 
Balome  dance  with  other  beautiful  cre- 
ations of  her  own.  hut  In  New  York 
It  is  all  Salome  and  notliing  else,  and 
'•The  Merry  Widow"  is  forgotten.  There 
Is  Maude  Hoffman,  one  of  the  cleverest 
women  in  vaudeville,  doing  her  version 
which  is  said  to  be  the  most  beautifully 
Btaged  dance  ever  seen  in  New  York. 
Eva  Tanguay  does  a  Salome  dance, 
which,     however,    is    very    much    Tan- 

fuay;     Mile     Dazie.     who     created     the 
ance    for    Herr   Conried    when   he    first 
produced    the    Oscar    Strauss    opera    of 
the  same  name,  is  also  a  great  success. 
The    general    public    did    not    know    at 
this   time    that   it   was    Mile    Dazie   who 
danced    and    not    Olive    Frerastad.       No 
singer   could  preserve  sufficient   breath 
to   sing   the    last    difficult    scene    of    the 
opera    and    execute    tliis    dance    of    the 
seven    veils    at    the    same    time    and    a 
Butislitution   is   made  in   order  that   the 
singer    may    reserve    her    strength.       It 
was    not    Mme.    Frerastad    who    danced, 
but    the  clever  French   premier,   who   is 
now  dancing  the  seven  veils  on  Broad- 
way.     La  Sylphie.    Bessie   DeVoe,   Lotta 
Foust   and      numerous      other     dancing 
•tars   are    in    the   limelight   with   a   Sa- 
lome   dance,    and    dancers    who   are    not 
familiar    with    the    Oriental    dance    are 
takink  daily  exercise  with  the   view  of 
adding    it,    for    every    musical    comedy 
company  of  the  coming  season,  of  great 
or    small    importance,    will    feature    its 
Salome  dance. 

Only  a  fleeting  idea  of  the  real  mean- 
ing of  the  dance  is  entertained  by  any 
of  the  thousands  who  see  and  shudder. 
I'he  Bible  says:  "But  when  Herods 
birthday  was  kept  the  daughter  of 
Herodius  danced  before  them  and 
pleased  Herod.  Whereupon  he  promis- 
ed, with  an  oath,  to  give  her  whatso- 
Bvtr  she  would  ask.  And  she  said. 
Give  me  John  Baptist's  head  on  a 
charger." 

(iscar  Wilde,  a  degenerate  dramatist, 
wrote  the  plav  "Salome."  and  it  shock- 
ed Berlin.  After  Berlin  and  Vienna 
had  been  sufficiently  shocked  at  the 
Pheer  brutality  of  the  concluding  scene, 
Oscar  Strauss,  a  degenerate  composer, 
adapted  the  play  to  the  operatic  stage. 


His  music  at  times  is  said  to  be  ex- 
quisite, but  the  music  which  precedes 
and  accompanies  the  dance  before 
Herod  is  as  degenerate,  as  lustful  and 
as  sensuous  as  the  subject  Itself.  When 
the   bloody  head  of  John  the  Baptist  is 


pushed  up  through  a  cistern,  in  which 
he  was  slain,  on  a  silver  charger,  the 
■crisis  is  revolting.  Clasping  the  head 
in  her  arms,  Salome  comts  to  the  foot- 
lights and  kisses  the  bloody  lips,  pro- 
testing all  the  time  against  the  bitter- 
ness of  the  kisses. 

This  is  carried  out  in  the  dance  now 
shocking  and  fascinating  New  York. 
The  stage  Is  subdued  in  moonlight.  The 
dancers  do  not  wear  as  many  clothes 
as  the  law  should  reoulre  and  are 
bare-legged  up  to  the  knee.  A  long 
skirt,  reacliing  the  ankles  and  covered 
with  spangles,  constitutes  the  prin- 
cipal garment  of  the  dancer,  but  only 
ihose  close  to  the  stage  can  tell  the  dif- 
•"erence  because  of  the  dim  blue  light 
which  Hoods  tlie  garden  in  which  the 
dance  is  e.\ecuted. 

The  siason  Is  one  of  dancing.  In 
London  Isadora  Duncan  in  her  Greek 
classic  dances  and  Maude  Allen  in  her 
nature  dances  have  both  appeared  be- 
fore the  king  and  established  a  vogue 
which  is  finding  many  imitators.  Both 
are  American  girls,  and  for  this  reason 
will  find  many  English  rivals  in  time. 
In  New  York  both  dancers  are  booked 
during  llie  winter  season.  It  Is  a  sea- 
.son     for    Terpsichore    rather    than    for 

Thespis.  ,      .   .,  .    , 

Hi.^tory    has   no    record   of   tlie  origin 
of  dancing,  nor  has  the  theater.   Neither 
is   the    time,   country,   race  or    tribe   al- 
luded   to    which    did   not    have    its    vot- 
aries of  the  nimble  foot.     Through  the 
mountain    mists    of    ancient    traditions 
that    rise    from    ashes    of      far      more 
ancient    myths    and    creeds    of    buried 
civilizations  and  from  .the  earliest  writ- 
ten  record   of   the   human   family  down 
to  ahe  present   time  of  the  Mendlesohn 
and     Salome     dances      the     history      of 
dancing    runs    In    an    unbroken    chain, 
ever    maintaining   a    close    resemblance 
in  character  to  the  genius  of  mankind. 
The    primitive    dance,    like    primitive 
music,   which    it   undoubtedly   preceded, 
was  of  the  crudest  and  simplest  action. 
The    early    man,    deficient   in    language, 
but    swayed   by    various    emotions,    evi- 
dentlv  sought  in  pantomime  the  means 
of  expressing   them.     Sound  and  action 
came  next,    and  gradually   the  supreme 
law  of  the  univerBC,  harmony,  brought 
about  a  concordance  of  sound  and  mo- 
tion, and  the  dance  was  born. 

As  language  and  music  developed  so 
did  the  dance,  and  It  has  varied  as 
they  have  varied  in  the  different  tribes 
of  men,  At  first  it  was  simply  the  ex- 
pression of  strong  emotions.  Passion 
became  a  keynote,  and  passion  is  the 
keynote  of  the  Salome  dance  today.  In 
Its"  second  stages  dancing  became  a 
combination  of  graceful  movements 
which  were  meant  by  the  dancers  to 
vividly  represent  mental  states.  In  one 
or  the  other  of  these  forms  dancing 
has  been  known  to  all  nations,  and  it 
has  been  and  still  is  the  surest  Index 
of  their  character.  Like  language, 
dancing  is  ever  changing,  but  the  prin- 
ciples which  underlie  it  never  change. 
It  is  the  handmaid  of  the  race,  taking 
whatever  form  the  public  may  demand, 
but  absolutely  certain  to  betray  the 
true  mental  and  moral  condition  of 
those  whom  it  serves. 

New  York  has  been  growing  degen- 
erate in  the  matter  of  its  entertain- 
ments. New  York  is  badly  in  need 
of  a  censor  in  its  theaters.  Not  only 
Is  the  lack  of  moral  purpose  shown 
In  its  amusements,  but  it  leans  to 
newspapers  pandering  to  the  degen- 
erate instincts.  The  present  furore 
created  bv  the  Salome  dance  is  in  no 
measure  a  surprise  after  what  has  hap- 
pened  before. 

New  York  in  explanation  says  this 
all  illustrates  the  broadening  of  ideas 
and  the  spread  of  culture,  and  that  the 
dance  of  death  with  which  witches 
met  their  end  in  the  days  of  John 
Endicott  and  Governor  Wlnthrop  has 
developed  into  a  dance  of  love.  There 
was  a  time  when  people  of  the  theater 
thought  they  knew  all  about  the  dance. 
We  thought  we  knew  what  Terpsichore 
could  do,  and  were  confident  that  Fan- 
ny Elssler,  Bonfantl.  the  Black  Crook 
and  the  successors  thereof,  comprised 
the  whole  secret  of  the  matter.  Danc- 
ing then  appertained  to  the  sphere  of 
the  legs;  the  more  leg  the  more  dance; 
the  loftier  of  the  kick  the  higher  the 
art.  Our  elders  sat  in  the  front  row 
and  ou"-  youth  congregated  at  the  stage 
door.     It  was  magnificent,   but  withal, 


As  we  came  to  the  big  gate  leading 
through  the  garden  we  were  shown  a 
big  tree  where  Grieg  always  had  a  sign 
in  four  languages,  reading,  'Mr.  b.a- 
ward  Grieg  is  not  at  home  to  any  one

If  thev  have  no  homes  of  their  own 
and  are  "broke,"  what  do  they  do?  That 
depends  largely  on  their  ingenuity  and 
their  faculty  for  putting  off  obstreper- 
ous landlords  and  ladies.

Can't  I'ake  a  Chance. 
"But    why   are   they   not   paid    during 
rehearsals,    when    they    work   ten   times 
harder     than     they  ever     do  while     the 
play   is  on?" 

Tills  question  was  put  to  several  of 
the  theatrical  managers  the  other  day. 
Tiiev   in   turn  asked   "Why?" 

"Supposing,"  said  one.  "that  we 
f-hould  pay  these  people  full  salary,  or 
even  half  salary,  while  the  play  Is  be- 
ing rehearsed,  and  that  the  show  should 
be  a  failure?  What  would  we  get  out 
of  it?  Not  a  thing.  In  addition  to  all 
the  other  losses  that  wo  would  sustain 
we  would  be  out  the  salaries  we  had 
paid  these  people  when  the  people 
would  in  reality  do  us  no  good.  If  a 
show  is  a  failure,  it  is  a  failure,  and 
nothing  in  the  world  can  make  it  any- 
thing but  failure.  Everybody  has  to 
lake  a  chance.  When  we  take  a  play 
from  the  man  who  has  written  it.  we 
take  another  chance,  and  tliey  take  a 
chance,  too.  The  chorus  girls  and  men 
know  when  thev  come  to  us  just  what 
is  to  be,  and  they  go  Into  the  thing 
with  their  eyes  open.  Therefore,  there 
is  no  injustice  done,  even  though  the 
plan  of  procedure  may  be  Inconven- 
ient." ^    , 

It's  a  good  thing  that  everybody  goes 
Into  rehearsals  with  their  eyes  open, 
is  it  not?

Their  home  lies  out 
in  the  country,  about  a  half  hour  s 
ride  from  Bergen  and  on  the  banks  of 
a    big    lake.

"The  whole 
room  had  the  air  of  being  left  only  for 
a  short  while  and  of  waiting  for  h  s 
return.

In  the  side  of  a 
cliff,  about  fifty  feet  high,  lying  about 
twenty-five  feet  from  the  ground,  we 
saw  a  stone  slab,  cemented  solidly  In 
the  cliff,  with  the  inscription.  "jDdvard 
Greig."  There,  looking  out  over  the 
beautiful  lake,  in  the  midst  of  pine 
trees,  with  only  nature  for  his  com- 
panions, the  rough,  rugged  Norwegian 
nature  that  gave  him  his  birth,  and 
whose  beauties  he  made  known  to  the 
world  in  his  music — there  he  wished  to- 
lie.  and  there  he  lies. 

Below  us,  on  the  edge  of  the  water, 
were  two  workmen  shovelling  broken 
stone  into  the  water  by  the  landing- 
place.  We  were  told  that  Grieg 
wished  to  be  alone  there,  and  that  was 
being  done  to  prevent  boats  from  land- 
ing. Tl:e  slab  is  about  five  feet  square. 
Ue!ieath  it  we  hung  the  wreath,  with 
the  American  colors,  which  we  took 
with  us.  After  a  half  hour  or  more 
with  Mme.  Grieg  we  walked  to  the  sta- 
tion and  took  the  train  to  town.  As 
we  rolled  out  of  tlie  station  we  saw 
I  that  lonely  little  black  figure  wavlngf 
a  farewell  from  tlic  platform.

Of 
course  I'm  glad  that  1  have  the  part 
and  that  the  play  has  proved  success- 
ful- but  it  will  be  some  weeks  befjre 
congratulations  will  be  in  order,  lor  all 
of  my  salary— or  at  least  the  greater 
part  of  it  will  have  to  go  for  some  time 
toward  paying  up  the  various  debts 
which  I  contracted  while  I  was  re- 
hearsing. We  don't  get  paid  until  the 
plavs  put  on,  you  know." 

The  (luestlon  arises — why? 

Did  vou  ever  go  into  a  theater  while 
a  rehearsal  was  on?  Try  it  some  time. 
You  will  probably  go  in  the  late  sum- 
mer time — the  latter  part  of  July,  for 
instance.  You  will  find  it  hot  and 
stuffy  and  dimlv  lighted  with  a  kind 
of  ventilation  which  in  reality  is  not 
ventilation  at  all.  The  chairs  will  be 
sw-iitlied  in  t!u  •  dust  covers  and  ev- 
erything about  the  place  will  present  a 
pathetically  forlorn  and  down  at  the 
heel  appearance.  Seated  in  a  couple 
of  seats  from  -which  the  coverings  have 
bten  carelessly  tossed  will  be  the  man- 
rger  of  the  playhouse  and  his  friend 
■vvho  has  dropped  in.  Otherwise  the 
auditorium  will  be  deserted. 

On  the  stage,  however,  you  will  see- 
quite  a  crowd.  In  front.  Just  back 
of  the  footlights — which  are  not  light- 
ed— will  be  the  stage  manager  in- 
structing his  show  girls  in  the  various 
dances  which  are  to  be  in  the  play. 
Though  the  afternoon  is  hot.  almost  to 
suffocation,  they  will  be  going  through 
violent  exercise,  bending,  waving  their 
arms  and  making  gestures.    Their  faces 


will    be   almost   purple   from    their   ex- 
ertions. 

"One-two-three.  One,  two,  three!" 
sings  the  stage  manager  to  the  tune 
which  a  rickety  piano  is  sending  forth. 
"One,  two,  three!  Oh,  why  in  the 
world  don't  you  try,  girls!  Now,  that's 
no  way  to  do.  One,  two,  three — like 
this!  No.  no,  no!  Can't  you  count?  Oh, 
stop!" 

Over  nud  Over. 
There  Is  a  sound  of  cracking  fin- 
jers  as  the  manager  pauses  suddenly, 
nis  face  sodden  with  i^^iger.  The  piano 
player  turns  around."  his  eyes  sar- 
castic. 

"They  can't  count,"  sneers  the  stage 
manager.  "Do  try  a  little,  glrle.  Now, 
all  ready!  "  The  piano  player  crashes 
out  a  chord  and  again  the  dance  Is 
started. 

At  last,  almost  too  tired  to  totter 
back  to  their  places  in  the  rear,  the 
girls  are  allowed  time  to  rest  for  a 
few  moments,  w!:ile  an  installm.ent  of 
"broilers,"  who  have  been  waiting, 
come  up  and  take  their  turn.  These 
are  kept  at  work  longer  than  the  show 
girls,  and  then  the  little  girls  are 
brought  forward  to  take  their  turn. 
At  last  the  afternoon  rehearsal  is 
over.  Curt  Instructions  are  given  to 
return  again  that  evening,  and  a  wea- 
ried lot  of  chorus  girls  straggle  out 
of  the  theater.  They  have  been  re- 
hearsing already  probably  eight  hours. 
"Die  evening  will  bring  it  to  twelve. 

And  they  don't  get  a  cent  while  they 
are  rehearsing,  though  they  will  be. 
in  a  way  largely  responsible  for  the 
success  or  failure  of  the  show. 

The  "real"  actors  and  actresses  re- 
ceive no  compensation  while  they  are 
rehearsing  their  parts.  The  last  week

Supremacy  In  baseball  unquestion- 
ably is  with  the  West  in  distinction 
from  the  East  this  year.  With  four 
\Vestern  teams  occupying  the  four  first 
division  berths  in  the  American  league 
and  two  Western  teams  holding  first 
and  third  places  In  the  National  league, 
not  much  comfort  is  left  for  baseball 
patrons  of  the  Atlantic  slope.  Only 
New  York  and  Philadelphia  In  the  Na- 
tional league  retain  a  foothold  for  the 
East  among  the  so-called  winning 
clubs. 

It  was  not  so  long  ago  that  the  East 
was  supreme  on  the  diamond.  In  the 
decade  preceding  the  birth  of  the 
American  league  and  the  subsequent 
baseball  war  the  lion's  share  of  the 
honors  was  monopolized  by  the  East- 
ern clubs  of  the  major  league,  and  It 
seemed  Impossible  to  break  Into  their 
strong  Intrenchments.  The  baseball 
war  did  this  by  breaking  up  the 
powerful  combinations  got  together 
In  Eastern  cities  and  scattering  the 
brainy   players   over   the  country. 

For  three  years  in  the  present  cen- 
tury Pittsburg  carried  off  the  honors 
for  the  West  in  the  old  league,  while 
Chicago  and  Boston  were  dividing 
them  In  the  American  league.  Then 
the  pennants  switched  to  New  York 
and  Philadelphia  In  the  East.  Follow- 
ing that,  came  the  segregation  of  all 
the  highest  honors  In  Chicago  alone 
In  1906.  and  since  then  both  pennants 
have  remained  with  the  West  along 
with   the   world's   championship. 

But  there  has  been  no  such  spec- 
tacle recently  as  that  presented  this 
year,  when  the  W^estern  clubs  hold 
practically  all  the  desirable  positions 
In  both  leagues.  The  result  of  this 
gradual  change  during  the  last  eight 
years  has  been  a  great  revival  of  in- 
terest In  the  national  pastime  in  the 
West  without  any  serious  loss  of  pres- 
tige In  the  East,  where  the  enthusiasm 
of    former    years    still    Is    of    impelling 

force.  .    ^         ^    ,  ,,    , 

This  widespread  Interest  has  spelled 
prosperity  even  In  a  year  when  busi- 
ness In  general  has  been  stagnant.  The 
continuation  of  this  prosperity  natur- 
ally will  necessitate  concentrating 
more  playing  strength  In  the  East  be- 
fore the  West  gets  palled  at  winning 
and  the  East  becomes  weary  of  losing. 
In  the  enterprise  and  hustle  of  man- 
agers lies  this  remedy.  There  Is  no 
likelihood  of  another  big  league  war 
to   distribute  the  playing   talent  again.

Peters  Wins  Tennis  Match 
at  Omaha  by  De- 
fault 

Omaha,  Aug.  22. — The  finals  In  the 
ohamplonshlp  tennis  singles  here 
proved  a  disappointment.  Dr.  Blather- 
wlck.  who  was  opposed  to  Peters  of 
Chicago,  had  played  two  hard  matches 
In  doubles  before  going  Into  the  con- 
test When  the  first  set  was  ended  he 
was  attacked  by  a  nervous  stroke 
which  forced  him  to  retire.  The  set 
furnished  some  of  the  fastest  tennis 
seen  during  the  tournament,  in  which 
the  two  men  were  on  almost  equal 
terms.  It  Is  not  improbable  Blather- 
wlck  would  have  won  had  he  not  be- 
come faint.

Rademacher,  right 
end;  Mohlstad.  left  guard;  Young,  left 
tackle,  and  Harry  Capron,  who  played 
left  and  part  of  the  time,  while  Chest- 
nut was  at  quarter  last  season,  will  be 
back  and  are  a  fair  start  toward  a  line. 
Tlie  right  side  of  the  line,  with  Bande- 
lin  and  Case  out  of  tiie  game,  suffers 
the  heavi'ist  loss.  KJeliand,  the  152- 
pound  man,  who  played  a  brilliant 
game  at  center  last  year,  In  spite  of 
his  diminutive  size.  Is  out  of  the  game, 
but  Orren  Stafford,  ex-Duluth  high.  Is 
counted  on  to  fill  the  position  and  will 
probably  captain   the  bunch. 

The  sensational  suicide  of  Ney  Dunn, 
at  his  ho:ne  In  Jackson,  early  this  sum- 
mer, leaves  a  big  hole  in  Minnesota's 
back  field.  Dunn  was  a  brilliant  de< 
fensive  player,  and  was  placed  on  the 
second  Ail-American  by  several  of  tlie 
sporting  writers  last  fall.  His  place 
will  be  hard  to  fill.  Big  John  Schuk- 
necht,  last  year's  captain,  is  out  on  the 
tiiree-year  rule  this  fall,  though  he  is 
still  in  school.  His  line  plunging  and 
defensive  abilities  will  be  missed. 

Atkinson,  who  was  ineligible  last 
year,  will  be  one  of  the  leading  can- 
(ItdaioH  for  quarter  this  fall,  and 
Coughlan,  who  played  the  position  last 
season,  will  also  be  back  In  school. 
One  or  two  of  last  year's  freshmen  did 
good  work  in  tlie  position  last  season 
under  Sig  Harris"  tutelage  and  they 
may  give  the  older  players  a  fight  for 
the  position. 

Minnesota  plays  the  same  teams  this 
fall  that  she  did  last  year.  The  big 
games  at  Minneapolis  are  Wisconsin 
on  Nov.  7,  and  Carlisle  on  Tuesday, 
Nov.  24.

Williams  schooled  his  men  all 
through  the  season  for  this  play  and 
they  fell  down  repeatedly  when  It  was 
worked.  Chicago  did  all  the  scoring  on 
this  play,  and  even  Wisconsin  used  it 
with  telling  effect  in  the  tie  game  on 
Randall  field.  The  play  is  maile  more 
difficult  of  execution  this  year  In  the 
new  restriction  requiring  the  man  of 
the  passing  side  who  first  touches  the 
ball  to  recover  it.  and  this  will  limit 
its  use  to  some  uxtent.  Williams  has 
liad  additional  opportunity  to  study  the 
blocking  of  the  play  at  Its  Inception, 
the  point  where  practically  all  coaches 
say  it  must  be  stopped,  and  Minnesota 
enthusiasts  hope  that  the  result  will 
be  more  effective  work  in   this   line.

Transplanted  leaguers  In  the  bushes 
can  make  good  ball  teams  and  Duluth 
fans  are  fair  enough  to  recognize  their 
ablitv.

Whv  cannot  it  be  so  arranged  that 
the  present  dav  fighters  know  in  what 
class  thev  are?  There  was  a  time 
when  each  division  was  clearly  stated 
and  a  weight  limit  put  on  each  class 
from  the  bantams  to  the  heavyweights. 
Todav  there  are  so-called  lightweights 
wiio  are  really  welterweights  in  the 
old  scale  of  weights  and  "welters 
who  are  really  middleweights.  and 
middleweights  to  prevent  argumejit 
who  are  politely  classed  as  light 
"heavier  "  There  is  something  radf- 
callv  wrong  in  the  manner  in  which 
promoters  of  boxing  matches  arrange 
the    bouts. 

There  surely  should  be  some  limit 
to  the  various  divisions,  and  the  up-to- 
date   managers   and    promoters    should 


get  together  and  settle  upon  a  limit 
weight  for  the  various  classes.  The 
managers  of  clubs  can  help  to  bring 
about  this  most  needed  change.  The 
fighters  and  their  managers  are  only 
too  anxious  to  let  the  present  "free 
and  easy"  way  of  matching  men  con- 
tinue to  exist.  It  gives  them  an  op- 
portunity to  haggle  over  terms  and 
to  call  for  so  much  more  money  if 
their  men  are  required  to  make  a  cer- 
tain   weight    at    the    ringside. 

Boxing  enthusiasts,  always  willing 
to  pay  well  for  t4ielr  amusement,  are 
desirous  of  seeing  evenly  weighted 
boys  compete.  In  the  present  state  of 
affairs  a  boy  who  is  naturally  heavy 
and  trained  to  the  finest  point  will 
weigh  several  pounds  less  at  3  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  than  he  will  at  10 
or  11  o'clock  at  night  when  he  Is 
scheduled  to  don  his  fighting  clothes. 
On  the  other  hand,  a  boy  who  does 
not  go  to  flesh  may  not  add  an  ounce 
In  the  intervening  hours  from  the  time 
he  has  stepped  on  the  scales  to  the 
time  he  climbs  Into  the  ring. 

This  particularly  applies  to  boxers 
in  the  bantam,  feather  and  lightweight 
divisions,  and  on  the  face  of  it  is 
unjust  to  the  boy  who  does  not  take 
on  flesh.  Ringside  weight  should  be 
Insisted  upon.  This  mode  of  proced- 
ure would  also  benefit  Uie  public,  in- 
asmuch as  patrons  would  know  at  just 
what  weig:ht  the  boxers  were  compet- 
ing, and  it  would  prevent  the  many 
one-sided  matches  that  have  been  seen 
even  in  the  best  clubs  of  tlie  country. 
It  surely  appears  as  if  a  scale  of 
weights  should  be  arranged  which 
would  allow  one  to  figure  on  the  best 
boy  in  each  division.  As  it  stands  to- 
day, it  is  a  vexing  problem  to  distin- 
guish  the  various  chaini'ions.

Washington,  Aug.  22.— T.  P.  Kane, 
deputy  comptroller  of  the  currency 
Btated  yesterday  that  the  published 
RtAtement  that  a  large  number  of  na- 
flonlf  banks  In  Oklahoma  had  notified 
the  comptroller  of  the  currency  of  their 
intention  to  surrender  their  national 
charters  and  enter  the  state  banking 
system,  because  of  the  opinion  ren- 
dered by  the  attorney  general  that 
they  can  not  lawfully  avail  them- 
selves of  the  guarantee  laws,  was  not 
In   accordance  with   facts.  ,  ,       , 

"There  are  about  310  national  banks 
in  the  state  of  Oklahoma,"  said  Mr. 
Kane  "only  B7  of  which  entered  Into 
the  euarantv  scheme.  On  Aug.  8  last 
thisf  67  bariks  were  notified  that  they 
must  withdraw  from  the  agreement. 
So  far  replies  have  been  received  from 
33  of  them.  Twenty-seven  ^have  In- 
formed the  comptroller  that  they  have 
notified  the  state  banking  board  of 
their  desire  to  withdraw  from  the 
Kuaranty  agreement,  and  seven  have 
indicated  their  intention  to  surrender 
their  national  charters  and  reorganize 
as  state  banks,  and  two  only  have  thus 
far  actuallv  gone  into  voluntary  liqui- 
dation for  that  purpose. 

"Replies  have  been  received  from  134 
of  the  263  banks  that  have  not  entered 
into  the  agreement.  A  majority  of 
them  state  that  they  had  no  Intention 
of  doing  BO,  as  they  were  not  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  movement.  One  na- 
tional bank  chartered  stated  that  its 
Durpose  In  converting  from  a  state 
bank  to  a  national  system  was  to  es- 
cape the  requirements  of  the  guaranty 
law.

Washington,  Aug.  22.— Of  fl.OOO  In 
decayed  greenbacks  sent  to  the  treas-^ 
ury  department  for  redemption  by  O. 
D.  Earl  of  Morrllton,  Ark.,  all  but  $25 
have  been  identified,  and  a  check  iqf 
t975  was  mailed  to  Mr.  Earl  today. 
Fearing  the  banks  were  unsafe.  Mr. 
Earl  burled  his  savings  In  an  old  pall 
in  1904.  Recently  he  dug  up  his  treas- 
ure only  to  find  that  the  bills  were 
so  decayed  that  he  could  not  discern 
their  numbers.  All  that  was  left  of 
the  roll  was  a  bundle  resembling  a 
package  of  dried  leaves,  with  here  and 
there  the  torn  end  of  a  note  display- 
ing a  figure.  Mrs.  A.  F.  Brown.  th» 
burnt  money  expert  of  the  redemption 
department,  was  given  custody  of  the 
unrecognizable  mass  when  Mr.  Earl 
forwarded  what  was  left  of  his  fortune 
to  the  treasury  department. 

After  much  tedious  work,  she  has 
succeeded  in  Identifying  most  of  the 
money.

Ever  since  the  advent  of  the  United 
States  in  the  Philippines  they  have, 
however,  been  repeatedly  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  public  through 
official  and  unofficial  reports.  and 
wherever  they  have  appeared  In  this 
coimtry  have  been  the  center  of  In- 
terested thousands. 

In  pursuance  of  the  purpose  of  the 
United  States  government  to  give  the 
American  public  a  i^erfect  idea  of 
the  kind  of  p.^ople  Inhabiting  the 
Philllppine  Islands  and  of  their  mode 
of    life,    the      Igorrote    colony,    which 


comes  to  the  state  fair  will  dress  in 
a  simple  unconventional  way,  custom- 
ary in  the  uplands  of  Luzon,  and  will 
live  their  regular  every  day  life  In  a 
village  built  of  native  material.  In 
native  style.  The  men  will  be  seen 
at  work  at  their  strange  forge  fasten- 
ing the  head  axes  and  spears,  which 
they  u.se  in  war  nnd  the  chase. 
Others  will  be  making  hats,  which  are 
used  ag  pockets  and  not  as  headgear, 
while  others  will  be  molding  and  fin- 
ishing the  brass  pipe  used  by  men  and 
women  alike.  The  women  will  be 
busily  engaged  in  weaving  on  their 
simple  looms,  the  simple  garments  in 
which  both  men  .and  women  are 
clothed. 

The   various  sports   and   ceremonies 
Incident  to  the  simple  communal  life 


which  these  people  It  ad  will  serve  to 
enliven  the  week.  There  will  be  the 
Igorrote  war  dance,  a  preliminary  to 
the  head  hunting  expeditions,  which 
have  brcjught  the  people  -^o  much  to 
the  attention  of  the  world  at  large. 
The  men  will  also  illustrate  their  mar- 
velous skill  at  tree  climbing,  spear 
throwing,  and  ax  throwing,  and  there 
will  be  various  public  gatherings  of 
natives  In  their  "pa-ba-foo-nan,"  or 
public  building,  in  which  the  tribal 
ceremonies  are  observed. 

\^niile  the  exhibition  will  be  pri- 
marily for  the  benefit  of  the  curious, 
it  will  not  be  without  Its  educational 
value,  as  the  Igorrotes  are  accom- 
panied by  competent  lecturers,  who 
explain   the   ways     f  this   people   and 


the  significance  of  their  various  habits 
and    customs. 

The  Ox  Carts. 

In  the  olden  days,  when  Minnesota 
was  a  territory,  the  Red  river  cart, 
with  its  plodding  yoke  of  oxen,  was  a 
sight  common  enough  in  any  of  the 
settled  or  semi-settled  portions  of 
what  is  now  the  state  of  Minnesota, 
but  it  has  been  a  good  many  years 
since  this  leisurely  mode  of  locomo- 
tion  has   been    resorted   to. 

The  oxen  and  cart  are  part  and 
parcel  of  the  "Fort  Ridgely  In  •fi2" 
production,  now  being  built  on  the 
state  fair  grounds,  in  preparation  for 
the  grreat  historical  spectacle  which  Is 
to  be  presented  each  evening  in  from 
of  the  grand  stand,  with  ,300  Sioux 
Indians  and  600  white  men  partici- 
pating. 

This  Interesting  reminiscence  of  ter- 
ritorial days  in  Minnesota  will  form 
a  part  of  the  wagon  train  which  dur- 
ing the  spectacle  will  wind  its  way 
acro.ss  the  prairies  to  the  famous  fort 
of  1862.  During  the  day  time,  it  Is 
expected  that  it  will  bo  used  for  sight- 
seeing tours  by  tho:--e  who  regard  two 
and  a  half  miles  an  hour  as  speed 
sufhclently  sensational  for  their  pres- 
ent needs. 

The  Airship  Race. 

Following  close  upon  the  heels  of 
the  first  balloon  race  ever  held  In  the 
Northwest  is  to  be  the  first  airship 
race  ever  hold  in  Minnesota  and  the 
second  bona  fide  aerial  speed  endur- 
ance contest  participated  In  by  dirig- 
ible balloons  In  America.  During  the 
fair  nearly  $4,000  will  be  given  away 
In  prizes  to  the  mo.st  resourceful  sail- 
ors of  the  air,  and  four  contestants 
have  already  entered  their  airships  in 


the   belief   that    they    will    take    away 
the  bulk  of  the  prize  money. 

Patrons  of  the  state  fair  and  the 
people  of  St.  Paul  became  directly  In- 
terested in  the  problem  of  aerial  navi- 
gation when  Jack  Dalles,  In  his  mar- 
velous Strobel  air.shlp,  accomplished 
such  wonders  in  airship  manipulation 
at  the  state  fair  last  year,  and  finally 
reached  the  climax  In  his  perform- 
ances by  sailing  his  ship  from  the  fair 
grounds  to  and  around  the  dome  of 
the  state  capltol  and  back  to  the 
place  of  starting.  This  year,  how- 
ever, there  will  be  four  airships  In- 
stead of  one,  sailing  about  the  state 
fair  grounds,  and  the  Twin  Cities, 
and  each  one  will  be  striving  to  outdo 
the  other  In  steering  his  ship  over 
various  assigned  courses.  Jack  Dal- 
las has  been  entered  with  the  Stro- 
bel airship.  Horace  H.  Wild  of  Chi- 
cago, who.  in  addition  to  being  a 
balloon  pilot,  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  most  daring  and  skillful  air.shlp 
navigators  In  the  country.  Is  coming 
with  his  ship  "The  Eagle."  The 
Ca-se  Alr-shlp  company  of  South  Chi- 
cago Is  coming  with  one  of  its  ships. 
and  Prof.  L.  L.  Hill  of  Little  Rock 
Is  coming  with  a  dark  horse  ship,  call- 
ed  "The    Meteor." 

Each  day,  between  4  and  6  o'clock, 
these  four"  ships  will  start  from  In 
front  of  the  grandstand  In  an  aerial 
obstacle  race,  at  the  conclusion  of 
which  the  two  ships  making  the  pre- 
scribed round  trip  fir.-t  will  be  given 
$150  and  $100,  respectively.  These 
races  will  be  laid  out  over  courses 
requiring  the  .ships  to  sail  up  against 
the  wind  and  to  circle  various  build- 
ings on  the  fair  grounds,  such  as  the 
exposition  building,  agriculture  build- 
ing, poultry  building,  live  stock  pa- 
vilion and  grandstand. 

During  the  week  also,  the  ships  will 
be  competing  for  a  $r.00  prize  given 
to  any  airship  making  a  flight  of 
fifteen  minutes  and  returning  to  the 
point  of  starting,  and  the  same  sum 
will  be  given  the  ship  which  makes 
the  quickest  trip  around  either  the 
state  capltol  dome  in  St.  Paul  or  the 
city  hall  tower  In  Minneapolis.  An- 
other $250  goes  to  the  ship  having 
the  best  general  record  in  the  daily 
trials  made  between    4   and   6   Q.'clock.

IN  THE  PELLY  RIVER  Vf^LLEY 

Alaska  District  That  is  Gold  Bearing  From  End  to  End 

^Offers  Hope  to  Prospector  Equipped  to 

Stand  the  Climate. 


Bisbee.  Ariz.,  AuR.  22. — The  work  of 
enlargement  continues  uninteruptedly 
at  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  smelter.  The 
news  of  this  week  is  the  erection  of 
the  frame  for  tiie  first  of  the  six  new 
large  furnaces  and  the  statement  that 
It  will  be  ready  to  be  blown  in  within 
the  next  thirty  days.  These  furnaces 
will  each  be  ten  feet  longer  than  the 
old  and  will  have  a  capacity  two- 
thirds  greater.  The  present  furnaces, 
six  in  number,  are  fifteen  feet  long  and 
have  a  capac'ty  of  300  tons  daily,  while 
the  new  ones  will  be  twenty-five  feet 
in  length  and  have  a  daily  capacity  of 
500  tons.  As  soon  as  the  first  furnace 
has  been  blown  In  and  proved  satisfac- 
tory work  will  be  commenced  on  a 
second,  and  so  on  until  all  six  shall 
have  been  inshtallcd  and  blown  in.  At 
the  present  time  only  five  of  the  six 
furnaces  are  kept  in  operation,  and  the 
same  policy  will  be  followed  with  the 
new  ones,  one  being  shut  down  at  all 
times  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  or 
rusch. 

It  is  now  more  than  a  month  since 
the  converter  stands  were  moved  to 
make  room  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
furnaces,  and  the  outside  trackage 
was  laid  to  each  furnace,  so  that  the 
main  work  now  is  the  enlargement 
mentioned.  Nothing  will  be  done  at 
present  in  the  way  of  providing  new 
ore  beds,  though  this  will  become  neces- 
sary witli  the  large  increase  of  ca- 
pacity which  the  plant  will  have,  as 
will  other  enlargements. 

U  is  stated  that  there  will  be  a 
consi'derabTe  increase  in  the  output 
over  the  year  1907.  even  without  tak- 
ing into  "consideration  any  added  ca- 
pacity, or  five  furnaces  have  been  run- 
ning "constantly  since  Jan.  119  last.  The 
output  last  year  was  approximately 
■lO.oOO.OOO  pounds,  and  at  the  present 
ratio  it  will  run  this  year  into  figures 
whicli  Will  exceed  45.000,000  pounds. 
This    figure    will    be    still    further    In- 


;  Seattle,  Wa.sh..  Aug.  22.— The  Polly 
River  valUy  Js  an  empire  in  Itself 
and  is  gold  bearing  from  end  to  end. 
It  offers  encouragement  for  the  pros- 
pector who  is  well  equipped  to  stand 
the  climate  and  to  keep  himself  from 
Btarving.  Such  is  the  opinion  of 
Dell  Van  Gordcr,  who  has  Ju-t  ar- 
rived at  Dawson  from  Pclly  Lakes, 
at  the  extreme  head  of  the  Felly 
river.

"One  great  point  in  favor  of  the 
Felly  country  Is  that  the  ground  is 
unfrozen  in  most  places.  It  seldom 
freezes  to  the  bottom.  That  makes 
it  favorable  for  dredging  and  such 
work,  but  of  course  difficult  for  the 
individual  prospector  to  get  to  bed- 
rock. The  gravel  formation  extends 
throughout  the  country  similar  to  that 
of  the  Klondike.  Right  up  to  the 
lakes  and  across  to  the  Laird  the 
gravel  is  extensive.

The  company  is  pro- 
ducing copper,  it  Is  asserted,  at  a  cost 
little  In  excess  of  7  cents  per  pound, 
and  its  monthly  production  is  more 
than  4.000.000  pounds.  The  company 
has  a  capitalization  of  only  400.000 
shares,  and  the  advance  of  a  cent  per 
pound  on  copper  means  a  great  addition 
to  the  earnings  of  the  stock.  Butte 
Coalition  is  producing  ore  almost  uni- 
formly as  rich  as  that  of  the  North 
Butte,'  but  the  production  is  at-  present 
and  will  be  for  some  months,  limited 
to  about  850  tons  per  day.

A  survey  of  the  situation  in  the 
Lake  Superior  region  finds  that  while 
the  iron  mining  industry  is  in  an  ir- 
regular state,  the  conditions  In  some 
fields  still  being  unsatisfactory,  steady 
Improvement  is  in  progress.

MR.  FACING-EOTH-WAYS. 

.?  A  very  interesting  political  phenomenon  is  pre- 
sented by  the  attitude  of  the  Duluth  News  Tribune 
toward  the  congressional  contests  in  progress  at 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes. 

There  arc  two  of  them,  and  in  a  general  way 
both  are  being  waged  upon  the  same  issue — one 
candidate  in  each  district  being  a  sitting  member 
of  congress  known  to  be  friendly  to  Speaker  Can- 
fion's  re-election,  and  the  opposing  can<lidate  in 
each  case  being  opposed  to  putting  back  in  his 
place  of  power  that  arch-champion  of  special  privi- 
lege who  has  so  abused  his  position. 

In  IMinnesota  the  sitting  member  is  Congress- 
man J.  Adam  Rede  and  his  opponent  is  Clarence  B. 
Miller.  The  News  Tribune,  in  this  case,  is  against 
the  sitting  member,  and  professes  to  be  very  much 
perturbed  about  his  associations  with  Speaker 
Cannon. 

a      In    Wisconsin  the  sitting  member  is  Congress- 
man Jenkins,  chairman  of  the  house  judiciary  com- 
mittee, and  his  opponent  is  Irving  L.  Lenroot,  a  La 
toilette    Republican    who    has    come    out    squ&rely 
against  Cannon,  and  who  has  plenty  of  material  to 
work  with  in  his  fight  because  the  judiciary  com- 
mittee, of  which  Congressman  Jenkins  is  the  head, 
is  known  as  "Cannon's  morgue"  because  when  he 
iwishes  to  kill  a  piece  of  popular  legislation  he  re- 
fers   to   it    to    that    committee,   confident    that   his 
faithful  friend  Jenkins  will  see  that  that  is  the  last 
that  is  heard  of  it.     In  its  Superior  department  the 
J^ews  Tribune  is  very  emphatically  for  Jenkins. 
e     Daily  reports   are  published  about   the  Jenkins 
meetings,   from    which   it   appears   that    they   drew 
''large  and  appreciative  audiences,"  and  "large  and 
e'nthusia.stic     audiences,"     that     the     congressmnn 
punctured  his  opponent's  claims  full  of  holes,  that 
somebody    else    "exposed"    Mr.    Lenroot's    record. 
etc.     Except  in  the  flings  that  Jenkins  or  his  friends 
make   at    Lenroot,    you    wouldn't    know    from    the 
morning  paper's  reports  that  Lenroot  was  running 
at  all. 

>  In  short,  the  News  Tribune  is  against  Bede  be- 
cause he  is  friendly  to  Cannon,  and  for  Jenkins,  ap- 
paro^tly.  because  he,  too,  is  friendly  to  Cannon, 
^he  Wisconsin  man  can  do  chores  for  the  Dan- 
ville antocrat  and  it  is  all  right;  the  Minnesota  man 
rises  to  the  defense  of  Cannon,  and  it  i.>  all  wrong. 
But  this  is  no  unusual  spectacle  to  those  who 
have  watched  carefully  the  morning  paper's  politi- 
cal career. 


THE  RETURN  OF  THE  TAVERN. 

Says  the  Ltica  I'rcss:  "Just  as  the  old  dam  and 
Vrater  wheel  which  gave  way  to  the  steam  boiler 
and  engine  arc  coming  back  to  their  ov/n  and  are 
now  recognized  as  exceedingly  valuable  properties, 
so  this  c'untry  is  about  to  sec  the  return  of  the 
tavern.  The  building  of  good  roads  and  the  gen- 
eral introduction  of  automobiles  is  responsible  for 
them.  About  as  good  a  business  prupobition  as 
anybody  can  have  is  to  conduct  anywhere  from  ten 
to  twenty  miles  away  from  a  city  a  first  class  tav- 
ern where  a  fine  meal  can  be  had,  well  cooked 
and  neatly  served,  and  where  passengers  can  stay 
if  they  wish  over  night  in  bright,  clean,  airy  rooms 
with  plenty  of  windows  to  let  in  the  fresh  air. 
People  arc  now  touring  the  country  by  automobile 
as  they  did  formerly  by  horse-drawn  vehicles,  and 
they  must  stop  over  night  at  the  tavern  along  the 
way." 

This  opens  up  an  interesting  vista.  As  the  de- 
velopment of  water  powers  brings  back  memories 
of  the  old  water  wh'^el  by  the  dam  side,  so  do  the 
needs  of  automobile  tourists  bring  back  memories 
of  the  old  vanished  tavern  days. 

But  there  is  a  vast  difference  in  both  between 
the  new  and  the  old.  The  old  water  wheel  simply 
used  the  direct  power  of  the  water  fall.  The  water 
wheels  turned  the  machinery  of  the  mill,  and  the 
mill  gronnd  the  grain  into  tlour.  The  new  water 
wheel  turns  the  armature  of  a  dynamo  which  gen- 
erates electric  power  for  distribution  over  a  wide 
area. 

The  old  tavern  was  for  the  convenience  of 
everybody  that  traveled,  for  the  stage  coach  was 
the  only  means  of  journeying  except  the  good  old- 
fashioned  way  of  walking;  while  the  new  tavern 
will  be  largely,  if  not  entirely,  for  the  convenience 
of  those  who  own  automobiles,  which  involves 
Bome  taste  for  luxuries  together  with  the  ability 
to  supply  that  taste.  There  will  be  nearly  as  much 
difference,  therefore,  between  the  new  tavern  and 
the  old,  as  there  is  between  the  new  generator  of 
electric  power  driven  by  water  and  the  old  water 
wheel. 

What  a  world  of  romance  hovers  over  the  old 
tavern!  You  can  find  it  in  the  pages  of  the  masters 
of  fiction  who  wrote  of  the  days  before  the  coming 
of  the  steam  locomotive.  Most  of  those  living  to- 
day have  no  personal  memories  of  the  old-time  tav- 
ern; but  who  has  not  a  cheerful  memory  r>f  those 
Splendid  roadside  inns  which  Dickens  and  Irving 
have  given  such  charm?  You  embarked  in  a  coach 
drawn  by  four  spanking  horses,  you  wound  your 
way  along  the  roads  all  day  long,  and  at  night  you 
drew  up  with  a  flourish  before  the  tavern  to  whose 
comfort  you  had  looked  forward  for  many  hours. 
The  cheerful  host,  with  rosy  face  advertising  the 


THE  DICKENS  GIRL. 

The  London  Sketch  informs  us  that  England  is 
threatened  with  a  formidable  revival  of  the  Dickens 
girl,  and  this  is  important  because  if  England 
undergoes  this  experience,  the  United  States  is 
certain  to  have  a  siege  of  it,  too. 

Says  the  Sketch:  "It  has  come  about  by  the 
simplest  means.  An  audacious  milliner,  in  a 
thoughtless  moment,  re-introduced  the  'cottage 
bonnet,'  familiar  in  portraits  of  the  young  Queen 
Victoria,  as  a  kind  of  blinker  for  motoring,  and  this 
headgear,  tied  round  the  dimpled  chin  of  a  pretty 
young  woman,  reminded  numerous  elderly  gentle- 
men of  sirens  of  the  '50s.  Like  Yvette  Guilbert, 
the  first  girl  who  ventured  to  wear  the  coal  scuttle 
bonnet  had  a  succes  de  grand'mere.  The  contrast 
was  piciuant,  irresistible.  For  some  time  past  the 
artists  of  the  younger  school  have  been  painting 
crinolines  and  sliawls,  parted  hair  and  cameo 
brooches — all  the  insignia,  in  short,  of  the  young 
person  of  the  Dickens  novel  and  period.  And  now 
she  is  upon  us  in  the  flesh  and  not  upon  canvas. 
The  cottage  bonnet  and  the  floating  veil  sweep  all 
before  them,  the  most  devout  woman  hater  is  dis- 
armed, and  the  susceptible  fall  at  one  glance." 

These  results,  if  truly  pictured,  make  certain  the 
prediction  of  the  Sketch  that  we  are  in  for  a  re- 
vival of  the  Dickens  girl.  A  new  headgear  or  cos- 
tume that  will  "sweep  all  before  it,"  disarm  the 
most  devout  woman  hater  and  fell  the  susceptible 
at  a  single  glance,  has  an  appeal  to  femininity  that 
cannot  easily  be  resisted.  Such  an  advertisement 
for  it  may  be  expected  to  spread  the  new  fashion 
afar,  and  it  is  by  no  means  to  be  expected  that  the 
seas  that  wash  the  tight  little  isle  will  be  able  to 
confine  it.  Its  sweep  cannot  fail  to  be  world  wide. 
This  is  not  a  mere  matter  of  headgear  or  cos- 
tume, however.  It  seems  that  if  you  wear  a  Dick- 
ens girl  bonnet,  you  must  adopt  the  Dickens  girl's 
ways,  and  if  your  memory  of  Little  Em'ly,  of  Dora, 
of  Agnes  Wickfield,  of  Dolly  Varden,  of  Lizzie 
Hexam  and  of  Esther  Summerson  is  at  all  clear — 
and  if  it  isn't  you  ought  to  read  about  them  again 
— you  will  realize  that  this  involves  a  very  radical 
change  from  modern  girl  ways. 

Says  the  Sketch:  "It  would  be  a  surprising 
about-face.  Missy  would  have  to  put  away  her  golf 
clubs  and  hockey  sticks,  and  take  to  tatting  and 
playing  the  piano.  Young  persons  with  a  pretty 
wit  and  a  talent  for  conversation  must  henceforth 
sit  mumchance,  and  their  voices  must  not  be  heard 
at  the  dinner  table.  Instead  of  snubbing  and  chaf- 
fing the  Mere  Man.  she  will  have  to  prostrate  her- 
self before  him  as  a  being  of  superior  powers. 
One  can  foresee  some  diverting  contingencies — 
until  the  heroine  of  another  and  more  audacious 
period  becomes,  for  the  nonce,  the  fashion." 

The  most  alarming  feature  of  this  change,  to 
"Mere  Man,"  is  the  probability  that  the  Dickens 
girl  of  19<)8  may  "prostrate  herself  before  him  as 
a  being  of  superior  powers."  He  isn't  used  to  this, 
by  a  long  shot.  He  is  used  to  having  his  feminine 
associate  act  as  though  she  considered  herself  quite 
as  much  of  a  personage  as  any  man;  and  to  have 
her  suddenly  switch  about  and  become  a  demure, 
silent  being,  sitting  at  his  feet  and  looking  up  to 
him  with  soulful  and  admiring  eyes,  will  be  bewil- 
dering. No  man— except  a  few  whose  self-esteem 
over-balances  judgment — can  have  that  happen 
without  an  uneasy  sense  that  he  is  being  made 
fun  of. 


why  the  voters  should  "stand  \w  the  ticket"  and 
•'vote  her  straight."  You  will  r^ember,  perhaps, 
that  most  of  the  talk  about  "voting  her  straight" 
came  from  fearful  candidates  who  relied  upon 
straight  voting  to  drag  thenv^n-^t  the  tail  of  tiic 
ticket. 

You  don't  have  to  do  any  of^hese  things  any 
more.  You  can  put  the  phonograph  on  the  dining 
room  table,  fix  the  lamp  comfortably  upon  the  red 
cloth,  pull  up  an  easy  chair  and  a  box  of  records, 
and  enjoy  yourself.  You  can  put^Sn  a  Bryan  record 
and  hear  why  you  should  vote  for  Bryan.  You  can 
follow  that  with  a  Taft  record  and  hear  why  you 
should  vote  for  Taft.  Then  you  can  weigh  the 
opposing  arguments,  and  make  up  your  mind  to 
vote  the  way  you  were  going  to  vote  anyway.  You 
can  replace  the  stale,  steaming  air  of  the  political 
hall  with  the  ease  and  comfort  of  your  own  home, 
and  you  can  hear  both  sides  if  you  wish,  or  a  lot 
of  one  side  if  you  prefer  it. 

But  here  is  the  cardinal  beauty  of  it,  after  all: 
you  can  always  shut  a  phonograph  off. 


MR.  BRYAN  ON  THE  TARIFF. 

Mr.  Bryan  has  been  accused  of  giving  too  little 
attention  to  the  tariff  as  an  issue,  and  he  evidently 
regards  it  as  only  a  part  of  the  all-embracing  issue 
of  whether  the  people  shall  conduct  this  govern- 
ment in  their  own  interests  or  in  the  interests  of 
special  privileges;  but  he  is  thoroughly  orthodox 
on  the  subject  from  a  Democratic  and  liberal  Re- 
publican viewpoint,  and  his  speech  last  evening  at 
Des  Moines  was  in  complete  accord  with  the  senti- 
ment of  the  average  citizenship,  regardless  of 
partisanship. 

He  devoted  much  consideration  to  the  attitude 
of  the  Republican  party  and  Republican  leaders  on 
the  subject,  and  said  that  the  Republican  plan  now 
is  to  seem  to  yield,  without  actually  yielding,  to 
the  manifest  popular  demand  for  tariff  reductions. 
He  rightly  arraigned  the  party  which  promises 
tariff  revision,  yet  which  failed  to  revise  the  tariflf 
when  it  had,  as  at  the  recent  session  and  many  pre- 
ceding sessions  of  congress,  entire  control  of  the 
lawmaking  powers  of  the  government.  When  a 
Democrat  introduced  a  bill  reducing  tariff  sched- 
ules to  100  per  cent  where  they  now  exceed  that 
figure,  the  measure  was  not  even  reported  out  from 
the  committee. 

The  protectionist  claim  for  the  tariff  has  always 
been  that  it  is  in  the  interests  of  American  manu- 
facturers, farmers  and  producers;  yet,  as  Mr.  Bryan 
says,  the  farmer  and  the  wage  earner,  supposed  to 
be  the  chief  beneficiaries,  have  never  contributed 
largely  to  Republican  campaign  funds.  The  manu- 
facturers and  other  direct  beneficiaries  of  discrim- 
inatory tariff  schedules  have  supplied  practically  all 
of  the  sinews  of  political  warfare;  indeed,  much  the 
greater  part  of  the  money  has  come  from  a  few 
specially  privileged  interests. 

"The  'reasonable  profit  to  American  industries' 
is  an  addition  to  the  Republican  rule,"  says  Mr. 
Bryan;  and  he  might  have  added  that  it  is  a  very 
sinister  and  suggestive  addition.  He  does  add  that 
"it  is  likely  to  be  used  as  an  excuse  for  raising  the 
tariff;"  and  certainly  it  provides  quite  as  much 
excuse  for  raising  the  tariff  as  it  does  for  lower- 
ing it. 

Mr.  Bryan  does  well  to  harp  upon  Speaker  Can- 
non and  the  tariff,  for  it  is  upon  the  extent  of  popu- 
lar appreciation  of  these  two  evils  that  Democratic 
success  must  depend. 


HOTEL  GOSSIP. 


"Who  says  the  Prohibition  candidate 
for  president  isn't  going  to  poll  enough 
votes  to  cut  into  the  majority  of  both 
the  Republican  and  Democratic  candi- 
dates?" asked  D.  R.  Scott  of  Chicago, 
at  the  Spalding  yesterday.  "I  believe, 
from  what  I  hav.e  heard,  that  the  Pro- 
hibition movement  is  a  serious  one 
and  that  many  voters  throughout  the 
country  are  seriously  aroused  upon 
the  problem  of  doing  away  with  the 
saloon. 

"I  liave  heard  many  voters  say  that 
they  do  not  care  for  tlie  platforms  of 
the  two  great  parties,  but  are  more 
interested  in  the  abolition  of  the  sa- 
loon. When  you  hear  any  considerable 
number  of  people  say  that,  as  I  have, 
you  may  be  sure  that  the  question  of 
prohibition  is  being  seriously  consid- 
ered. 

"Of  course,  don't  understand  me  for 
a  moment  as  saying  that  tlie  Proliibi- 
tlon  candidate  has  the  least  chance 
of  being  elected.  1  don't  imagine  that 
anyone  seriously  believes  tliat.  But 
the  fact  remains  that  the  Prohibition 
candidate  will  receive  more  votes  than 
a  candidate  ot  that  party  has  ever  re- 
ceived before,  and  1  believe  that  some 
of  the  politicians  who  are  not  serious- 
ly considering  the  prohibition  move- 
ment will  be  very  much  surprised  when 
the  votes  are   counted. 

"You  do  not  get  so  intense  a  view 
of  the  situation  up  here.  In  Illinois, 
for  instance,  the  question  has  received 
much  discussion,  and  some  of  the 
counties  and  cities  have  gone  dry.  But 
down  South  they  even  look  upon  the 
question  as  one  vital  to  tlie  safety  of 
their  home,  and  a  question  that  has 
to  do  with  the  progress  of  the  com- 
munity. Wiien  men  and  women  con- 
sider a  question  in  so  serious  a  light, 
It  is  only  natural  that  the  voters 
should  show  some  reflection  of  this 
sentiment  at  the   polls. 

"I  believe  that  the  total  vote  cast 
for  the  Prohibition  ticket  will  draw 
from  the  Republican  ticket.  Just  how 
much  this  will  be,  no  one  can  predict. 
It  will  be  more  than  most  politicians 
are  willing  to  admit. 

'In  every  state  where  the  negro 
problem  is  something  that  the  citizens 
have  to  deal  wltli  and  solve,  you  will 
find  that  prolilbltion  has  a  deep  hold. 
More  than  75  per  cent  of  the  crimes  of 
the  South  are  directly  traceable  to  the 
Influence  of  liquor.  Then  there  is  an- 
other consideration.  The  influence  of 
liquor  not  only  makes  the  negro 
vicious,  but  It  al.so  makes  him  worth- 
less as  a  workman.  People  in  the 
North  wonder  at  the  wonderful  spread 
of  prohibition  in  tlie  South.  Once  you 
could  see  the  effects  of  the  sale  of 
liquor  upon  the  negro,  you  would  un- 
derstand tiie  reason.  It  is  a  tight  for 
the  safety  of  the  home  and  for  the  com- 
mercial progress  of  the  community."

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CANNED  CAMPAIGNING. 

Both  Taft  and  Bryan— and  perhaps  some  others 
— have  made  speeches  into  phonographs,  and  short- 
ly the  coimtry  will  be  flooded  with  phonograph 
records  bearing  their  messages  to  the  people. 

The  more  one  thinks  of  this  new  style  of  cam- 
paigning the  more  pregnant  with  possibilities  does 
it  appear.  Though  the  phonograph  has  some  dis- 
advantages, such  as  the  fact  that  its  imitation  of 
the  voice  of  a  speaker  or  singer  is  usually  some- 
thing of  a  caricature,  the  phonograph  method  of 
campaigning  provides  many  advantages  over  the 
old-fashioned  kind. 

For  one  thing,  both  candidates  have  decided  not 
to  stump  the  country,  but  to  content  themselves 
with  making  a  few  speeches,  and  with  giving  out 
frequent  interviews  taking  hard  raps  at  each  other's 
ideas  and  at  each  other's  platforms.  But  instead 
uf  galloping  up  and  down  the  country,  speaking  at 
county  fairs,  making  addresses  from  the  rear  of  a 
flying  train,  and  undergoing  infinite  toil  and  hard- 
ship for  the  sake  of  appealing  directly  to  the  voters, 
they  will  this  year  sit  quietly  at  home,  bawl  into  a 
phonograph,  and  send  the  records  flying  over  the 
United  States.  There  will  be  no  village  so  small 
and  so  remote  that  it  cannot  hear  the  leading  can- 
didates for  president;  all  it  has  to  do  is  to  invest 
a  little  money  in  a  few  phonograph  records,  and  it 
can  have  all  the  campaign  speeches  it  needs  and 
more,  too. 

It  is  not  only  a  good  thing  for  the  candidates, 
saving  them  a  lot  of  trouble,  expense  and  toil,  but 
it  is  a  good  thing  for  the  voters,  too.  In  other 
years,  if  they  wished  to  hear  campaign  speeches, 
they  had  to  give  up  an  evening  to  it.  They  had  to 
go  down  town  after  dinner,  stand  around  the 
armory  or  the  town  hall  or  the  village  opera  house 
or  the  roller  skating  rink,  talking  politics  with  the 
boys  until  8  o'clock.  Then  they  had  to  file  into  the 
hall  behind  the  band,  sit  on  a  hard  board  without  a 
back,  laid  over  two  or  three  chairs  for  economy's 
sake.  Then  they  had  to  listen  to  the  local  chair- 
man blunder  through  his  speech  and  perhaps  get  so 
involved  in  his  introduction  that  he  used  up  half 
the  imported  speaker's  time.  The  hall,  probably, 
was  cold  and  damp,  crowded  to  the  doors  and 
thick  with  bad  air.  The  program  often  included 
local  candidates,  painfully  endeavoring  to  fill  in 
the  time  by  telling  why  they  should  be  elected  and 


TWO  CONVENTIONS. 

The  real  activity  of  the  governorship  campaign 
will  not  begin  right  away,  certainly  not  until  after 
the  coming  primary  election  is  out  of  the  way,  but 
in  the  meantime  there  is  a  very  fruitful  subject  for 
the  voters  of  the  state  to  think  about,  and  that  is 
the  contrast  between  the  conventions  that  nominat- 
ed the  two  candidates  for  governor. 

But  while  the  memory  of  the  two  conventions  is 
still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  it  is  well  that 
the  voters  should  contrast  the  pictures  formed  in 
their  minds  by  the  spectacle  of  the  nomination  of 
Jacobson  in  St.  Paul  and  the  nomination  of  Gov- 
ernor Johnson  in  Minneapolis. 

In  the  convention  that  nominated  Mr.  Jacobson 
everything  was  prearranged.     The  candidates,  the 
platform,    the    organization    of    the    convention — 
everything  was  arranged  for  the  delegates  by  party 
leaders  by  the  night  preceding  the  convention.     In- 
deed,  before   the   delegates   came   upon   the   scene 
reprsentatives  of  machine  politics  and  of  the  cor- 
porate interests  had   everything  fixed   so   that  the 
delegates  had  nothing  to  do  but  vote  "aye"  occa- 
sionally.    The  candidate,  who  used  to  talk   freely 
and  loudly  upon  the  relations  of  the  people  with 
the  public  service  corporations,  hadn't  a  word  to 
say  about  them  at  the  convention,  and  hasn't  had  a 
word  to  say  about  them  since.    The  convention  was 
over  and  the  platform  and  ticket  adopted  before  the 
delegates   realized   what  was   going  on;   and   since 
the  adjournment  some   Republican  papers,  includ- 
ing the  Duluth  News  Tribune,  have  repudiated  the 
steam   roller   methods   that   produced   a   bad   plat- 
form, many  others  have  repudiated  the  interference 
of   corporations   that   produced   the   nomination    of 
one  of  the  candidates  for  railroad  and  warehouse 
commissioner,     and     others     have     been     looking 
askance  at  the  manner  in  which  the  candidate  for 
governor  received  his  nomination  with  the  help  of 
machine  politicians  and  the  corporate  interest  and 
at  the  price  of  silence  upon  matters  in  which  both 
were  interested.     It  was   purely  a  machine  aflFair, 
and  one  of  its  objects  was  to  lacerate  the  political 
corpse  of  an   attorney  general  who  had   dared  to 
enforce  the  law  against  the  selfish  interests  which 
procured  his  defeat  for  the  governorship  and  the 
nomination  of  Jacobson. 

In  the  convention  that  renominated  Governor 
Johnson  the  leaders  were  swept  off  their  feet  and 
carried  along  in  a  storm  of  enthusiasm  for  the  gov- 
ernor who  has  brought  fame  to  his  state  and  to 
himself.  He  did  not  want  the  nomination,  and  the 
leaders  had  taken  him  at  his  word,  much  to  their 
regret,  and  did  their  best  to  nominate  another.  He 
had  done  his  share,  and  he  thought  it  was  time  for 
somebody  else  to  take  up  the  work.  His  own  re- 
luctance and  the  plans  of  the  leaders  were  as  noth- 
ing in  the  path  of  the  convention,  which,  without 
prearrangement,  without  order  and  without  any- 
thing but  a  very  positive  knowledge  of  what  it 
wanted,  burst  all  bounds  and  nominated  Governor 
Johnson  for  a  third  term  by  acclamation. 

This  is  the  difference  between  a  machine-made 
candidate  and  a  candidate  named  by  the  irresistible 
will  of  the  people  who  are  proud  of  him  and 
anxious  to  have  him  save  the  state  from  the  pros- 
pect of  a  Jacobson  for  governor.

The  Streaks  in  Human  Nature. 

How    often    when    you    inquire    about 
a  man  you  elicit  some  such  response  aa 
this:     "He  Is  a  pretty  good  fellow,  but 
there  are  one  or  two  streaks  In   him." 
Then  you  are  forced  to  discount  a  little 
from   the   favorable  opinion   which  you 
might  otherwise  have  cherished.     Prob- 
ably we  all  have  streaks,  and  the  only 
difference  between  us  is  that  some  of  us 
have  found  time  to  conceal   them,  or  to 
overlay   tlieni   with   virtues   and   graces 
so  that  the  streaks  are  not  discerniblo 
to     the     average     onlooker.       Now     ana 
then    a    certain    kind    of   a    streak    in    a 
man     gives     pungency     to     his     person- 
ality   and    you    like    him    all    the    better 
for   it;   but   as  a  rule,  streaks  mar   the 
symmetry  of  a  mans  character  and  im- 
pair his  inliucnce.     There   Ik  A,   for  ex- 
ample:  he   has  a  streak  of   vanity.      He 
is   a   pretty   able    fellow,   but    he    knows 
It    an.i    he   lets   other  people   know   that 
he   knows   it.      He  expects   you    to   com- 
pliment him   on   his  new   clothes   or   his 
recent  athletic  aehlevement,  or  his  last 
book.      He  projects   himself   In   the  fleia 
of   public    vision    a    little    oftener    than 
the  truly  modest  man  does^. 

B's  streak  is  sensitiveness.  You  can 
hurt  him.  oh,  so  easily:  His  patient 
parents  and  consideiate  friends  have 
learned  to  re.-pect  his  thin  skin;  but  it 
fares  hard  with  him  when  he  mingles 
promiscuously  with  the  crowd  and  is 
cxposfd  to  the  darts  and  arrows  that 
flv  about  when  people  talk  froely  with 
one  another.  He  winces  alike  under 
attack  or  under  neglect. 

C  is  of  a  very  different  makeup.  He 
is  not  sensitive  enough  to  the  dictate* 
of  propriety.  He  does  not  realize  when 
he  passes  the  boundary  line  botween 
merrv  making  and  roistering.  He  la 
too  fond  of  "shady"  stories.  His  streak 
is  coarseness,  and  it  becomes  too  fre- 
quently evident  to  the  pain  of  those 
who  like  him  best. 

The  streak  In  D  lakes  the  form  of 
intolerance  and  narrowness.  He  is  so 
.«et  in  his  own  opinions — and  these  are 
often  bas3d  on  a  very  narrow  induction 
of  facts — that  he  has  .small  use  for  the 
man  in  the  other  party,  the  other  de- 
nomination, the  other  country.  He  sees 
truth  only  from  one  angle.  He  will 
not  give  to  foreign  missions  because, 
forsooth,  he  happens  to  know  a  secre- 
tary of  a  missionary  society  who  lives 
in  a  handsome  iiouse  and  who,  he 
thinks,  ought  not  to  go  round  plead- 
ing for  funds  unless  he  occupies  a  mod- 
est cottage  In  tlio  poorer  part  of  the 
city, 

K's  streak  Is  cynicism.  Bit  by  bit  he 
bites  off  ihe  reputation  of  other  people. 
He  puts  the  worst  interpretation  upoH 
other  men's  motives  and  actions.  The. 
skv  Is  seldom  anything  but  gray  to  his 
vision,  and  if  It  happens  to  be  bright 
he  looks  upon  the  day  as  a  "weather 
breeder,*'  a  sure  forerunner  of  a  storm 
tomorrow. 

So  we  might  go  on  to  designate  the 
streaks  that  belong  respectively  to  F, 
G.  H,  and  other  people  in  the  neigh- 
borhood; but  enough  have  been  por- 
trayed to  make  our  point,  namely,  that 
.streaks  are,  as  their  name  implies,  dia« 
flgurements  of  otherwise  worthy  char- 
acters. Most  of  the  streaked  people  are 
at  heart  essentially  sound.  They  be- 
long to  the  respectable  portion  of  the 
community.  They  are  ui-tially  to  b^ 
held  in  honor  In  spite  of  their  defects,' 
and  we  who  have  to  doal  with  "streak- 
ed" people  need  to  regard  their  under- 
Iving  ptablllty  and  worth,  and  not  rul« 
them  out  of  our  friendship  because 
they  seem  to  us  lacking  in  tnis  or  that 
desirable  trait.

James  A.  Garfield  and  Samuel  J.  Ran- 
dall. 

But  one  of  the.««o  men  Is  left  among 
the  living.  and  liis  congressional 
career  terminated  with  the  KiMty-ninth 
congress  !ii  1SS7.  his  seat  in  the  house 
ol  representatives  having  been  pur- 
chased bv  the  Ironma.'^ters  of  I'lttsburg 
tor  old  Jehu  Baker.  Afterward  Mor- 
rlBon  long  served  with  credit  to  him- 
eelf  and  advantage  to  the  country,  as 
a  member  of  the  interstate  commerce 
commission.  He  is  now  in  honorable 
retirement,  tlie  most  Illustrious  citizen 
of  the  yreat  state  of  Illinois — soldier, 
■tatesman.  patriot,  gentleman. 
*       «       * 

Allison  .served  four  terms  In  the 
house  of  representatives  and  declined 
a  re-election  in  order  to  run  for 
United  States  senator  against  George 
W.  Wright.  James  W.  Grimes  lias 
resigned  the  seat  In  the  senate  after 
he  had  voted  "not  guilty"  in  the  Im- 
peacliment  trial  of  Andy  Johnson.  A 
man  named  Howell  was  appointed  to 
the  vacancy,  and  Allisun  contested  for 
the  8uci'«-.ssion.  He  was  beaten  by 
Oeorge  U'.  Wright,  the  one  and  only 
defeat  of  his  long  career,  and  that 
■was    in    a    caucus    of    his    own    party. 

In  1^73  Allison  took  his  scat  as  sen- 
ator from  Iowa,  the  succe.ssor  of  James 
Harlan,  and  was  rtve  tim.-s  re-elected 
by  the  legislature.  Last  spring  h.e  de- 
feated (to/einor  t'ummins  in  a  blanket 
primary  for  tlie  i<.rm  in  the  senate  bfc- 

£  inning  in  1!)09,  and  that  election  would 
ave  been  ratllled  by  the  legi.<lature. 
His  service  in  tl;e  senate  was  more 
than  thirty-five  years,  a  thing  un- 
precedented in  the  history  of  that  body. 
*  •  • 
On  Dec.  1.  1873,  Allison  took  the 
oath  as  senator.  A  few  minutes  later 
John  lames  Ingalls  was  sworn  in  for 
the  first  time.  Edmunds  and  Morrill 
were  there  from  Vermont;  Sumner 
from  Massachusttts,  Conkllng  from 
New  York.  Bayard  from  Delaware.  Lo- 
gan from  Illinois,  Morton  from  In- 
diana. Oarpenter  from  Wisconsin. 
Scl'.nrz  from  Missouri.  Sherm.in  and 
Thurman  from  Ohio.  From  Kentucky 
were  Garrett  avis,  a  very  superior 
man.  and  Thomas  <,'.  McCreary.  "the 
Bllver-t<mgued  sluggard  of  the  senate," 
the   first   orator  of  that   body. 

The  day  Allison  entered  the  senate 
the  following  gentb-men.  subsequently 
eminent  in  parliamf-ntaiy  life,  entered 
the  house  of  representatives:  Joseph 
O.  C.mnon,  Julius  Caesar  Burrows. 
Rlchar.l  i\  Bland,  J.  D.  C.  Atkins  and 
Rog'-^v  >.i.  Mil!.s.  Alexander  H.  Stt-phens 
and  L.  cj.  C.  Lamar  w<Te  also  swor:\  in 
as  members  of  the  house  that  day.  but 
they  each  served  in  eongre-js  before  the 
big  war  between  the  slates. 

AUi.son  was  not  a  brilliant  man  but 
a  useful  one.  In  debate,  contrasted 
with  Conkling  or  Bayard.  Carpenter  or 
Lamar.  Thurman  or  Vest,  he  was  as 
Dohl)in  to  Bucephalus.  He  v.-as  no 
orai'>r,  but  u  ready  ami  sagacli>us  de- 
bater, and  what  %vas  greatly  to  his  ad- 
vantai^c,  he  never  made  a  speech  with- 
out CLireful  and  exhaustive  pr'^paration. 
He  was  far  from  a  garrubjus  miin.  and 
he  never  said  a  W'ird  until  he  deemed  It 
necessary  lo  speak.  If  all  our  solons 
would  follow  his  example,  the  Congres- 
sional Uecord  would  be  decreased  in 
bulk  at  tlie  least  so  per  cent. 

The  public  considers  Allison  as  a 
oon.'<''r\titivo,  and  t^o  he  was.  by  nature 
and  by  imi>ulse — if  you  can  coupb.'  the 
word  In^pulse  with  the  man — but  first 
of  all.  Allison  was  a  i)Hrty  man.  Mike 
Bhen,  an  Irish  snloonkeoper  at  Louis- 
ville, Ky..  approached  the  late  A.  G. 
Oaruth  in  1SS6,  when  that  lovable 
fellow  was  a  can.Sidate  for  congress, 
and  ."-aid;  "Asher.  yer  wrong,  but  I'm 
wld  ve."  and  such  wa."'  the  loyalty  of 
William  B.   Allison  to   the  O.   O.    P. 

Or  a  more  classical  iUustrati'in  can 
be    hnd     from     that    most     readable    of 

r.U    "lives,"    "Camp'>f  11  s    Lord    Chancel- 
ors:"

And  whatever  the  Republican  party 
established.  Allison  was  "f.-r  that  too." 
though  in  politer  speech  than  "the 
Btern   and   hostile"  chancellor   ever   em- 

ploycil.

They  say  out  In  Iowa  that  Allison 
was  the  i)upll  of  Grimes.  That  may  be: 
but  hf  forgot  his  teachings.  If  Alll- 
pon  had  held  <^rinies'  seat  in  the  senate 
In  IStiS,  Amlv  Johnson  would  have  been 
convb-ted.  Allison  supported  all  the 
rec.tnstructlon  measures  of  Stevens, 
Butler  and  Morton,  not  that  he  favored 
them,  hut  because  the  party  favored 
them. 

Allison  entered  congress  more  of  a 
free  tradfr  than  Wi'.Mam  Jennings 
Bryan  is  todav,  and  it  was  Allison,  and 
not  Mi -hael  C  Kerr,  that  made  the 
first  speech  for  tariff  reform  in  con- 
gress after  the  passage  of  the  Morrill 
tariff  of  lSfi2.  but  he  supported  every 
protei'tive  t\rlff  of  his  party  includ- 
ing the  Mi'Klnlev  bill  of  l^l»i>  and  the 
Dlnglev  bill  of  1S97.  No  doubt  he  did 
it  against  his  better  judgm»>nt.  but 
AUis.m,  more  than  anything,  tiian  all 
things  else,  was  a  party  man. 

Ben  H.trri.son  was  a  far  abler  m.an 
than  William  B.  Allison,  bit  .A.lllaon 
would  have  made  a  better  president. 
Leaving  out  matters  of  party  and  of 
poiicv,  and  relating  onlv  to  the  ad- 
mlni.-stration  of  things,  in  time  of 
tramiuilitv,  I  believe  Allison  would 
have  been  the  best  of  presidents.  He 
was  naturally  benevolent.  He  loved 
to  confer  favors.  His  t>atriot!sm  em- 
brac'Ml  the  South,  all  of  it,  even  South 
Caroilna.  and  wliilo  he  would  have 
remained  a  partv  man  the  South  would 
have   found  a   sincere  friend  In   him. 

James  U.  Beck  of  Kentucky,  wa.^  a 
more  Intellectual  and  more  forceful 
man  than  Allison,  and  a  Democrat 
from  crown  to  heel.  They  were  chum3. 
and  Beck  was  Allisoit's  pair  in  the 
senave  Both  were  members  of  the 
two  great  commi'tee?»  of  the  senate, 
finance  ami  appropriations.  Both 
i  sirer*'  gluttons  for  work,  and  it  is  per- 
•"  ba|)s  true,  that  Allison  and  Beck  with- 
3ut   a.-.5i.stance   from   any  other   senator 
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could  have  formulated  and  brought  in- 
to the  senate  every  one  of  the  annual 
appropriation  bills.  Many  was  th^ 
morn,  that,  as  the  sun  rose  from  his 
bed  in  the  East,  saw  these  twi>  in  that 
committee  room  up  to  the  elbow  at 
work  after  an  all  night's  ceaseless 
labor.  John  G.  Carlisle  Is  the  only 
man  I  ever  knew  who  could  turn  out 
more  work  in  a  given  time  than  cither 
of  these;  but  Carlisle  could  not  "labor 
as  they  did.  His  Is  a  genius  for  work; 
theirs  was  a  passion  for  It.  Carlisle  s 
mind  Is  phenomenal,  and  will  get  to  a 
conclusion  before  Allison's  or  Beck  s 
ha<l  fairly  started.  Instantaneously 
Carlisle  knows  wheat  fnmi  chaff;  Beck 
and  Allison  were  necessitated  to  sam- 
ple and  examine. 

Party  man  that  he  was.  Allison  was 
a  great  compromiser.  When  Dick  Bland 
passed  through  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives of  the  Forty-fifth  congress  lb 
to  1  and  the  senate  agreed  to  It  and 
sent  it  to  It.  B.  Hayes,  who  vetoed  it, 
Allison  set  to  v.'ork  on  the  amendment 
that  is  known  in  the  statutes  as  the 
"Hland-AlHson  bill."  under  the  opera- 
tion of  which  more  than  J400,000.0i)0 
full  legal  tender  It?  to  1  sliver  dollars 
were  coined.  Had  Allison  not  compro- 
mised then — and  without  the  aid  of 
Beck  he  would  have  failed — Hayes' 
veto  would  have  been  overridden  In 
tlie  senate  as  it  was  in  the  house,  and 
we  should  have  had  16  to  1  In  1878. 
We  would  have  had  It  anyhow  but  for 
Benjamin  Hill  of  Georgia,  and  L.  Q.  C. 
Lamar  of  Mississippi. 

So  frequently  did  Allison  compose 
legislative  complications  that  some- 
body dubbed  him  "Old  smoothin  iron." 
When  the  rate  bill  was  up  in  the  last 
congress,  and  the  debate  had  been  fu- 
rious for  months  and  everybody  pre- 
dicted that  it  would  fail,  one  morning 
Allison,  without  ado,  proposed  an 
amendment  that  the  president  and  Al- 
drich  agreed  to.  Tillman  kicked;  but 
the  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the 
bill  was  carried  with  but  three  nega- 
tive votes — Foraker  of  Ohio  and  Mor- 
gan and  Pettus  of  Alaoama.  He  was 
constantly  doing  such  things,  and  that 
is  what  made  him  so  invaluable  in  the 
councils    of    the   nation. 

Of  all  the  men  in  national  public  life 
when  Allison  entered  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives. In  18(53,  not  one  remains 
on  the  political  stage.  Politically,  he 
survived  them  all.  and  of  all  the  men 
In  public  life  when  Allison  was  sworn 
In  as  a  senator,  in  1873.  but  three  re- 
main on  the  political  stage — Joseph  G. 
i^annon.  Julius  C.  Burrows  and  Isaac 
R.  Sherwood. 

After  all.  It  Is  the  man  of  solid  en- 
dowments and  attainments  who  is 
made  for  government.  Ingalls  was  Al- 
lison's colleague  In  the  .senate  eighteen 
years,  liut  he  only  dazzled,  while  Alli- 
son delved,  and  yet  your  man  who  can 
pick  a  bill  to  pieces  Is,  In  many  re- 
spects, as  valuable  to  the  country  as 
he  that  can  i>tit  it  together.  Either 
woulil  be  of  little  account  without  the 
other.

THE  CIRCULAR  .STAIRCASE.  By 
Mary  Roberts  Rinehart.  Indianapo- 
lis: The  Bobbs-Merrill  company. 
11.50. 

This  is  a  "bully"  story  of  mystery 
and  excitement.  The  tale  is  related  by 
illss  Itachel  Inncs,  a  crisp  and  grimly 
humorous  spinster  of  uncertain  age,  of 
very  positive  character  and  of  exceed- 
ingly admirable  courage;  and  not  the 
least  delightful  feature  of  the  book  Is 
the  insight  she  gives  Into  her  own 
amusing  and  engaging  character.  But 
that  is  something  you  don't  think 
about  until  afterwards.  The  ru.«h  of 
events,  complications  and  mysteries 
sweeps  you  into  Its  impetuous  whirl, 
and  from  almost  the  first  page  until 
quite  the  last,  you  let  yourself  go  in 
breathless  absorption.  Miss  Innes 
rents  a  large  house  for  the  summer, 
and  almost  as  soon  as  she  gets  Inside 
of  It  the  curtain  goes  up  on  a  stage 
from  which  exciting  Incident  Is  never 
absent  for  a  moment.  There  are  <iueer 
doings  In  that  house;  strange  noi.sca. 
strange  murders.  strange  thefts, 
strange  comings  and  goings,  strange 
disappearances  and  more  strange  re- 
appearances. 

Though  the  mystery  element  In  the 
story  Is  uncommonly  Ingenious,  It  is 
not  this  alone  that  makes  the  book 
notable.  There  is  humor  In  it,  and 
you  don't  often  find  that  In  m>stery 
stories;  there  is  genius  of  character- 
drawing  in  it,  and  that  Is  only  a  little 
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with  a  soothsayer  and  Inventor  with 
the  heart  of  a  villain  by  which  another 
young  man  is  to  take  all  the  hardships 
and  headaches  of  his  life  of  dissipa- 
tion, while  he  is  to  have  his  fling  with 
no  disturbance  from  the  conscience 
which  next  mornings  disabilities 
makes  so  perniciously  active.  It  Is  an 
unusual  idea,  and  it  makes  a  pretty 
dreadful  story  telling  how  it  came  out, 
for  V'andraken,  as  it  appears  when  his 
plan  goes  Into  effect,  is  not  a  "nice" 
young  man  any  more;  quite  the  con- 
trary, as  his  trail  of  unspeakable  d 
sipatlons  with  a  woman  who  Is 
soul  of  harlotry  tells  too  plainly, 
story  goes  to  show  that  even  when 
can  hFre  a  magician  to  work  off 
physical  con.sequencea  on  another 
low.  dissipation  is  not  a  pretty  thing; 
and  that  makes  the  story  a  cross  be- 
tween a  magnificent  tract  and  a  thrill- 
ing and  weil-told  melodrama.

The  former  Is  a 
wealthy  American,  Intensely  selfish, 
purse-proud  and  rather  vulgar;  the 
count  is  a  voung  and  impoverished 
Italian  nobleman  whose  graces  of  char- 
acter form  a  very  marked  contrast  wltli 
the  deficiencies  of  tlie  American.  The 
heroine,  Miwgot  Methuen,  a  daughter 
of  a  poor  but  ambitious  mother  and  a 
weak  and  imposed-upon  father,  feels 
comi)elled  to  marry  the  congressman 
for  the  sake  of  her  family,  though  she 
loves  the  count.

frames  stntences  as  he  does.  It  will 
he  remembered,  perhap.s.  that  not  very 
long  ago  this  same  author  jiroduced  a 
novel  which  had  as  its  central  charac- 
ters a  young  man  who  fell  in  love  with 
a  young  woman  who  came  to  him 
frozen  in  a  clear  cake  of  Ice — with  the 
ice  about  the  only  wearing  apparel  in 
her  possession.  Th.Tt  was  novel  and 
startling,  and  while  there  Is  no  such 
amazing  devb-e  for  attracting  interest 
in  "Aunt  Maud"  as  there  was  in  "Vlr- 
ginle,"  it  Is  every  bit  as  diverting  a 
tale,  and  rather  better  done.  The  story 
deals  with  a  very  uncommon  piece  of 
matchmaking,  peri)etrated  hy  Aunt 
.Maud,  who  is  herself  a  beautiful  spin- 
ster, only  33  years  old.  From  two  far- 
separated  corners  of  the  globe  she 
brings  together  Richard  Camber  and 
her  niece,  Irene,  and  startles  them  by 
admitting  tliat  she  Intends  them  to 
marry  each  other.

This 
new  story  is  very, different.  There  is 
blood-curdling  in  it,  too,  but  of  a 
different  kind;  the  kind  that  good 
staunch  human  action  in  time  of  peril 
docs  with  good  red  blood.  ""The  Gates 
of  Life"  is  a  love  story,  pure  and  sim- 
ple, though  the  hero  does  go  through 
some  very  unusual  experiences  and 
shows  the  stuff  that  is  in  him  in 
several  vi^ry  exciting  experiences.  It 
Is  somtwiiat  over-wrought  in  one  or 
two  Instances,  such  as  where  the  hero- 
ine proposes — being  a  mannishly  raised 
girl  of  independent  mind — to  a  worth- 
less and  dissolute  young  wastrel,  and 
where  the  hero,  naturally  rebuffed  be- 
cause he  lets  the  heroine  know  he 
knows  about  the  Incident,  propels  him- 
self off  Into  the  wilds  of  Alaska  with  a 
heart-broken  story  about  an  irrepar- 
able tragedy  in  his  life — which  the 
story  goes  on  to  show  isn't  Irreparable 
at  all.

REPUBLICAN  CONdRESS 
IS  NOT  TO  BE  TRUSTED 
TO  REDUCE  THE  TARIFF] 


If  Mr.  Taft's  new-born  zeal  for  re- 
vision were  an  hundred  times  greater 
than  his  notification  speecli  indicates, 
what  chance  would  the  Republican 
candidate  have  of  securing  any  real 
t.arlff  reform  at  the  hands  of  such 
Republicans  as  now  represent  that 
party  In  the  senate  and  house,  the  very 
men  who  represented  it  in  the  recent 
national  convention?  Speaker  Cannon, 
who  h,as  suppressed  tariff  legislation 
in  the  present  congress,  was  a  dominat- 
ing factor  in  the  convention  and,  if  the 
Republicans  retain  control  of  the  hotjso, 
will  be  tlie  Fpeaker  of  the  next  con- 
gress. Does  his  prominence  affjrd 
tariff  reformers  any  assurance  of  a  re- 
duction of  the  tariff  in  the  interest  of 
the  consumers?  In  case  of  a  Republi- 
can victory.  Congressman  Sherman 
will  become  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  senate.  He  has  been  tho  confiden- 
tial companion  of  Speaker  Cannon,  and 
in  the  convention  It  was  Speaker  Can- 
non who  vouched  for  him. 

ItM  AdflH  Delunion. 
The  Republican  platform  suggests 
that  there  should  be  a  maximum  tariff 
and  a  minimum,  the  maximum  to  be 
used  in  retaliation  and  the  minimum  In 
ordinary  cases.  This  is  merely  adding 
delusion  to  procrastination  and  un- 
certainty. We  have  jirominent  Repub- 
lican authority.  Senator  Dolliver  and 
Senator  Hanna,  to  prove  that  In  the 
present  law  the  rates  were  knowingly 
made  higher  than  necessary,  with  the 
understanding  that  reductions  would 
be   made   to  secure   foreign  trade. 

Tlie  Homestead  strike  occurred  after 
the  Republican  convention  of  1892,  but 
before  the  Republican  candidate  wrote 
Ills  letter  of  acceptance.  He  ci.^uld  not 
Ignore  the  strike,  for  It  presented  an 
object  lesson  which  even  a  high  tariff 
itepublican  could  not  fail  to  see.  So 
Mr.  Harrison,  the  candidate,  referring 
to  the  strike,  said: 

"1  regret  that  all  employers  of  labor 
are  not  just  and  considerate,  and  that 
capital  sometimes  takes  too  large  a 
sliare  of  ti.o  profits!"  "Too  large  a 
share  of  the  profits"?  Yes;  more  than 
that.  The  protected  manufacturtrs 
have  secured,  in  many  cases,  a  tariff  of 
more  than  twice  tlie  percentage  paid  to 
workmen  In  wages.  The  net  profits  of 
the  steel  trust  last  year  were  just  about 
equal  to  the  entire  amount  paid  in 
wages,  and  tha  wages  constituted  less 
than  25  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of 
the  product.  According  to  this  state- 
ment each  working  man  employed  by 
the  steel  trust  earned,  on  an  average, 
not  only  the  amount  paid  to  him.  but 
100  per  cent  profit  besides  for  his  em- 
ployer. And,  I  may  add,  while  these 
beneficiaries  of  iirotfcction  have  been 
pretending  to  make  the  tariff  laws  for 
the  direct  benefit  of  the  employes,  these 
same  employes  have,  as  a  rule,  been- 
kept  close  to  the  hunger  line,  while 
inanv  of  the  employers  have  become 
the  "possessors  of  the  "swollen  for- 
tunes" which  now  menace  the  nation's 
morals  as  well  as  Its  business.

There  is  no  prospect  of  re- 
lief from" a  Republican  pres- 
ident and  congress.

Years  ago  Mr.  Havemeyer.  the  heaa  of 
the  sugar  trust,  said  that  the  tarlft 
was  the  mother  of  trusts — and  her 
children  are  many.  Secretary  Taft,  in 
his  notification  speech,  says  that  an 
excessive  tariff  serves  no  u.seful  pur- 
pose, "but  offers  a  temptation  to  those 
who  would  monopolize  the  production 
and  the  sale  of  such  articles  in  this 
country,  to  profit  by  the  excessive 
rate." 

No  PenaHy  Su«raeiited. 

Now  suppose  the  manufacturers,  who 
have  been  favored  by  legislation,  do 
conspire  against  the  public  and  enter 
into  a  monopoly.  What  penalty  do  the 
Republicans  suggest?  None  whatever. 
These  men  are  to  be  consulted  about 
proposed  changes,  and  if  the  next  Re- 
puldlcan  tariff  Is  made  like  former  Re- 
publican tariffs,  noth.ing  will  be  done 
without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
beneficiaries,  ,        ^      ».  ,    « 

Mr  Taft  did  not  refer  to  the  plat- 
form demand  that  wood  pulp,  print 
paiier,  lumber,  timber  and  logs  be 
pla.ed  upon  the  free  list.  Why?  Be- 
cause the  president  vainly  besought 
congress  to  enact  a  law  embodying 
part  of  this  demand.  It  is  absurd  to 
complain  of  the  exhaustion  of  our  for- 
ests while  we  encourage  their  destruc- 
tion bv  a  tariff  on  the  products  of  for- 
eign forests.  But  such  legislation  be- 
comes not  only  a  folly  but  a  crime 
when  It  is  remembered  that  a  handful 
of  men  monopolize  the  benefits  flowingr 
from  the  tariff  on  these  things,  while 
the  whole  country  bears  the  burden  or 
tl'e  tax. 

The  second  step  in  the  reduction  of 
the  tariff  is  a  "material  reduction  upon 
the  necessities  of  life,  especially  upon 
goods  competing  with  such  American 
manufactures  as  are  sold  abroad  more 
cheaply  than  at  home."  At  present 
the  articles  used  by  the  poor  bear  a 
higher  rate,  ad  valorem,  than  the  ar- 
t'cles  used  bv  the  rich.  This  statement 
can  be  verified  by  an  examination  of 
any  of  the  schedules.  A  tax  upon  con- 
sumption, even  when  laid  with  abso- 
lute impartiality,  bears  heaviest  upon 
the  poor,  because  cur  necessities  are 
much  more  uniform  than  our  posses- 
sions.

picion.  They  want  to  distinguish  this 
promise  from  the  unkept  promi.ses  of 
the  past  by  adding  as  empliatic  an 
.adjective  as  could  be  found  in  the  dic- 
tionary. 

"Fat  Prying"  and  Favom. 
Are  we  not  justified  in  saying  that 
"the  people  cannot  .safely  entrust  the 
exeeutlon  of  this  important  work  to  a 
Iiartv  which  is  so  d  eply  o'  llgated  to 
tl:e  iilghlv  protected  interests  as  is  the 
Republican  party?"  The  "fat  frying" 
process  has  become  familiar  to  the  Am- 
erican people.  Pressure  has  been 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  protected  in- 
terests every  four  years — and  to  a  less 
extent  In  the  congressional  campaigns 
between  presidential  elections — to  com- 
pel contributions  to  the  campaign  fund 
in  return  for  former  favors  and  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  favors  yet  to  come. 
Those  wlio  are  acquainted  with  the 
tariff  fight  know  to  what  an  extent  the 
pecuniary  argument  lias  been  used. 


The  recent  Republican  plat- 
form is  a  bugle  call  to  every 
beneficiary  of  special  privi- 
lege, to  enlist  again  under 
the  Republican  banner,  and 
wlien  the  election  is  over  and 
the  Republican  committee 
publishes  the  list  of  contrib- 
utors— too  late  to  make  the 
information  valuable — it  will 
be  found  that  the  Republican 

fiarty  has  again  so  obligated 
tself  to  the  protected  inter- 
ests as  to  be  unable  to  make 
a  revision  in  the  interests  of 
the  consumers. 


With  a  president  who,  toward  the 
close  of  his  term,  admitted  the  neces- 
sity for  tariff  revision,  with  a  two- 
thirds  majority  in  the  senate  and 
nearly  sixty  majority  in  the  house,  the 
Republican  party  has  refused  to  permit 
any  revision  whatever.  Mr.  Williams, 
the  leader  of  the  minority  in  the  house. 
Introduced  a  bill  prvldlng  for  a  re- 
duction of  the  tariff  to  100  per  cent, 
wherever  it  Is  now  more  tlian  100  per 
cent.  It  would  look  like  the  Republican 
partv  might  have  taken  this  step  to- 
ward tariff  revision,  had  it  been  deeply 
in  earnest:  but  no,  the  bill  was  not  even 
reported  from  the  committee.  When-

And  yet  the  Republican 
partv  was  not  willing  that  a 
single  item  on  the  steel

Who   ^VII1    Make   IledaotlonwT 

No  Republican  leader  will  now  deny 
that  reductions  ought  to  be  made,  but 
who  is  to  make  tlie  reductions?  The 
only  answer  given  by  the  Republicans 
is  that  the  tariff  ought  to  be  reformed 
by  its  friends:  that  is.  that  those  who 
made  the  last  tariff  law  should  be  en- 
trusted with  the  mapping  of  a  new 
tariff  law.  But  suppose  the  people 
adopt  the  Republican  idea  and  entrust 
thQ  making  of  tlie  tariff  law  to  Repub- 
lican congressmen;  what  will  be  tho 
method  of  procedure?  In  the  April, 
190«  number  of  American  Industries, 
H.  E.  Miles,  head  of  the  agricultural 
implement  trust,  says:  "The  people 
Instruct  and  trust  congress  to  grant 
just,  equitable  and  ample  protection." 

Is  not  that  just  what  the  Republican 
leaders  claim  to  favor?  They  want  you 
to  "Instruct  and  trust  congress  to  grant 
just,  equitable  and  ample  protection. 
And  what  does  that  mean?  Mr.  Miles 
says  that  congre.'is  "trusts  the  ways 
and  means  committee."  And  a  Repub- 
lican leader  will  tell  you  that  this  is 
also  proper.  Then  what?  Mr.  Miles 
savs  that  "this  committee  trusts  such 
persons  as  Mr.  Dalzell,"  and  that  "they 
— they  trust  the  trusts." 

The  method  of  procedure  Is  simple. 
It  is  a  case  of  confidence.  The  voters 
have  confidence  In  Republican  leaders: 
the  leaders  have  confidence  in  a  Repub- 
lican congress;  a  Republican  congress

Manufacturers  of  hardware  will  tell 
you  that  they  export  liardware,  which 
contains  a  great  deal  of  labor  and  a 
small  amount  of  raw  material,  but  that 
they  cannot  export  hardware  In  which 
the  raw  material  constitutes  a  large 
proportion  of  the  value.  We  are  send- 
ing manufactures  of  steel  all  over  the 
world.  The  steam  engine,  for  Instance, 
Is  made  by  skilled  labor,  and  yet  we 
cannot  send  it  abroad  and  defy  compe- 
tition Our  electrical  machinery  is 
made  by  skilled  labor,  and  yet  we  have 
no  fear  of  foreign  competition,  even  In 
the  foreign  markets.  Our  agrlcu Rural 
machinery  is  made  by  skilled  labor, 
and  vet  we  export  it  to  all  countries. 
Our  sewing  machines  are  manufactured 
bv  skilled  labor,  but  the  American 
traveler  finds  our  sewing  machines 
everywhere,  and  the  list  could  be  ex- 
tended Indefinitely. 

Not  Uue  to  Proteoilon. 
For  twentv-five  years  the  American 
working  man  has  been  told  that  he 
receives  higher  wages  than  the  Eng- 
lish workman  solely  because  of  pro- 
tection, but  our  wage  earners  now 
know  that  this  cannot  be  due  to  pro- 
tection, because  the  English  workman 
receives  higher  wages  than  the  Ger- 
man workman,  although  tl«e  German 
tariff  is  higher  than  the  tariff  of  Great 
Britain.  ,  . 

Protection  does  not  make  gooa 
wages.  Our  better  wages  are  due  to 
the  greater  intelligence  and  skill  of 
our  workmen,  to  the  greater  hope 
which  free  institutions  give  them,  to 
improved  machinery,  to  the  better  con- 
ditions that  surround  them,  and  to  the 
organizations  which  have  been  formed 
among  the  wage  earners. 

A  revenue  tariff  will  not  bring  a 
panic;  it  will  not  inaugurate  Industrial 
depression;  It  will  not  reduce  wages; 
on  the  contrary,  it  will  stimulate  busi- 
ness and  give  more  employment,  and 
a  larger  demand  for  labor  will  be  a 
guaranty  against  the  reduction  of 
wages.  A  reduction  of  the  tariff  will 
reduce  the  extortion  that  Is  now  prac- 
ticed because  of  the  high  schedules; 
a  reduction  in  price  will  enable  more 
people  to  buy,  and  this  larger  demand 
for  the  goods  will  put  more  people  to 
work  and  Increase  the  number  of  in- 
dustries.

A  lower  price  will  greatly 
stimulate  exportation,  and 
manufacturers  who  are  now 
crippled  by  a  tariff  upon 
what  they  use  will  be  better 
prepared  to  enter  the  contest 
for  supremacy  in  the  world's 
trade. 


The  whole  aim  of  our  party  Is  to 
.■secure  Justice  In  taxation.  We  believe 
that  each  Individual  should  contribute 
to  the  support  of  the  government  In 
proportion  to  the  benefits  which  he  re- 
ceives under  the  protection  of  the  gov- 
ernment. We  believe  that  a  revenue 
tariff,  approaching  gradually,  accord- 
ing to  the  plan  laid  down  In  our  plat- 
form, will  equalize  the  burdens  of  tax- 
ation, and  that  the  addition  of  an  in- 
come tax  will  make  taxation  still  more 
equitable.  If  the  Republican  party  is 
to  have  the  support  of  those  who  find

Simple  Frocks  Most  Popular  -  Dark  Toned  Plain  Fabrics 

and  Checks  -  Pretty  Touches  ^  Hand  Embroideries  and  Braidings. 


No  m.-itter  how  blessed  with  worldly 
goods  iis^iy  l>o  the  woman  of  refluod  taste, 
•he  never  innkes  the  mistake  of  sendltiK 
her  saiall  diiujjhter  to  school  wearing  (in 
elabonite  frock.  In  fact,  the  well-bred 
mother  studies  pliupliolty  In  this  respect 
to  Piuh  an  extent  that  the  frjck  de- 
signed for  the  Rohoolrnom  is  apt  to  err 
ou  the  side  of  simplicity,  were  such  a 
thins  passible.  The  Idea  I.s  to  have  noth- 
ing about  the  costume  which  shall  dis- 
tract the  wearers  thoughts  from  the 
dutie.s  of  the  forenoon  hours  or  arouse 
feelings  of  envious  admiration  in  the 
mind  J  of  other  little  maidens  not  bo  for- 
tunaiely  placed.  lu  this  respect  simplicity 
of  garb  not  only  spells  refinement,  but  con- 
Blderal:>u  for  others,  likewise,  and  par- 
ticularly for  the  teacher,  who  must  keep 
the  uudivided  attentiun  of  her  pupils  If 
tiiey  are  to  be   a  credit  to  her  efforts. 

For    Early    Autaiun. 

Although  the  small  daughter  of  well-to- 
do  parents  Is  seldom  brought  back  to 
town  from  the  sumu.er  cottage  until  the 
latter    part    of    September    or    the    early 


weeks  of  October,  the  weather  Is  stUl 
usually  warm  enough  to  permit  of  the 
wearing  of  launderable  frocks  to  school. 
These  may  he  of  any  simple  cotton  or 
linen  material  that  Is  not  transparent, 
or  of  the  muslin  order,  such  as  the  corded 
materials,  ducks  and  piques  In  white  or 
li;,'ht  shades  of  blue  or  deep  tints  of  rose. 
For  any  girl  under  10  years  of  age  such 
dresses  are  made  in  one  piece,  preferably 
a  princesse  laid  lu  wide  box  pleats  from 
shoulder  to  hem  and  closing  at  the  left 
side  of  the  front.  These  are  usually 
soutache,  embroidered  or  trimmed  with 
pipings   of  a   contrasting  shade. 

Tobacco  Brown  Linen. 

For  the  little  women,  as  well  as  those 
who  have  attained  full  growth  and  pre- 
sumably the  age  of  discretion,  there  Is 
no  color  or  material  at  the  moment  that 
Is  considered  quite  so  smart  as  is  to- 
bacco-brown Uueu.  It  is  particularly 
practical  for  a  small  girl's  school  cos- 
tume In  that  It  does  not  readily  show 
dust  or  the  Inevitable  Ink  stain.  More- 
over,   the  dull,   dark   hue  is   an   excellent 


foil  for  the  fresh  complexion  and  the 
glossy  hair  above  the  bright  eyes,  the 
concomitants  which  youth  does  not  ap- 
preciate until  they  are  beginning  to  fade. 
These  exceedingly  smart  little  frocks  are 
made  up  similarly  to  those  linens  of  paler 
hue,  but  without  contrasting  trimming, 
as  the  smartness  of  the  lobacco-browu 
costume  depends  chiefly  on  Its  one-tone 
coloring  and   perfection  of  tallorluT. 

Clan  Plaid  Glnshams. 

So  pretty  are  the  plaids  developed  In 
ginghams  and  madras,  not  to  speak  of 
mohairs,  that  the  woman  who  has  not 
any  particular  clan  to  which  she  feels 
that  she  must  show  allegiance  In  such 
portions  of  the  sartorial  outfit  as  will  per- 
mit of  It  fairly  revels  lu  the  bright  red?, 
dull  blues  and  dark  greens,  crossed, 
striped  or  barred  with  yellow  or  white 
or  black.  In  fact,  so  fascinating  are 
these  plaids  that  the  shopper  who  starts 
out  with  the  intention  of  purcha.<ilng  ma- 
terial for  but  one  such  school  frock  for 
her  small  kinswoman  usually  selects  sev- 
eral   for    that    fortunate    young    person. 


She  excuses  herself,  aloud  or  mentally, 
with  the  observation  that  Scotch  gingham 
Is  i.ever  an  extravagant  purchase  because 
It  launders  so  perfectly  and  may  be 
worn  until  the  autumn  is  quite  well  ad- 
vanced Into  the  seer-and-yeilow-ieaf 
period.  Moreover,  that  a  washable  frock 
is  infinitely  more  sanitary  than  Is  one 
of  wool;  or  If  she  selects  the  mohair  she 
argues  Its  iron-wear  qualities  as  an  equal 
rea&on  for  Indulgence. 

liVorateds   Are    Practical. 

With  the  first  chill  wind  of  autumn 
the  cotton  plaid  frock  Is  discarded  for 
the  mohair  or  worsted,  which,  however, 
Is  not  Infrequently  Us  exact  counterpart 
In  coloring  and  design.  Such  dresses,  if 
not  cut  In  one  piece,  are  built  In  two  sec- 
tions and  then  so  joined  that  they  may 
be  put  on  as  one.  This  Is  because  the 
frocks  belonging  to  the  average  school- 
girl, of  whatever  age  save  that  verging  on 
the  debutante  period,  invariably  show  a 
tendency  to  divorce  themselves  at  the 
waist  line,  and  this  despite  the  strongly 
sewed  on  buttons  and  the  row  of  heavy 


hooks  which  are  supposed  to  keep  them 
together.  Consequently,  the  dressmakers 
who  work  exclusively  for  the  younger 
set  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
only  safe  way  to  avoid  such  mortifications 
is  to  have  the  plain  little  skirt,  side  or 
box  plaited,  onto  the  wide  waistband 
which  supports  the  blouse.  This  portion 
of  the  attire  usually  carries  more  or  less 
trimming,  according  to  the  age  and  pro- 
portions of  the  wearer,  In  the  way  of 
plain  silk  bias  bauds  of  a  color  matching 
the  plaid   fabric's  grounding. 

'White  Frock  Fads. 

A  great  many  mothers  prefer  to  dress 
their  young  daughters  In  %vhlte  the  year 
round.  Although  this  may  seem  a  bit 
Impractical  In  a  large  city  where  more 
or  less  dust  Is  to  be  contended  with.  It 
is  a  most  attractive  and  dainty  fad,  and 
one  that  may  be  managed  even  in  the 
case  of  school  frocks,  if  suitable  mate- 
rials and  designs  are  selected.  One  of 
the  popular  materials  for  this  purpose  Is 
a  sort  of  popllnette  containing  wool  and 
a  small  proportion  of  cotton.  It  is  said 
to  launder  perfectly  and  to  be  almost  as 
warm  as  some  of  the  lightweight  wor- 
steds, notably  the  tropical  serges  which 
are  now  so  mnch  affected  by  college 
girls.  Another  practical  fabric  Is  medi- 
um-weight serge.  This  should  be  thor- 
oughly shrunken  before  being  made  up, 
so  that  when  washed  there  will  be  no 
danger  of  the  frock's  losing  Its  shapeli- 
ness. There  are  also  certain  cashmeres 
of  the  cheaper  sort  which  launder  well 
and  always  look  soft  and  girlish.  All 
frocks  of  this  class  should  be  made  up 
with  gored  skirts,  as  pleats  are  most 
dlfUcult   to   iron. 

All-fvinter   Galmpea. 

So  well  is  the  child  of  Intelligent  par- 
ents now  protected  with  silk  or  fine 
wool  underwear,  especially  the  combina- 
tions, which  are  closewoven  and  warm 
without  being  In  the  least  degree  bulky, 
that  It  Is  quite  possible  for  her  to  wear 
the  daintiest  of  white  gulmpes  through- 
out the  winter.  These  are  Invariably  of 
such  launderable  materials  as  dotted 
Swiss  or  fine  batiste,  group  tucked  and 
entre  deux,   with   rows  of  hand   feather- 


stltchlng.  the  narrowest  of  genuine  Val- 
enciennes or  Cluny  lace.  For  this  pur- 
pose Imitation  laces  are  never  employed, 
for  It  Is  a  hard  and  fast  sartorial  rule 
that  no  matter  how  simply  made  a  child's 
frock  may  be.  It  must  not  carry  any  sort 
of  trimming  suggesting  an  Imitation  of 
something  th.it  is  comparatively  costly, 
as  that  at  once  vulgarizes  Its  appearance. 
For  this  reason  there  is  no  style  of  gulmpe 
materliil  that  In  the  long  run  Is  quite 
so  satisfactory  as  Is  the  one  of  muslin 
embroidery  done  In  bold  openwork  de- 
sign. While  It  Is  usually  easier  to  cut 
out  a  gulmpe  from  a  piece  of  allover  mus- 
lin fabric,  the  broad  bandings,  Joined  by 
means  of  beading,  are  rather  more  ef- 
fective. Better  still  are  the  embroidery 
ruffles  wide  enough  to  cross  the  shoul- 
ders In  such  a  manner  that  the  scalloped 
edges  may  meet  at  the  center  of  front 
and  back. 

Shepherd    Plaid    Suits. 

The  vogue  of  the  shepherd  plald  suits 
has  extended  almost  to  the  nursery  doors, 
for  the  clean-looking  combination,  so  sug- 
gestive of  coolness  and  freshness,  ap- 
peals strongly  to  mothers  of  small  daugh- 
ters prone  to  have  accidents  happen  to 
their  wardrobes.  It  is  rather  remark- 
able but  nevertheless  a  fact,  that  In 
almost  any  material  the  shepherd  plald 
win  wash  satisfactorily.  Consequently, 
there  is  nothing  in  the  dry  goods  uni- 
yerse— so  say  the  mothers  who  have 
had  their  trials  and  disappointments  in 
the  matter  of  providing  hard-wearing  and 
suitable  school  garments— that  has  so 
many  firm  friends  as  has  the  shepherd's 
plald.  This,  of  course,  is  not  always  of 
the  two  widely  contrasting  colors.  Often 
dark  blue,  green  or  brown  are  used  in- 
stead of  black  with  white,  but  there  is 
small  difference  in  the  size  of  the  checks 
or  in  the  general  appearance. 

Dark   Band   TrlnimlnKS. 

While  a  shepherd's  plald  may,  and 
often  is,  made  up  without  other  trim- 
ming than  that  finishing  the  neck  and 
sleeves  of  the  frock  and  tl^e  little  seml- 
flttiug,  half-long  coat,  which  usually  ac- 
companies it,  they  are  infinitely  more 
smart— and,  indeed,  they  seem  to  call 
for  some  trimming  of  a  decided  sort. 
Therefore,  black  velvet  ribbon  bands  are 
Immensely  popular  as  a  relief  for  the 
otherwise  plainly  made  skirt  and  as  a 
finishing  for  the  Jumper  and  the  Jacket. 
Or  the  velvet  may  be  of  whatever  color 
matches  the  one  checking  the  white 
ground.  In  lieu  of  velvet,  fancy  silk 
braids  may  be  employed  unless  narrow 
bias  bands  of  dark  satin  piped,  with  a 
high  shade  of  red,  blue  or  green  be  pre- 
ferred, as  is  often  the  case  when  a  girl 
is  of  the  type  to  whom  such  trimming 
treatments  are  becoming. 

Velveteen   School  Frocks. 

Although  velveteen  may  seem  a  bit 
elaborate  as  a  material  for  a  school 
frock,  they  are  in  reality  the  simplest 
of  any  that  are  worn.  This  Is  because 
they  are  made  absolutely  plain.  There 
Is  not  a  scrap  of  trimming  on  the  short 


gored  skirt,  which  Is  finished  with  • 
broad  hem,  nor  upon  the  loose  blous* 
waist,  which  fastens  blindly  at  the 
back.  Is  finished  at  the  neck  with  ft 
medium  high  collar,  and  has  long, 
straight  sleeves  that  come  well  over 
the  wrist.  Such  a  frock  in  dark  brown 
or  green  is  Immensely  smart  for  au- 
tumn and  winter  wear,  and  Is  exceed- 
ingly Inexpensive.  Often  there  is  a 
coat  of  the  same  material  which  almost 
covers  the  frock,  and  like  It.  Is  made  ab- 
solutely plain,  with  not  even  a  row  of 
bip,  fancy  buttons  to  relieve  its  oue-tone 
effect. 

-   The    School    Coat. 

This  wrap  Is  of  such  vast  Importance 
that  It  deserves  serious  consideration.  In 
the  llrst  place,  the  school  wrap  at  almost 
any  sea.son  of  the  year,  but  particularly 
at  autumn,  would  best  be  quite  as  long 
as  the  frock  which  't  Is  designed  to  ac- 
company, and  of  a  color  that  will  har- 
monize well  with  whatever  hat  Is  likely 
to  be  worn.  A  smart  fall  model  of  this 
character  is  a  half-fitting  ulster,  having 
long,  loose,  conventionally  shaped  coat 
sleeves,  double-breasted  fronts  and  capa- 
cious pockets.  The  schoolgirl  always  haB 
an  assortment  of  small  articles  which 
are  of  no  earthly  use  to  herself  or  to 
anyone  else,  but  to  which  she  clings  BO 
long  as  the  "Juuk  shop,"  which  she  terms 
her  pocket,  will  withstand  the  strain  im- 
posed upon  It. 

For  early  fall  wear  there  are  few  mate- 
rials more  practical  than  the  heavy  serges 
In  black  and  white  check  design.  Those 
are  not  somber,  as  the  checks  are  largj 
and  the  white  prevails  over  the  black. 
Moreover,  they  may  be  smartened  in 
various  ways.  Some  of  them  have  turned- 
over  high  collars  and  widely  turned-back 
cuffs  of  bright  red  or  Copenhagen  blue 
or  French  army  green  silk,  banded  nar- 
rowly with  black  satin  and  further  trim- 
med with  black  soutache  or  bullion  braid. 
Or,  in  lieu  of  the  high  color,  a  shade  of 
dark  gray  or  light  tan  may  be  used  for 
the  cuffs  and  collar,  the  gold  l)ullioa  be- 
ing omitted  and  self-colored  soutache  em- 
ployed. 

Dark  Bine  Serge. 

Year  In  and  year  out.  the  school  coat 
of  dark  blue  serge  holds  its  own  against 
all  rivals.  The  reason  for  this  Is  not 
far  to  seek.  The  color  is  subdued,  but 
not  somber,  and  the  material  sheds  the 
dust.  Blue  will  accord  with  almost  any 
other  shade:  It  becomes  a  youthful  face, 
cad  It  lends  itself  readily  to  supple- 
mentary adornment.  Some  of  the  blue 
serge  coats  now  worn  by  young  school- 
girls—the  majority  of  these  are  shaped 
similarly  to  those  developed  In  black  and 
white  cl*eck8— are  brightened  with  huge 
buttons  of  gold  or  sliver,  showing  some 
tinge  of  the  dark  blue  In  their  Incrusta- 
tions. Other  blue  coats  of  this  class 
have  black  and  white  checked  silk  col- 
lars and  cuffs  and  nearly  all  have  little 
neckties  of  black  or  dark  blue  satin, 
with  tiny  gilt  tassel-flnlshed  ends. 


Prett3r    and    Practical    in    Little    Girl's    Hats. 


Much    of    the    smart    appearance    of    a 
small   girl's   costume  is  due   to   the   shape 
and  style  of  her  headgear.   Quite  a.**  much 
care  should  be  devoted  to  this  detail  as  to 
frock  coat,  boots  or  gulmpes,   but  at  the 
same   time   it   should   be   of   the   simplest 
possible  type  and  with  a  marked  absence 
of    exaggerate,;    effects.    The    latter    ten- 
dency   is    apt    to   develop    In    the    school- 
girl's hat  which  Is   not   carefully   chosen. 
For  the  earliest  days  of  autumn,   when 
the   rough   straw    of    midsummer   has   be- 
come Just  a  bit  battered  and  faded,   but 
the    weather    is    still    warm    for    a    felt, 
there  are  canvas  and  fabric  shapes  which 
are  exceedingly  pretty  In  white  and  mole 
shades.   They   have  rather   square  crowns 
and    the    wide    brims    of    the    sailor,    but 
carry   no  trimming  beyond  an   ornamental 
band  which   In  some  cases  may  bear  tha 
name   of   a   private   yacht   or   a    warship. 
This,     however.     Is      only     permitted      to 
quite    small    girls    who    wear    the    boyish 
sailor     blouse     with      Its     accompanying 
broad  collar,   white  dickey  and  wide  neck 
tie. 

Some  of  the  French  felts  are  exceeding- 
ly light  and  come  in  every  shade  of 
color  of  which  a  little  girl's  frock  Is 
likely  to  be  made.  These  shapes  are 
distinguished  for  their  softness  of  tex- 
ture and  their  flexibility,  so  that  If  the 
flaring  brim  be  not  becoming  when  tilted 
sharply  upward  from  the  wearers  face, 
it  may  be  caught  up  at  the  sides  or 
even  at  the  back.  Often  to  tilt  a  brim 
at  the  back  Is  advisable,  for  the  child 
returning  from  school  Is  obliged  to  face 
the  noonday  glare  of  the  sun  which  i.s  apt 
to  be  injurious  to  the  eyes  accustomed 
for  several  hours  to  the  subdued  light 
of  a  schoolroom  wherein  she  has,  of 
course,  been  studying  with  her  back  to 
the  light. 

The  fur  beaver  hat  has  always  been 
regarded  as  belonging  almost  exclusively 
to  the  little  girl,  and  though  this  fabric 
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occasionally  suffers  a  fall  from  grace,  it 
is  usually  revived  the  following  season 
and  taken  up  with  the  degree  of  en- 
thusiasm which  It  deserves.  The  new 
hats  of  the  fuzz  surface  type  are  of  plat- 
ter shape,  the  long  side  to  be  worn  across 
the  head.  Their  crowns  are  rather  low 
than  otherwise,  for  it  must  be  noted,  in 
passing,  that  to  the  average  girl  under  14 
years  of  age  a  high  crown  is  not  becom- 
ing. For  schooigoing  there  are  hats  of 
this  character  in  shades  that  are  emi- 
nently practical,  such  as  those  In  brown, 
dark  green  and  navy,  trimmed  with  huge 
pleated  rosettes,  bands  and  bows  of  self- 
colored  taffeta  silk  or  ribbon.  A  few 
fancy  wings  are  used  on  the  school  hat, 
but  not  many,  as  they  are  apt  to  make  It 
of  too  ornate  a  character,  and  the  Idea  is 
to  have  it  eminently  practical.  The  safest 
way  is  always  to  buy  a  rather  expensive 
shape  In  order  not  only  to  get  a  hat  that 
win  withstand  the  weather,  but  one  that 
will  be  exclusive-looking.  It  may  then  be 
trimmed  with  whatever  material  Is  at 
hand.  If  this  is  of  silk  or  ribbon  It  may 
readily  be  taken  off  from  time  to  time, 
sponged  and  pressed  and  put  on  some- 
what differently.  This  is  scarcely  an 
hours  work,  and  will  so  freshen  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  hat  that  It  will  look 
absolutely  new  to  the  uninitiated. 

For  a  winter  school  hat  there  is  no  trim- 
ming quite  80  seasonable  as  velvet  form- 
ed Into  knots  and  loops  and  twists,  such 
as  those  which  trim  the  llttie  Oalnsbor- 
oughs.  having  wide  brims  upturned 
Jauntily  at  the  left  side  and  supporting 
stiff  quills.  The  felt  Gainsborough 
should  match  the  all-enveloping  school 
coat  In  color  or  in  trimming,  as  In  the 
case  of  a  navy  blue  hat  trimmed  with 
black  velvet  knots  that  Is  to  be  worn 
with  a  navy  blue  serge  coat  having 
black  velvet  collar  and  cuffs  or  the  white 
French  felt  trimmed  with  black  velvet 
ribbon,  which  is  to  be  worn  with  a 
black  and  white  shepherd's  check  coat. 

In  most  Instances  a  large  hat  is  far 
and  away  more  becoming  to  a  girl  than 


is  a  small  one,  even  If  her  face  be  of 
miniature  proportions.  But  of  all  the 
big  hats  ever  designed  for  the  little 
miss  none  was  ever  so  smart-looking  a* 
that  of  all  black  fine  felt  of  shepherdesa 
shape  and  scarf  trimming,  not  unlike 
the  grown  woman's  so-called  Dlrectolre. 
This  is  a  type  of  girlish  hat,  which  sur- 
vives the  changes  and  chances  of  every 
season  and  reappears  annually,  som^ 
times  under  a  fanciful  name,  but  alwaya 
the  same  so  far  as  any  others  than  the 
milliners    who   make    It   can   discern. 

If  a  school  girl  Is  determined  to  hare 
a  little  hat  It  should  be  of  the  smallest 
type  Imaginable  and  of  a  flat  turban 
shape  that  will  set  well  back  on  her 
head.  These  little  affairs  do  not  carry 
any  trimming  beyond  a  quill  or  a  tiny 
wing  and  are  only  pretty  with  a  coat 
which  they  absolutely  match  in  color 
and  material.  In  the  case  of  a  very 
slender  llttie  girl,  with  big  eyes  and  a 
mass  of  curly  hair,  they  sometimes  look 
rather  chic,  but  are  really  of  small  ser- 
vice as  a  head  covering. 

The  little  girl's  church  hat  may  be  of 
finest  felt  In  a  low-crowned,  broad- 
brimmed  fine  felt.  Here  her  fond  moth- 
er's fancy  for  being  extravagant  in  her 
behalf  may  have  a  certain  amount  of 
license.  On  this  type  of  hat  may  go  in- 
numerable short  ostrich  tips  of  a  color 
matching  the  felt,  a  wreath  of  darkly 
tinted  fine  French  flowers,  such  as  Christ- 
mas roses  or  a  band  of  handsome  fur  of 
tte  fluffy  order,  so  long  as  It  is  not  of 
sable  or  ermine.  Little  girls  are  not  sup- 
posed to  wear  flower  trees,  feather 
aigrettes,  ospreys  or  ostentatious  garlsk 
buckles. 

Chicken   Mold. 

Mince  any  remains  of  cold  chicken  and 
mix  with  It  one  teaspoonful  of  minced 
onion  or  shallot,  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
parsley,  a  pinch  of  cayenne,  salt  and 
pepper  to  taste  and  a  few  grains  of  nut- 
meg. Moisten  with  a  quarter  of  a  pint 
of  Jellied  stock  or  gravy  and  two  beaten 
eSgB;  press  Into  a  plain  mold  and  steam 
one  hour.  The  mold  must  be  covered 
with  buttered  paper.  When  cold  tura 
out  and  serve  garnished  with  salad.

A  tear.'!       streaming       down 

his  face,  stood  In  the 
streel.s  of  a  little  Georgia 
town  nearly  forty  years 
ago.  and  with  agonizing 
appeals  and  frantic  gea- 
lures,  tried  to  stop  an 
angered,  ilrunken  woman  from  beating 
her  child  Into  insensibility. 

The  boy  was  Seaborn  Wright.     Today 
Seaborn    Wright    Is    probably    the    best 

known  jn  nhibitlon  leader  in  the  United 
State.« — lie  could  have  had  the  presi- 
dential nomination  tliis  year  had  he 
but  signlfieil  his  willingness  to  make 
the  race.  Ho  i.-^  srenerally  credited  in 
Georgia,  by  Prohibitionists  and  saloon 
men  alike,  with  doing  more  than  any 
Other  man  to  put  that  state  in  the 
■'dry"  column;  and  throughout  the 
South  he  is  looked  upon  as  being  large- 
ly responsible  for  the  spread  in  that 
region  of  the  present-day  remarkable 
temperan'je  wave  that  is  extending 
pretty  mui'h  over  the  entire  civllizi'd 
world,  but  more  especially  In  this 
country  and  the  north  of  Kiirope. 

It  was  the  spectacle  of  the  drunken 
mother — when  sober,  a  charitable  and 
loving  woman — trying  to  kill  her  son 
that  g.ive  tSeaborn  Wright  his  la.stlng 
Impression  against  the  sale  of  liquor, 
and  from  the  day  that  he  tried  to  pro- 
tect the  riiUd  until  now  he  has  been 
a  fighter  for  prohiliitlon.  In  its  cause 
he  has  spoken  in  every  state  of  the 
Union.  For  its  advancement  lie  has 
spent  eacli  year  for  many  years  a  large 
part  of  the  income  that  he  receives 
from  his  20.000  peach  trees  and  other 
Georgia  farm  land  and  his  law  prac- 
tice. And  to  further  Us  cause  he  en- 
tered politics  when  a  young  man.  has 
been  a  nsember  of  tlie  Georgia  legisla- 
ture for  a  'luarter  <if  a  century,  and  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh  of  the  C^racker  poli- 
ticians for  as  long.  Georgia  still  vi\id- 
ly  remembers  his  race  for  governor  on 
the  Prohibition-Populist  ticket  ten 
years  ago,  when  he  polled  three-, 
fourths  of  the  state's  wtiite  vote,  be- 
ing defeated  by  the  heaviest  negro  reg- 
istration known  in  the  history  of  .the 
state. 

Wright  has  attained  his  prominence 
as  a  promoter  of  the  "dry"  doctrine  not 
only  by  his  e\erlasting  keeping  at  ii, 
but  also  by  his  eloquence.  It  Is  to  be 
doubted  whether  ilie  cause  he  cham- 
pions can  boast  today  of  a  more  force- 
ful speaker.  A  few  weeks  ago  he  ad- 
dressed, on  their  invitation,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Louisiana  legislature  on  his 
favorite  suh.lecu  There  was  present 
also  an  antl-prohibition  delegation 
from  New  Orleans,  but  before  he-  had 
been  speaking  long.  Mr.  Wright  had  not 
only  the  legislators  Imt  the  antl-pro- 
hibltlonists  standing  upon  the  chairs 
and  cheering  for  him  like  a  lot  of  do- 
lighted  college  boys.  The  last  two 
years  he  has  delivered  addresses  all 
over  the  South;  not  infrequently  he  has 
spoken    night   after  night   for  consider- 


able stretches,  and  his  audiences  have 
numbered  all  the  way  from  1.000  to  10.- 
000  people. 

As  a  member  of  the  Georgia  legisla- 
ture Wright  always  receives  the  clos- 
est attention  when  speaking.  When  he 
wants  to  say  anything  he  rises  from 
his  seat,  walks  to  the  front  of  the 
chamber,  throws  his  right  leg  across 
the  top  of  an  unoccupied  desk,  removes 
a  pair  of  gold-rimmed  spectacles,  wipes 
them  carefully  with  a  handkerchief, 
leajis  his  six-foot,  slender  frame  slight- 
ly forward  and  begins,  with  not  a 
whisper  to  disturb  his  train  of  thought; 
for  though  he  has  had  many  oppon- 
ents in  the  legislature,  none  disputes 
his   oratorical   powers. 

Wright  comes  of  a  family  noted  In 
his  section  of  Georgia  for  its  orators 
as  far  back  as  tiae  oldest  resident  can 
remember.  Some  of  his  ancestors  were 
sturdy  old  pioneers  of  the  Georgia 
backwoods.  They  were  the  leaders  in 
the  brush-tiro  political  rallies,  |  nd 
swept  the  opposition  off  their  feet  by 
their  oratory.  Wrights  father  was 
particularly  noted  for  this  gift.  A  typ- 
ical gentleman  of  the  old  Southern 
school  and  one  of  the  leading  men  of 
his  town,  vet,  even  at  times  of  the 
greatest  social  or  political  importance, 
he  declined  to  wear  a  collar  over  the 
shirt  that  sparkled  In  Its  cleanliness 
as  far  as  could  be  seen. 

When  Wright  made  his  initial  ap- 
pearance in  tiie  state  legislature  he  de- 
clared his  platform:  'Anti-cliild  labor, 
prison  reform,  prohibition,  anti-bucket 
shop,  pure  food,  and  all  legislation 
looking  toward  the  development  and 
protection  of  man.  so  as  to  make  a 
clean,  incorruptible  citizenship."  This 
has  remained  his  platform,  and  In  order 
to  promote  It  he  has  appealed  to  the 
voters  as  a  Democrat,  a  Populist,  a 
Prohibitionist  and  an  Independent. 
When  lie  ran  for  governor  with  the 
backing  of  the  Prohibitionists  and  the 
Populists  prohibition  of  strong  drink 
and  leasing  of  convicts  was  his  battle- 
cry.  Today  Wright  Is  a  Democrat,  and 
it  is  Interesting  to  note  that  the  Dem- 
ocratic party  has  made  Georgie  a  *  dry 
statw  and  Is  striking  the  deathblow  to 
the  c»»nvict  lease  system.  The  plat- 
form on  which  Wrigl.t  ran  for  gover- 
nor was  the  first  one  In  Georgia  to  de- 
(•lare  for  the  abolition  of  the  whiskey 
and    the    convict    traffic. 

"It  is  all  over,  Seab,"  said  a  friend, 
when  It  became  known  that  Wright 
was  a  defeated  gubernatorial  candi- 
date. 

"What    Is    all    over?"    asked    Wright, 
from  his  seat  on  an  old  lumber  wagon. 
"Your    election     for    governor,'     was 
the  answer. 

"This  election  may  be  over,  but  the 
fight    is   not."    responded    Wright. 

Wright  is  still  righting,  and.  Hke 
the  Rev.  "Billy"  Sunday,  who  also  is 
arousing  prohibition  fervor  wherever 
he  speaks,  he  is  a  man  who  Is  not 
adverse  to  fighting  physically,  if  neces- 
sary, to  defend  himself.  In  tlie  fight 
for  prohibition  in  hi.'*  state  he  was  the 
leader  of  the  "drys"  in  the  lower  house. 
During  the  thirteen-hour  filibuster  that 
was  followed  by  the  passage  of  the  bill. 
a  leader  of  the  opposition  and  Wright 
engaged  in  a  personal  encounter  that 
set   the  house  on  fire  and  out  of  which

Wright    did    not    come   with    the    lesser  I 
honors. 

It  was  as  a  l9.wyer  that  Wright  dis- 
covered of  a  surety  that  he  possessed 
the  weapon  he  has  used  so  effectively 
in  the  cause  of  prohibition.  His  speech 
won  the  first  case  he  took,  and  through 
his  eloquence  he  has  won  numerous 
cases  since.  It  is  rather  curious  to  note 
that  he  has  never  taken  a  case  except 
as  a  lawyer  for  the  defense.  His  law 
practice  and  his  peach  groves  and  his 
farms,  by  the  way,  have  received  from 
him  but  a  little  personal  attention  dur- 
ing the  last  two  years.  But  then  he 
has  plenty  of  this  world'ss  dollars  with 
which  to  hire  competent  help — and  his 
peach  crop  this  year  was  exceptionally 
fine. 

The  Man  Behind  The  Anti-Saloon 
I.eaffue. 

Howard  H.  Russell,  organizer  of  and 
chairman  of  the  headquarters  commit- 
tee of  the  Anti-Saloon  league,  and  as 
such  one  of  the  big  personal  forces,  ar- 
rived at  his  present  eminence  by  the 
farm,  a  clerkship  In  a  government 
arsenal,  a  cattle  herder's  saddle,  a 
school  teacher's  certificate,  a  country 
newspaper  editor's  chair,  a  lawyer's  li- 
cense, political  defeat  and  the  ministry. 

His  failure,  to  secure  re-election  as 
county  •superintendent  of  schools  out  In 
Iowa  proved.  In  the  early  eighties,  the 
first  turning  point  in  Russell's  career. 
For  several  years  before  the  voters 
decided  not  to  return  him  to  office, 
Russell's  wife  had  been  begging  him  to 
go  into  the  ministry,  his  father's  pro- 
fession. When  his  political  disap- 
pointment came  to  him  he  acquiesced 
In  his  wife's  desire,  threw  up  his  lucra^ 
tlve  law  practice,  went  to  Oberlln 
with  his  v/lfe  and  daughter  and,  at 
29.  began  to  equip  himself  to  begin 
life   all   over   again. 

It  was  while  he  was  in  the  semi- 
nary that  he  made  his  initial  as- 
saults on  the  'demon"  rum,  becoming 
interested  in  the  work  through  the  in- 
fluence   of    the    late    Francis    Murphy. 

The  organi7.er  of  the  movement  that 
routed  the  saloons  from  Berea,  Ohio, 
which  has  kept  them  out  ever  since, 
he  was  rather  badly  beaten  up  by  a 
saloon  keeper  in  a  street  assault.  To 
the  sympathy  that  this  attack  upon 
him  aroused  for  his  cause  Dr.  Russell 
attributes  the  success  of  his  first  anti- 
saloon  movement  by  just  half  a  dozen 
votes.  Later  on.  when  the  Berea  sa- 
loonkeepers took  to  selling  liquor 
Illicitly,  Student  Russell,  calling  his 
legal  evidence  against  the  law  break- 
ers, conducted  the  resultant  trials  and 
obtained  such  heavy  penalties  that  the 
liquor  laws  were  rigorously  observed 
as  long  as  he  remained  In  town. 

Two  years  later  Russell  led  the 
Ohio  state  fight  for  a  township  local 
option  bill.  He  was  put  In  charge  of 
this  work  by  a  temperance  alliance. 
His  first  move  was  to  open  a  head- 
quarters In  Columbus,  the  state  capital. 
Then  he  organized  the  pastors  and 
churches  of  the  state  Into  a  compact 
body  for  circulating  petitions  for  and 
literature  and  other  arguments  in  be- 
half of  the  local  option  bill.  The 
luanoaq  uonBzju'Bajo  stiD  iTJiji  djnss'^Jd 
to  bear  on  the  house  caused  It  to  pass 
the  bill  by  a  small  majority.  Several 
days  before  the  vote  was  to  be  taken 
on  the  bill  In  the  senate  a  poll  showed 
a  majority  of  one  for  It.  Just  before 
the  eleventh  hour  arrived  one  of  the 
senators,  yielding  to  pressure  from  the 
other  side,  confessed  to  Russell  that 
he  could  not  stand  by  his  first  pledge 
and  vote  for  the  bill.  No  sooner  said 
than  Russell  got  busy,  and  the  sena- 
tor was  flooded  with  personal  letters 
and  telegrams  demanding  that  he  vote 
for  the  bill.  Which  he  did,  and  saved 
the    day    for    local    option. 

The  lesson  of  organized,  systematic 
appeal  in  behalf  of  temperance  that 
Russell  learned  while  conducting  this 
campaign  ultimately  led  to  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Anti-Saloon  league  on 
much  the  same  lines  of  this  local  op- 
tion organization.  But  before  he  be- 
came the  father  of  the  league  he  went 
first   to  Kansas  City.    wh«re   he  began 


preaching  in  a  tent  on  a  vacant  lot, 
later  moving  his  big  congregation  into 
a  fine  building;  and.  second,  to  Chl- 
cagti  at  the  solicitation  of  the  late 
Philip  D.  Armour,  where  he  directed 
the  work  of  the  famous  Armour  Mis- 
sion. 

It  was  while  he  was  on  a  sickbed 
that  Russell  determined  to  give  all  his 
lime  to  promoting  the  cause  of  tem- 
perance, and  when  he  was  in  full 
health  again  he  quit  the  active  min- 
istry once  more  sought  out  Oberlin, 
and  here  practically  began  his  career 
all  over  for  the  second  time. 

This  was  In  1893.  He  started  his 
new  work  by  calling  a  union  meeting 
of  the  ministers  ahd  explaining  his 
object  and  soliciting  their  aid.  Some 
gave  him  the  desired  assistance;  others 
lield  aloof  for  various  reasons.  It  was 
a  struggle — often  a  seemingly  hope- 
less one,  for  a  time — but  the  turn  came 
at  last,  and  today  the  Anti-.Saloon 
league  is  a  power  to  be  reckoned  with 
pretty  much  all  over  the  country,  as 
the  objects  of  its  crasftde  know  better, 
perhaps,  than  any  of  the  rest  of  us. 
Before  Russell  decided  to  organize  the 
league,  he  and  his  family  enjoyed  all 
the  material  comforts  and  quite  a  few 
of  the  more  ordinary  luxuries.  For 
months  after  the  league  was  started 
the  Russells  lived  In  a  coop  of  a  house. 
Mrs.  Russell  did  all  her  own  work, 
and  the  word  all  along  the  line  was 
strict  economy.  The  league  began 
work  with  11.000  pledged  to  its  sup- 
port for  each  of  the  first  three  years 
of  Its  existence.  Today  It  Is  supported 
financially  to  about  the  extent  of  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  annually. 
Though  Dr.  Russell  is  neither  its  presi- 
dent nor  Its  general  superintendent,  he 
is  looked  upon  as  the  real  power  be- 
hind the  organization  and  its  work- 
ings. His  right-hand  man  is  Rev.  Dr. 
P.  A.  Baker,  the  geaeral  superintendent 
with  headquarters  in  Columbus.  Ohio. 
Gubernatorial      Temperance      \Vorker«. 

Among  tlie  political  leaders,  big  and 
little,  of  the  country  who  have  identi- 
fied themselves  more  or  less  promi- 
nently with  the  temperance  move- 
ment. J.  Frank  Hanly,  governor  of  In- 
diana since  1905.  Is  looked  upon  by 
Prohibitionists  generally  as  one  of  its 
most  earnest  and  forceful  advocates. 
Largely  through  his  Instrumentality, 
the  question  of  local  option  will  play 
an  unusually  important  part  In  the 
approaching  state  campaign  In  Hoo- 
slerdom,  and  It  may  have  a  direct  in- 
fiuence  on  the  state's  presidential  pre- 
dilections. Big,  jovial  "Bob"  Glenn,  the 
six-foot-and-over  occupant  of  the 
North  Carolina  executive  mansion,  won 
his  gubernatorial  honors  by  his  telling 
prohibition  speeches  delivered  before 
the  farmer  population  of  the  Tarheel 
commonwealth.  Singularly  enough,  he 
and  Jeter  C.  Prltchard,  the  federal 
judge  and  quandam  federal  senator 
ifrom  North  Carolina  who  upset  Glenn's 
plan  of  warfare  on  the  state  railroads 
by  his  injunctions,  were  head  and  front 
of  the  movement  which  caused  the 
legislature  to  place  'Korth  Carolina  In 
the   "dry"  column   in  May  of  this   year. 

South  Carolina,  too,  has  a  guberna- 
torial champion  of  prohibition — Martin 
P.  Ansel,  who  led  the  fight  against  the 
retention  of  "Ben"  Tillman's  pet  state 
Institution,  the  dispensary,  with  the  re- 
sult that  the  nether  Carolina  has  a 
local  option  law,  and  county  after 
county  Is  voting  out  the  saloon.  In 
the  meantime.  It  fares  badly  with  the 
traditional  remark  that  the  governor 
of  North  Carolina  once  made  to  his  fel- 
low executive  immediately  to  the 
south   of  him. 

Edward  K.  Koch,  s^hio.se  second  term 
as  governor  of  SuttH^wer  state  is 
drawing  to  a  close.  li;&3  been  a  big 
card  of  the  temperanc*  workers  for  a 
number  of  years,  atid  he  always  tries 
to  arrange  public  and  private  business 
so  that  he  can  respor^l  to  any  call  that 
is  made  upon  him  Th'  the  name  of  tem- 
perance. A  more  recent  arrival  in  the 
lists    against    "demon    rum"      is      that 
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flaming  poll  has  been  a  godsend  to  the 
newspaper  paragraphers — Edward  W. 
Carmack.  A  few  weeks  ago,  with  the 
"dry  "  element  of  the  state  at  his  back, 
he  strove  to  secure  the  gubernatorial 
nomination  at  the  primaries  held  to  In- 
dicate the  people's  choice  for  governor. 
His  defeat  is  the  first  big  blow  that  the 
prohibitionists  have  received  In  the 
South  since  the  present  temperance 
wave  got  well  under  way. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  four  govern- 
ors are  prominent  temperance  advo- 
catos  and  workers.  There  are  other 
state  chief  executives  whose  names 
have  been  identified  more  or  less 
prominently  with  the  temperance 
movement.  There  is  Hoke  Smith,  of 
Georgia,  for  example,  but  though  ho 
signed  the  bill  that  put  the  Cracker 
commonwealth  In  the  "dry  '  column  and 
made  his  gubernatorial  campaign  on 
the  prohibition  Issue,  largely,  he  can- 
not be  classified  as  a  temperance  work- 
er. Broward  of  Florida,  who  has  said 
that  he  would  sign  a  state  prohibition 
bill.  If  one  should  ever  be  put  up  to 
him.  Is,  likewise.  In  the  Hoke  Smith 
class  of  governors  as  regards  temper- 
ance enthusiasm.  Florida,  by  the  way, 
has  been  one  of  Seaborn  Wright's  more 
recent  fields  of  endeavor 

Hanly,  Hoch,  Glenn,  Carmack  and 
Prltchard  are  all  men  who  deserve 
much  credit  for  their  preservance  in 
climbing  up  that  ladder  which  eventu- 
ally brings  a  man  into  the  public  eye 
In  a  more  or  less  reputable  manner. 
Prltchard  can  tell  you  from  actual  ex- 
perience what  a  printer's  apprentice 
In  a  country  newspaper  office  does  to 
earn  the  few  dollars  a  week  that  are 
placed  in  his  weekly  pay  envelope;  he, 
like  Ansel  of  South  Carolina,  received 
only  a  common  school  education,  and 
not  any  too  much  of  that.  The  Civil 
war  leh  the  Glenn  fortunes  impover- 
ished and  not  until  several  years  after 
his  marriage  did  "Bob"  possess  enough 
money  at  any  one  time  to  make  an  ap- 
preciable Jingle;  Indeed,  the  law  was 
mighty  hard  picking  for  him  until  his 
neighbors  began  slowly  to  recognize 
his   legal    ability. 

Hoch  ^Vas   a   Printer. 

Hoch  was  a  printer  In  Kentucky,  his 
birth  state.  He  emigrated  to  Kansas, 
took  up  a  claim,  and  lived  In  a  12x14 
shack  until  his  Itching  to  "stick  type" 
caused  him  to  take  a  job  with  the  lit- 
tle weekly  newspaper  published  In  the 
town  nearest  to  his  claim.  In  the 
course  of  time  his  employer  became 
Indebted  $250  to  Hoch  for  labor  done. 
He  couldn't  pay  Hoch,  and  offered  to 
sell  the  paper  to  him  for  $1,000.  Hoch 
didn't  have  the  money,  but  he  bought 
out  his  boss,  dismissed  the  staff  of  em- 
ployes and  got-  out  the  paper  single 
handed  until  he  had  saved  sufficient 
money  to  pay  the  paper's  purchase 
price.  Hoch  still  runs  this  paper — the 
Marion  News — and  through  it  he  large- 
ly gained  the  state  prominence  that 
led  to  his  first  nomination  as  governor. 
When  he  was  struggling  to  pay  for  the 
paper  he  frequently  worked  steadily 
sixteen  and  eighteen  hours  a  day  for 
days  at  a  stretch,  and  slept  in  the  of- 
fice. 

Carmack,  of  the  famed  flaming  poll, 
who  also  made  his  first  hit  In  news- 
paper work,  incidentally  being  chal- 
lenged numerous  times  to  fight  pistol 
duels,  was  the  son  of  a  minister,  and 
80,  when  tlie  father  died,  his  widow 
and  his  boy  had     very     little 


and  through  these  he  became  insatiated 
with  a  desire  for  an  education.  He 
sought  out  the  principal  of  an  academy, 
stated  that  he  wanted  an  education, 
frankly  added  that  he  had  no  money 
and  was  ready  to  w^ork  his  way 
through. 

"That's  all  right,"  responded  the 
kind  hearted  man,  "and  don't  mind 
about  the  work.  You  can  pay  me 
when  you  do  have  the  money." 

The  first  money  that  Carmack  man- 
aged to  save  from  his  earnings  as  a 
lawyer,  his  initial  profession,  went  to 
square  his  debt  to  his  educational  bene- 
factor. 

Hanly,  perhaps,  had  a  stlffer  climb 
up  the  traditional  ladder  than  many  of 
his  politico-temperance  colleagues.  He 
is  among  the  comparatiely  few  men 
prominent  in  public  life  today  who 
were  born  In  log  cabins.  Heavy  re- 
sponsibilities came  to  him  early.  When 
he  was  scarcely  more  than  a  child  his 
father  became  an  invalid.  His  mother 
was  stricken  totally  blind  when  he 
was  11,  at  which  age  most  boys  are 
just  beginning  to  have  the  time  of 
their  lives;  and  from  then  on  until  his 
parents  died,  years  later,  he  was  their 
refuge  and  support. 

As  the  family's  provider,  the  boy  be- 
came a  ditch  digger  and  a  wood  cutter 
for  the  farmers  of  Champaigne  county 
111.,  his  birthplace.  He  walked  bare- 
foot ten  miles  to  hear  his  first  Fourth 
of  July  oration.  He  got  his'  schooling 
in  short  snatches  between  his  hiring 
out  to  neigiibors.  He  walked  to  War- 
ren county,  Ind.,  to  attend  normal 
school  for  a  few  weeks,  earning  the 
necessary  money  by  doing  such  jobs  as 
sawing  wood.  Then  he  became  a 
school  teacher  and  followed  that  pro- 
fession for  nine  years.  Five  years 
later  he  was  one  of  "the  gentlemen 
from  Indiana"  In  the  national  house  of 
representatives — the  youngest  man  that 
Indiana  had  sent  to  Washington  in 
forty  years.  In  the  meantime,  he  had 
become  a  lawyer,  by  studying  at  nights, 
and  served  In  the  state  senate. 

One  of  the  old-time  formulae  of  suc- 
cess Hanly  observed  closely,  though 
unconsciously,  as  a  boy.  About  the 
only  books  that  the  family  library 
boasted  were  the  Bible  and  a  history 
of  the  civil  war.  The  child  pored  over 
these  books  time  and  time  again  until 
he  knew  them  exceedingly  well.  The 
history  of  the  war  shaped  his  political 
beliefs;  the  Bible  training  that  he  thus 
gave  himself  had  been  pretty  much  in 
evidence  all  through  his  later  life,  and 
especially  since  he  became  politically 
prominent.  It  was  his  strong  sense  of 
duty  that  study  of  the  good  book  un- 
doubtedly   gave    to    him    which    caused 


him  to  force  the  resignation  of  a  per- 
sonal friend  from  the  office  of  state 
auditor  for  a  serious  breach  of  trust; 
he  has  waged  war  on  Sabbath  breaking: 
and  race  track  and  other  forms  of  more 
or  less  public  gambling,  and  he  haA 
not  hesitated  to  remove  officials  for 
neglecting  to  enforce  the  laws  against 
illegal  liquor  dealing.  Like  Hoch  of 
Kansas,  he  is  a  devout  Methodist;  and 
like  him.  too,  he  is  one  of  the  ablest 
speakers  of  today  In  the  cause  of  pro- 
hibition. Indeed,  of  the  politico-tem- 
perance champions  he  probably  is  the 
most  gifted  all-round  speaker,  with 
"Bob"  Glenn  easily  the  most  oratorical, 
not  even  excepting  Carmack.  whose 
periods  are  frequently  as  glowing  as 
his    thatch. 

Among  the  thousands  of  churchmen 
who  are  now  systematically  engaged  In 
championing  the  cause  of  temperance 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Anti-saloon 
league.  Rev.  Dr.  Washington  Gladden 
is  best  known  nationally.  He.  you  may 
recall,  was  responsible  for  the  "tainted 
money"  discussion  that  convulsed  the 
country  two  or  three  years  ago,  follow- 
ing his  denunciation  of  the  acceptance 
of  a  Rockefeller  gift  by  the  Congrega- 
tional church's  foreign  missions  body. 
Dr.  Gladden  is  one  of  the  Anti-saloon 
league's    vice    presidents. 

Titled    Temperance    Advocates. 

Two  famous  champions  abroad  Of 
temperance  wear  titles — I'rlnco  Ber- 
nadotte  of  Sweden  and  the  picturesque 
countess  of   Carlisle. 

Bernadotte,  you  may  recall,  is  that 
son  of  the  late  King  O.scar  who  for- 
swore the  Swedish  throne  and  all 
rights  thereto  that  he  might  wed  the 
lady  of  his  heart.  Ebba  Munck,  a  lady- 
in-waiting  to  his  own  mother.  Queen 
Sophia,  when  she  finally  realized  that 
her  son  was  bent  on  marrying  as  he 
had  planned,  became  his  ardent  advo- 
cate before  the  king,  gaining  his  re- 
luctant consent  to  the  marriage  Just 
before  she  placed  herself  in  the  hands 
of  the  court  surgeons  for  a  serious 
operation.  The  queen  was  the  only 
member  of  the  groom's  family  at  the 
wedding    festivities. 

Bernadotte,  perhaps,  is  the  most  ar- 
dent temperance  advocate  today  In  the 
north  countries  of  Europe,  where,  of 
late  years,  the  temperance  movement 
has  gained  great  headway,  especially 
in  Finland.  With  an  Income  not  that 
of  an  American  multimillionaire,  he 
still  is  most  comfortably  situated, 
financially,  and  his  purse  is  continual- 
ly being  usefl  to  advance  the  cause  of 
prohobltlon.  He  also  writes  and  makes 
speeches  on  this  subject,  which  now 
seems  to  possess  him  as  thoroughly  as 
did  his  old  Idea  of  a  few  years  ago  of

Adverse   Possession 
Surface  Does  Not  Ex 
tend  to  Minerals. 

Marquette,  Wis.,  Aug.  22. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — In  deciding  the  case 
of  the  Mitchell  estate  against  the 
Breltung  Interests  and  the  Arctic  Iron 
company.  Judge  J.  W.  stone  holds  that 
adverse  possession  of  the  surface  of 
unwrought  mineral  lands  can  not  es- 
tablish titles  to  the  mineral  values 
beneath  the  sruface. 

The  case  was  Instituted  by  the  heirs 
of  the  late  George  Mitchell  and  by 
Capt.  Samuel  Mitchell  of  Negaunee, 
since  deceased,  and  the  decree  stands 
against  the  heirs  of  both  George  Mitch- 
ell and  Samuel  Mitchell.  The  decree 
marks  a  victory  for  the  Breltung  in- 
terests  and   Arctic   Iron   company. 

Suit  was  brought  by  the  Mitchells  to 
establish  their  title  to  mineral  land 
of  proved  great  value.  The  defendants, 
the  Breltung  Interests  and  the  Arctic 
company,  filed  a  cross  bill  asking  that 
their  title  to  one-half  of  the  mineral 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  lots  be  es- 
tablished by  court.  The  late  Capt. 
Samuel  Mitchell  at  the  hearing  testi- 
fied that  they  were  underlaid,  as  far 
as  proved,  bv  over  1,000,000  tons  of  ore. 
Full  title  to  the  lands  in  question 
lay  prior  to  Feb.  19,  1857,  with  James  L. 
Reynolds,  who  in  that  year  deeded  the 
surface  and  one-half  of  the  mineral 
right  to  Charles  T.  Harvey,  a  Lake  Su- 
perior pioneer,  who  is  still  living. 
Jan.  15,  1S67,  Harvey,  by  warranty 
deed,  deeded  parcels  to  Individuals, 
from  whom  title  ultimately  found  its 
wav  into  the  hands  of  the  Mllchels. 
In  "1882  James  L.  Reynolds  deeded  to 
Edward  Breltung  the  one-half  inter- 
est in  the  mineral  rights,  whicii  he 
reserved  at  the  time  of  the  sale  to 
Harvey.  Breltung  subsequently  sold 
part  of  these  rights  to  the  Arctic 
company,   retaining   the  remainder.

ROf\D  TO  mMMOTH  MINES 

Calumet  &  Arizona  Company  Said  to  Be  Surveying 

for  Railroad  to  Connect  Its  New  Property 

With  the  Smelter  at  Douglas. 


Benson.  Ariz..  Aug.  22.— A  gentleman 
coming  up  from  down  the  river  the  fore 
part  of  the  week  stated  that  an  engi- 
neering corps  is  in  the  field  down  the 
river,  and  it  i.s  the  general  opinion  in 
that  section  that  they  are  headed  for 
Benson  with  a  new  proposed  road  tor 
the   L'alumjt  &   Arizona  people. 

Thi.s  information  Is  in  line  with  a 
report  gleaned  from  the  Florence  Blade 
about  a  month  ago,  and  noted  in  these 
columns  at  that  lime,  that  "The  com- 
pany is  now  making  a  survey  for  a 
railroad   to  Mammoth." 

The  ('alumet  &  Arizona  recently  made 
the  final  payment  on  a  group  of  thirty 
Claims  sixteen  miles  northeast  of  Mam- 
moth, and  Col.  Powell  made  a  state- 
ment thereafter  that  the  claims  were 
the  best  property  the  comi>any  owned 
outside  of  their  holdings  In  the  War- 
ren di.strlct.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
company  so  It  is  reported,  to  thorough- 
ly develop  these  claims  and  put  tliem 
Into  a  producing  conditi<ni.  As  the 
company's  reduction  works  are  located 
at  Douglas.  It  is  reasonable  to  prtisume 


that  rail  transportation  will  be  pro- 
vided between  the  mines  and  the  smel- 
ter over  the  shortest  route,  and  that  is 
up  the  San  Pedro  valley  via  Benson, 
where  connection  could  be  made  with 
the   El   Paso  &  Southwestern. 

The  sensation  of  the  week  in  mining 
circles  of  Bens.)n  is  the  ore  strike  in 
the  working  sliaf t  which  was  started 
three  or  four  weeks  ago  by  Supt.  F. 
H.  Mitcijell  of  the  Johnson  Copper  com- 
pany. This  company's  property  is 
situated  at  .lohnson  between  the  old 
Peabody  mine  and  the  Copper  (Jhief. 
which  belongs  to  a  group  owned  by  the 
Arizona  &  Michigan  Development  com- 
pany, whose  headquarters  are  in  Ben- 
son. The  property  where  the  latest 
strike  was  ma<le  had  already  been 
proven  by  prosp.-ct  openings  which  had 
t)enetrated  ore  bodies  which,  in  the 
judgment  of  tiie  management  Justified 
sinking  a  working  shaft,  and  last  week 
Supt.  Mitchell  communicated  to  .lames 
T  Gregg  of  Benson  the  news  that  they 
iiad  cut  a  ledge  of  fine  ore  18  inches 
thick. 


sinking  the  shaft  100  feet  deeper,  and 
mining  is  also  being  done  on  the  ore 
shoot    on    the    250    level. 

Work  has  been  resumed  by  the  Cable

Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
railroad,  which  recently  extended  its 
service  to  the  Norway-Vulcan  district, 
at  the  eastern  end  of  the  Menominee 
range,  is  now  handling  all  the  ore 
from  the  Cambria  Steel  company's 
Penn  group  of  mines.  It  is  expected 
that  it  will  transport  to  its  dock  at 
North  Bscanaba  a  considerable  ton- 
nage from  the  Steel  corporation's 
Aragon  mine  also.  Shipments  over 
the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  road  to 
Escanaba  are  increa.slng,  and  It  has 
recently  been  necessary  to  put  the  No. 
1  dock  in  commission  for  the  first 
time  this  season.  Ore  from  both  the 
Menominee  and  Marquette  ranges  is 
transported  to  Escanaba  by  the  North- 
western, and  the  road  as  well  gets 
much  traffic  from  the  Gogebic  dis- 
trict, this  latter  being  handled  at 
Ashland.  The  shipments  from  Ash- 
land have  been  exceptionally  slow  to 
date  thi.s  season,  however,  amounting 
in  all  to  not  much  more  than  three- 
quarters  of  a  mllHon  tons.

The  Countess  of  Carlisle  is  loyally 
supported  by  her  husband  in  her  bat- 
tle against  "demon  rum."  and  both 
being  assisted  by  their  lialf  dozen 
children,  now  all  grown  and  full  of 
their  mother's  fiery  entiiusiasm  for  the 
work.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  countess 
In  the  cause  of  tempeiance  has  caused 
her  to  do  a  number  of  rather  unusual 
things,  but  her  most  picturesque  move 
by  far  was  her  destruction,  in  cold 
blood,  of  the  famous  ancestral  wine' 
cellars  of  the  earldom  and  their  still  | 
more  famous  contents,  down  to  the  | 
very  last  drop.  Tiie  earl,  then  but 
shortly  came  into  his  title,  and  not 
then,  as  now,  in  tlie  prohibition  camp, 
looked  with  horror  upon  his  wife's 
proposition  to  pour  Into  the  ground  the 
precious  vintages  in  Castle  Howard's 
vaults;  but  his  wife's  desires  prevailed 
— the  countess  is  a  strong-minded, 
though  very  agreeable  person — and  the 
earl  himself,  that  he  might  not  be  pres- 
ent when  the  wanton  act  was  com- 
mitted, traveled  to  London  and  stayed 
there  until  he  learned  that  his  ances- 
tors' priceless  collection  of  wines  was 
no   more. 

About  the  only  matter  that  the  earl 
and  the  countess  agree  on  is  that  of 
prohibition,  and  on  this  head  both  are 
about  equally  radical,  holding  that 
strong  drink  has  done  more  to  cause 
phvsical  and  moral  degeneration  In 
England  than  any  other  oue  thing.  In 
politics  husband  and  wife  are  at  log- 
gerheads; the  earl  Is  an  aristocrat  of 
the  aristocracy;  tlie  countess  is  so 
thoroughly  democratic  In  her  ways  that 
she  frequently  has  shop  girls  as  her 
guests  in  one  or  the  otiier  of  lier  three 
country  seats.  But  though  the  earl 
and  the  countess  view  the  world 
through  widely  different  spectacles 
they  get  along  famously  together — 
and  they  have  been  married  since  1864, 
when  the  earl  was  21  and  the  bride 
three  years  his  Junior. 

For  her  lifelong  devotion  to  the 
cause  of  prohibition  the  countess  two 
years  ago  was  chosen  president  of  the 
world's  white  ribboners,  succeeding 
Lady  Henry  Somerset,  still  an  ardent 
temperance  worker,  but  somewhat 
handicapped  by  advancing  years.  The 
political  astuteness  of  the  countess  has 
been  acknowledged  by  such  great  poli- 
ticians as  Gladstone  and  Balfour,  and 
the  helping  hand  she  has  extended  to 
numerous  poor  children  and  otliers  of 
the  slums  bespeak  her  love  for  hu- 
manity and  her  philanthropy.  Alto- 
gether, she  is  one  of  England's  most 
remarkable,  versatile  and  Inrtuential 
women. 

The  countess'  two  sons  occupy  seats 
in  parliament  and  are  among  that 
body's  most  earnest  prohibition  advo- 
cates. Of  the  four  daughters,  two  of 
whom  are  single,  Lady  Dorothy  has  In- 
herited her  mother's  gift  of  speech- 
making,  devoting  it  largely  to  attacks 
on   the   "demon   rum."

A  glance  at  the  above  illustration 
will  show  what  can  be  done  In  the 
way    of    a    simple — yet    "snappy"    and 

attractive  design. 

No  attempt  was  made  to  suggest 
any  particular  historic  style  or  epoch; 
and  since  the  program  has  called  for 
a  comfortable  home,  the  rooms  are  In 
accordance — all  of  fairly  good  size, 
with    no    wasted    space. 

Almost  any  kind  of  furniture  could 
be  used — in  fact  the  Interior  is  de- 
signed with  this  view  in  mind — that 
it  should  be  composed  of  odd  pieces 
scattered  here  and  there,  as  if  In  a 
careless  manner,  suggestive  of  a  quiet 
and  peaceful  home  life.  As  a  matter  of 
course — -th&  decorations  'shouldi  (be 
in  accordance,  the  motive  to  be  taken 
from  some  nearby  shrub  or  tree  or  any 
conspicuous  flower  upon  the  premises, 
and  modestly  applied  to  the  walls. 

To  build  a  house  well  requires   the 


willing  compromise  and  collaboration 
of  three  people,  the  owner,  the  archi- 
tect, and  the  builder.

DOES  NOT  WANT 
TOLL  CHARGED 

Commercial  Club  Com- 
mittee Wants  Council 
to  Refuse  Request. 

The  public  affairs  committee  of  the 
Commercial  club  sat  down  on  the  Zen- 
ith Telephone  company's  Superior  toll 
proposition  with  the  decisiveness 
at  the  meeting  last  night.  About 
twenty-five  members  of  the  com- 
mittee were  present,  and  when  a  reso- 
lution moving  that  the  request  for  the 
granting  of  the  toll  right  be  turned 
down,  was  proposed,  it  was  passed 
unanimously  with  but  little  discus.sion.

I  will 
tt'll  you  young  men  that  I  Invested 
money  in  property  several  years  ago, 
because  I  had  a  hunch  that  Duluth 
was  going  to  hit  the  trail  of  success 
hard.  I  ran  a  pap.r  hi^ro  once.  Now 
I  own  good  real  estate  and  houses 
hero  and  you  can  liet  y<Jur  last  dollar 
that  I  am  glad  that  I  got  that  stuff 
before  the  boom  started  In  reality.  I 
have  seen  your  boulevard,  your  aerial 
bridge,  and  many  other  wonderful 
things  here.  It  does  me  good  to  go 
around  a  city  like  this  and  see  places 
that    were    once    wilt    spi)ts,    built    up. 

"Now  there  .seems  to  be  a  misun- 
derstanding about  my  show.  I  want 
it  understood  that  I  have  absolutely 
nothing  to  do  with  any  circus  on  the 
road.

BUSY^FALL 

Both     Railroads     and 

Steamship  Lines  Will 

be  Rushed. 


Agents  Expect  Great  Ac- 
tivity During  Next 
Few  Months. 


That  the  shipping  trade  of  this  fall 
will  be  brisk,  is  generally  conceded 
botii  by  the  railroads  and  the  boat 
companies,  which  are  looking  forward 
to  the  increased  activities  as  the  only 
real  rush  of  the   season. 

Shipping  trade  on  the  Great  Lakes 
this  summer  has  been  dull,  deadly  dull, 
and  the  boat  concerns  and  the  men 
who  are  indebted  to  them  for  their 
living  think  they  have  a  big  kick 
coining.  No  otlier  branch  of  trade  has 
suffered  as  has  the  shipping  Industry. 
The  only  branch  of  the  lake  shipping 
trade  there  has  been  no  kick  from  is 
the  package  freight  lines.  Local  agents 
say  this  tiade  has  been  all  that  could 
be  desired,  and  the  boats  have  been  on 
the  move  since  early  last  spring  as 
fast  as   they   could  be  loaded. 

It  is  estimated  that  only  half  of  the 
larger  boats  liave  been  employed  up 
to  this  time.  Large  fleets  of  idle  ore 
boats  up  to  this  time  have  been  an- 
chored at  Duluth,  Buffalo  and  Detroit. 
The  large  owners  have  now  given  or- 
ders for  full  crews,  and  the  work  of 
fitting  out  is  going  on  at  every  port 
on  the  Great  Lakes.  The  frost  scare 
that  was  thrown  into  grain  dealers  is 
all  over.  The  frost  came  too  late  to 
do  much  harm,  and  the  work  of  carry- 
ing the  golden  harvest  on  both  the 
railroads  and  boats  will  employ  a  host 
of  men   this  falL 

Wild  boats  have  been  asked  to  fit 
out  and  report  for  business.  The  Steel 
company  plans  on  getting  as  much  ore 
down  the  lakes  before  freezing  up 
time  as  is  possible,  and  now  it  is  a 
case  of  rush  until  the  shipping  season 
is   over. 

With  the  Increased  ore  trade  and  the 
great  amount  of  grain  to  be  shipped, 
tills  coming  fall  bids  fair  to  rival  any 
preceding  fall  ru.sh  up  to  date.

At  the  end  of  the  first  hour  this  man- 
euver seemed  lo  be  meeting  with  suc- 
cc-s.  in  the  stocks  which  were  most 
active  during  the  recent  declines,  pur- 
chases were  of  an  unusually  large 
block — 2,000  to  9,000  shares — In  many 
cases  were  made  in  rapid  succession, 
and  on  these  purchases  prices  ran  up 
1  to  3  points  in  the  most  active  specu- 
lative shares.  Amalgamated  Copper, 
Hock  Island,  common  and  preferred. 
New  York  Central,  St.  Louis  &  .San 
Franclceo  and  Smelting  were  the  lead- 
ers in  the  advance.  At  the  height  of 
this  movement  came  a  sudden  selling 
pressure,  under  which  declines  of  a 
point  or  more  occurred  within  the 
compass  of  a  few  minutes.  Speculation 
soon  became  lively  anel  stocks  sold 
higher  In  the  secontl  hour  than  In  tlie 
first.  Just  before  the  close,  heavy  sales 
to  take  proHts  for  the  day  wiped  out 
the  earlier  gains,  and  the  market  closed 
feverish    and    unsettled.

The  Impression  seems  to  have  gained 
ground,  or  al  least  statements  have 
been  uttered  by  one  of  the  papers  out- 
side of    the  city,  that  "Duluth   was.   as 

usual,  hogging  the  legislative  candi- 
dates   for   office." 

The  condition  that  Inspired  this 
statement  was  the  filing  from  the  Fif- 
ty-first legislative  district  of  Chester 
A.  Congdon  and  George  W.  Buck. 

In  the  past  it  has  been  the  custom 
for  Duluth  to  have  the  candidate  for 
the  state  senate  and  one  representa- 
tive from  the  Fifty-first  district.  Lake 
and  Cook  counties,  with  the  First,  Sec- 
ond and  Fourtli  wards  of  this  city,  the 
eastern  portion  of  St.  Louis  county  and 
Ely,  compose  the  Fifty-first  district. 
In  the  past  it  was  also  considered  good 
politics  for  the  people  of  Lake  and 
Cook  counties  to  unite  upon  one  can- 
didate and  support  him. 

This  year  tills  has  not  been  the  case. 
Judge  D.  H.  Lawrence  and  Dennis  J. 
Hayes  from  Two  Harbors  have  both 
filed  as  candidates.  Today  Judge  Law- 
rence stated  that  Mr.  Hayes  would  not 
make  the  race,  but  would  throw  his 
strength  to  the  Lawrence  campaign. 
Nevertheless.  Mr.  Hayes  name  will  re- 
main on  the  legislative  ticket,  and  it 
Is  probable  tliat  ho  will  secure  enough 
votes  to  injure  the  chances  of  his  fel- 
low-townsman. 

Judge  Lawrence  stated  that  it  was 
liirough  a  mistake  that  Mr.  Hayes  filed. 
Niiw  the  law  prevents  him  from  remov- 
ing his  name  from  the  contest. 

It  is  probable  that  had  there  been 
one  candidate  from  Cook  and  Lake 
counties,  Mr.  Congdon  and  Mr.  Buck 
would  not  have  both  filed.  It  wa.';  a 
realization  of  the  fact  that  with  two 
candidates  from  Lake  and  Cook  coun- 
ties it  would  be  almost  impossible  to 
elect  either  of  them,  that  led  to  the 
filing  of  both  Mr.  Congdon  and  Mr. 
Buck. 

Duluth  men  consider  the  interests  of 
Lake  and  Cook  counties  identical  with 
the  Interests  of  this  city.  It  makes 
little  dilference  to  them  where  a  legis- 
lator comes  from,  providing  he  is  an 
able   man. 

There  is  need  for  a  reapportionment 
of  the  Fifty-first  district,  It  is  claimed, 
and  if  Cook  and  Lake  counties  were 
made  a  separate  district,  it  would  do 
away  with  much  that  is  unpleasant. 
.\ny  attempt  to  reapportion  the  dis- 
trict would  meet  with  the  cordial  sup- 
port of  the  Duluth   representatives.

There  is  at  the  present  time  an  im- 
posing list  of  county,  legislative  and 
congressional  candidates  in  the  field,  i 
Aside  from  some  of  the  Democratic 
recommendations  made  by  the  conven-  j 
tion  at  Hibblng.  it  is  unlikely  that  any 
more  candidates  will  file  for  office.  It 
is  now  known  that  Charles  Jesmore 
ex-mayor  of  Eveleth.  will  be  a  candi- 
date for  sheriff.  All  doubts  were  dis- 
pelled by  Mr.  Jesmore  filing  during 
the  past  week. 

Joseph  Ward  Reynolds  will  also  be  a 
candidate  for  the  legislature  from  the 
Fiftieth  district. 

Emit  Tessman  has  announced  that  he 
win  be  a  candidate  for  county  com- 
missioner from  the  Third  district.  John 
Lowe  will  also  be  a  candidate  from  the 
Fifth  district,  having  filed.  The  In- 
dorsement of  P.  H.  Nelson  for  state 
treasurer  by  the  state  convention  of 
<-ourse  eliminates  him  as  a  candidate 
for  railroad  and  warehouse  commis- 
.sloner. 

Charles  d'Autremont  will  not  be  a 
congressional  candidate.  The  with- 
drawal from  the  race  of  Candidate  Tay- 
lor of  Aitkin  has  left  the  field  clear  to 
Congressman  J.  Adam  Bede  and  Clar- 
ence B.  Mller. 

Mr.  Miller  is  covering  the  Eighth 
congressional  district  in  a  thorough 
and  systemaic  manner.  He  has  gone 
at  the  work  with  more  system  than 
Mr.  Bede.  He  has  a  good  organization 
in  this  and  outlying  counties  and  re- 
ports that  come  from  various  parts  of 
the  district  are  to  the  effect  that  he  is 
making  good  progress. 

Mr.  Bede  is  waging  his  usually  active 
campaign.  He  has  opened  his  head- 
quarters in  the  Manhattan  building, 
and  has  two  stenographers  at  worK 
mailing  literature.  No  grass  has  been 
allowed  to  gather  under  the  feet  of 
either  candidate.  An  unprejudiced  view  | 
would  be  that  up  to  the  present  time 
Miller  has  shown  the  most  strengtli. 
Mr.  Bede  has  not  succeeded  in  making 
any  great  inroads  into  the  sentiment 
that  Mr.  Miller  succeeded  in  forming 
early  in  the  campaign.  It  was  thought 
that  the  return  of  the  congressman 
from  Washington  would  greatly  change 
the  situation,  but  according  to  the  best 
information  obtainable  this  has  not  oc- 
curred. "The  campaign  thus  far  waged 
has  been  one  of  the  cleanest  ever 
fought  out  in  the  Eighth  district.  Many 
people  were  led  to  expect  entirely  the 
reverse.  Nothing  even  approaching 
the  unpleasant  has  come  up  in  the  cam- 
paign.

Returning  to  a  discussion  of  tb«  field 


in  the  Fifty-first  legislative  district.  It 
may  be  said  that  both  the  Democrat* 
and  Republicans  are  apparently  satis- 
fied w'ith  the  filing  of  Mr.  Congdon  and 
Mr.  Buck.  Both  are  business  men  of 
recognized  ability.  Both  of  them  have 
the  Interest  of  not  only  Duluth,  but 
also  of  the  range  and  the  remainder 
of   the   legislative   district,   at   heart. 

One  of  the  most  important  sessions 
in  the  history  of  the  legislature  will 
be  held  next  winter. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  can- 
didacy of  Mr.  Congdon  and  Mr.  Buck 
meets  with  the  approval  of  all  fair 
minded  citizens,  both  of  this  city  and 
the   remainder  of  the  district.

There  has  been  a  general  stirring  on 
tlie  part  of  the  candidates  during  the 
past  week.  Every  candidate  for  county 
oftice  has  been  out  among  the  voters. 
Charles  E.  Adams,  candidate  for  county 
attorney  on  the  Republican  ticket.  Is 
reported  to  have  made  considerable 
progress  with  his  campaign,  during  the 
week  Just  closing.  Mr.  Adams  is  not 
only  meeting  the  voters  personally,  but 
he   Is  also   sending   Qut  literature. 

John  H.  Norton,  the  present  county 
attorney,  and  candidate  for  re-election, 
has  not  been  idle.  The  race  for  this 
office  promises  to  be  one  of  the  closest 
in  the  county  campaign.  Andrew  Nel- 
son has  not  given  his  final  decision 
as  to  whether  he  will  become  a  can- 
didate  on    the   Democratic   ticket.

He  will  prove  a  strong  con- 
tender  for    the   office. 

Edward  Blackwood,  who  is  a  candi- 
date for  the  office  of  slierifF  on  the 
Public  Ownership  ticket,  reports  that 
there  is  a  surprising  sentiment  for  Pub- 
lic Ownership,  along  certain  lines.  In 
this    county. 

William  J.  Bates,  the  present  sheriff 
and  a  candidate  for  re-election  upon 
the  Republican  ticket,  is  making  a 
thorough  canvas  of  the  county  and 
says  things  are  looking  favorable.

KILLING  OF  HIGHWAYMAN 
MAY  HAVE  ENDED  REIGN  OF 
BANDITS  IN  MINNEAPOLIS 


Shot  Down  While  Trying 
to  Escape  by  De- 
tectives. 


Believed  to  Have  Made 

His  Headquarters  In 

St  PauL 


Victim's  Body  Identified 

by  Two  Men  He 

Held  Up. 


Minneapolis,  Aug.  24. —  (Special  to 
The  HiraUl.) — Th--  killing  of  high- 
wayman Walter  Bryant  in  Minneap- 
olis Saturday  night  is  belii-ved  to  have 
ended  tht-  reign  of  bandits  In  that 
city.  There  were  no  hold-ups  Sun- 
day night. 

That  the  highwaymen  who  have 
been  terrorizing  Minneapolis  with  al- 
most nightly  depredations  for  the  past 
few  weeks  probably  made  their  head- 
quarters in  St.  Paul,  journeying  to 
the  Mill  city  to  commit  their  depreda- 
tions, is  the  latest  theory  of  the  Min- 
neapolis  police. 

It  is  founded  on  the  fact  that  the 
man  who  was  shot  by  Detective  Hayes 
and  Crumniey  Saturday  night,  wore 
a  suit  recently  I'urchased  at  the  Bos- 
ton clothing  house  in  that  city,  as  well 
as  a  cap,  which  he  secured  at  the 
same  place  and  evidently  used  for 
"get-a-way"  purposes. 

In  consequence  of  this,  the  St.  Paul 
police  have  been  asked  to  Join  in  an 
effort  to  ascertain  his  identity,  which 
has  not  yet  been  definitely  determined. 
Many  of  the  Minneaptilis  police  be- 
lieve that  the  name  of  Walter  Bryant, 
given  bv  the  bandit  after  he  was  taken 
to  the*  hospital  is  the  correct  one, 
and  that  he  formerly  lived  in  South 
Minneapolis,  but  as  yet  no  one  has 
Identitied  him  positively.  There  Is 
Bome  reason  to  believe  that  his  name 
was  Walter  Miller,  as  several  letters 
and  postal  cards  addressed  to  a  man 
of  that  name  were  found  in  the  pock- 
ets of  his  clothing  une  i>f  these  was 
from  Frances  Kildoo  of  Ashton,  Mo.; 
another  from  Valley  City.  N.  1>.,  was 
Binned  M.:  a  third  letter  signed 
"Marsh,"'  was  written  from  Aberdeen, 
while  "Alice"  wrote  him  from  Wah- 
peton.  _ 

IdenHfled  hy  TSvo. 

Charlea  Htdwell  and  G.  H.  Mark- 
ham  positively  identified  the  dead 
man  as  one  ef  the  two  men  who  held 
them  up  at  Ninth  avenue  south  and 
Twentv-sixth  street  last  Tu<sday  night. 
Other  *  victims  of  recent  hold-up.'s. 
while  not  so  positive,  thought  he  had 
helped    to   rob   them. 

After  the  post-mortem  examination 
the  morgue  was  thronged  with  cur- 
iosity-seekers, hundreds  of  whom 
looked  upon  the  dead  man.  but  no 
friend  or  relative  appeared  to  Identify 
him,  and  none  has  been  heard  from, 
so  that  the  body  is  yet  unclaimed. 
The  post-mortem  showed  that  two 
bullets  had  been  I'Ut  through  the  head 
of  th'-  desperad".  one  through  his 
neck,  one  through  his  body  and  one 
through  both  of  his  legs. 

The  second  highwayman,  who  par- 
tlcli>ated  in  the  de-perate  revolver 
battle  with  Detectives  Hayes  and 
Crummey,  has  disappeared  complete- 
ly. Though  every  detective  and  uni- 
formed officer  in  Minneapolis  has  been 
working  steadily  on  the  case,  they 
have  been  unable  to  find  any  trace 
of  him.

— His  army  crushed  by 
the  forces  of  his  brother,  he  himself 
barely  escaping  capture  and  today  a 
refugee,  seeking  protection  under  the 
French  flag,  Abdul  Aziz,  sultan  of  Mo- 
rocco, has  lost  his  throne  to  Mulai 
Hafid,  tiie  pretender. 

The  overthrow  of  the  sultan's  army. 
new8  of  which  has  surprised  all  France, 
occurred  fifty  miles  from  Morocco 
city,  and  was  the  bloodiest  battle  in  the 
campaign  which  Mulai  Halid,  the  sul- 
tans  elder  brother,  has  conducted  for 
the   sultanshlp. 

It  is  reported  that  thousands  fell  in 
the  engagement,  and  that  the  sultan's 
force  was  put  to  utter  rout.  The  burst- 
ing of  several  of  tlie  sultan's  cannon, 
due  to  ineffective  gunnery,  threw  the 
soldiers  into  a  panic.

It  was  at  Jirst  rei>orted  that  the  sul- 
tan had  fallen  into  his  brother's  iiands, 
but  a  message  from  the  French  com- 
mander at  Casablanca  says  that  .\bdul 
Aziz  escaped  with  a  remnant  of  his 
army  and  is  now  a  refugee  somewhere 
within  tiie  French  zone.

Who  Ran  Over  Boy 

at  Dresden. 

Dresden.  Aug.  24. — A.  C.  Bartlett  of 
Chicago,  accompanied  by  his  wife  an^ 
daughter,  was  automobiling  from 
Karlshad  to  Dresden  last  Saturday^ 
when  the  car  ran  over  and  killed  a  boy 
8  J  ears  old.  in  the  village  of  Schmicd- 
erberg.  thirty  miles  from  here.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  boy  ran  suddenly  in 
front  of  tlie  machine  from  behind  a  uar. 
Altiiougb  the  automobile  was  being 
driven  slowly  at  the  time.  It  was  hn- 
poshible   to  avoid    the   fatal    accident. 

When  it  became  known  that  the  tliild 
was  dead,  tlie  villagers  made  a  hostile 
d'-rronstration  against  the  Bartlett 
party,  the  membtis  of  which  took 
teftige  in  a  neaiby  hotel.  From 
Sclimiederberg  Mr.  Bartlett  telepho>it<l 
Consul  CSeneral  Gaffney  at  Dresden 
who,  with  Deputy  Consul  General  By- 
water,  went  down  to  Schiederberg. 
They  found  the  police  and  village  au- 
thcrlties  in  session  taking  testimony. 
It  was  decided,  at  2  o'clock  Sunday 
mcining,  tliat  the  chauffeur,  a  man 
named  Ciiinmings.  was  blamelesa.  Mr. 
Bartlett  said  immediately  that  he 
would  indemnify  the  family  of  the 
boy. 

The  Saxon  authorities  were  extreme 
ly  considerate  towards  the  Bartletts 
under  these  trying  circumstances.  Not- 
withstanding their  innocence,  they 
mlgiit  have  been  subjected  to  great  in- 
con\  enience.

Heidelberg.  Germany,  Aug.  24. — 
Baron  Speck  von  Sternberg,  the  Ger- 
man ambassador  to  the  United  States, 
died  in  the  Hotel  Victoria  in  this  city, 
about  midnight  last  night.  The  bar- 
oness, who  was  Miss  Lillian  May  Lang- 
ham  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  was  with  her 
husband  at  the  end. 

The  baron  and  the  baroness  came 
here  from  Hamburg  the  end  of  last 
month  to  consult  with  Prof.  Vlncenz 
Czerny.  a  skin  specialist,  concerning  a 
maladv  from  which  the  ambassador  has 
been  s'ufferiiig  for  some  time.  After  a 
prolonged  examination  of  the  diseased 
part  on  the  left  side  of  Baron  Von 
Sternberg's  head.  I'rof.  Czerny  affirmed 
that  tht  trouble  was  not  cancer  but  a 
lupus,  and  that  he  could  cure  it.  Both 
the  ambassador  and  his  wife  were  im- 
mensely  cheered   at   this  opinion. 

Thuueht    He   Would    Soon    He   Well. 

Baron  von  Ssternberg  is  described  as 
having  felt  that  his  long  agony  was 
nearlv  over  and  that  soon  he  would  be 
a  we'll  man  again.  His  wife  also 
shared   that   hope. 

It  had  been  arranged  that  Baron  Von 
Pternberg  should  go  to  Berlin  the  mid- 
dle of  September  to  be  j-eceived  In  audi- 
ence by  Kmperor  William  previous  to 
his  return  to  Washington.  It  was 
thought  desirable  that  the  ambassador 
be  at  his  post  during  the  concluding 
weeks  of  the  presidential  campaign. 

No  arrangements  yet  have  been  made 
for  the  funeral  of  the  ambassador.  The 
baron's  father,  who  Is  SO  years  old. 
lives  on  the  family  estate  near  Dresden 
and  It  is  possible  that  the  burial  will 
take  place  there.  Baron  Von  Sternberg 
left  New  i'ork  for  Germany  on  May  16 
last.

Landlord  Used  Her

West  Entl  Wyslcian

Charging  him  with  assaulting  her 
and  locking  her  in  a  house  against  her 
wishes,  Mrs.  Kate  Murphy  of  the  West 
end  has  brought  suit  for  f500  against 
Dr.  O.  A.  Oredson.  Papers  were  filed 
In  the  municipal  court  Saturday  after- 
noon. 

It  is  understood  the  trouble  arose 
over  rent.  According  to  the  complaint, 
Mrs.  Murphy  was  moving  her  household 
effects  out  of  the  dwelling  at  122  Eigh- 
teenth avenue  west,  belonging  to  Dr. 
Oredson,  when  the  latter  appeared  on 
the  scene  and  forbade  her  proceeding 
with  the  work.     This  occurred  Aug.  18. 

The  complaint  further  alleges  that 
tho  Irate  landlord  handled  her  very 
roughly,  even  assaulting  her  and 
forciblv  detaining  her  from  leaving  the 
buflding,  although  she  tried  her  best 
to  escape  to  the  outer  air.  Not  only 
this,  but  Mrs.  Murphy  says  she  was 
humiliated  before  people  helping  her 
by  having  the  ddctor  order  them  to  de- 
sist and  leave  tMte  house. 

Finally,  after  what  she  claims  was  a 
tirade  of  abuse,  tho  doctor  left  the 
house  lilmself  and  locked  her  alone 
on  the  Inside,  taking  the  keys  with 
him.  Mrs.  Murphy  says  she  was  in 
rather  a  delicate  condition  at  the  time, 
antl  lliat  her  feelings  and  health  were 
damaged  lo  the  extent  of  $500.

Duluth  will  have  four  free  skating 
rinks  next  winter,  if  the  plans  of 
Mayor  Haven  work  out  as  expected. 
Last  year  there  wero  two,  one  at 
Twelfth  avenue  east,  and  one  at  Lester 
park. 

Tho  mayor  plans  the  coming  winter 
to  have  one  at  each  of  these  two 
places,  and  Iti  addition  one  in  the  West 
end.  in  or  near  Lincoln  park,  and 
another  in  West  Duluth.  Thus  young 
people  from  all  parts  of  the  city  will 
have  a  rink  easily  available. 

The  matter  probably  will  be  put  in 
the  hand.s  of  the  park  board,  and  the 
rinks  placed  on  park  sites.  It  Is  ex- 
pected, men  now  employed  by  the 
board  will  be  retained  during  the  win- 
ter to  look  after  the  njw  work.

The  rinks  will  answer  the  same  pur- 
pose as  the  public  playgrounds  in 
summer,  and  after  this  year  the  sheets 
of  ice  will  be  made  on  the  playground 
sites  The  playground  at  Lincoln 
park  is  meeting  with  excellent  suc- 
cess. It  is  doubtful  if  tho  ground  it- 
self will  provide  a  pla"  e  for  a  rink  of 
suitable  size,  but 
the  sort  desired 
the  near  vicinity. 

It  is  now  getting  late  in  the  sum- 
mer season,  and  little  more  will  bt- 
done  with  tho  public  playground 
movement  this  year.  Next  year,  how- 
ever, the  work  will  be  gotten  under 
way  early  in  the  spring,  and  probably 
three  or  four  playgrounds  will  be 
started  in  different  parts  of  the  city.

BARON  VON  STERNBERG, 
GERMAN  AMBASSADOR  TO 
UNITED  STATES,  IS  DEAD 

(Continued   from   page  L) 


eratlon  for  this  pest  are  Count  von 
Goetzen,  the  Prussian  minister  at  Ham- 
burg. Herr  von  Reichenau,  the  German 
minister  to  Brazil,  and  Dr.  Baron 
Mumm  von  Schwarzensteln,  the  ambas- 
sador to  Japan.  An  American  diplo- 
matist, in  conversation  with  Emperor 
William  in  January  of  this  year,  said 
something  complimentary  of  Count  von 
Goetzen.  "I  am  glad  to  hear  you  say 
this,"  replied  the  emperor,  "because 
Count  von  Goetzen  will  be  the  next 
ambassador   to  Washington." 

Some   FeelinK   Caused. 

Although  the  intention  of  the  emper- 
or In  this  regard  appeared  definite 
when  he  spoke  the  report  that  the 
count  had  been  selected  to  suceed  Bar- 
cn  von  Sternberg  was  so  widely  gos- 
siped that  there  arose  a  certain  amount 
of  feeling  in  the  German  diplomatic 
service  against  tlie  choice  of  this  young 
minister  for  so  desirable  an  embassy, 
and  this  feeling  may  cause  a  revision 
of  the  previous  decision,  on  the  part  of 
the  emperor  and  his  chancellor. 

Count  von  Goetzen  is  a  brilliant  and 
amiable  man,  42  years  old.  He  has 
seen  a  variety  of  service.  Including  the 
post  of  military  attache  at  Washing- 
ton from  1896  to  1900.  He  was  gover- 
nor of  German  East  Africa  for  five 
years.  In  February  of  this  year  he 
was  appointed  minister  at  Hamburg. 
Wife  an   Amerlcnn. 

Count  von  Goetzen's  wife  is  an  Amer- 
ican. She  was  a  Mrs.  May  Stanley  Lay 
of  Baltimore.  Her  maiden  name  was 
Loney. 

Herr  von  Relcheneau  was  first  secre- 
tary of  the  German  embassy  at  Wash- 
ington from  1S96  to  1898.  He  Is  known 
as  a  specialist  in  North  and  South 
American  affairs.  He  was  German  min- 
ister to  Guatemala  and  Chili  before  he 
was    sent    to    Brazil,    and    he    has    long 


Sorrow  at  Watihlngton. 

Washinston,  Aug.  24.— News  of  the 
death  of  Ambassador  von  Sternberg 
came  not  as  a  surprise  but  as  a  great 
shock  to  his  personal  and  official 
friends  in  W'ashington.  By  officials  of 
the  state  department  and  by  those  who 
were  so  fortunate  as  to  enjoy  his  con- 
fidence and  friendship  the  death  of 
Baron  Sternberg  is  regarded  as  a  dis- 
tinct  personal    loss. 

When    he    left    Washington    May    15 
for   his   home   in   Germany,   the  ambas- 
sador   himself    seemed    to    have    a    pre- 
monition that  he  never  would  return. 
Very    Popular. 

It  is  no  detraction  from  any  man  to 
say  that  the  German  ambassador,  per- 
sonally and  officially,  was  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  highly  esteemed 
members  of  the  diplomatic  corps  at 
Washington.  Wh.ile  a  resident  of  the 
American  capital  he  became  intimately 
associated  with  a  coterie  of  prominent 
men  In  civil  and  official  life  of  whom 
President  Roosevelt,  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  State  Adee  and  Gifford  Pinchot, 
chief  forester  of  the  United  States,  were 
three.  They  were  together  much  of 
the  time.  Some  of  them  were  inter- 
ested enthusiastically  in  athletic  sports. 
Baron  von  Sternberg!  formed  an  Inti- 
mate relationship  with  Mr.  Roosevelt. 
They  had  much  in  common.  Both  were 
fine  students  and  eminent  scholars. 
Baron  von  Sternberg,  although  small  of 
stature,  and  seemingly  delicate  of 
physique,  was  an  accomplished  horse- 
man, and  he  and  Mr.  Roosevelt  rode 
a  great  deal  together.  In  the  long 
rides  and  walks  w'hich  they  took  about 
Washington,  the  friendship  which  In 
later  years  was  to  be  so  valuable  both 
to  America  and  Germany  were 
cemented. 

Welcome   Guent   at  ^Vblte  House. 

Baron  Sternberg  always  was  a  wel- 
come guest  at  the  White  House.  He 
sustained  with  the  president  probably 
more  intimate  personal  and  official  re- 
lations than  any  other  diplomat  accred- 
ited to  Washington.  During  Ambassa- 
dor Sternberg's  official  sojourn  in 
Washington  he  became  acquainted  Avlth 
Miss  Lillian  May  Langha  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,    whom    he    afterward    married. 

It  Is  recognized  here  that  the  sympa- 
thy and  devotion  of  Baroness  Stern- 
berg contributed  greatly  to  cheer 
him  and  to  prolong  his  life. 

Acting  Secretary  of  State  Adee  ex- 
pressed today  his  great  personal  sor- 
row at  the  death  of  Ambassador  Ster- 
b(rg.  He  cabled  immediately  to  tho 
baroness  and  also,  on  behalf  of  the 
state  department  to  the  German  for- 
eign office  an  expression  of  personal 
and  official  condolences. 

Mr.  Adee  said  that,  in  accordance 
with  custom,  the  text  of  the  cable- 
grams would  not  be  made  public  in 
Washington.

BritUh   Hand  Feared. 

In  the  event  of  Mulal  Hafld's  com- 
plete triumph  and  the  overthrow  of  the 
sultan,  there  Is  little  doubt  that  France 
will  recognize  the  new  regime,  as  her 
policy  all  along  has  been  to  let  Mo- 
rocco work  out  her  internal  troubles 
alone. 

There  It  no  concealment  of  alarm, 
however,  should  Mulai  attempt  to 
throw  too  much  power  to  the  adven- 
turous Englishmen  who  have  engineer- 
ed his  campaign.  These  concessions  are 
supposed  to  include  mines,  railways 
and  the  reorganization  of  Morocco's 
financial  system,  which  France  will  not 
willingly  submit  to. 

Three  months  ago  It  was  clearly  seen 
that  the  sultan  was  In  Imminent  danger 
of  overthrow.  The  uprising,  headed  by 
his  brother,  swept  the  country,  moslem 
hordes  joining  him  by  the  thousand. 
Mulal's  cry  was  that  the  sultan  was 
rapidly  becoming  Christianized  and  was 
deserting  the  old  moslem  faith. 

Mulal  proclaimed  himself  sultan  of 
the  whole   kingdom    of   Marrakesh,    the

V.  S.  Government  Will  Not  Act. 

There  Is  a  strong  suspicion  that  the 
government  will  take  no  hand  In  t!ie 
prosecution  of  Fitzgerald,  and  that  the 
case  will  have  to  lie,  as  It  does  now,  In 
the  state's  attorney's  office.  The  war- 
rant on  which  Fitzgerald  was  arrested 
was  sworn  out  by  Detective  Young  be- 
fore Judge  Chetlain,  and  simply  ac- 
cuses the  former  sub-treasury  employe 
of  stealing  the  $173,000  from  William 
Boldenweck,  sub-treasurer.  There  is  no 
mention  made  of  tho  government. 

It  is  believed  that  Ciiief  Yllklo  and 
Capt.  Porter  look  askance  upon  the 
evidence  In  the  case.  A  number  of  tele- 
grams passed  between  them  yesterday, 
and  while  Capt.  Porter  refused  to  be 
quoted  and  would  say  nothing  be;,  nnd 
generalizing.  It  is  believed  that  he  does 
not  think  the  evidence  strong  and  that 
the  arrest  was  premature. 

In  his  cell  at  the  county  Je,ll,  Fitz- 
gerald was  cool  and  confident.  When 
seen  he  refused  to  talk. 

The  evidence  which  Is  asserted  has 
been  collected  against  Fitzgerald  is  of  a 
varied  nature.  The  private  operatives 
who  have  been  working  on  the  case 
and  Assistant  Attorney  Borbour,  con- 
tend that  it  l8  strong  enough  to  make 
out  a  prima  facie  case  against  the  ac- 
cused.

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RAPID  WORK 
ON  BIGDITCH 

Special  Commission  Re- 
ports Progress  at  tlie 
Panama  Canal. 

President  Greatly  Pleased 

With  the  Progress 

Being  Made. 


Oyster  Bay.  Aug.  2  4. — President 
Roosevelt  yesterday  made  public  a  r.'- 
port  made  to  him  on  Aug.  6.  by  a 
special  commission,  consi.sting  of 
Jamo:j  Bronson  Reynold.s,  Samuel 
Donnelly  and  Henry  Beach  Needham, 
regarding  conditions  in  Panama.  The 
commission  was  appointed  April  2.5 
last.  "To  Investigate  conditions  and 
accommodations  in  the  istlimus  of 
Panama." 

That  the  president  is  pleased  with 
the  report  is  shown  in  a  letter  which 
he  sent  to  each  member  of  the  com- 
mission on  Friday  He  expresses  par- 
ticular pleasure  over  the  fact  that  the 
commission  upholds  the  administra- 
tion of  Col.  George  W.  Goethals. 
chairman  of  the  isthmian  canal  com- 
mis.sion  and  the  president  has  had  a 
copy  of  the  report  mailed  to  Col. 
Goethals,  rea.uesting  that  the  reoom- 
xnendations  made  by  the  commission 
be   put   into  effect  immediately  so  far 


as  possible.        The  president  will  sub- 
mit the   report   to   congress. 

Commission's   Report. 

In  prefacing  its  report,  the  com- 
mission says: 

"U'ork  on  the  construction  of  the 
isthmian  canal  has  passed  through 
two  stages,  those  of  planning  and  of 
preparation.  It  is  now  in  the  third 
and  tinal  stage,  this  being  construc- 
tion. 

"The  terrible  scourge  of  yellow 
fever  against  which  the  French  strug- 
gled in  vain,  the  filthy  and  pest- 
breeding  state  of  the  principal  Pan- 
aman  towns,  the  rough  labor  camps 
and  other  pioneer  hardships  of  the 
flrFt  two  years,  have  been  eliminated. 
Today  we  find  yellow  fever  driven 
from  the  isthmus,  malaria  and  pneu- 
monia greatly  reduced,  and  a  high 
average    of    health    established." 

Of  the  progress  of  the  work,  the 
report  says:  "This  year  over  two 
and  a  third  million  cubic  yards  were 
excavated  in  each  of  the  winter 
months." 

The  commission  dwells  at  length 
on  the  difficulty  of  holding  skilled 
workmen  on  the  isthmus,  and  in  this 
re.spect  says  that  the  wage  rates  paid 
on  the  isthmus  are  but  ten  per  cent 
higher  than  the  rates  paid  on  build- 
ing construction  in  the  city  of  New 
York.  It  recommends  that  no  re- 
ductions be   made. 

In  conclusion  the  commission  states 
that  it  desires  to  emphasize  three 
strikir.g  excellencies  of  the  canl  ad- 
ministration These  are,  first — the 
recognition  by  the  government  that 
the  housing,  feeding  and  health  of 
its  employes  bear  a  vital  relation  to 
their  economic  efficiency  and  as  a 
consequence  the  government  has  been 
able  to  take  up  and  successfully  carry 
on  a  work  that  has  been  abandoned 
by  anotlier  government;  second — the 
improved  relationship  between  the 
government  and  the  employes;  third — 
the  liberal  provision  that  is  now  made 
for  relief  In  cases  of  temporary  dis- 
ability.

MYSTERY 
ISJOLVED 

Robbery    of    $173,000 
From  Government  is 
Traced  to  Fitzgerald. 

Officers  Confident  Tliat 

Former  Assistant  Teller 

is  Culprit. 


Chicago.  Aug.  24. — The  mystery  of 
the  theft  of  $173,000  from  the  United 
States  sub-treasury  a  year  and  a  half 
ago.  one  of  the  largest  losses  the  gov- 
ernment has  ever  suffered  in  this  man- 
ner, Is  believed  to  have  been  solved  by 
the  arrest  of  George  W.  F4tzgerald. 
Others  are  believed  to  have  been  Im- 
plicated in  the  crime  which  for  months 
baffled  government  secret  service 
men. 

Fitzgerald  was  an  assorting  teller 
under  Assistant  United  States  Treas- 
urer William  Boldenweck.  Suspicion  at 
the  time  of  tlie  theft,  Feb.  20.  1907, 
rested  on  him.  but  so  plausible  was  his 
story  and  so  Intense  his  apparent  in- 
terest In  dLscoverlng  the  real  culprit, 
that  Interest  ceased  to  center  In  him. 

Meanwhile  Fitzgerald  was  discharged 
•■rom  the  government's  employ  for  cul- 
pable negligence  In  allowing  such  a 
iheft  to  be  consummated  under  his 
very  eyos.  The  money  stolen  had  been 
used  and  was  lied  in  packages,  some 
of  them  having  been  marked  for  de- 
struction at  VVu.shington.  Any  of  them 
would  readily  have  passed  anywhere, 
except  for  tlu-ir  large  denominations. 
None  of  the  bills  was  under  $500  and 
some  were  of  the  |1,000  and  $5,000  da- 
iiominations,  the  $1,000  ones  predomin- 
ating. 

Thrft  Created  Senitatlon. 
The  tlioft  created  a  sensation 
tliroiighout  the  country,  and  congress 
at  the  .last  session  was  asked,  and  re- 
inse*!.  to  release  Assistant  Treasurer 
Uoldenwcck  from  liability,  although  it 
was  promised  that  congress  would 
again  consider  the  matter  at  its  next 
session. 

Meanwhile  Herbert  V.  Young,  a  for- 
mer Cliicago  newspaper  reporter,  now 
head  ol  the  Young  secret  service 
agency,  became  interested  In  the  case, 
at  flr.st  without  official  connection  with 
iho  case,  but  later  as  the  agent  of  Mr. 
IJoldenweck.  Mr.  Young's  attention 
was   redirected  to  Fitzgerald. 

The  latter  upon  his  discharge  from 
the  sub-treasury  stated  that  his  whole 
fortune  consisted  of  $GO0  in  eash  and 
a  stock  certificate  for  $1,000.  His 
wife  had  a  $700  interest  in  tlie  estate 
of  lier  mother,  which  was  valued  at 
about  $4,000,  and  was  In  litigation. 
Fitzgerald,  howeA  er,  according  to  Mr. 
Voung,  embarked  In  si)tculatlon  on  a 
scale  not  consistent  with  the  size  of 
his    reputed    means. 

Becnme  Effts  Speoolator. 
There  was,  however,  no  ostentation 
In  Fitzgerald's  life.  Fitzgerald  bought 
eggs  for  speculation  and  stored  them. 
In  .luly,  li»07,  he  inaugurated  an  egg 
deal  which  ultimately,  it  Is  said,  in- 
volved an  expenditure  of  $7,000,  and 
the  following  Marcli  a  similar  deal  in- 
volving him,  according  to  Mr.  Young, 
to  the  extent  of  $15,000.  Incidentally, 
the  former  teller  had  become  the  pos- 
sessor, in  his  v.ife's  name,  of  a  brick 
residence  In  Rogers  Paik,  a  suburb  of 
Chicago,  and  valued  at  $8,500. 

L.a.st  July  the  scent  Is  said  to  have 
i)ecome  hot  when  Col.  Harry  C.  Gano, 
superintendent  of  A.  Booth  &  Co.,  a 
liuslness  man  of  prominence  and  public 
spirit,  reported  to  Mr.  Boldenweck.  it 
is  said,  that  Fitzgerald  had  approaclied 
lilm  with  a  proposition  to  pass  several 
$1,000   bills, 

"With  your  liig  bu.slness  connec- 
tions," Fitzgerald  Is  alleged  to  have 
argued,  "you  can  easily  pass  them. 
There   is   $500   in   it   for   you." 

After  conferring  with  Mr.  Bolden- 
weck, Col.  Gano  contitiued  negotia- 
tions with  Fitzgerald  with  the  result 
that  by  prearrangement  several  wit- 
nesses were  sccntiy  present  wlien  the 
former  teller  passed  two  $1,000  bills 
to  Col.  Gano. 

CnnMtRnlly  Shadowed. 
From  the  moment  of  Col.  Gano's 
first  interview  with  the  assistant 
United  States  treasurer,  it  is  said  that 
.Mr.  Young  or  some  of  his  men  shad- 
owed Tilzgerald.  It  had  not  been  in- 
tended to  arrest  Fitzgerald  at  this 
time,  as  furtiier  evidence  was  not  only 
wanted  against  him,  but  developments 
Were  expected  wliich  would  conclusive- 
ly Involve  others.  However,  It  is  said 
that  those  under  suspicion  had  ob- 
tained an  Inkling  that  untowanl  de- 
velopments were  going  forward,  and 
it  was  deemed  best  to  waste  no  time 
in  securing  the  man  charged  with  be- 
ing the  principal. 

Tlu>  case  being  one  properly  under 
federal  jurisdiction,  a  United  States 
judge  was  first  sought,  but  none  could 
'oe  found.  Assistant  State  Attorney 
Harbour  was  next  approached  and 
-.hortly  after  midniglit  this  morning 
.ludgo  Chatland  of  the  superior  court 
.It  his  house  issued  a  bench  warrant 
for  the  arrest  of  Fitzgerald,  charging 
liim  with  the  larceny  of  $173,000  from 
the  government  vaults.  Mr.  Young 
\;ith  Detective  Joseph  Kinder  of  the 
state  attorney's  office  went  immedi- 
ately to   Rogers  Park. 

-Appears  In  NlKht  Goiw^a. 
Fitzgerald  appeared  at  the  door  in 
his  niglit  gown  and  a  pair  of  trousers, 
Mrs.  Fitzgerald  standing  at  the  top  of 
tile  stairs  wltli  white  face  and  strained 
eyes,  while  Detective  Kinder  read  the 
warrant.  Fitzgerald  listened  to  the 
reading  with  composure,  kissed  his  two 
young  children  goodbye  and  left  his 
almost  hysterical  wife  to  enter  an  au- 
tomobile with  the  officers. 

"They've  caught  him  at  last,  they've 
caught  him  at  last,"  is  the  exclamation 
which  Detectives  Kinder  and  Young 
ileclare  came  from  the  lips  of  Mrs. 
Fitzgerald.  Fitzgerald  himself  merely 
lemarked  that  "I  suppose  you  want  me 
to  go  to  iall  so  I  guess  I'd  better  g<i 
along." 

The  detectives,  it  Is  said,  were  un- 
able to  satisfy  Mr.  Boldenweck's  curl 
osltv  as  to  how  much  of  the  $173,000 
it  would  be  possible  to  recover.  Aside 
form  the  speculations  already  men- 
tioned. It  Is  said  that  Fitzgerald  was 
interested  In  other  deals,  and  Detective 
Young  Is  authority  for  the  statement 
tliat  Fitzgerald  had  become  financially 
Involved  even  before  the  collossal  theft 
with  wliich   he  Is  charged. 

Hlntory  of  Cane. 
Tlie  first  intimation  that  any  of  the 
subtreasury  officials  had  of  a  shortage 
was  on  a  Wednesday  afternoon  when 
Fitzgerald,  who  had  been  a  government 
employe  for  seven  years,  walked  from 
his  cage  over  to  the  cashier,  F.  C. 
Russell  and  told  him  that  he  was  short 
$173,000. 

•What  is  that?"  Short  $173,000!  Why 
man  what  Is  the  matter  with  you?" 

"I  am  not  fooling,  Mr.  Russell,  I 
tell  you   that  I  am  short  $173,000." 

An  examination  of  Fitzgerald's  books 
showed  that  the  shortage  was  not  a 
matter  of  bookkeeping,  but  of  actual 
loss.  Thomas  I.  Porter,  chief  of  the 
United  States  secret  service  in  Chicago, 
ascertained  that  three  previous  thefts 
liad  taken  place.  It  Is  alleged.  In  Fitz- 
gerald's cage  prior  to  this  time.-  These 
losses  were  respectively  $500,  $600,  and 
$900.  Fitzgerald  when  questioned,  laid 
suspicion  upon  a  party  of  workmen 
who  had  been  employed  about  the  sub- 
treasury  the  day  previous.  The  money, 
Fitzgerald,  said,  lay  In  stacks  upon  his 
desk  In  a  dark  corner  of  the  cage  and 
might  easily  have  been  reached,  under 
the  grating.  He  said  that  at  least  a 
dozen  men  had  access  to  the  cage.

Lincoln,  Neb.,  Aug.  24. — Because  of 
the  attacks  made  upon  the  Aldrlch 
currency  bill  by  Senator  La  FoUette, 
together  with  his  reading  of  the  roll 
calls  on  that  bill.  Senator  E.  J.  Bur- 
kett  gave  out  two  letters  from  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  commending  the  Al- 
drlch law  unqualifiedly.  Senator  Bur- 
kett  received  the  following  letter  from 
the  president: 

"My  dear  senator — I  heartily  approve 
of  the  currency  measure,  otherwise  I 
would  not  have  signed  the  bill.  In  my 
judgment  it  would  have  been  most  un- 
wise not  to  have  passed  it,  and  not  a 
single  argument  worth  heeding  was 
advanced  against  it.  I  enclose  you  a 
copy  of  a  letter  I  had  already  written 
on  the  subject.     Sincerely  yours, 

"THEODORE  ROOSEVELT." 

Following  is  a  copy  of  the  letter 
referred   to   by   the  president: 

"My  dear  Mr.  Willis:  I  have  your 
letter  of  the  twentieth.  My  motives 
were  simply  those  I  have  in  signing 
any  good  bill.  Beyond  all  question, 
tlie  emergency  currency  bill  was  a 
good  measure,  and  I  have  not  heard  it 
attacked  with  any  arguments  wliich  I 
thought  even  deserved  an  answer.  It 
is  avowedly  only  an  emergency  meas- 
ure. It  lasts  merely  the  length  of 
time  to  permit  us  to  develop  a  perma- 
nent plan;  but  during  that  time  it 
makes  provision  for  the  needed  elas- 
ticity of  currency,  and  it  does  it  in  an 
utterly    unobjectionable    manner. 

"It  does  not  accomplish  very  much, 
but  it  does  accomplish  something,  and 
there  is  literally  not  one  objection  that 
iias  been  raised  to  it  worthy  of  pay- 
ing the  slightest  heed  to,  while,  fur- 
thermore, it  makes  the  admirable  pro- 
vision for  a  commission  to  make  a  re- 
port on  the  permanent  currency  plank.

CONFERENCE  IS 
HELD  AT  BOSTON 

Chairman  Hitchcock  Meets 

Republican  Leaders  of 

the  East. 

Boston,  Aug.  24. — The  third  of  the 
big  district  conferences,  which  are  a 
feature  of  the  management  of  the  Re- 
publican campaign  by  Cliairman  Frank 
H.  Hitchcoclt,  Is  being  held  here  today 
at  the  Hotel  Touralne.  At  this  meet- 
ing  all    of   the   national   committeemen 

of  the  New  England  states  are  pres- 
ent. Greater  importance  is  attached  to 
tlie  gathering  than  to  those  held  in 
Colorado  Springs  and  Chicago,  be- 
cause of  the  early  election  in  Vermont 
and  Maine,  and  the  effect  that  strong 
campaigning  in  those  states  will  have 
on    oilier    sections. 

The  conference  at  the  Touralne  be- 
gan at  an  informal  luncheon  at  1:30 
o'clock  and  it  was  expected  that  it 
wuuld  continue  throughout  the  af- 
ternoon. 

The  conference  chiefly  is  for  the 
purpose  of  arranging  details  of  the 
campaign,  such  as  the  assignment  of 
sptakers,  the  gathering  of  funds  to 
carry  on  the  work,  the  distribution 
of  literature  and  other  routine  mat- 
ters. The  state  leaders  will  make 
known  their  wants  in  relation  to 
speakers  and  literature  and  the  national 
committee  will  meet  the  Democrats  as 
far   as   possible. 

Many  strong  speakers  have  been 
assigned  to  Vermont  and  Maine  al- 
ready and  others  popular  in  those 
states  will  be  sent  there  as  rapidly 
as  they  become  available.  A  strong 
effort  will  be  made  to  hold  the  Repub- 
lican vote  recorded  in  1904  in  order  to 
Influence  voters  in  other  parts  of  the 
country.  At  the  opening  of  the  con- 
ference Mr.  Hitchcock  made  a  brief 
statement.  He  explained  that  It  had 
been  decided  to  send  to  national  head- 
quarters, reports  on  the  effectiveness 
of  speakers,  and  he  said  there  should 
be  no  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  the  di- 
rectors of  this  branch  of  the  work  to 
withdraw  any  speakers  who  failed  to 
make   a  good   impression. 

Mr.  Hitchcock  will  spend  the  fore- 
noon tomorrow  in  Portland,  Me.,  and 
later  In  the  day  will  go  to  Rutland,  or 
Burlington,   Vt.

HUGHES  AND  JOHNSON. 

Governor    Hughes    of    New    York,   judging   from    the 


latest  developments,  is  going  to  be  the  Republican  can- 
didate to  succeed  himself.  The  political  bosses  whose 
attempts  to  sway  him  he  had  discouraged  were  and  prob- 
ably are  still  very  much  opposed  to  his  nomination,  but 
it  is  quite  evident  that  if  he  has  displeased  the  bosses  he 
has  pleased  the  people,  and  it  would  have  been  political 
suicide  for  the  Republicans  of  New  York  to  defeat  him. 
Not  only  would  it  have  assured  the  election  of  a  Demo- 
cratic governor  of  New  York,  but  this  new  evidence  of 
the  oppfjsition  of  the  Republican  party  to  progressive 
measures  such  as  those  for  which  Hughes  has  stood 
would  have  had  an  evil  effect  upon  the  fortunes  of  Taft 
in  his  contest  before  the  nation. 

Yet  it  IS  not  going  to  be  easy  sailing  for  Hughes,  at 
that.  He  has  earned  powerful  opposition  in  his  own 
party,  and  if  he  is  elected  the  people  will  have  to  accom- 
plish it.  The  party  bosses  will  damn  him  with  faint 
praise  or  more  or  less  openly  oppose  him,  and  the  Demo- 
ciats.  banking  upon  this  condition,  will  put  up  a  strong 
candidate  and  support  him  with  a  united  party. 

There  is  an  interesting  parallel  between  the  situation 
in  New  York  and  that  in  Minnesota.     Governor  Johnson 
has   incurred   the   displeasure  of  the   Republican   bosses 
and  parti.'^an  newspapers  by  consenting  to  run  for  gov- 
ernor again   because  his  party  entrusted  its  fate  to   his 
hands  in  such  a  manner  that  he  could  not  possibly  evade 
responsibility    for    its    care.      Those    who    have    always 
opposed  him  bitterly,  actuated  by  a  spirit  of  petty,  nar- 
row envy  and  resentment  of  his  success,  are  now  quoting 
his  repeated  statements  that  he  did  not  wish  to  run  again 
as  evidence  of  something  quite  reprehensible.     Had  he 
persisted  in  his  refusal  to  run  after  his  party  had  showed 
its  reliance  upon   him,  these  very  politicians  and  news- 
papers  would   have   been  jeering   him   daily   because   he 
held  himself  greater  than  his  party,  and  because  he  let 
his  selfish  interests  interfere  with  his  loyalty  and  grati- 
tude to  his  party.     This  is  absolutely  certain,  for  present 
strictures   upon   his   motives   are   inspired   wholly   by  an 
earnest  desire  to  obliterate  him  from  the  political  field  if 
possible,  once  for  all.     It  was  useless  for  him  to  try  to 
please  these  newspapers,  so  he  didn't  try. 

Yet  you  will  hear  none  of  these  partisans  complaining 
because  Governor  Hughes  changed  his  mind.  He  said,  as 
emphatically  as  a  man  could  say  it,  that  at  the  conclu'sion 
of  his  present  term  he  would  retire;  that  he  must  devote 
himself  to  his  private  practice,  and  that  he  coidd  not 
afiFord  to  become  governor  again.  'Under  no  circum- 
stances," he  said,  "shall  I  again  become  a  candidate  for 
governor  of  New  York."  Yet  circumstances  so  shaped 
thcm.selves  that  he  had  to  submerge  his  private  inter- 
ests in  the  interests  of  his  party  and  his  state,  just  as 
Governor  Johnson  has  had  to  do  in   Minnesota. 

But  this  is  different.  Hughes  is  a  Republican,  and 
he  governs  New  York,  so  he  is  approved.  Johnson  is  a 
Democrat,  and  he  governs  Minnesota,  so  he  is  con- 
demned. From  the  viewpoint  of  petty  peanut  partisan- 
ship, 'ds  exemplified  by  the  Duluth  News  Tribune,  John- 
son had  n  )  right  to  change  his  mind  no  matter  what  the 
pressure  of  circum.stances,  and  Hughes  did  the  perfectly 
right  thing  in  changing  his  mind. 

Which  shows  to  what  lengths  narrow  partisanship  will 
lead  the  purblind  who  have  no  sense  of  their  own  ridicu- 
lous inconsistencies.

THE  MARKET  BUZZ   SAW. 

It  is  altogether  probable  that  some  tender  inquiring 
fingers  were  nipped  by  the  stock  market  buzz  saw  in  Wall 
street  Saturday,  when  some  of  the  most  brazen  manipula- 
tion the  market  has  seen  in  many  months  was  perpe- 
trated. The  which  is  evidence  again  that  the  stock  ma 
ket,  these  days,  is  a  poor  place  for  the  small  speculator 
to  wander  into;  if  it  ever  is  a  good  place  for  him,  which 
we  doubt  very  much. 

In  the  course  of  Saturday's  short  session  the  routine 
was  disturbed  by  some  very  high  playing  by  the  big  "in- 
siders." Blocks  of  2,000  to  9,000  shares  were  thrown 
upon  the  market  or  snapped  up  out  of  the  market,  and 
fluctuations  were  rapid  and  frequent  enough  to  shake  out 
the  little  fellows  playing  on  short  margins.  One  market 
report  says  that  "a  very  large  proportion  of  this  business 
was  of  such  a  hollow  and  superficial  character  as  to  de- 
ceive none  but  the  merest  tyro."  In  the  two  hours  of 
trading  more  shares  changed  hands — on  the  books,  at 
least — than  on  any  full  day  during  the  week.  One  theory 
was  that  a  group  of  speculators  were  trying  to  squeeze 
another  group  of  speculators  and  get  a  railroad  away 
from  them;  another  was  that  it  was  a  prerranged  plan 
to  let  some  "bears"  cover  their  short  sales;  a  third  was 
that  it  was  a  part  of  Tom  Lawson's  spectacular  gambling 
operations.  Any  one  of  these  theories,  if  true,  proves 
again  the  iniquity  of  the  stock  exchange  system  and 
methods. 

The  whole  proceeding  shows  the  folly  of  the  small 
outsider  trying  to  get  into  a  game  too  big  for  him.  As 
one  local  student  of  humanity  and  the  stock  market 
said:  "The  man  who  thinks  he  can  put  $30  or  $40  against 
a  million  and  beat  the  million  is  due  for  a  lesson."  And 
he  generally  gets  it.

WELCOME  TO  THE  EDITORS. 

The  freedom  of  the  city  has  already  been  extended  to 
the  nicir.hers  of  the  National  Editorial  association  who 
are  spondiiig  a  day  "in  our  midst,"  but  The  Herald  wishes 
to  add  its  own  most  cordial  welcome,  and  its  assurance 
that  the  people  of  Duluth  are  pleased  with  and  ht)norcd 
by  their  visit. 

The  p-^ess  is  a  powerful  force  for  good  or  evil,  and  no 
part  of  it  wields  more  real  influence  than  the  country 
press,  which  forms  a  large  portion  of  the  membership  of 
the  National  Editorial  association.  It  is  a  power  for  good 
when  its  iiiHuence  is  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  plain 
people,  and  it  is  a  short-lived  power  for  evil  when  its 
utterances  become  tainted  by  the  selfish  interests  which 
prey  upon  the  people.  It  is  short-lived  then  because  a 
people  wise  in  their  generation  are  quick  to  spot  the 
"organ,"  and  as  quick  to  give  it  the  go-by.  To  the  credit 
of  the  country  press  be  it  said  that  its  newspapers  arc 
less  susceptible  to  such  influences  than  city  dailies; 
though  in  the  light  of  the  new  public  spirit  the  folly  of 
conducting  newspaper  organs  to  represent  selfish  inter- 
ests has  become  so  clearly  apparent  that  that  style  of 
journalism  is  going  out  of  fashion,  even  in  the  cities. 

It  i?  g.>od  that  the  editors  have  come  to  Minnesota, 
and  it  is  better  still  that  they  have  come  to  Duluth,  the 
city  of  destiny  that  is  just  entering  upon  a  new  era  as  a 
manufacturing  and  distributing  center.  They  find  it 
already  well  started  upon  this  new  period,  a  logical  fruit 
of  its  strategical  position  with  reference  to  the  needs  of  a 
large  empire  of  producers  and  consumers.

A  circular  issued  by  the  Manufacturers'  Record  of 
Baltimore  puts  into  concise  language  the  meaning  of  the 
agricultural  prosperity  of  the  nation,  and  its  bearing  upon 
the  immediate  future  of  the  country's  industries. 

It  sh(j\vs  that  the  corn  crop  for  the  year  is  estimated 
at  over  2,707,000,000  bushels  against  2,592,0aJ,0O0  bushels 
last  year,  a  gain  of  115,000,000  bushels.

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  CONGRESS. 

The  world  is  uniting  to  give  battle  to  tuberculosis,  the 
dread  disease  which  is  sapping  the  world's  youth  and 
strength  and  vitality  and  lessening  humanity's  working 
energy  by  its  devastating  spread,  and  the  earnestness 
with  which  the  fight  is  being  taken  up.  and  the  manner  in 
which  the  people  are  coming  to  appreciate  how  effective 
this  fight  can  be  made  by  general  co-operation,  give 
assurance  of  ultimate  victory. 

The  most  important  gathering  ever  held  upon  this 
subject  will  take  place  in  Washington  Sept.  21  to  Oct.  12, 
when  the  International  Congress  on  Tuberculosis  will 
meet  and  discuss  the  plan  of  campaign.  The  leading 
authorities  on  the  subject  of  tuberculosis  will  gather  from 
all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and  from  their  deliberations  and  discussions  much 
of  great  value  will  be  gleaned  for  general  distribution. 
At  present  the  greatest  need  is  the  spread  of  knowledge 
about  consumption.  The  people  everywhere  must  be 
made  aware  of  the  nature  of  the  disease,  and  must  be 
taught  how  to  prevent  it,  how  to  cure  it  and  how  finally 
to  root  it  out  altogether.  The  Washington  conference 
will  be  of  immense  value  in  this  work  of  educating  the 
people,  and  it  deserves  the  fullest  co-operation  of  the 
public. 

The  federal  government  is  interested,  and  will  par- 
ticipate in  the  congress.  There  are  separate  committees 
in  every  state  of  the  Union  working  to  assure  the  suc- 
cess of  the  meeting,  and  in  forty-four  of  the  forty-six 
states  the  governors  have  expressed  interest,  many  of 
them  asking  all  municipalities  and  local  governments 
and  the  voluntary  agencies  to  combine  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  to  the  state  the  utmost  possible  benefit  from 
the  congress.  All  the  leading  nations  of  the  world  are 
interested,  and  the  following  countries  will  send  dele- 
gates: Argentina,  Austria,  Belgium,  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Bul- 
garia, Chile,  Colombia,  Costa  Rica,  Cuba,  Denmark, 
France,  Germany,  Great  Britain  (including  her  more 
important  dominions),  Greece,  Hawaii,  Holland,  Hun- 
gary, Ital}',  Japan,  Mexico,  Norway,  Peru,  Porto  Rico, 
Roumania.  Russia,  San  Salvador,  Spain,  Sweden,  Switz- 
erland, Uruguay  and  Venezuela. 

Dr.  H.  M.  Bracken,  executive  ofTicer  of  the  Minne- 
sota state  board  of  health,  is  asking  the  citizens  of 
Minnesota  to  apply  for  membership  in  the  congress,  be- 
cause it  is  essential  that  a  good  showing  be  m.ide  for 
Minnesota.

Two  hundred  or  more  poor  children 
of  the  city  will  be  unable  to  attend 
■chool  this  fall  and  winter  unless  peo- 
ple In  better  circumstances  help  them 
witii  cast-off  clothing  and  phocs, 
through    the    medium      of      the    Duluth 

Betliel  society. 

Jean  Fraser,  Bethel  missionary,  has 
been    investigating    the    situation,    and 


finds  that  a  larger  number  of  famillo«i 
tl; an  usual  are  iu  desiitute  circuinst.an- 
<  es  locally.  This  is  due  to  the  fajt  of 
unsatislactory  conditions  In  tlie  labor 
market  and  a  general  falling  off  in  tiie 
unouiit   of   vvurk. 

Loving  motliers,  anxious  to  see  tlieir 
cliildren  receive  an  education,  will  be 
unable  to  send  tliein  to  school  unless 
tiiey  receive  outside  assistance.  Tliey 
are  wondering  iiow  tliey  are  goin*?  to 
get  tlie  siioes  and  clotties  neco.'i.-^ary. 
In  m(>.st  of  tliese  casts  tiie  family  is  de- 
petidt-nt   upon  tlie   woman   for  support. 

"I  appeal  to  those  wlio  have  the 
comforts  of  life  to  iielp  tliose  wlio  are 
!  'ss  favored."  said  Ji-au  Fras«ii-  today. 
"School  will  soon  l)egin,  and  there  aie 
many  motliers  who  are  working  iiaid 
to  make  ends  meet,  but  wlio  cannot 
earn  enough  money  to  properly  clothe 
ti.eir  cliildren,  and  at  tlie  same  time 
provid'-'  them  with  sufticlent  food. 

"There  is  plenty  of  good  cast-off 
clotliing  in  the  hoinea  of  the  rich  and 
well-to-do  in  our  city  to  clotlie  every 
one  of  these  poor  children.  I  have 
visited  all  these  poor  families  and 
know  them  and  ti.eir  wants.  If  tliiai 
cast-off  clothing  can  be  sent  to  the 
lieiiiel,  1  sliall  sort  it  over  and  see  that 
It  goes  to  homes  where  it  is  the  most 
needed.  Tlie  cliarity  looks  like  a  small 
one,  but  It  will  he  protluctlve  of  hiK  re- 
sults, and  would  mean  muoh  happiness 
lo   tlie  poor  of  the  city."

MOVING  WALKS 
FOR  THIS  CITY 

French  Engineer  Would 

Install  the  System 

in  Duluth. 

A  .system  of  .shoving  sidewalks  up 
and  down  the  hllLsidc  of  Duluth  is  pro- 
posed by  E.  Roncr,  a  French  engi- 
neer, who  says  he  is  going  to  a-sk  tho 
city  council  for  a  franchise.  The 
operating  company  would  be  backed 
by  Belgian  capital,  and  local  people 
would  not  be  asked  to  buy  any  stock 
in  the  concern. 

If  the  franchise  is  secured,  the  com- 
pany will  be  called  the  Zenith  City 
Limited.  Pa.ssengers  on  the  side- 
walks will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
2  Vi  cents  a  ride.  Mr.  Roner  says 
that  if  he  goes  right  ahead  with  the 
work,  one  of  the  rolling  sidewalks  will 
be  ready  for  operation  by  the  first  of 
the  year. 

The  sidewalk  consists  of  two  inde- 
pendent platforms  made  of  separate 
blocks  with  rubber  floors,  and  mount- 
ed by  chairs.  The  .streets  would  be 
tunneled,  and  an  endless  chain  of  .side- 
walks run  underneath  the  surface  of 
the  street.s,  the  sidewalk  working  on 
the  principle  of  a  bicycle  chain. 

Tho  power  neces.sary  to  keep  the 
.sidewalks  moving  v,ou!d  be  furnished 
from  a  storage  battery-power  station. 
The  moving  sidewalk  .system  has  been 
adopted  by  Lomberg,  Austria,  and  is 
being  operated  with  great  success 
there,  accoiding  to  the  englnj^er.  The 
chairs  cannot  be  used  until  the  neces- 
sary money  has  been  placed  in  a  slot 
for  the  purpose.  One  part  of  the 
platform,  called  the  city  express,  will 
never  .stop  moving,  while  the  other 
part  can  be  .stopped  at  the  will  of  the 
pa.ssenger.  Tho  city  express  will  not 
move  so  fa.st  but  that  an  ordinary  per- 
son can  step  aboard.  The  other  plat- 
form will  be  for  the  more  timid,  who 
insist  that  the  walk  be  stopped  before 
they  get   on   it. 

Mr.  Roner  asks  that  one  avenue  be 
allowed  him  for  experimental  pur- 
poses. If  the  idea  works  out,  and  Is 
received  favorably  by  the  people,  he 
says  his  company  will  install  the  side- 
walk system.  If  permitted  to  do  so.

Bonds  Will  b:  Printed 
In  Anticipation  of  Fa- 
vorable Ruling. 


St.  Loui8  county  lias  taken  a  gam- 
bler'H  c'liance  at  better  than  100  to  1. 
If  It  wins  it  will  be  richer  by  110.000. 
If  It  loses  It  will  lo.se  but  $86.  The  big 
odds  are  on  a  decision  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state,  and  county  ofrtcials 
think  they  are  taking;  a  good  chance. 

County  Auditor  Odin  Halden  this 
morning  gave  the  order  for  printing 
the  bonds  for  the  $600,000  bond  issue, 
which   is   being  held  up  by  the  supreme 

court.  A  decision  was  expected  last 
Friday,  but  it  did  not  come.  It  should 
certainly  i-ome  ne.xt  Friday,  but  even 
If  It  .should  be  favorable  it  would  be 
too  late  to  have  the  bonds  ready  for 
delivery  to  the  bond  company  by  Sept. 
1,  the  date  specified  in  tlie  bid  of  |lo,- 
000  premium  (or  the  issue,  unless  the 
bonds    were   printend    in   advance. 

Con.sequently.  the  order  was  given 
this  morning  tor  the  printing  of  the 
bonds,  and  should  the  court  decide  in 
favor  of  the  county,  the  bonds  will  be 
ready  for  delivery  Sept.  1  and  the  pre- 
mium secured.  Should  an  adverse  de- 
cision be  given,  the  county  will  lose 
the  $!S5  to  be  paid  for  printing.

DULUTH  OUT 


Discrimination  Made  in 

Matter  of  State  Fair 

Rate. 

If  Duluth  people  are  not  given  the 
advantage  of  rates  to  tlie  Minnesota 
state  fair,  and  at  the  present  time  all 
hope  has  been  given  up  that  any  spe- 
cial rates  will  be  given  for  the  fair,  the 
reason  can  be  credited  to  the  fact  that 
the  Great  Northern  and  the  Northern 
Pacific  railways  were  able  to  escape 
competition  and  can  thus  refuse  to 
make   special    rate   concessions. 

Rates   from  Wisconsin    territory  will 

lie  given  to  the  state  fair,  because  of 
the  competion  jirovlded  by  other  roads. 
A  person  in  this  city  who  desires  to 
go  to  the  state  fair  will  be  compelled 
to  pay  the  regular  two-cent  fare,  while 
most  of  the  towns  that  are  on  other 
roads  than  tlie  Great  Northern  and  the 
Northern  I'acific  will  have  the  advan- 
tage   of    special    rates. 

This  action  is  taken  in  the  face  of 
the  fact.s  that  the  special  rates  were 
offered  and  special  trains  run  for  tlie 
Shrlners'  convention  at  St.  Paul  in 
July.  At  this  convention  It  was  esti- 
mated that  over  1,000  people  went 
from  this  city.  But  the  attitude  of  the 
two  roads  toward  the  rate  question 
has  shut  out  any  hope  of  Uuiuth  peo- 
ple getting  the  same  advantag<*  as  peo- 
ple in  many  of  the  smaller  towns  of 
the   state. 

The  Chicago  &  Great  Western 
road,  a  road  doing  most  of  Its  busi- 
ness outside  the  state,  makes  a  spe- 
cial rate  for  the  fare  and  a  half  for  the 
Minnesota  fair.  Other  roads  In  the 
southern  part  of  the  state  follow  the 
action  of  the  Great  Western,  The  re- 
sult Is  that  practically  every  town  In 
the  southern  part  of  the  state  will 
have  the  advantage  of  special  rates. 
Duluth  has  always  sent  large  crowds 
to  the  stale  fair,  but  this  year  will 
find  itself  discriminated  against  In  the 
matter  of  special   rates. 


Is  the  2-cent  passenger  fare  law  of 
this  state  being  violated  by  many  of 
the  smaller  roads  of  the  state? 

That  question  was  asked  this  morn- 
ing of  R.  N.  Marble,  an  official  of  the 
Duluth  &  Northern  Minnesota  railway, 
a  road  that  is  charging  3  cents  per  mile 
for  passenger  fare,  and  Mr.  Marble  re- 
plied that  any  road  that  was  charging 
3  cents  per  mile  for  passenger  fares 
was   not  violating   the  law. 

"The    United     States    supreme    court 

declared       that    law    unconstitutional," 

said    Mr.    Marble.       "There    are    many 

roads  in  this  state  that  are  charging  3 

cents  a  mile   for   passenger    fare.     Our 

road  Is  not  the  first  road  by  any  means 

tliat  has  been   charging  over  2  cents  a 

mile.     We  have  not  relied  upon  our  own 

judgment  as  to  the  constitutionality  of 
the  law.  We  have  taken  the  opinion  of 
liie   supreme   court." 

Mr.  Marble  .stated  tliat  the  Duluth  & 
Northern  Minmsota  had  been  charging 
o  cents  per  mile  since  Aug.  20.  He 
stated  that  tlie  2-cent  law  was  never 
intended  to  apply  to  the  smaller  roads, 
an\way,  but  that  as  long  as  the  su- 
preme court  had  lield  tliat  the  law  was 
unconstitutional,  the  olficials  of  the 
Duluth  &  Northern  Minnesota  road  felt 
free  to  go  ahead  and  charge  3  cents 
per    mile. 

"The  smaller  roads  could  not  make  a 
profit  if  they  charged  2  cents  a  mile," 
said  Mr.  Marble.  ".Ask  the  officials  of 
the  Duluth,  Rainy  Lake  &  Winnipeg  if 
they  are  not  charging  over  2  cents  a 
mile.  We  are  not  the  only  road  that 
is  charging  more  than  the  state  law 
provides  for." 

Tlie  decision  handed  down  by  the  su- 
preme court  was  in  the  Young  habeas 
corpus  proceedings  In  connection  witli 
the  commodity  rate  law.  The  passenger 
law  has  never  been  passed  upon,  al- 
though It  Is  said  that  tlie  same  point 
would  apply,  that  the  penalty  was  ex- 
cessive.

Walker's  Copper -Lefeter  in  Saturday's 
Boston    Commercial    says: 

"Copper  has  had  a  reaction,  but  at 
this  writing  is  stronger  again.  Lake 
is  IS^ic  to  13T«c,  and  electrolytic  is 
13%c  per  pound.  The  asking  prices  of 
the  largest  producers  and  selling  agen- 
cU-8  are  liigher  than  those  quoted, 
there  being  a  quite  general  disposition 
to  refuse  to  make  sales  below  14c  for 
lake  and  13%c  for  electrolytic.  It  is 
understood  that  lake  and  electrolytic 
could  have  been  purchased  at  13Vic  to 
13%c    last    Monday. 

"One  of  the  strong  supporting  fac- 
tors in  the  market  Is  said  to  be  a 
large  short  interest  in  copper  warrants 
in  London.  It  Is  claimed  that  large 
lines  were  put  out  by  European  specu- 
lators on  the  basis  of  about  13  cents 
per  pound  for  refined  copper.  The  mar- 
ket is  now  three-quarters  of  a  cent  or 
more  against  bear  traders,  and  they 
are  using  every  means  in  their  power 
to   depress   prices. 

"The  relatively  weak  statistical  po- 
sition of  the  metal  is  the  explanation 
for  the  bear  operations.  The  foreign 
visible  supply  of  copper  is  more  than 
three  times  what  it  was  a  year  or 
two  ago.  It  is  known  positively  that 
several  foreign  consumers  have  bought 
considerably  in  excess  of  their  imme- 
diate needs,  in  taking  advantage  of 
the  low  prices  ruling  six  or  eight 
months  ago.  Producers  are  sold  pret- 
ty well  up  to  date,  but  none  of  them 
have  sold  their  production  In  advance. 
Some  producers  are  carrying  small 
stocks  of  copper  which  they  could  and 
probably  would  like  to  deliver  imme- 
diately for  cash.  In  a  general  way, 
this  is  a  summary  of  a  fairly  healthy 
trade  condition;  but  In  the  case  of 
copper  it  can  hardly  be  so  considered, 
as  it  does  not  reflect  nearly  as  strong 
a  position  an  the  copper  trade  nor- 
mally occupies. 

"The  future  price  of  copper  depends 
entirely  on  the  business  situation.  A 
little  further  improvement  in  indus- 
trial conditions  will  cause  heavy  buy- 
ing of  copper.  If  the  months  of  Sep- 
tember and  October  show  as  great  an 
improvement  over. July  and  August  as 
those  months  did  over  the  two  pre- 
ceding, the  entire  copper  surplus  will 
be   sold,   and    the   market   position    will

— Mr.  Bryan's  first 
visit  this  morning  was  to  the  bureau  of 
organization,  of  which  John  W.  Tom- 
linson  is  the  head,  where  he  discussed 
the  subject  of  the  formation  of  clubs.

Following  this  visit  the  Democratic 
candidate  made  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"There    is    nothing    that    Increases    a

Wants  to  Build  Moving 

Sidewalk  and  Aerial 

Railway. 


"You  Americans — I  like  you — but 
you  like  the  big  bluff.  I  read  In  your 
paper  of  a  man  wiio  came  In  here  and 
swindled  you  out  of  |2,000,  Just  because 
he  makes  a  big  bluff.  Unless  a  man 
makes  big  statements  and  talks  big, 
you   do   not   believe   him." 

So  spoke  John  E.  Homer,  a  small, 
wlry^.  energetic  Frenchman,  a  civil  en- 
gineer who  lias  a  plan  to  Install  mov- 
ing sidewalks  on  Duluth's  side  hills. 

Mr.  Komer  has  been  busy  all  day  put- 
ting his  plan  before  the  city  officials, 
and  will  introduce  it  to  tlie  council 
this  evening,  asking  for  a  franchise. 
He  says  he  does  not  wajit  tl\e  francliise 
unless  he  can  also  get  one  for  an  aerial 
railway  from  the  top  of  the  hill  to 
Fond  du  Lac.  Mr.  Homer  says  that  he 
proposes  to  build  and  equip  a  railway 
similar  to  the  famous  Saarbrucken 
load.  The  cars  hang  from  a  single 
rail  on  an  elevated  trestle. 

Mr.  Homer,  strange  to  say,  does  not 
want  to  Roat  a  company  in  Duluth  to 
carry  out  his  projects.  He  claims  to 
liave  all  the  financial  backing  lie  need.s. 
and  all  he  wants  Is  the  franchise,  and 
the  promise  of  tlie  city  to  pay  him  what 
it  would  cost  to  build  ordinary  side- 
walks where  he  puts  in  his  moving 
walk.s. 

The  moving  sidewalk  Is  a  most  in- 
genious contrivance.  There  are  twen- 
ty-four clialrs  to  a  block,  and  while 
tlie.se  chairs  are  passing,  platforms 
spring  up  and  provide  a  crossing  for 
those  who  wish  to  cross  the  sidewalk. 
The  chairs  go  under  the  streets  through 
tunnels. 

Mr.  Homer  talks  quite  calmly  of  a 
bond  of  $50,000  or  $60,000  to  carry  out 
his    agreement. 

"It  is  a  matter  of  Indifference  to 
me,"  he  said,  'whether  the  council  ac- 
cepts or  not.  "If  the  people  do  not 
want  it,  I  shall  go  sotne  place  else — to 
Seattle.  I  do  not  want  money.  I  have 
no  time  to  raise  It.  The  bankers  who 
sent  me  out  want  a  place  to  invest, 
tlieir  money.  If  I  approve  a  plan,  they 
will  Invest  in  it.  I  do  not  ask  you  to 
pa.ss  upon  my  plans.  They  are  all 
riglit.  They  are  not  an  experiment. 
Wiiat  I  want  to  know  is  whether  the 
people  want  what  I  suggest.  1  have 
no  time  to  waste  here.  If  the  council 
wants  it.  I  shall  cable  for  a  bond  to- 
morrow. If  they  do  not  want  It,  I 
must  get  away." 

Mr.  Homer  dresses  like  an  English- 
man, In  gray  tweeds,  and  is  more  ener- 
getic than  the  most  enterprising  of 
Americans,  coming  directly  to  tlie  point 
In  his  discus.sion  of  his  plans,  and 
spending  no  more  time  than  is  neces- 
sary  to   explain    tt-.em. 

IMPERSONATED 
AN  OFFICER 

Stranger  Said  He  Was 

Lieutenant   "Under 

Sealed  Orders." 

Saturday  evening  a  man  called  upon 
Sergt.  Boyce  of  the  local  United  States 
recruiting  office  and  informed  him  that 
he  was  Lieut.  Maynard  A.  Wells,  Tenth 
infantry.  United  States  army.  He  in- 
vited the  sergeant  out  to  have  a  cigar 
and  informed  him  that  he  came  to  Du- 
luth  with  sealed  orders.

The  man  committed  him- 
self further  and  Sergeant  Boyce  be- 
came convinced  that  the  man  was  an 
imposter. 

"I  believe  you  are  a  d — d  imposter," 
he  shot  forth. 

The  mysterious  sealed  orders  were 
taken  forcibly  from  the  man,  proving 
to  be  a  letter  wltli  the  right  name  of 
the  Imposter.  wlilch  was  W.  P.  Wells. 

"I  have  a  notion  to  have  you  arrest- 
ed," said  the  sergeant.

Art   VorgcTs  of    France. 

Harper's  Weekly:  It  is  not  only  In 
New  Y'ork  that  people  are  imposed 
upon  with,  spurious  works  of  art. 
Only  recently  criminal  proceedings 
at  Limog<'.s,  in  France,  dLsclosed  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  ful  developed, 
well-organized  Industry  of  forgery  and 
falsitication  upon  the  continent.  It 
has  as  many  domains  as  there  are 
categories  of  collections,  for  the  for- 
g'-rs  and  falsifiers  long  ago  became 
specialists,  and  they  can  serve  you 
with  any  class  of  art  that  you  may 
need. 

Many  of  their  tricks  are  highly  In- 
genious. They  will  make  two  .semi- 
original,  genuine  works  of  art  out  of 
one,  for  example.  A  piece  of  carved 
wood  is  sawed  through,  making  two 
pieces,  and  in  each  of  these  the  mhss- 
ing  half  is  replaced  by  a  careful  re- 
production of  tho  original.  An  au- 
thentic but  only  poorly  painted  Sevres 
or  Meissen  cup  may  be  richly  painted 
after  a  good  pattern,  exactly  in  the 
style  required,  and  reburnt.  A  real 
but  plain  knight's  armor  is  damasked 
with  all  the  fineness  of  the  crafts- 
man, chased,  gilded  and  rendered 
"old"  again.  This  necessitates  cost 
and  labor,  but  it  pays;  a  thing  that, 
genuine,  was  worth  500  francs  may, 
falsified,  be  disposed  of  at  5.000. 
There  are  .suds  and  sauces  and  juices 
and  varnishes  that  convert  entirely 
new  productions  Into  art  masterpieces 
of   great      age.  Newly      fabricated 

pieces  are  carried  Into  "historical" 
country  castles,  whose  owners  lend 
them.selves  to  the  game,  and  the  pur- 
chaser learns — for  the  proofs  are  con- 
vincing— that  the  rust-covered  relio 
has  been  the  property  of  an  old  noble 
family    "for    centuries."

Charges  .\gaiast  Woman  of  Poison- 
ing Stepdaughter  Wealcened. 

Devils  Lake,  N.  D.,  Aug.  24. — The 
pathological  examination  of  the  stom- 
ach and  esophagus  of  Beulah  Wright  of 
Derrick,  N.  D.,  for  whose  arrest  Mrs. 
Mary  Wright  Is  In  the  county  Jail  here, 
showed  no  trace  of  poison.  Prof.  Bab- 
cock  of  the  University  of  North  Dakota 
has  reported  to  State's  Attorney  Serum- 
gaard,  alter  an  examination.  The 
stomach  and  esophagus  have  been  for- 
warded to  Minneapolis,  and  It  Is 
thought  possible  that  something  may 
be  found  ther.'.  There  was  absolutelv 
no  Indication  of  death  by  poisoning, 
and  there  is  no  popslbllity  that  the  girl 
swallowed  carboilc  acid,  with  which 
her  lips  had  been  burned. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  girl  had  com- 
plained of  her  heart,  but  an  examlna- 
'lon  after  the  death  of  the  girl  showed 
her  heart,  brains,  lungs,  kidnevs,  liver 
and  other  organs  to  be  In  a  normal 
condition.  There  wa.«  no  evidence,  it 
Is  stated,  of  poisoning,  strangulation 
or  Infection.

TO  FISHERMEN 

Many  Streams  Will  be 

Stocked  With  Roosevelt 

Golden  Trout 

W^ashington,  Aug.  24. — A  promise  Is 
held  out  by  the  United  States  fish  com- 
mission that  within  a  few  years  one  of 
the  gamiest  and  showiest  species  of 
the  fish  kingdom  probably  will  be 
caught  out  of  a  thousand  streams  In 
all  parts  of  the  country  whereas  It  now 

Is  to  be  found  in  but  one  and  that 
most  remote  brook. 

This  rare  fish  lias  been  named  the 
Roosevelt  golden  trout  (salme  Roose- 
veltl  Evermann)  because  of  President 
Roosevelt's  efforts  to  preserve  it  from 
threatened  extermination.  The  Roose- 
velt golden  trout  at  present  is  the 
product  solely  of  Wolcano  creek,  a  tur- 
bulent water  course  of  sixteen  miles 
in  length  on  the  slopes  of  Mount  Whit- 
ney,  Cal. 

About  two  years  ago  some  of  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's  friends  In  Callfoinla 
knowing  his  great  inter^^st  in  tiie  pres- 
ervation of  game  and  flsli  {^pealed  to 
him  to  save  from  extermination  tills 
most  beautiful  of  the  fish  family.  Re- 
sponding to  the  appeal.  President 
Roosevelt  took  up  tlie  matter  with  the 
United  .States  fish  commission.  After 
repeated  efforts  the  commission  ob- 
tained a  number  of  the  trout  to  be  sent 
to  the  fish  cultural  stations  at  Boze- 
man,    Mont,,    and    Lcadville,    Colo.,    for 

Eropagation.  Encouraging  news  has 
een  received  from  these  stations  to 
the  effect  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
eggs  has  been  obtained  for  hatching 
to  stock  trout  streams  In  dllterent  parts 
~'  the  country.

Refreshed  by  a  good  night's  slum- 
ber, such  as  enly  Duluth  people  enjoy 
during  the  hot  summer  months,  th« 
members  of  the  National  Editorial  a»- 
sociation  were  on  hand  bright  and 
early  this  morning  for  their  ride  up 
the   river   on   tlie   steamer  Newsboy. 

They  arrived  in  the  city  last  even- 
ing in  a  special  train  over  the  North- 
ern Pacific  road,  and  have  already 
caught  the  Duluth  fever.  They  will 
be  entertained  while  here  by  the  Com- 
mercial club,  which  arranged  the  river 
ride  this  morning,  the  dinner  at  the 
branch  boat  club  at  noon  and  th« 
drive  around  the  boulevard  this  after- 
noon.

"I  live  way  down  in  Texas,  so  you 
see  the  change  of  climate  is  very  no- 
ticeable. Your  great  shipping  busi- 
ness, elevators,  aerial  bridge,  are  all 
very  great.  The  only  thing  that  does 
not  impress  me  favorably  is  your  coun- 
try as  a  farming  community.  Of  course 
if  I  moved  here  I  suppose  it  wouldn't 
be  long  until  I  was  the  biggest  booster 
in  the  country,-  but  from  the  firsi 
glance  it  does  not  strike  me  %a  very 
much  along  this  line.

COMMISSIONER  FINDS  NO 
NEGLECT  BY  JEROME  IN 
PERFORMING  HIS  DUTIES 


ONE  OF  CANDIDATE  TAFT'S 
"CANNED"  SPEECHES  DEALS 
WITH  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 


Reports  to  Governor  Ex- 
onerating District  Attor- 
ney In  Every  Point. 

Recommends   That  the 

Charges  Against  Him 

be  Dismissed. 


Governor  Will  Consider 

Matter  and  Render  His 

Decision. 


Albany,  X.  T..  Aug.  25. — Richard  L. 
Hand  nf  Elizabi-thlown,  Avho  was  ap- 
polnttd  by  Governur  Hughes  to  take 
testimony  and  report  his  findings  up;)n 
the  charges  filed  against  District  At- 
torney William  Trawrs  Jenme  of  Nt  w 
York  county,  by  a  miijority  stockhold- 
er's committee  of  the  Metropolitan 
Street  Railway  company,  in  a  r^-pori 
submitted  to  the  governor,  finds  that 
not  one  of  the  series  of  charges  is 
proved,  but  that  all  are  disproved 
upon  the  evidence.  He  retommends 
the  (lismii^i-al  of  the  charges.  A  re- 
quest was  made  for  Mr.  Jerome  »  re- 
moval. 

"My  conviction  upon  the  whole- 
case,"  irays  Mr.  Hand  in  his  report, 
"is  that  "the  rti-poiulent  lias  been 
shown  ti>  have  di.seharged  the  onerous 
duties  if  hi.K  (ffice  with  zeal  and 
ability,  having  the  public  good  as  his 
motive  and  that  no  incapacity,  indif- 
ference ir  neglect  of  duty  has  been 
shown  in  any  case." 

Twtnty-three  charges  were  filed 
against  District  Attorney  Jerome  on 
April  16  last,  and  three  additional 
charges  ftn  June  16.  l^ater  ten  of 
the  charges  wt  re   v.ithdrawn.

—  (Special 
to  The  Herald  > — Officials  of  the  Du- 
luth  Street  Railway  company  ye.sler- 
day  noon  withdrew  their  amindment 
to  articles  of  incorporation.  Sev- 
eral days  ago  an  amendme:ii 
was  oftertd  extending  the  life  of  the 
cori>oration  for  fifty  years  from  date. 
Secreiary  t>f  Stale  Sihmahl  refused  to 
receive  the  paptr.-^.  as  ali  corporj.tion-*, 
except  thos.'  having  the  right  of  em- 
inent <l<»rnain.  v.  an  be  incorp()rated  for 
only  thirty  years.  He  referred  the 
matter  to  the  attorney  general,  and  it 
is  exF'ected  that  George  Simpson,  the 
assistant  attorney  general,  will  decide 
the  iiuostion  in  a  few  days. 

The  eompany  originally  incorporat- 
ed for  fifty  years  and  the  statute  says 
that  a  company  tan  be  incorporated 
for  the  time  mentioned  in  the  first  in- 
corporation. This  tifty-year  period 
has  twenty-three  years  yet  to  run.  but 
the  ifmipany  comes  in  and  asks  for 
new  articles  for  fifty  years  from  dale. 
It  is  exprvssed  ab(»ut  the  attorm  y  gt  n- 
eral's  oltiee  that  the  legal  life  of  the 
present  corporation  is  only  thirty  ytar.^, 
or  three  mort  years.  It  is  also  figured 
that  the  railway  company  realizes  this 
and  is  asking  (or  a  long  life  at  this 
time  to  avoid  any  (jutstions  at  tin-  ter- 
minaTion  of  the  first  thirty  years. 
Their  withdrav.al  of  the  ammdment 
Is  taken  to  m»an  that  the  officers  oi 
the  company  will  accept  an  addi- 
tional thirty  years  rather  than  have 
an  advtrst  ruling  by  the  attorney 
general.

The  belief  tliat  Hamilton  was  Impli- 
cated In  sending  the  deadly  contrivance 
to  the  Hougiiton  sheriff  Is  said  to  be 
founded  on  better  ground  than  mere 
conjecture.  He  is  known  to  have  had 
a  grievance  against  Beck  and  his  corps 
of  Jail  officers.  Two  express  messen- 
gers have  with  reasonable  certainty 
identified  him  as  tlie  man  who  ex- 
pressed the  box  containing  the  Infer- 
nal machine  to  Sheriff  Beck  at  Iron 
River,  Wis.  When  the  subject  is 
broached  to  him,  Hamilton  i.s  vehement 
in  his  denials — a  little  too  much  so.  In 
the  opinion  of  those  who  have  heard 
him. 

The  receipt  of'the  Infernal  machine 
by  Sheriff  Beck  last  spring  caused  a 
sensation  In  upper  Michigan.  The  ma-

It  is  said,  and  lias  become 
unruly  at  times,  altiiough  iu  gener-il 
he  is  a  model  prisoner,  playing  the 
part  of  wronged  Innocence.  If  the 
charge  of  sending  the  infernal  machine 
can  be  estaldislied,  tlie  charges  of  for- 
gery here  will  probably  be  dropped  for 
a  time  and  Hamilton  turned  over  to 
the  Houghton  authorities  for  trial  'n\ 
the  court  there.

Peach  Cream.

WALKING  FOR  WOMEN 

Cross-Country    Walks     the 
Ideal    Exercise. 

Walking — healthy,  regular  walking — 
is  a  difficult  tindertaking  for  women. 
It  is  because  most  of  them  have  little 
ambition  to  do  anything  that  has  no 
special  attraction.  Pastimes  that 
please  and  amuse  are  preferred. 

Tlie  city  streets  are  not  the  place  for 

the  right  kind  of  walking.  The  jar- 
ring pavements,  tlie  noise,  the  dust,  the 
heat,  the  ugliness,  are  not  surround- 
ings in  which  to  practice  a  bracing  ex- 
ercise. 

The  most  delightful  walk  of  all  Is  In 
those  wild,  lovely  places,  those  stret- 
ches of  valley,  hill  and  mountain  to- 
tally undisturbed  by  cultivation  or  in- 
dustry of  anv  kind. 

But  that  certainly  Is  not  possible  for 
all. 

However,  all  that  is  really  needed  Is 
a  path  through  fresh,  green,  growing 
things,  where  the  sky  can  be  seen  ann 
wliere  the  air  flows  sweet.  Now  that 
the  many  are  going  to  suburbs  for  the 
summer  the  task   is  easier. 

The  disagreeable  system  in  this  case 
means  only  a  regulation  of  time  and 
dress,  the  former  principally  to  agree 
with  one's  convenience  and  both  to  en- 
hance one's  comfort. 

The  time  should  be  In  early  morning 
or  early  evening.  Even  In  country 
places  the  summer  sun  Is  hot  from  9 
a.  m.  to  5  p.  m. 

The  length  should  never  be  less  than 
a  lialf  hour,  and  better  an  hour  if  one 
loiters  much  and  plays  with  outdoor 
things — flowers,  birds,  streams — that 
happen  along. 

Aimless  wandering  through  fields  and 
woods,  by  hedgerows,  thickets  and 
streams  is  the  best  way  to  deceive  one's 
self  into  a  healthy  exercise. 

The  clothes  to  wear  on  these  walks 
are  a  most  important  factor.  They 
should  be  light  in  weight  and  comfort- 
able. The  neck,  and  arms  below  the 
elbow,  should  be  free. 

Tight  wri!»tbands  and  collars  can 
make  one  very  miserable.  The  shoes 
should  be  of  stout  tan  leather,  and  high 
if  the  walk  be  through  rough   places. 

The  hat  should  have  a  broad  brim, 
for  the  glare  of  the  sky  on  a  briglit 
morning,  even  early,  is  unpleasant.  "The 
skirt  should  be  no  less  than  4  Inches 
from  the  ground. 

These  rules  are  simple  and  may  be 
adapted  easily  to  one's  individual  needs. 

Of  all  the  various  exercises  that  are 
prescribed  for  physical  deficiencies 
none  is  so  natural  as  walking. 

Often  a  special  series  of  gymnastics, 
witli  paraphernalia,  clothes,  instructor, 
etc..  will  be  adhered  to  patiently  by  a 
woman  when  the  habit  of  moderate, 
pleasant  walking,  faithfully  acquired, 
would  work  more  strongly  for  her 
health. 

Perhaps  the  fact  that  the  former  cir- 
cumstances ar§  "special"  Is  what  prods 
Jjer  with  power.

REMOVE  SWITCH 


Traction  Company  Afraid 

Tlieater  Patrons  Will 

Object,  However. 

Tlie  Duluth  Street  Railway  company, 
in  a  communication  to  the  council  last 
night,  said  it  was  perfectly  willing  to 
take  out  the  switch  in  front  of  the 
Lyceum  tlieater,  as  recjuosted  by  busi- 
ness men  in  the  block,  provided  the  al- 
dermen would  guarantee  that  the  com- 
pany would  not  bo  asked  to  replace  ths 
switch  a  little  later,  on  a  petition 
signed  by   theater-goers. 

The  company  says  It  is  quite  an  tx- 
penst;  to  rnaiiitain  the  switch,  but  that 
from  tlie  tlieater  patrons'  standpoint 
it  is  quite  necessary,  as  being  the  only 
means  by  which  the  cars  can  be"  held 
to  await  the  theater  crowds.  Without 
the  switch  there  could  be  only  two  ex- 
tra cais,  and  they  would  have  to  be 
kept  at  Eighth  avenue  west,  necessitat- 
ing a  delav  in  getting  them  to  Fifth 
avenue.  Aside  from  tliese,  the  patrons 
would  have  to  depend  on  the  regular 
cars,  a  groat  inconvenience  in  the  win- 
ter time,  it  is  argued.  Tlie  street  car 
people  say  the  switch  Is  maintained 
only  as  an  accommodation  to  the  g'?n- 
erai  public,  and  that  if  the  patrons  are 
willing,  they  will  be  glad  to  resnove 
it. 

It  Is  requested,  however,  tliat  the 
council  take  imn:ediate  action,  for  tlio 
reason  that  new  switches  have  been 
ordered,  at  an  expense  ranging  upwards 
of  $1,000.  These  will  be  ready  for  de- 
livery shortly,  unless  the  order  is  can- 
celed. If  the  cliange  is  to  be  made,  the 
traction  company  wants  an  opportunity 
to  liead  off  the  order,  and  thus  not  be 
put  to  the  needless  expense  of  gettinrj 
svvitciies  which  they  cannot  use.  The 
matter  has  been  referred  to  the  rail- 
road committee  of  the  council  for 
furtlitr  Investigation.

The  city  conference  committetj  is 
holding  a  meeting  this  afternoon  at 
the  city  hall.  The  matter  of  appropria- 
tions for  the  several  city  departments 
for  next  year  will  come  up,  but  no  defi- 
nite action  will  be  taken  at  this  meet- 
ing. Tlie  committee  will  meet  again, 
Sept.  19,  when  the  matter  of  appropria- 
tions for  next  year  will  come  up  for 
(Inal  passage. 

The  appropriations  for  next  year  are 
the  most  important  things  for  the  com- 
mittee to  consider  just  now.  Every  de- 
partment has  asked  for  more  than  it 
will  be  likely  to  get,  and  the  head  of 
every  department  stands  ready  to  put 
up  strong  arguments  showing  why 
their  requests  should  be  allowed  to  the 
full  amounts  asked  for. 

Last  year  none  of  the  appropriations 
made  for  1908  was  as  large  as  asked 
for,  and  it  is  expected  the  same  will 
hold  true  of  the  present  year  in  decid- 
ing upon  tlio  size  of  the  appropriations 
for  1909.  City  Comptroller  AlcCormick 
has  given  out  a  table  of  figures,  pub- 
lislied  in  The  Herald  two  or  three 
weeks  ago.  showing  how  low  the  ap- 
propriations probably  will  be.  Heads 
of  departments  interested  say  the  city 
comptroller  has  no  right  to  decide  on 
the  figures.  The  session  of  Sept.  19 
probably  will  be  a  lively  one.  Every- 
one will  be  trying  to  convince  the  com- 
mittee that  a  larger  appropriation  is 
needed   for  liis  department. 

It  is  altogether  likely  that  there  will 
be  an  increase  in  the  appropriation  for 
the  police  department.  Eight  new  pa- 
trolmen are  needed  to  make  a  good 
show  at  policing  the  city.  The  present 
force  Is  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the 
demands  made  upon  it.  The  West  end 
police  station  will  be  built  next  year, 
and  other  improvements  are  needed  in 
the  department.  There  will  be  a  rec- 
ommendation that  a  police  patrol 
wagon  be  purchased,  and  that  an  aato- 
mobile  for  hurry  calls  be  bought  for 
the  detective  force.  Such  a  machine 
often  could  be  used  to  good  advantage. 
The  murder  of  Mrs.  Ada  Loos,  on  the 
Pike  Lnke  road  not  long  ago,  was  a 
good  example  of  this.

WANTS  $7,500  FOR 
USELESS  ARM

Valuing  the  use  of  his  right  arm  for 
the  remainder  of  his  life  at  |7,500  Al- 
bert J.  Weber,  aged  22  years,  this  morn- 
ing filed  suit  against  the  Consumers' 
Ore  company  for  that  sum. 

Weber  was  employed  as  a  steam 
shovel  crane  man  at  the  company's 
property  at  Mountain  Iron  and  was  en- 
gaged Dec.  22  last  in  cleaning  a  steam 
shovel.

BROKERS  SUE 
FOR  STOCK  LOSSES 

Gay  &   Sturgis   Claim 

That  Clients  Refused 

to  Make  Good. 

Claiming  that  Michael  F.  Kelly  re- 
fused to  foot  his  losses  in  stock  market 
operations  carried  on  through  his 
agent,  Samuel  Uren.  the  stock  broker- 
age firm  of  Gay  &  Sturgis  this  morning 
filed  suit  in  district  court  against  Uren 
and  Kelly  for  ?509.25  and  interest  from 
April  1.  1907,  at  tiie  rate  of  6  per  cent, 
claimed  to  be  due  as  the  balance  on 
three  deals. 

The  company  alleges  that  about  Aug. 
1,  1907,  Uren,  without  disclosing  his 
agency  for  Kelly,  requested  the  com- 
pany to  purchase  500  shares  of  Cliff 
stock  at  12.50  per  share,  which  was 
done,  the  amount  due-  from  Uren  for 
the  stock  being  $1,231.25.  including 
commissions.  It  is  claimed  that  Uren 
refused  to  accept  the  certificate  or  pay 
for  the  stock  and  told  the  company  to 
sell  it  again.  It  brought  in  the  market 
$731.25  and  $31.25  more  in  commissions 
due.  The  balance  In  favor  of  the  brok- 
ers was  then  $581.25,  but  Uren  again 
refused  to  pay  it. 

It  is  claimed  that  afterwards  Uren 
requested  the  brokers  to  sell  100  shares 
of  National,  which  brouglit  $72  less  the 
commlssion.s,  which  were  deducted 
from  the  balance  due,  leaving  $509.25 
still  due  the  brokers.  The  relationship 
between  Uren  and  Kelly  was  brought 
out  later  it  is  claimed  and  they  were 
made   co-defendant.s  In   the  suit.

REAPPORTIONMENT. 

After  quoting  a  recent  article  from  these  columns  con- 
cerning the  need  of  a  legislative  reapportionment  that 
will  give  Northern  Minnesota  a  justly  proportionate  rep- 
resentation in  the  state  legislature,  the  Rochester  Bulletin 
says;  "So  far  as  the  decrease  in  population  in  Southern 
Minnesota  spoken  of  by  The  Herald  is  concerned,  there 
is  a  big  chance  for  a  mistake.  It  may  be  true  of  a  single 
county,  as  instanced — Fillmore  county — but  it  is  not  true 
of  the  .-southern  part  of  the  state  as  a  whole.  The  per 
cent  of  gain  in  population  is  no  doubt  in  favor  of  the 
northern  part  of  the  state,  and  justice  may  demand  a  re- 
apportionment, but  we  do  not  believe  that  such  reappor- 
tionment would  lessen  the  representation  from  Southern 
Minnesota  as  suggested  by  The  Herald's  article." 

The  Rochester  paper  is  in  error  in  two  respects.  In 
the  lir^t  place,  if  "justice  demands  a  reapportionment," 
as  the  Dulletin  rather  grudgingly  admits,  Northern  Min- 
nesota, with  its  larger  increase  in  population,  would  cer- 
tainly g:\in  from  the  reapportionment.  If  Northern  Min- 
nesota gained.  Southern  Minnesota  would  have  to  lose, 
unless  the  membership  of  the  legislature  is  greatly  in- 
creased, which  is  not  desirable  since  both  branches  are 
now  very  much  larger  than  the  average  througliout  the 
country,  and  are  quite  as  large  as  is  necessary.  There- 
fore if  Northern  Minnesota  gained  by  a  reapportionment, 
some  part  of  the  state  would  lose;  and  it  would  have  to 
be  that  part  of  the  state  where  in  many  instances  a 
representative  is  elected  by  8,000  or  10.000  people,  while 
ir  the  northern  part  of  the  state  there  are  several  in- 
stances where  members  are  elected  by  50,000  to  60,000 
people. 

It   is   not   true  that    Southern    Minnesota   as   a   whole 
has  decreased  in  population  since  the  last  apportionment, 
and   The    Herald    did   not    say   so.      But    it    is    true    that 
more  than  one  county  in  Southern  Minnesota  decreased 
In   the  decade   from   1895  to   1905,  between   the  last   two 
state  censuses.     In  fact,  nine  counties  showed  decreases, 
as  follow.^:     Houston,  Winona,  La  Sueur,  Fillmore.  Rice, 
Blue  Earth.  Waseca,  Goodhue  and  Sibley.     Nine  counties 
in  Soutliern    Minnesota,  including  the  one  in  which  the 
Rochester  paper  is  published,  showed  gains  of  less  than 
5  per  cent,  as  follows:     Nicollet,  Mower,  Faribault,  Mc- 
Leod.    Carver,    Wabasha,    Olmsted,    Dodge    and    Scott. 
These    eighteen    counties    have    the    same   representation 
that    they   had  in    1889.   the   only   reapportionment    since 
that  time  consisting  simply  of  adding  new  members  to 
both  houses.    The  same  thing  is  true  of  Steele,  Freeborn 
and  Dakota  counties,  which  increa,«ed  between  1895  and 
1905  only  5  to  10  per  cent;  and  of  Brown,  Rock.  Waton- 
wan, Jackson  and  Cottonwood  counties,  which  increased 
10  to  25  per  cent. 

On  the  other  hand  Northern  Minnesota  counties  that 
have  increased  50  to  1406  per  cent  between  1895  and  19<15, 
and  from  50  to  3434  per  cent  between  1900  and  1905,  still 
have  the  same  representation  that  they  had  before  these 
Increases  were  registered;  which  is  manifestly  an  injus- 
tice the  righting  of  which  no  portion  of  the  state  should 
oppose  for  a  miiment. 


money  they  might  have  had  the  results  themselves.  The 
Socialist  party,  which  has  no  hope  of  corporation  con- 
tributions, is  plentifully  supplied  with  campaign  money 
because  its  members  contribute  25  cents  apiece  monthly; 
and  Republicans  and  Democrats  could,  if  they  would, 
learn  a  valuable  lesson  from  the  partisanship  of  the 
Socialists. 

But  what  if  it  should  come  about  that  neither  of  the 
two  great  parties  is  able  to  accumulate  a  campaign 
fund?  The  federal  law  explicitly  prohibits  corporation 
contributions  under  heavy  penalties,  and  the  people  have 
not  yet  learned  to  support  their  parties.  What  would 
happen  if  neither  party  received  a  dollar  except  what  the 
candidates  themselves  contributed? 

The  chances  are  that  the  United  States  would  elect  a 
president  just  the  same,  and  that  all  of  the  offices  from 
the  presidency  down  to  poundmaster  would  be  filled. 
There  is  no  reason  to  fear,  either,  that  the  people's  choice 
would  be  any  poorer  when  uninfluenced  by  an  expensive 
campaign  than  it  is  when  the  fight  is  a  contest  as  to 
which  party  can  spend  the  most  money.  Indeed,  the 
chances  are  the  other  way,  for  the  influence  of  large 
campaign  funds  is  likely  to  be  corruptive  rather  than 
beneficial. 

A  certain  amount  of  campaign  expenditure  is  per- 
fectly legitimate.  Speakers,  meetings,  literature  and  ad- 
vertising are  proper,  and  in  a  measure  necessary.  Brass 
bands,  torchlight  parades,  and  other  artificial  methods  of 
spurring  enthusiasm  are  less  necessary,  and  are  rather 
going  out  of  fashion.  But  the  amount  of  money  that  can 
be  spent  in  these  ways  is  limited.  Half  a  million  dollars 
ought  to  provide  all  the  essentials  of  a  campaign  of 
education,  especially  since  the  newspapers,  by  their  free 
discussion  of  the  issues,  by  their  reports  of  public 
speeches  and  by  the  admission  to  their  columns  of  com- 
munications relating  to  the  campaign,  furnish  an  ade- 
quate medium  for  the  spread  of  campaign  education. 

On  the  whole,  it  is  better  to  have  too  little  cam- 
paign money  than  too  much.  It  may  hamper  the  poli- 
ticians to  have  a  scarcity  of  money,  but  it  has  never  yet 
been  shown  that  it  tends  to  cloud  the  people's  minds  or 
to  make  their  choice  more  difficult  or  less  careful.

THE  TWO-CENT  FARE  LAW. 

Several  of  the  smaller  and  less  prosperous  railroads  of 
Northern  Minnesota  have,  as  shown  by  a  local  article  in 
The  Herald  last  night,  gone  back  to  the  old  3-cent  pas- 
senger rate  basis,  after  continuing  for  some  time  upon 
the  2-cent  basis  provided  by  the  famous  2-cent  fare  law 
passed  by  the  last  Minnesota  legislature.  The  larger 
roads  are  still  maintaining  the  lower  rate,  and  it  is  im- 
probable that  any  of  them  will  change  back. 

Properly,  the  legislature  should  have  excepted  such 
roads  as  those  that  have  restored  the  higher  rate  from 
the  operation  of  the  law.  While  2  cents  per  mile  is  an 
ample  rate  in  a  thickly  settled  region  like  Central  and 
Southern  Minnesota,  it  is  probably  too  low  a  rate  for 
new  railroads  engaged  in  opening  up  new  and  sparsely 
settled  territory.  The  legislature  would  have  shown  bet- 
ter faith  in  the  passage  of  this  act  if  it  had  made  provi- 
sion accordingly,  for  it  would  probably  be  easy  for  the 
weaker  roads  to  show  that  the  2-cent  rate  is  confiscatory 
as  to  them. 

However,  the  law  still  stands,  and  in  it  is  a  provision 
that  officers  or  agents  of  railroad  companies  charging 
more  than  2  cents  per  mile  are  liable  to  fines  of  $5,000  or 
imprisonment  in  the  state  penitentiary  for  five  years. 
This  includes  ticket  agents  and  conductors.  However, 
the  companies  that  are  violating  the  law  have  pretty  fair 
assurance  that  these  penalties  will  not  be  visited  upon 
them,  for  by  inference,  though  not  directly,  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  has  ruled  that  the  law  is  un- 
constitutional. It  should  be  amended  into  proper  form 
by  the  next  legislature. 


A  SAD  CONDITION. 

The  mere  statement  that  there  are  more  than  two 
hundred  children  of  school  age  in  Duluth  who  will  be  un- 
able to  attend  school  this  fall  because  they  have  not  suit- 
able clothing  is  enough  to  appeal  to  the  generous  people 
of  Duluth  without  further  argument  or  pleading;  for  the 
fact  itself  is  so  pathetically  eloquent  that  the  response 
to  the  story  published  in  The  Herald  last  evening  should 
be  prompt  and  adeciuate. 

Jean  Fraser,  Bethel  missionary,  has  been  investigating 
the  situation,  and  she  tinds  that  a  larger  number  of  fami- 
lies than  usual  are  in  destitute  circumstances  in  this 
city.  This  is  not  hard  to  understand,  for  the  demand  for 
labor  has  not  been  up  to  the  normal  during  the  past  year, 
and  many  families,  in  Duluth  as  well  as  elsewhere,  have 
been  put  upon  very  short  commons. 

Miss  Fraser  said;  "I  appeal  to  those  who  have  the 
comforts  of  life  to  help  those  who  arc  less  favored. 
School  will  soon  begin,  and  there  are  many  mothers  who 
are  working  hard  to  make  both  ends  meet,  but  who  can- 
not earn  'enough  money  properly  to  clothe  their  children 
and  at  the  same  time  provide  them  with  sufficient  food. 
There  is  plenty  of  good  cast-ofF  clothing  in  the  homes  of 
the  rich  and  well-to-do  in  our  city  to  clothe  every  one 
of  these  poor  children.  I  have  visited  every  one  of  these 
jKJor  families  and  know  them  and  their  wants.  If  this 
cast-off  clothing  can  be  sent  to  the  Bethel,  I  shall  sec 
that  it  goes  to  the  homes  where  it  is  most  needed." 

There  should  be  an  abundant  response  to  this  most 
touching  and  most  timely  appeal. 


CAMPAIGN  FUNDS. 

Both  parties  profess  to  be  experiencing  great  diffi- 
culty in  getting  enough  campaign  money  to  make  the 
figiit  they  wish  to  make  for  their  respective  candidates 
lor  president. 

In  the  past  the  lavish  contributions  of  the  corpora- 
tions have  provided  ample  campaign  funds.  The  Repub- 
lican party,  being  the  party  in  power  and  the  party  most 
to  the  liking  of  special  privilege,  got  the  most  money, 
but  there  were  corporations  which  had  in  mind  the  pos- 
gibiltty  of  Democratic  victory,  and  which  hoped  to  safe- 
guard themselves  by  contributing  to  both  parties.  Both 
parties,  therefore,  have  been  guilty  of  taking  corporation 
contributions;  but  in  reality  it  is  the  people  who  are 
guilty.  if  they  would  take  enough  interest  in  their 
parties  to  contribute  a  dollar  apiece,  both  would  be  amply 
supplied  with  funds  without  calling  upon  the  corpora- 
tions. The  corporations  have  supplied  the  money  and 
have  got   the   results.     If  the  people   had   supplied   the 


MR.  PAYNE'S  TARIFF  ENTHUSIASM. 

Being  honored  with  casual  mention  as  a  possible  Re- 
publican candidate  for  governor  of  New  York,  Congress- 
man Sereno  Elisha  Payne,  Republican  floor  leader  of  the 
national  hon.?e  of  representatives,  crisply  said:  "I  am 
not  and  shall  not  be  a  candidate  for  governor.  My  pres- 
ent ambition  is  to  be  re-elected  to  congress  and  help 
revise  the  tariff." 

We  can  imagine  the  boiling  enthusiasm  with  which 
Mr.  Payne,  the  arch-standpatter  who  is  only  a  little  less 
arch  than  Speaker  Cannon,  contemplates  the  pleasant 
task  of  tariff  revision  which  lies  before  him.  He  is  un- 
doubtedly stimulated  in  his  ambition  by  the  alluring 
phrase  of  the  Republican  platforms  upon  the  principle  of 
protection,  to  the  effect  that  the  tariff  should,  besides 
taking  care  of  the  difference  in  labor  cost  of  production, 
"provide  a  reasonable  profit  to  the  manufacturer."  That 
phrase,  indeed,  is  very  much  more  alluring  to  the  stand-, 
patter  than  it  is  to  the  humble  citizen  crying  for  real 
relief  from  the  exactions  of  the  tariff  robbery. 

Mr.  Payne  is  crazy  to  get  back  to  congress  to  help 
revise  the  tariff;  so  is  Mr.  Cannon  of  Illinois;  so  is  Mr. 
Dalzell  of  Pennsylvania;  so  is  Mr.  Tawney  of  Minnesota. 
And  Senator  Aldrich  of  Rhode  Island  is  going  to  be 
there,  too,  because  his  term  does  not  expire;  and  Mr. 
McCleary  of  Minnesota  is  trying  for  a  re-election  after 
one  idle  term  during  which  a  Democrat  who  does  not 
believe  in  tariff  thievery  has  occupied  his  place. 

But  whatever  else  is  the  outcome  of  the  election,  we 
hope  that  not  a  single  one  of  these  anxious  tariff  revision- 
ists gets  back  to  have  a  finger  in  the  pie.  It  would  help 
most  if  Speaker  Cannon  failed  to  get  back,  though  he 
will  probably  be  elected  representative,  and  if  he  is  put 
out  of  power  it  must  be  through  the  election  of  a  house 
ci>mposod  of  enough  independent  Republicans  to  vote 
him  down  and  put  a  fair  man  in  his  place;  or,  failing  in 
that,  through  the  electi<in  of  a  Democratic  house  that 
will  do  what  the  Republican  house  has  not  yet  dared 
to  do:  restore  that  body  to  its  old  position  as  a  popular 
forum  in  which  the  people's  interests  are  not  crowded 
out  of  the  field  by  the  more  powerful  interests  of  special 
privilege. 

The  idea  of  Payne.  Cannon,  Dalzell,  McCleary  and 
the  rest  returning  to  congress  to  help  revise  the  tariff  is 
sinister  and  menacing.  If  they  arc  as  powerful  in  the 
next  house  as  they  are  in  the  present  one.  it  means  that 
tariff  revision  "by  the  friends  of  the  tariff"  will  be  the 
gloomiest  and  most  expensive  joke  ever  perpetrated  upon 
the  American  people. 

Let's  hope  that  it  will  not  turn  out  that  way.  Let's 
hope  that  these  men  will  either  be  defeated  or  turned  out 
of  power  by  a  new  force  in  congress.  It  matters  not  a 
whit  to  the  people  whether  that  force  is  composed  of 
anti-Cannon  and  anti-standpat  and  anti-selfish  privilege 
Republicans,  or  of  Democrats.  The  main  thing  is  to 
have  a  house  cleaning,  and  to  bring  about  the  re-estab- 
lishment of  the  old-time  prestige  of  the  house  as  an  inde- 
pendent and  unshackled  forum. 


Legislative  reapportionment  is  another  "square  deal' 
which  Minnesota  owes  to  Northern  Minnesota. 


The  nation  will  have  to  pardon  Minnesota  if  it  docs 
not  give  proper  heed  to  national  politics  until  after  the 
primary  election  is  out  of  the  way.

Calumet,  Mich.,  News  (R<'p. ):  Gov 
ernor  Johnson  of  Minnesota  has  accept- 
ed tiic  nomination  tendered  him  by  the 
Democrats  of  that  state  for  a  third 
term.  Tiiere  are  two  good  reasons  for 
his  accept.ince.  One  is  that  his  can- 
didacy will  add  strength  to  the  Demo- 
cratic national  ticket,  a  fact  which 
Governor  Johnson  realizes  as  well  as 
any  one  else,  and  the  other  that  the 
people  of  Minnesota  want  Johnson.  It 
is  not  often  that  a  man  who  has  .s'erved 
two  terms  as  governor  Is  tendered  a  re- 
nomination  In  the  manner  Johnson  was. 
The  delegates  were  a  unit  for  his  can- 
didacy, county  after  county  having 
been  Instructed  for  him.  and  no  clearer 
case  of  a  spontaneous  expression  of 
the  popular  wishes  has  ever  been  re- 
corded in  a  political  convention.  John- 
son did  not  want  to  run  again  and  ex- 
pressed himself  emphatically  on  that 
point  but  under  the  circumstances  he 
could  not  refuse.  Quite  a  contrast  to 
the  situation  In  Michigan,  where  Gov- 
ernor Warner  desires  and  Is  fighting 
for  renomlnation  for  a  third  term  and 
the  Republicans  have  two  other  candi- 
dates up  against  him.  In  Minnesota 
there  is  no  question  how  the  Demo- 
crats, Independent  voters  and  many  Re- 
publicans feel  about  Johnson,  but  in 
Michigan  there  Is  pronounced  opposi- 
tion to  Warner,  so  much  so  that  it  Is 
extremely  doubtful  If  he  will  be  re- 
named.

Alton  B.  Parker  reached  Duluth  last 
night,  returning  from  a  vacation  trip 
sptint  In  California,  the  Yoseinite  val- 
ley, the  big  tree  country,  Washington, 
Wyoming  and  Oregon.  In  a  good  i)art 
of  tliia  territory  Judge  Parker  deliv- 
ered speeches  for  tlie  Deniociatlc  party. 
Many  of  the  speecliea  were  of  an  Im- 
priiniptu  nature.  But  everywhere  .ludge 
Parker  says  that  democratic  sentiment 
is  alive,  keen  and  confident  that  victory 
Is  C'nnlng  to  the  Democratic  iriiandards.

H.  Halvorson  of  Herman  town.  Mrs. 
Muellt^r  mad-.'  the  motion  to  have  the 
later  will  set  aside  on  the  ground  that 
undue  influence  was  brought  to  bear 
on  Mr.  Vouyth  when  he  made  it.  She 
claimed  that  she  cared  for  him  for 
eight  years  and  received  no  compensa- 
tion, but  that  he  promised  to  remember 
her  in  his  will*  .shortly  before  he 
died,  ahe  sai<i,  he  moved  to  Herman- 
town  and  became  a  neighbor  of  the 
Halvorsens  and  she  claims  that  Mrs. 
Halvorsen  induced  him  to  draw  up  the 
later  will.

Goule   evidently  followed   them. 

A  little  boy.  4  or  5  years  old,  wa.s 
silting  in  a  swing  on  the  Island,  when 
lie  saw  the  Italian  come  up  behind  the 
two  men.  The  boy  saw  tlie  man  take  a 
revolver,  ernuch  down  with  his  back 
to  the  others  and  load  the  weapon. 
Then  tho  boy  became  frightened  and 
hid  behind  a  tree.  Peeping  out  he  saw 
the  Italian  come  up  in  front  of  the 
two  strangers,  heard  him  demand 
money,  and  say  he  would  kill  them. 
Tlien  he  fired  five  shots.  The  two  men 
fell,  and  the  would-be  murderer  ran 
east  across  the  island  and  disappeared 
under  the  footbridge.

One  of  the  charges  alleged  mis- 
conduct on  the  part  of  the  district 
attorney  in  shaking  dice  In  restau- 
rants in  New  Uork  city.  On  this 
charge,  the  commissioner  say.s  that 
although  the  act  Itself  is  not  criminal, 
permitting  it  on  part  of  the  per.'^on 
licensed,  tliat  is  the  proprietor  of  the 
restaurant,  is  a  crime.  The  commis- 
sioner holds  that  there  was  no  evi- 
dence that  the  proprietor  knew  that 
the  act  was  committed  ami  that  to 
hold  him  criminally  liable  would  be 
an  absurd  perversion  of  the  object  of 
the  law  and  straining  of  its  language. 
In  his  general  conclusions.  Commis- 
sioner  Hand   says,   in   part: 

"WTiat  information  this  committee 
may  chtim  to  have  as  to  the  conduct 
J  of  the  <listrlct  attorney,  upon  which 
they  have  a.<sumed  to  make  the.se  s'-ri- 
ou.''  charges  of  improper  motive,  ab- 
ject veneration  of  mere  money,  and 
the  povse.'5.'5or  of  money,  neglect  of 
duty,  oftlcial  miscondmt.  con.^pirlng 
with  criminals,  throttling  prosecutions 
and  defeating  justice,  wc  can  only  infer 
from  the  fact  that  its  chairman  nnd 
secretary  concede  their  utter  Ignor- 
ance and  seem  to  have  signed  such 
charge.s  as  the  counsel  saw  fit  to  pre- 
pare without  real  knowledge  even  of 
the  contents  of  such  charges,  and  in 
absolute  Ignorance  as  to  their  truth 
or  falsehood,  and  the  counsel  himself 
is  forced  to  admit  that  he  had  no 
greater  linowledge  or  informath)n  than 
they. 

Governor  Hughes  will  examine  the 
testimony  and  Commissioner  Hand's 
report  before  taking  any  action.

Speech    By    Kern. 

Candidate  Kern  spoke  in  part  as 
fullows: 

It  is  pleasing  to  me  to  be  associated 
in  this  campaign  with  the  dlstlngul.=:hed 
gentleman  to  whom  the  standard  of  the 
party  has  been  committed.  For  years 
we  have  been  friends.  I  recognize  in 
him  a  man  of  Bi)otless  character  and 
high  Ideals,  always  actuated  by  patri- 
otic motives  and  an  earnest  desire  to 
promote  the  welfare,  the  honor,  and  the 
glory  of  his  country.  He  became  your 
candidate  because  his  nomination  was 
demanded  by  the  rank  and  file  of  the 
party,  wlilch  demand  was  emphasized 
by    a   popular    movement   In   hla    favor. 


The  Paper  Trust. 

Will  any  intelligent  man  claim  that 
there  Is  or  has  Iieen  any  substantial  di- 
versity of  opinion  in  this  country  on 
the  <iuestion  as  to  whether  the  tariff 
duty  on  wood  pulp  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  paper  should  be  reduced  or 
removed?  In  this  case  the  tariff  tax 
operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  pajier 
trust  alone,  allowing  tiiat  combine  to 
levy  millions  of  tribute  e.ich  year  upon 
the  newsp.ipers  of  tiie  country  and 
their  re.'iders.  The  press  of  the  country, 
without  regard  to  party  united  In  de- 
manding relief.  The  people  of  the  re- 
public unanimously  seconded  the  de- 
mand. T!  e  pre.sldent  of  the  United 
States  threw  the  infiuence  of  his  great 
office  in  favor  of  the  demand  of  the 
pre.ss  and  the  p(>ople.  But  all  without 
avail.  Tlie  dojuinant  forces  within  the 
Republican  party  had  established  In 
the  U>wer  house  of  congress  a  parlia- 
mentary condition,  in  the  Interest  of

(»n  Feb.  4,  1902,  Congressman  Bab- 
cock of  Wisconsin,  then  d. airman  of 
the  Repulilii-an  congressional  commit- 
tee, in  speaking  of  a  hill  he  had  Intro- 
duced to  reduce  the  tariff  on  iron  and 
steel,  and  after  showing  conclusively 
that  the  interests  of  farmers,  la'uorers. 
builders,  and  other  classes  would  be 
conserved  by  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
said: 

"I  am  going  to  push  the  bill  to  re- 
vise the  tariff  at  every  possible  oppor- 
tunity. If  it  goes  before  the  house  It 
will  pa.'^s  bv  three  to  one." 

Strnugled  by  the  Siiraker. 
But  under  the  rules  of  the  house, 
the  friends  of  this  bill  were  unable 
to  get  It  before  that  body.  Three- 
fourths  of  the  representatives  of  the 
peoide  In  that  branch  of  congress  were 
even  without  pov.er  to  free  them- 
selves from  the  "strangle  hold"  under 
which  this  modernized  system  of  popu- 
lar government,  devised  by  the  present 
Republican  leadership,  the  speaker  has 
upon  the  American  public.  This  power 
to  subvert  the  popular  will  Is  exerted 
by  this  Republican  leadership  In  many 
ways,  notably  in  the  appointment  by 
the  speaker  of  the  house  of  commit- 
tees which  are  in  many  Instances  so 
consituted  as  to  quittly  kill  in  the 
committee  room  measures  designed  for 
the  relief  of  the  people.  To  illustrate, 
perm.it  me  to  quote  from  a  petition 
presented  to  congress  by  the  great  la- 
bor leaders  of  this  country,  constitut- 
ing the  executive  council  of  the  Ameri- 
can  Federation    of   Labor: 

"The  coinittee  on  labor  of  the  bouse 
of  representatives  was  Instituted  at  the 
demand  of  labor  to  voice  Its  senti- 
ments, to  advocate  its  rights,  and  to 
protect    its    interests.

speaker  to  appoint  on  the  committee 
of  labor  members  who  from  their  ex- 
perience, knowledge  and  sympathy 
would  render  In  this  congress  such 
service  as  the  committee  was  orlginal- 
Iv  designed  to  perform.  Not  only  was 
labor's  re<|uest  Ignored,  but  the  hostile 
makt^up  of  the  committee  was  ac- 
centuated." 

Hon.  L.  White  Busby  is  the  private 
seeretarv  of  Speaker  Cannon.  In  a 
magazine  article,  discussing  the  pow- 
ers of  the  speaker.  .Mr.  Bushy  relates 
the  circumstances  of  a  bill  having 
been  prepared  and  three-fourths  of  the 
members  of  the  house  having  signed  a 
requtst  to  the  speaker  asking  that 
the  rules  committee,  of  which  he  is 
chairman,  bring  in  a  special  rule  for 
the  consideration  of  the  bill.

"As  a  final  stroke,  the  chairman 
said,  "Then,  Mr.  Speaker,  this  bill  Is  to 
fall  by  the  will  of  one  man  who  Is  in 
the  chair  by  our  votes.  We  have  no 
redress  from  this  one  man  power.*  'Yes, 
you  have,'  replied,  the  speaker,  'you 
have  a  way  It*  pass  your  bill.  You 
placed  me  in  the  ohair  to  shoulder  the 
responsibility  Of  the  legislation  here 
enacted.  In  my  view  1  carmot  assume 
the  responsibility  for  this  bill.  You  can 
elect  a  new  speaker  today  and  pass 
your  bill,  If  you  can  find  one  who  will 
accept  that  responsibility,  but  If  you 
leave  me  in  tlie  chair  that  bill  will 
not    become    a    lav..'  " 

\%'ha<  Cnnnon  Said  . 

The  genial  and  accomplished  speaker 
had  spoken  for  himself  on  tliis  subject. 
In  an  interview  printed  on  August  20, 
in  the  St.  Louis  Globe  Democrat,  a  stal- 
wart rtepubllcan  newspaper,  he  points 
out  the  only  remedy  left  to  the  people 
other  than  that  of  the  ballot  box,  for 
the  wrongs  complained  of.  The  Inter- 
viewer said : 

"Mr.  Speaker,  you  are  also  called  a 
czar,  and  an  element  of  the  public 
press  holds  you  up  as  the  one  all 
powerful  Influence  in  the  house,  who 
thwarts  the  will  of  the  people,  and 
arbitrarily  decides  what  legislation 
shall  be  considered  and  passed  in  the 
great  popular  branch  of  the  national 
congress." 

Mr.  Cannon  replied  as  follows: 

"Under  the  Constitution  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  the  house  of  representatives 
organizes  itself,  and  any  member  of 
the  house  of  any  party  or  no  party,  on 
any  day,  at  any  time,  can  halt  any 
business  before  the  house,  and  as  a 
que.?itlon  of  high^-st  privilege  offer  a 
resolution  and  secure  a  vote  on  It  to 
displace  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives  and  put  some  other 
member  In  hU  place." 


In  other  words,  the  remedy 
Is  to  disgrace,  and  destroy 
one  of  the  highest  officers  In 
the  government — to  cast  him 
figuratively  from  a  political 
Tarpeau  Rock,  to  be  erected 
by  the  members  with  his  con- 
sent,   for    that    purpose. 


I  have  suggested  the  other  way  by 
which  American  voters  can  regain 
their  right  to  self  government,  and 
that  is  by  the  asserthm  of  their  man- 
hood on  election  day,  by  rebuking  with 
their  ballots  the  party  which  has 
brought  about  such  an  intolerable  con- 
dition.

Measure  alter  measure,  scores  of 
them,  favortd  by  the  people  of  all 
parlies,  in  many  Instances  advocated 
strenuously  by  the  preslde;it,  either 
failed  of  passage,  or  were  so  emasscu- 
lated  by  amendment  as  to  utterly  fall 
to  reglsttr  the  poiuilar  will.

The  question  •Shall  the  people  rule" 
Is  the  one  which  demands  the  serious 
and  earnest  consideration  of  all  men 
who  are  interested  in  the  perpetuation 
of  our  Institutions.  11  must  be  fft>piir- 
ent  to  all  who  have  followed  the  course 
<,f  legislation  during  the  past  few 
years  that  there  is  a  power  within  the 
Republican  party  determined  that  the 
people  shall  not  rule.  That  power  has 
manifested  itself  whenever  effort  has 
been  made  to  check  the  destructive 
work  of  unlawful  combination,  reduce 
the  oppressive  tariff  tax,  or  enact  any 
legislation  looking  towards  the  equali- 
zation or  lightening  of  the  burdens 
resting   upon    the   people. 

Gentlemen,  we  enter  upon  this  cam- 
aign  with  every  prospect  of  success,

impossible  for  a  private  monopoly  to 
exist   In    the  United   States. 

The  Democratic  party  does  not  con- 
tent Itself  with  a  definition  of  the 
wrong  or  with  a  denunciation  of  it. 

The 
first  is  a  law  preventing  a  duplication 
of  directors  among  competing  corpora- 
tions.

The  second  remedy  is  a  license  sys- 
tem, which  will,  without  abridging  the 
right  of  each  state  to  create  corpora- 
tions, or  Its  right  to  regulate  as  it  will 
foreign  corporations  doing  business 
within  its  limits,  make  it  necessary 
for  a  manufacturing  or  trading  cor- 
poration engaged  In  interstate  com- 
merce to  take  cut  a  federal  license  be- 
fore it  shall  be  permitted  to  control 
as  much  as  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
product  in  which  it  deals,  the  license 
to  protect  the  public  from  the  watered 
stock  and  to  prohibit  the  control  by 
such  corporation  of  more  than  50 
per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  any 
product  consumed  in  the  United  States, 
Mr.  Bryan  discussed  the  remedy  at 
length,  contending  that  it  Is  simple, 
complete   and    easily    enforced. 

The  Democratic  party  Is  the  defen- 
der of  competion  and  the  only  great 
party  which  is  seeking  to  restt>re  com- 
petion. Mr.  Taft  has.  In  the  discussion 
of  tills  question,  employed  harsh  wfuds 
Instead  of  argument.  The  word  •So- 
cialistic" Is  hurled  at  the  Democratic 
party  and  the  Democratic  platform. 
Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact.  It  Is  Mr. 
Tafi's  party  and  not  the  Democratic 
partv  which  has  gfven  encouragement 
to  Socialism.  While  professing  to  ab- 
hor Socialism,  the  Republican  party 
has  gone  half  way  toward  Socialism 
In  indorsing  its  fundamental  principle. 
The  Socialist  bases  his  contention  on 
the  theory  that  competition  is  bad,  and 
that  an  economic  advance  Is  to  be 
found  in  monopoly.  The  Socialist, 
however  wants  the  public  to  have  the 
benefit  of  the  monopoly  and,  there- 
fore, favors  government  ownership 
and  operation  of  all  the  means  of  pro- 
duction    and    distribution. 

The  Republican  party  has  gene  al- 
most as  far  as  the  Socialist  party  in 
the  economic  defense  of  the  monopoly, 
but  It  permits  the  benefits  of  monopoly 
to  be  enjoyed  by  a  comparativtly  few 
men.  who  have  secured  a  dominant  in- 
fluence   in    the    government. 

Kpiiiedlal  l.t'fcli«lo«loii   .Needed. 
The  icepublkan   leaders  have  been   In 
the  habit  of  sneering  at  the  S;)Ciallsts, 
while   blindlv    indifferent   to   the   causes 
that  have  contributed  to  the  growth  of 
Socialism.      The     Democrats    recognize 
that  Socialists   are   honestly   seeking  a 
remedy    for    the    "known    abuses      ad- 
mitted   by    Sec-etary    Taft.      Dc^mocrats

When  the  last  of  the  coaches  was 
reached,  both  men  were  ordered  back 
to  their  rig  and  the  drivers  ordered  to 
move  on.  M.  L.  W'alker,  an  Omaha 
banker,  had  $10,000  in  drafts  in  his 
pocket  book  and  tried  to  conceal  this 
under  the  seat.  The  rob1>er  saw  him 
and  ordered  him  to  bring  it  forward. 
Mr.  Walker  asked  for  his  drafts  and 
transportation  back,  but  they  were 
contemptuously  thrown  into  the  buslics 
with  the  remark  that  he  would  not 
have  done  so.  if  he  had  not  tried  to 
hide   his    money.

A  discussion  of  whether  or  not  the 
Du  Pont  Powder  company  should  be  al- 
lowed to  maintain  a  powderhouse  on 
the  old  Pike  Lake  road,  within  le.s.s 
than  a  mile  ol"  the  city  limlt.s,  took  up 
con.siderable  time  ol  the  council  meet- 
ing last  night.  Ko  definite  action  was 
taken,  but  it  seemed  to  be  the  general 
opinion  that  the  request  of  tiie  com- 
pany  .sliould   be   granted. 

A  special  committee  of  aldermen 
visited  the  site  recently,  and  In  a  ver- 
lial  report  la.«t  evening  it  was  evident 
iliat  the  majority  of  members  rather 
favored  the  project,  aUlu>ugli  they  did 
not  exactly  recommend  that  tiie  rc- 
(luesl  be  granted.  It  seemed  to  be 
agreed  that  there  would  be  kicks,  no 
matter  where  the  house  was  located, 
and  that  the  site  proposed  was  as  iso- 
lated as  any  that  could  be  chosen,  and 
at  tlie  sam(!  time  lie  easily  acces.sible. 
All  were  agreed  that  the  liouse  was  a 
necssity. 

.Samuel  H.  Irvine,  a  resident  of  Pine 
Grove,  near  where  the  house  is  to  be 
lo<ated,  entered  a  strong  protest 
at:;ainst  the  granting  of  tlie  request. 
He  .-:iid  all  the  settlers  in  the  neigli/- 
l)orhoud  were  strongly  against  it. 
and  expressed  the  ftui  that  a  stray 
huUet  from  a  hunter's  rifle  might  ex- 
plode the  dynamite  and  cause  a  great 
loss  of  life  and  property.  It  was 
."hown,  however,  that  the  nearest  hou«e 
was  1,300  feet  from  tlie  storehouse, 
and  the  jjovvder  company  claims  thai, 
there  is  no  ui.stam  e  on  reeunl  wliere 
an  explosion  of  dynamite  04-  powder, 
no  matter  how  great,  had  done  dam- 
age outside  a  radlixs  of  ."iOO  feet.  It  was 
further  pointed  out  that  on  three  sides 
of  the  storehouse  there  are  liiUs, 
while  the  fourth  is  protected  by  a 
forest.

The  committee  on  city  property  re- 
I)orted  favorably  on  tlie  proposition 
made  to  the  council  some  time  ago  by 
John  A.  Stephenson,  to  rent  a  floor  in 
a  building  to  be  erected  next  the  police 
station  for  municipal  court  purposes. 
Tlie  present  quarters  of  the  court  are 
inadequate  and  insanitary.  Mr.  Ste- 
phenson agrees  to  lease  the  quarters 
tor  a  period  of  ten  years,  witli  the 
privilege  reserved  by  the  city  to  can- 
cel the  lease  on  six  months'  notice.  The 
city  attorney  was  instructed  to  nego- 
tiate  with   Mr.  Stephenson   in  regard  to 

tlie  amount  of  rental  to  be  charged.

A  communication  was  received  ask- 
ing that  tiie  city  take  steps  to  rei)air 
the  Swan  Lake  road  Inside  the  city 
limit.'?.  The  road  runs  for  five  miles  in 
the  limits  o  fthe  city,  and  the  claim 
Is  made  that  this  road  is  used  more 
than  any  other  leading  out  of  the  city. 
The  communication  stated  that  from 
Palmetto  street  to  the  city  limits,  a 
distance  of  one  and  a  lialf  miles,  the 
road  needs  ditching  and  general  re- 
pairs, and  that  when  tliese  were  com- 
pleted it  would  be  in  good  condition 
for  its  whole  length.     The  petition  was

The  public  affairs 
committee  recommended  tliat  the  com- 
j)aiiy  be  allowed  an  hideflnite  stay  of 
time  to  make  lnipro\ements  in  the  way 
of  putting  Its  Duluth  wires  in  under- 
ground conduits.

We  didn't  get  to  a  discussion  of  his 
plans  until  very  late — nearly  midnight. 
Vor  the  first  time  in  my  experience  of 
ireetlng  liim  tPresldent  Roosevelt)  ho 
seemed  tired.  He  said  several  times: 
"Well,  I'm  through  now  I've  done 
my  work.  "  His  chief  Idea  seemed  to  be 
that  lie  wanted  to  get  away — out  of  the 
country,  "i  want  to  get  away  so  that 
when  the  new  administration  comes  In 
my  opinion  will  not  be  asked,  nor  my 
advice  sought.  If  I  talk,  people  will 
say  that  I  am  Interfering  where  I  liavo 
no  right  to  interfere.  If  1  refuse  to 
talk,  they  will  say  that  my  silence  Is 
dis.tpproval.  The  best  thing  I  can  do 
is  to  go  entirely  away  for  a  year  or 
more — out  of  reach  of  everything  liere; 
and  that  Is  what  I  am  going  to  do."  He 
said  It  was  tlie  last  thing  he  would 
care  to  do;  to  repeat  Graii't  adventure. 
He  had  had  enough  of  public  affairs; 
he  wanted  to  be  alone  and  QuIet. 
To  4i<>t   Ai-uuaiuted  With  Kermlt. 

He  said  he  would  like  to  meet  Will- 
iam of  Germany  If  he  could  do  It  man 
to  man.  but  he  could  not  think  of  at- 
tempting the  ceremonies  incidental  to 
a  formal  meeting.  The  thing  that  at- 
tracted him  most  in  lOurope  was  tlie 
Invitations  of  the  king  of  Italy  and 
the  emperor  of  Austria  to  go  hunting 
with  tliem.  He  said  he  would  like  to 
see  how  tiiey  did  it  in  the  old  coun- 
tries of  Europe,  but  he  felt  that  he 
could  not  do  tiiis  without  attracting  too 
much  attention.  He  had  concluded, 
therefore,  to  go  to  the  wilds  of  Africa, 
a  thing  he  had  really  long  wanted  to 
do,  and  to  hunt  big  gnme.  He  would 
sail  as  s(jon  after  March  4  as  possi- 
ble,   going    from    here    to    Italy,    there

LiOukinK  Abpad  to  Future  Rieelionfi. 

I  have  never  seen  tiini  In  a  more 
human  mood;  nor  liave  I  ever  been 
more  impressed  witii  ills  bigne.ss  and 
breadth.  Once  when  he  said,  "Well, 
I'm  througli,"  I  suggested  that  the  peo- 
ple might  not  be  througli  witli  him, 
that  four  years  hence  they  might  lie 
clamoring  for  him  more  Insistently 
than  they  are  today. 

"No,"  he  said,  with  a  curious  finality, 
a  sort  of  sadness,  a  note  whieli  I  never 
before  heard  him  strike,  "revolutions 
don't  go  backwards.  New  Issues  are 
coming  up.  I  see  them.  People  are  go- 
ing to  discuss  economic  questions  more 
and  more;  the  tarlflf,  currency,  banks. 
They  are  hard  questions,  and  I  am  not 
deeply  Interested  in  them;  my  prob- 
lems are  moral  problems,  and  my  teach- 
ing has  been  plain  morality." 

He  is  certainly  a  very  extraordinary 
character — about  the  greatest  of  our 
time.  He  has  the  curious  flashes  of 
genius,  in  which  he  sees  liimself  truly 
— more  truly  than  anyone  else  does. 
And  I  believe  more  than  ever  before 
that  he  put  aside  a  third-term  nomina- 
tion, which  he  could  have  had  at  the 
turn  of  his  hand,  from  the  highest  con- 
ception of  his  moral  obligations.  I 
know,  from  my  talk  with  him  last 
winter,  that  he  was  temiited  almost  to 
the  point  of  yielding,  that  the  pressure 
had  been  tremendous  (far  more  than 
any  ordinary  man  could  have  resisted), 
but  that  lie  lias  asked  himself  .simply, 
"What  Is  right  in  tliis  matter?" — and 
the  thing  he  thought  right  he  lias 
done. 


WIVES  ASK  DIVORCE. 

Josephine  Johnson  Alleges  Cruelty 
and  Marie  Mason,  Desertion. 

Tliat  drink  broke  up  a  happy  liome 
is  the  claim  made  by  Josephine  John- 
son, who  filed  suit  for  divorce  against 
her  husband,  Fred  Johnson,  In  district 
court  yesterday.  They  were  married 
Jan.  6,  1900,  she  says,  and  at  the  time, 
Johnson  was  sober  and  industrious. 
Shortly  after  their  marriage,  she 
claims,  he  began  to  drink  ami  has  since 
treated  her  cruelly.  A  little  over  a 
year  ago,  she  says,  he  went  to  Canada 
and  remained  a\vay  seven  months.  Fur- 
ther abuse  is  alleged  on  his  return. 
He  is  at  present  in  Seattle  and  tlie 
two  children,  which  were  born  to  them, 
are  in   her  cliarge. 

Catherine  Marie  Mason,  aged  20 
years,  filed  suit  for  divorce  yesterday 
against  her  husband,  Charles  Morris 
Mason,  24  years  old.  They  were  mar- 
ried in  Superior,  March  28,  1907,  and 
she  alleges  he  deserted  her  May  1,  1907. 
She  wants  an  absolute  divorce  and  the 
right  to  resume  her  maiden  name, 
Catherine   Marie   Mealey.

Million. 

The  Consolidated  Elevator  company's 
new  grain  warehouse  on  Rice's  Point, 
to  replace  Elevator  D,  which  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  will  be  erected  by  the 
Barnett  &  Record  company,  the  con- 
tract having  already  been  let.  The 
structure  will  cost  something  like  $500,- 
000  and  concrete  and  tile  will  be  the 
materials   used. 

The  new  elevator  will  have  a  storage 

capacity  of  1,400,000  bushels,  which  is 
400.000  bustiels  greater  tl:aii  the  capa- 
city of  tlie  burned  huilditig.

The  contracts  call  for  the  completion 
of  tlie  working  house  by  June  1,  1909, 
and  the  entire  plant  will  be  in  readiness 
by  Aug.  1.  Tiie  work  of  clearing  away 
the  ruins  of  the  old  building  has  start- 
ed, and  tlie  construction  of  tlie  plant 
will  furnish  employment  to  many  men 
from  now  on. 

The  plant  will  be  entirely  fire-proof, 
and  is  to  i>e  one  of  the  finest  grain  stor- 
age places  in  tlie  country. 

MAXIM'S  GUN  SILENCER

"Our  fathers  struggled  for  this, 
and  their  fathers  struggled  centuries 
before  them.

THE  FILM  MISTERY. 

J.  J.  Fiey  Has  More  Than  His  Share 
of  Troubles  With  Moving  Pictures. 

Suit  was  startea  yesterday  In  the 
district  court  by  Cnlrles  Ellison,  one 
of  the  proprietors  at  liio  Elco  theater, 
against  John  J.  Fri^Jfor  $500.  Elli- 
son claims  that  on  May  21,  1908,  he 
borrowed  fl5  from  Mr.  Frey,  giving  as 
security  some  moving  picture  nlms. 
which  he  alleges  were  valued  at  JjOO. 
He  further  claims  that  he  attempted 
to  pav  back  the  money  to  Mr.  Frey  on 
June  16,  but  that  Mr.  Frey  retused  to 
accept  money  In  payment,  and  kept  the 
Hlms.  Ellison  is  suing  to  recover  the 
cost    of    the    ttlms. 

According  to  J.  J.  Frey,  the  suit  Is 
a  piece  of  trickery  that  he  himself 
does  not  understand. 

Mr.  Frey  states  that  Ellison  came  to 
him  and  borrowed  $15,  leaving  with 
him  some  moving  picture  films  as 
security.  I.«.ter  Ellison  gave  up  the 
Elco  and  left  for  llie  range,  but  before 
doing  so  he  came  and  paid  Mr.  Frey 
$5  on  what  he  owed  him.  Later  Mrs. 
i:iIison  called  on  iilm,  asking  that  the 
til  ins  be  sent  to  the  range  town  where 
her  husband  was  in  the  show  business, 
and  promised  that  the  remaining  $10 
would  be  forthcoming.  Mr.  Frey  re- 
fused to  do  this,  unless  he  received  the 
money  owed  him.  She  then  said  that 
she  intended  to  go  to  the  range  her- 
self In  a  few  days,  and  before  she  went 
would  bring  him  the  money  or  send  It, 
and    get    the    films. 

in  a  few  days  a  man  came  to  Frey, 
it  is  claimed  by  him,  and  gave  him  $10 
and  an  order  for  the  films.  Frey  gave 
him  the  films.  It  was  not  long  after 
that  that  Ellison  called  up  Frey  and 
asked  him  for  the  films.  Frey  told 
him  wliat  liad  occurred,  and  the  show 
man  threatened  him  with  a  suit  unless 
he  produced  the  Hlms.  Frey  claims 
that  he  was  at  a  loss  to  know  what  It 
was  all  about.  Suit  was  filed  against 
him,  and  he,  of  course,  took  steps  to 
answer   It. 

Shortly  after  that  Weiss,  who  was 
a  partner  of  Ellison  in  the  Elco  the- 
ater, telephoned  Frey  from  Superior. 
He  said  that  he  heard  that  Fi*ey  was 
In  difficulties  with  Ellison,  and  that  he, 
Weiss,  would  do  all  m  his  power  to 
locate  the  missing  films.  The  man 
wlio     had    brought   ,tlie    order    for     the 


ttlms  showed  up  again  and  promised,  If 
Frey  would  pay  him  for  his  trouble, 
he  would  get  the  films  back  for  him, 
as  he  claimed  to  have  a  pretty  good 
Idea  where  they  were.  Frey  claims 
that  he  told  him  that  he  would  only 
give  him  the  $10  which  the  stranger 
liad  originally  paid  him  for  the  moving 
picture  ouifiu  The  man  argued  for 
more,  but  finally  agreed  to  come  to 
Frey  s  terms.  He  brought  Frey  the 
Hlms.  Frey  claims  tliat  he  then  noti- 
fied Ellison  that  he  could  have  his  Hlms 
on  paying  the  remainder  of  what  he 
owed  him,  $10.  But  Ellison  said  that 
he  no  longer  cared  for  the  films,  but 
would  continue  his  suit  against  Frey 
for  a  $600  judgment  Frey  still  has  the 
films  in  liis  possession,  and,  according 
to   his   story,   cannot  return   them.

Chelsea.  Mass.,  Aug.  25. — A  thirty- 
foot  brick  wall,  which  was  being 
erected  for  a  building  on  the  site  of 
one  burned  last  April,  collapsed  today 
and  buried  more  than  a  score  of  work- 
men.

Feminine  beauty,  tears,  entreaties, 
threats,  curses,  and  cash  bribes  all 
failed  to  make  an  impression  on  In- 
spector in  Charge  William  H.  Dean  of 
the  local  United  States  Immigration 
office  yesterday,  and  three  women  of 
doubtful  reputation,  said  to  be  coming 
to  Duluth  to  enter  houses  of  111  fame, 
were  ordered  returned  to  Canada 
the  sti  amship  Huronlc,  the  same 
sel  they  arrived  on. 

Dorothy  Dodd,  Fanny  Williams  and 
Pearl  St.  Engles  were  the  names  given 
bv  the  girls.  Laws  regarding  the 
importation  of  women  for  immoral 
purposes  are  very  strict,  and  when  In- 
spector Dean  found  ground  for  sus- 
picion as  to  the  character  of  the  trio 
in  question,  he  put  them  through  a 
cross  examination  that  soon  forced 
them  to  admit  their  occupation,  and 
the  fact  tliat  they  were  citizens  of 
Canada,  and  not  of  the  United  States. 
It  Is  understood  that  they  were  com- 
ing direct  from  a  disorderly  house  at 
Fort  William  to  a  Duluth  house.  If  it 
could  be  proven  that  any  person  in  Du- 
luth had  contracted  to  give  the  girls  a 
place  at  their  occupation  In  Duluth, 
such  persons  would  be  subject  to  a 
$5,000  fine  and  five  years  imprison- 
ment. 

In  all  his  varied  experience  m  the 
Immigration  service.  Inspector  Dean 
never  saw  such  a  lurid,  startling  dis- 
play of  feminine  wrath  as  was  heaped 
upon  him  yesterday  when  he  told  the 
Canadians  they  would  have  to  go  back 
liome.

Next  some  young  men  entered  In- 
spector Deans  office  and  one  poses  as 
the  husband  of  the  woman  who  was 
"dressed  in  black  silk."  She  had  al- 
ready admitted  that  her  reputation 
was  not  all  that  could  be  desired,  and 
the  man  frankly  admitted  that  she 
spent  a  good  deal  of  her  time  in  a 
house  of  ill  fame.  He  put  up  a  big 
bluff  and  bluster,  but  about  one  mlnu- 
tes  heart  to  heart  talk  with  Inspector 
Dean  was  sufficient  to  take  him  back 
out  of  the  office  witli  an  apology, 
v.earing  a  scared  expression  on  his 
pallid  countenance.

Bull  operations  in  American  Smelt- 
ing advanced  It  2V4  and  helped  the 
balance  of  the  list  to  a  higher  level.

The  rise  In  the  stock  market  made 
further  headway  before  the  announce- 
ment of  the  suspension  of  A.  O.  Brown 
&  Co.  brought  about  a  heavy  selling 
movement  which  carried  trie  leaders 
down  from  1  to  1  i-i  below  the  top 
prices,  with  American  Smelting  react- 
ing 2%.  The  market  was  (juiet  again 
at  2  o'clock  and  was  steadying  at  a 
fractional   rally. 

The  closing  was  heavy.  The  market 
displayed  feverishness  at  Intervals  and 
gradually  worked  lower  on  light  of- 
ferings. St,  Paul  and  the  Harriman 
and  metal  stocks  were  prominent  in 
the  decline.

At  the  primary  election,  Sept.  15,  th« 
new  boundaries  of  the  election  pre- 
cincts of  Duluth  will  be  noted  by  the 
voters  of  the  city  for  the  first  time. 
Several  ciianges  were  made  in  these 
boundaries  by  the  city  council  recent- 
ly. 

The  Colbyvllle  precinct  has  been 
done  away  with  entirely,  and  the  terri- 
tory   comprised    in    it    has    gone    to    the 

Lakeside  precinct  for  the  most  part. 
Tlie  Woodland  precinct  has  been 
changed  to  tlie  fourth  and  fifth  pre- 
cincts of  the  First  ward,  and  the  old 
ttiird  and  fourth  precincts,  east  of 
Eleventh  avenue  east,  have  been 
changed  to  the  tliird,  fifth  and  sixth 
precincts.  Tiie  third  comprises  all  that 
part  of  the  East  end  south  of  Superior 
street;  the  fifth  all  that  part  of  the 
East  end  north  of  Superior  street  and 
East  of  Fifteenth  avenue,  and  the  sixth 
all  that  part  of  the  East  end  north  of 
Superior  street  and  west  of  Fifteenth 
avenue    east. 

In  the  Second  ward,  above  Fourth 
street,  there  have  been  several  changes. 
Ttie  third  and  fi)urth  precincts  have 
been  made  into  the  third,  fourth  and 
filth  precincts.  The  third  takes  In  the 
district  lying  between  Eighth  and  Elev- 
enth streets,  on  the  hillside,  and  the 
fourth  precinct  from  Fifth  to  Eighth 
streets.  Tlie  fifth  extends  from  Third 
to   Fifth  streets. 

The  next  change  is  in  the  Sixth  ward. 
The  two  Garfield  avenue  precincts  have 
been    consolidated   into   one. 

In  the  Eiglith  ward  the  lirst  precinct 
is  the  same  except  for  an  addition  of  a 
tlnee-cornered  piece  south  of  Gran3 
avenue,  west  of  Central  and  north  of 
R.amsey    street.

SEVENTY  CASES 
ARE  CONTINUED 


September  Term  of  Cir- 
cuit Court  Will  Be 
Long  One. 

The  calendar  for  the  September  term 
of  district  court,  which  opens  next 
Tueisday,  Sept.  2,  is  in  process  of 
compilation,  and  it  promises  to  furnish 
an  exceptionally  long  term.  There  were 
210  cases  on  the  calendar  for  llie  May 
term,  and  the  list  for  the  September 
term  will  not  fall  far  short  of  that  A 
number  of  the  cases  promise  to  be 
long  draw^n  out,  and  court  officers  are 
loi.king  forward  to  a  long  session  of 
hard  work. 

Tne  list  of  continued  case.s  Is  heavier 
than  for  a  good  many  terms  past. 
There  are  70  of  them,  45  jury  cases,  16 
court  cases  and  9  divorce  ca.ses.  For 
the  M^y  term  there  were  but  55  con- 
tinued cases,  and  the  number  usually 
falls    below    that    figure. 

The  number  of  tilings  for  the  coming 
term  is  increasing  dally  as  the  limit 
of  time  approaches.  The  criminal 
calendar  will  not  be  exceptionally 
heavy,  and  there  are  no  cases  on  it 
which  will  drag  out  very  far.  but  what 
the  criminal  calendar  lacks  will  be 
made  up  by  the  civil  calendar,  which  is 
iieavy  enough  to  consume  the  time  of 
all  three  judges  for  several   weeks.

ACCUSE  MURGALL 
OF  FOIJL  CRIME 

Alleged  He  Shoved  Joe 

White  Bird  to  Death 

Under  Train. 

Cloquet,  Minn.,  Aug.  25. — (^Special  to 
The  Herald.)  —  If  the  sensational 
cliarges  by  a  couple  of  Chippewa  In- 
dians living  on  the  Fond  du  Lac 
reservation,  near  here,  preferred 
against  Louis  Murgall,  a  half  breed, 
who  works  in  the  Nortiiern  Lumber 
company's  mill,  are  substantiated  at 
the  latter's  preliminary  iiearing,  beinff 
held  today,  lie  will  face  a  cliarge  of 
murder. 

Tliey  allege  that  Murgall  Is  re- 
sponsible for  tiie  death  of  Joe  White 
Bird,  the  Chippewa  Indian  who  was 
killed  by  a  Great  Northern  train  near 
iiere  earlj'  ou  the  morning  of  July  4, 
claiming  that  he  deliberately  pushed 
iii.s  victim  on  the  track  as  a  train 
wa.s  passing,  and  then  threatened  to 
kill  either  one  of  them  if  they  told  of 
It. 

Murgall  was  arrested  Saturday  for 
a  minor  offense,  and  since  he  has  been 
in  jail  the  two  Indians  told  of  the 
alleged  murder  of  White  Bird.  County 
Attorney  Dodge  of  Carlton  is  holding 
a  hearing  today  before  Judge  Skemp. 
and  some  damaging  evidence  against 
the  accused  is  being  uncovered.  It  Is 
the  claim  of  the  complaining  witnesses 
tliat  there  is  a  woman  in  the  case,  the 
wife  of  Murgall,  Vi,h'j  separated  from 
her  husband  several  months  ago.  It  is 
-said  Murgall  blamed  White  Bird  for 
ills  marital  troubles,  making  threats 
against  his  life  and  finally  carrying 
tiieiu  out  by  pushing  him  in  front  of 
tlie   train    to    his   death. 

The  iiearing  was  not  concluded  at 
noon  and  wa^-  taken  up  again  at  2 
p.  m. 

COLORED  ELKS  MEET. 


Two  Factiosis  of  the  Order  May  be 
liiited  at  St.  PauL 

St.  Paul.  Minn.,  Aug.  25. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  ninth  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Improved  Benevolent 
Protective  Order  of  Elks  of  the  World, 
an  (organization  of  colored  people, 
began  here  today  at  tlie  old  capitol 
building  witli  a  welcome  meeting.  The 
nio.'it  Important  business  before  the 
convention  is  the  unification  of  the 
two  factions  of  tlie  order.  Two  years 
ago  wlien  the  "Colored  Elks'  met  in 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  dissention  si>llt  the 
organization  into  two  factions  known 
as  the  Howard  and  Atkins  factions, 
because  of  an  attempt  to  extend  the 
term  of  office  of  exalted  ruler  to  ten 
years.  On  .\ug.  4,  a  harmony  commit- 
tee made  up  of  representatives  of  both 
sides  met  in  Chicago  and  agreed  on  a 
compromise,  which.  It  i.s  said,  is  likely 
to  be  ratified  at  the  present  conven- 
tion. 


NOTE  FROM  VENEZUELA 

IS  NOT  CONCILLATORY. 


The  Hague,  Aug.  25. — The  Nether- 
lands government  today  received  an 
unolficlal  copy  of  the  second  note  sent 
to  it  by  Jose  de  Jesu.s  Paul,  the  foreign 
minister  of  Venezuela,  In  connection 
witli  the  difficulty  which  lias  arisen  in 
the  West  Indies  between  the  two  states.

Hong.  Kong,  Aug.  2.6— Admiral  LI, 
of  the  Chinese  navy  with  his  flagship 
and  several  gunboats,  sailed  from  Wu 
Chow  today  for  Canton  taking  with, 
him  as  passengers  sixty  of  the  muti- 
nous soldiers  from  Konghaw,  wliere  a 
thousand  men  revolted  on  Aug.  12, 
killing  their  commander  and  several 
others,  routing  a  force  of  loyal  sold- 
iers from  a  nearby  town,  looting  th© 
village  of  Konowha  and  finally  with- 
drawing to  the  mountains  of  Talking, 
where  they  joined  forces  with  the  wild 
tribes  of   the  hills. 

Admiral  Li's  prisoners  were  taken 
by  means  of  villagers  at  Konghaw  who 
b'etraved  them  into  the  hands  of  the 
government  forces  for  twenty-five 
taels  (about  ?17)  a  head.  The  rebel- 
lious soldiers  spoke  a  strange  dialect 
and  their  detention  and  subsequent  be- 
trayal to  the  authorities  was  an  easy 
matter.  ^    ^,  ,. 

At  Wu  Chow  the  gates  of  the  city, 
which  have  stood  open  for  weeks  past 
have  been  closed  owing  to  the  disturb- 
ed condition  of  the  country,  following 
the  mutiny  at  Konghaw.

APPEAL  IN 
AKIN  CASE 


Oliver  Mining  Company 
Seeks  to  Have  Big  Ver- 
dict Set  Aside. 

A  personal  injury  suit,  which  has 
aroused  considerable  Interest  In  St. 
Louis  county  on  account  of  the  amount 
of  tlie  verdict  and  the  stubbornness 
with  which  it  was  fought,  wiil  go  be- 
fore the  supreme  .court  of  the  state. 
The  Oliver  Iron  Mining  company  this 
morning  filed  notice  of  appeal  In  the 
case  of  I'eter  F.  Akin,  a  miner,  by  Peter 
Akin,  his  father,  vs.  the  Oliver  Iron 
Mining  company,  a  corporation,  and 
the  Roberts-Kingston  company,  former- 
ly known  as  the  Wallace  Contracting 
company. 

The  case  had  two  trials  in  district 
court  and  both  times  the  verdict  was 
for  the  plaintiff.  The  first  verdict  was 
$10,000  and  the  defendants  secured  a 
new  trial.  In  the  second  trial,  the  Jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  |14,000.  Another 
motion  for  a  new  trial  was  made,  but 
was  denied  by  the  court  and  the  appeal 
is  being  taken  on  the  decision  of  the 
court  in  denying  the  motion.

of  age,  fell  down  a  60-foot  shaft  of  tne 
Oliver  Iron  Mining  company  on  the 
range  and  was  severely  in.1ured.  The 
amount  of  the  verdict  has  aroused  the 
company  to  greater  effort  than  usual 
to  have  It  set  aside  and  It  will  be 
strongly  argued  before  the  supreme 
court  of   the   state.

— A  special 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Den- 
ver &  Rio  Grande  Railroad  company 
has  been  called  for  Thursday,  Sept.  1  in 
this  city  to  authorize  a  $150,000,000 
bond  issue,  to  consider  the  purchase  of 
about  fourteen  small  railroads  in  this 
state  and  Utah,  and  to  provide  for  the 
raising  of  $15,000,000  at  once  by  the 
issuance  of  short  term  gold  notes.* 
The  meeting  is  to  complete  the  financlai 
arrangements  connected  with  the  con- 
solidation of  the  Gould  lines  In  Colo- 
rado and  Utah.

IS  LACKING 


Mayor  and  Health  Com- 
missioner Looking  for 
Hospital  Location. 


Mayor  Roland  D.  Haven  and  Health 
Commissioner  Patton  are  again  on  a 
still  hunt  for  a  city  hospital  site.  A 
variety  of  sites  have  been  offered,  In 
all  sorts  of  locations  and  at  all  sorts 
of  prices,  but  the  city  authorities  have 
as  yet  been  unable  to  determine  upon 
a  spot  for  erecting  the  proposed  hos- 
pital. 

For  a  while  it  looked  as  if  the  city 
had  decided  upon  a  plot  of  ground  and 
building  that  could  be  secured  for  $15.- 
000,  but  now  It  is  said  there  is  no  cer- 
tainty that  this  will  be  secured.  The 
location  was  never  made  public,  for  the 
reason  that  there  will  in  all  probabil- 
ity be  objections  on  the  part  of  people 
living  near  the  place  where  the  insti- 
tution is  put,  and  the  authorities  say 
there  is  no  use  raising  a  row  over  a 
location  that  may  not  oe  selected  alter 
all.  ^     , 

Everybody  is  agreed  as  to  the  desir- 
ability and  necessity  of  a  contagious 
ward  and  city  hospital,  but  nobody 
wants  it  located  in  his  immediate 
neighborhood,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
best  physicians  say  there  Is  absolutely 
no  danger  in  having  such  a  place  in 
the  midt-t  of  a  thickly  populated  com- 
munity, and  point  to  St.  Marys  hospital 
as  an  example.  There  is  a  contagious 
ward  at  the  hospital,  but  there  is  no 
instance  on  record  where  a  contagious 
caf»e  has  broken  out  anywhere  in  its 
vicinity,  although  a  thickly  settled  por- 
tion of  the  city  surrounds  the  hospital.

This  liardv  upshore  skipper  sailed  for 
forty  vears,  but  not  all  of  Uie  sailing 
lecords  established  by  the  Ames  familv 
are  to  his  credit.  His  father  before  hira 
was  a  lake  sailor,  his  brothers,  like 
him,  became  masters,  and  sons  and 
grandsons  liave  followed  in  their  foot- 
steps until  today,  with  fifteen  sailoi-i, 
nine  masters,  four  mates  and  two  stew- 
ards, the  Ames  family  ranks  first  of  all 
on  tlie  lakes.  Even  the  Harsen's  island 
fcjtewarts  are  eclipsed. 

Hiram  Ames,  born  In  1S34  at  bt. 
Thomas.  Ont..  was  the  son  of  Capt. 
John  Ames,  a  Yankee,  who  came  to 
Canada  from  Pennsylvania  in  1830. 
The  family  moved  back  to  Oswego,  N. 
Y.,  soon  after  the  birtli  of  Hiram,  and 
tlien  after  residing  again  in  Canada 
and  on  the  Oiiio  shore  finally  landed 
in   Algonac.   Mich. 

Cepi.  John  Ames  followed  the  lakes 
for  many  years.  He  was  master  and 
owner  of  tlie  boat  that  carried  the 
stone  for  construction  of  Fort  Aleigs. 
now  Fort  Wayne. 

Four  SoB»  All  Captain*. 
John  Anus  liad  rive  sons;  one  diel  in 
infancy:  the  otiier  four  followed  in  tlioir 
father's  footsteps.  All  four  are  now 
living  as  retired  lake  captains — Wasli- 
ington  and  William  T.  Ames  in  Al- 
gonac. Hiram  on  Harsen's  Island,  and 
Klisha  in  Denver,  Colo.  Wasliington 
Ames  Itegan  sailing  in  1839,  as  a  'joy 
of  9  years,  aboard  tlie  schooner  Pilot. 
His  duty  was  that  of  cabin  boy.  but 
he  lose  rapidly  to  a  watchman  and 
wheelman  and  pilot,  always  on  sailin;? 
vessels,  until,  still  a  young  man.  lie 
became  tlie  master  of  the  schooner 
L.ady  Jane.  Later  lie  also  made  a  rec« 
Old  as  a  tug  captain,  commanding  in 
turn  the  Ciiampion,  guayle,  E.  M.  Peck. 
Dobbins  and  Mocking  Hird.  Wasliing- 
ton Ames  had  been  sailing  forty  years 
wlien  lie  retired  from  the  lakes,  and 
never  In  all  of  his  career  did  he  have 
a  serious  accident  on  any  of  his  boats. 

This  Ames  left  his  place  well  sup- 
plied on  tlie  lakes.  Eight  daughters 
and  three  sons  were  born  to  him  and 
his  good  wife  during  tiiese  forty  years. 
Two  of  tlie  sons  are  today  sailors. 
James  N.  Ames,  now  51  years  old  and 
master  of  the  steamer  Marsala,  began 
sailing  at  14  as  deck  liand  on  tlie 
Trader.  He  served  in  every  capacity 
on  the  lake  stream  freighters  until  lie 
was  finally  given  charge  of  the  steam- 
er Norman,  and  he  has  commandtd  a 
ship  ever  since.  Oeorge  W.  Ames, 
brotlier  of  James,  is  five  years  young- 
er. He  began  as  deckhand  on  a  steam 
barge.  He  first  became  master  of  the 
Stratton.  Now  he  resides  in  Cleveland 
and  is  master  of  the  big  steel  steamer 
Coronsu  ^  , 

William  T.  Ames,  second  son  of 
John  and  brother  to  Washington,  began 
his  sailor  career  as  cook  on  the  scow 
Bronson,  under  an  uncle,  Capt.  Elislia 
Ames.  He  sailed  the  lakes  forty-two 
years,  finishing  as  captain  of  the  tug 
.Seattle  in  1885. 

William's  was  a  more  checkered 
career  than  that  of  his  brother  Wash- 
ington. Unlike  him,  he  has  been 
tlirough  many  disastrous  storms,  and 
many  have  been  his  hairbreadth 
escapes  during  years  of  sailing. 

On  one  occasion  the  skipper  started 
from  Detroit  to  Au  Sable  during  a 
storm,  searching  for  a  scliooner  report- 
ed lost.  All  night  long  lie  stood  at 
the  wheel,  wliile  his  crew  were  kept 
busy  l)a11ing  to  keep  the  tug  afloat. 
The  missing  schooner  was  never  found. 
Once  again  William  went  to  give 
succor,  with  better  results.  In  the  tug 
E.  M.  Peck  he  went  to  Lake  Erie  in 
search  of  the  crew  of  a  scliooner  sunk 
in  collision  with  the  Narragansett. 
Small  boats  had  taken  off  the  entire 
crew  but  one  man.  He  was  clinging  to 
the  masthead,  apparently  out  of  reach. 
Capt.  Ames  ran  the  Peck  right  into 
the  rigging  of  the  schooner,  in  slmIous 
danger  of  going  fast,  and  the  stranded 
man  was  able  to  Jump  to  the  deck. 

William,  as  well  as  his  brother 
Hiram,  has  a  record  for  big  tows.  He 
was  accustomed  to  take  seven  or  eight 
vessels  through  the  Detroit  and  St, 
Clair  river  cliannels  at  one  time,  and 
the  task  was  much  more  ticklish  then, 
without  lights  or  buoys  maintained  by 
tl;e  government  to  guide,  than  it  Is  to- 
day. 

Six  Satlor  Royn. 
Six  sons  were  born  to  William  T 
Ames  and  every  one  has  liecome  a 
sailor.  Robert  and  Dallas  E.  became 
stewards,  but  graduated  into  other 
professions.  Four  of  the  sons  are 
still  sailing.  Augustus  i.«;  master  of  the 
steamer  Flora.  Augustus  himself  Is 
father  of  two  strapping  boys.  Byron, 
13  years  of  age,  is  still  in  school,  but 
looic.^  to  tlie  lakes  as  his  future  pro- 
fession. Claude,  at  30,  has  already 
followed  In  the  footsteps  of  his  father. 
He  was  mate  under  his  father  on  the 
steamer  Colonel  for  three  ypar.=;.  To- 
day lie  Is  mate  on  the  big  freighter 
Caldera.  He  is  representative  of  the 
fourtli  generation  of  this  remarkable 
sailor   family. 

The  third  of  Capt.  Ames'  sons,  Hiram, 
famous  as  tugboat  master,  began 
sailing  as  cook  on  the  steamer  Eagle. 
He  became  master  of  the  schooner 
I^ady  Jane  at  'VI.  His  first  steamer 
was  the  Franklin  Moore,  owned  by 
William  Wiles  of  Detroit.  Tlie  Cli(=f, 
Beldon,  Clifton,  Peck.  W.  B.  Castle, 
Satellite,  .Sweepstakes,  Champion, 
Mocking  Bird,  William  A.  Moore  and 
Balize  were  among  tlie  tugs  he  sailed 
In  turn. 

Hiram  placed  the  cofferdam  In  the 
Nirgara  river,  one  of  tne  most  danger- 
ous and  delicate  tasks  ever  accomplish- 
ed on  tlie  lakes.  He  towe<l  out 
from  Scammon's  harbor  and  placed 
the  foundation  for  the  lighthouse  at 
Spectacle  Reef,  most  exposed  of  all 
Uncle  Sam's  aids  to  navigation  on  the 
Great  Lake.s. 

As    a   master    of    the   Moore,    in    18S6. 
Capt.  Ames  picked  out  of  the  water  the 
crew    of      the      schooner      Case,      winch 
floundered   off  Port  Colborne.      A  fear- 
ful   storm    was    blowing    at    the      time. 
With    every    gust    of    wind    the    water 
came    near    to    the    grates    on    the    tug, 
and    when    the   task    was   done   she   was 
so  torn  by  the, waves  tliat  lier  deck  was 
split    for    thirty-five    feet.     Capt.    Ames 
could    liave    run    for    shelter.      Instead 
he  remained  to  try  the  almost  tmpo.«sl- 
ble     feat-  of    saving     the    Case's     crew. 
The   schooner   was   already   sunk.      One 
man  clung  to  the  mastliead,  the  others 
floated    on    bits    of    wreckage.       Again 
and  again  the  Moore  rushed  toward  the 
wreck,   sometimes   getting   one   man   at 
a    time,    more    often    swept    far    away. 
It    was   long    before    the    last      of      the 
floating  men   was   aboard   the   tug,   and 
the  little  boat  was  barely  able  to  limp 
into   port   with    her   precious   burden   of 
human    lives.      The    captain,    cook    and 
one   sailor    of    the   Case   were    drowned 
before  the  arrival  of  Capt.   Ames     and 
his    tug. 
Ames  brought  in  Uie  crew  of  the  Lily

Within  a 
year  there  will  not  be  one  within  the 
confines  of  the  state  If  the  board  of 
health  has  Its  way.  Half  a  dozen 
scientists  are  to  give  their  whole  time 
to  the  crusade,  which  will  begin  Im- 
mediately. An  appropriation  of  $100.- 
000  is  available  for  the  first  years 
work,  and  if  more  is  needed  It  Is  be- 
lieved the  legislature  will  not  be  nig- 
gardly. It  Is  proposed  to  clean  every 
marsli.  bay.  pond,  lake  and  swamp  in 
the  state,  and  every  possible  breeding 
place   of  the   fly   Is   to  be  exterminated.

Minneapolis    Attorney    Dies    From 
Taking  Some  of  Them. 

Minneapolis,  Minn..  Aug.  26.— (Sp«- 
clal  to  Tlie  Herald.)— Henry  M.  Troy, 
an  attornev  of  Minneapolis,  died  at 
Asbury  hospital  yesterday  from  acetan- 
lld  poisoning.  The  drug  was  taken  In 
headache  powders.  Troy  was  round 
unconscious  in  his  room  on  East  Fif- 
teenth street  Monday  morning,  and  It 
was  first  thought  he  had  suffered  a 
stroke  of  paralysis.  H^  was  removed 
to  the  hospital  at  noon  Tuesday.  In 
the  examination  of  his  room  a  box  ot 
nowders  Intended  as  a  remedy  tor 
headache  was  found  under  the  pillow. 
Eight   powders  were  gone. 

Each  powder  Is  supposed  to  contain 
five  grains  of  acetanlld,  eo,  accord- 
ing to  the  physician  w^ho  attended  him, 
Mr  Troy  must  have  taken  eight  pow- 
ders within  a  few  hours,  If  he  had 
followed  the  directions  on  the  box  to 
take  one  every  twnety  minutes.  Forty 
grains,  says  the  physician,  would  b« 
enough    to  kill   a   horse.

Every  I'.on-resldent  hunter  is  required 
to  secure  a  non-re.'iident  license  before 
shoot ir.c  gam©  of  any  cliaracter  with- 
in the  .state  of  Minnesota.  Tlie  fee  for 
small  game  license  is  $10,  and  that  for 
large  game  is  $25.  Only  one  license  can 
be  issued  to  one  person,  and  it  is  not 
transferable.  It  is  also  the  duty  of 
every  hunter  to  exhibit  his  license  to 
anv   person   on   request. 

Tliere  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
ducks  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
Bemi4ljl.  although  hui.ters  report  a 
good  supply  on  the  Mississippi  river 
between  Bemidji  and  Wolke  lake,  and 
on  the  rice  beds — from  there  on  to 
Cass   lake.  ,   . 

In  former  years  but  few  prairie 
chicken  liave  made  their  appearance 
near  Bemidji.  although  there  were  a 
few  coveys  last  year  near  the  city, 
there  being  one  near  the  Blakeslee 
farm  tliat  was  the  pride  of  every  resi- 
dent of  the  vicinity.

By  Establishment  of  a 
Municipal  Court  Sys- 
tem in  Virginia. 

Council  Asked  to  Estab- 

lish  Such  Court— Fix 

Amusement  Licenses. 


Virginia,  Minn.,  Aug.  26. — (Special 
to  TJif  Herald.) — Five  menibert:  of  the 
Virginia  bar,  Messrs.  R.  C.  Pickering, 
L.  M.  Osborn,  John  M.  Martin,  Otto  A. 
P'oiricr  and  Frank  E.  Mcl5ruy.  Joined  In 
a  petition  to  tlie  council  la.st  night 
asking  that  the  act  of  the  legislature 
of  1905,  governing  tlie  precedure  of 
municipal  courts  be  adopted  for  Vir- 
ginia, and  they  claim  that  this  would 
greatly  improve  the  procedure.  Tliis 
would  also,  place  the  judges  compen- 
eatJon  on  a  salary,  In.stead  of  a  fee 
basis.  It  requirts  five  members  of  tlie 
council  to  pass  such  a  resolution  and 
as  there  were  but  four  present  last 
night  the  matter  was  laid  over  until 
ne.xt  week. 

The  clerk  read  a  formal  notification 
from  the  clerk  of  the  district  court 
that  a  commission  liad  been  appointed 
to  formulate  a  home  rule  charter  for 
Virginia.  The  council  instructed  the 
clerk  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  commission  to  be  held  ne.xt 
Monday  afternoon  at  2  o'clock,  in  the 
council  chamber  for  the  purpose  of 
organization. 

Recently  a  request  was  made  on 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  company 
to  build  sidewalk  between  Its  tracks 
to  connect  with  the  sidewalk  to  the 
Cemetery,  recently  constructed  by  the 
City.

CITY'S  FINANCES 
ARE  FIRST  CLASS 

Keeping  Up  Eveleth  Levy 

and  Creating  Funds  is 

Beneficial 

Eveleth,  Minn.,  Aug.  26. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — In  spite  of  the  new  im- 
provements that  the  city  will  make  in 
the  near  future,  the  city  is  in  good 
linancial  condition,  the  beet  it  has  been 
in  for  some  time.  Until  about  two  and 
a  half  years  ago  the  city  was  in  a 
bad  way  financially,  as  the  adminis- 
trations up  till  then  had  been  lax  in 
keeping  the  tax  levy  up  to  the  needs 
of  the  city.  At  that  time  the  city 
orders  amounted  to  about  $J>0.01'0  and 
were   increasing. 

Those  in  control  saw  that  something 
had  to  be  done,  so  wtien  City  Attorney 
Arnold  in  the  fall  of  19(1;')  suggested  to 
the  aldermen  that  the  city's  money 
should  be  divided  into  funds,  the  sug- 
gestion   was    acted    on   favorably. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year  the 
outlook  was  very  good,  as  there  was 
only  $40,000  of  orders  to  pay  off.  and 
money  was  coming  in  to  pay  most  of 
that  off.  So  far  the  city  treasurer  has 
paid  off  $X0,000  of  the  orders,  and 
the  rest  will  be  taken  care  of  when  he 
gets  the  money  due  the  city  from  the 
county  treasurer.  The  intervst  fund 
takes  care  of  the  bonds  as  they  mature 
and  of  the  interest  when  it  Is  due. 
The  city  clerk  has  issued  an  order  this 
week  for  J960  to  meet  the  interest 
en  the  old  water  and  sewer  bonds 
due  Sept.  1.  On  Sept.  15  five  of  the 
new  waterworks  bonds  will  mature, 
amounting  to  J2,uOO,  which  will  be  met 
promptly.  On  that  date  also  the  semi- 
annual Interest  on  the  new  water- 
works bonds,  amounting  to  ?1,0C2.60, 
Avlll  be  taken  care  of.  After  that  date 
the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city 
will  only  be  $58,500,  less  than  half  the 
amount  the  city  can  legally  be  allowed 
to  bond. 

The  tax  levy  ought  not  to  be  larger 
this  year  than  that  of  last  year,  when 
the  140,000  levy  was  made  for  old  or- 
ders. This  $40,000  will  be  used  to 
make  up  the  levy  of  $20,000  to  $25,000 
which  shall  be  made  for  a  new  water 
tank  and  the  necessary  mains,  and  for 
a  revolving  fund  of  $10,000.  to  which 
the  street  and  sidewalk  Improvements 
may  be  charged.  The  regular  expenses 
for  next  year  will  be  about  tlie  same 
as  this  y€ar.

THE  EMPLOYERS'  LIABILITY  LAW. 

England    has    adopted    a    law    making   all    employers 
liable  f.>r  injuries  and  accidents  incident  to  employment, 
and  in  doing  so  it  has  gone  further  than  any  measure  yet 
proposed    in    this    country,    though    no   further    than   the 
United  States  will  go  before  it  is  through  with  the  ques- 
tion.    This  country  has  adopted  a  liability  law  covering 
government  employes,  and  the  aim  of  President  Roose- 
velt in  urging  its  adoption  was  to  have  the  government 
set  an  example  that  all  private  employers  should  follow. 
The   New   York  Sun,  very  much   opposed  to  this  as 
it  is  to  any  other  measure  in  behalf  of  humanity  which 
treads  in  the  slightest  degree  upon  the  toes  of  property 
and    special    privilege,   recently    printed   a   long   editorial 
explaining  why  the  law  is  bad.  and  why  it  should  never 
be  adopted  in  this  country.     Its  main  reliance,  apparently, 
was  upon  the  case  of  a  British  family  in  ordinary  circum- 
stances, who  found  themselves  compelled  to  take  care  of 
a  charw  .man  who  was  permanently  injured  while  in  their 
employ.     The  Sun   asked  the  average  American  citizen 
how  he  would  like  to  have  a  law  that  would  make  him 
pay  damages  every  time  a  servant  in  temporary  or  per- 
manent employ  in  his  home  was  injured,  and  that  would 
make  him  take  care  of  that  servant  for  life  if  the  injury 
was   permanent.     The  argument  looked  like   a   clincher, 
and  no  doubt  pretty  nearly  everybody  that  read  it  decided 
promptly  that  he  was  against  such  a  law  being  adopted 
in  this  country. 

The  next   day,  however,  the  Sun  was  answered,  and 
the  answer  was  more  complete  and  more  crushing  than 
the  original  argument.     Said  a  correspondent:     "I   have 
read  with  much  interest  the  article  in  the  Sun  entitled 
'Liability   of   Employers  in   England.'     By  way   of  com- 
ment on  the  instance  you  cite  you  say:     The  enactment 
of  a   similar  statute  in   the  various  states  of  the  Union 
would  be  followed  by  equally  unfortunate  results.'     As  a 
matter  of   fact  the   results  as  regards  the   employers   in 
the  case  cited  could  have  been  obviated  by  the  payment 
of  about  60  cents  per  annum.     You  can  hardly  mean  that 
the  results  are  unfortunate  as  regards  the  poor  woman 
who  has  been  deprived  by  accident  of  the  means  of  earn- 
ing a  livelihood.     The  married  couple  who  have  been  ad- 
judged liable  to  pay  seven  shillings  a  week  are  really  no 
more  to  be  commiserated  than  if  their  house  had  been 
burned   down   and  they  had  neglected  to   take   out   f^rc 
insurance." 

In  other  words,  for  a  slight  premium  the  accident  in- 
surance companies  are  quite  willing  to  take  over  the 
liability  of  any  employer.  The  amount  of  the  premium, 
in  the  case  of  a  family  employing  a  servant  or  two,  is 
very  small;  no  more,  in  fact,  than  the  taxes  paid  by  the 
average  householder  to  meet  the  cost  of  personal  injury 
litigation.  The  adoption  of  a  reasonable  employers' 
liability  law  providing  definite  payments  for  injuries  in 
the  course  of  employment  would  eliminate  the  costly 
personal  injury  business  that  now  takes  up  so  much  of 
the  time  of  the  courts,  and  that  yields  results  so 
thoroughly  unsatisfactory  to  cither  party  to  the  litigation. 


sas  has  no  guaranty  law,  and  many  Kansas  depositors, 
with  last  fall's  panic  fresh  in  their  memories,  concluded 
that  they  would  sleep  better  of  nights  if  they  had  their 
money  where  its  return  was  guaranteed. 

That  is  why  Kansas  bankers  are  asking  for  the  de- 
posit guaranty  law.  John  W.  Breidcnthal,  formerly  bank 
commissioner  of  Kansas  and  now  president  of  a  national 
bank  in  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  has  addressed  letters  to  all  of 
the  Kansas  bankers  asking  their  views  on  the  question. 
Up  to  date  137  bankers  have  sent  in  replies,  and  of  these 
eighty-eight,  or  three-fourths,  expressed  themselves  un- 
(jualifiedly  in  favor  of  the  enactment  of  a  guaranty  de- 
posit law.  Only  thirty-five  opposed  the  plan,  while 
seventeen  bankers  were  non-committal.  Of  the  bankers 
favoring  the  plan  seventy-one  were  state  bankers  and 
seventeen  were  national  bankers.  Of  those  opposed  fifteen 
were  national  bankers  and  twenty  were  state  bankers. 

Bankers  favoring  the  plan  arc  very  anxious  to  pre- 
vent its  being  made  a  political  issue,  and  as  the  Demo- 
cratic state  platform  already  includes  a  declaration  in 
favor  of  the  scheme,  the  Republican  platform  makers 
will  be  asked  to  include  it  in  their  declaration  also.  The 
question  has  no  place  in  politics.  There  is  no  more 
reason  why  a  Republican  should  be  on  one  side  of  it  and 
a  Democrat  on  the  other  than  there  is  why  partisans 
should  divide  on  the  need  of  safe  methods  in  banking. 
It  has  happened  that  Mr.  Bryan  has  declared  for  the 
plan  and  that  Mr.  Taft  has  not,  and  that  the  Democratic 
national  platform  indorses  it  while  the  Republican 
national  platform  does  not.  But  these  circumstances 
should  not  make  it  a  political  issue,  because  it  is  a  ques- 
tion of  public  policy  which  cannot  be  made  an  issue  be- 
tween Republicanism  and  Democracy. 

It  is  good  to  have  bankers  favor  the  plan,  but  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  its  aim  is  quite  as  much 
to  help  the  public  as  it  is  to  help  the  bankers.

PRACTICAL  EDUCATION. 

The  common  sense  of  the  plain  people  will  heartily 
approve  the  stand  taken  by  J.  L.  Washburn  and  other 
members  of  the  school  board  for  a  practical  course  of 
study  in  the  industrial  high  school  at  West  Duluth.  If 
the  city  cannot  have  practical  courses  in  every  school,  at 
least  such  concessions  to  the  people's  needs  should  be 
made  in  this  particular  school,  designed  to  provide  a 
practical  and  effective  training  for  those  who  must  work 
with  their  hands  as  well  as  their  brains. 

The  introduction  of  languages  into  the  proposed 
course  of  study  was  particularly  opposed  by  Mr.  Wash- 
burn, who  said:  "The  futility  of  teaching  these  languages 
as  an  aid  to  a  child's  practical  life  is  demonstrated  by 
the  high  school  graduates  themselves.  When  they  get 
out  of  school  they  are  about  as  capable  of  speaking 
French  as  they  are  of  talking  Hottentot."  That  this  is 
putting  it  none  too  strongly  everybody  who  has  enjoyed 
personal  acquaintance  with  the  fruits  of  public  school 
language  training  will  readily  admit. 

Those  who  agree  with  Mr.  Washburn  will  perforce 
disagree  most  heartily  with  Supt.  Denfcld's  statement 
that  since  educativon  is  merely  a  matter  of  mind  training 
—evidently  not.  therefore,  a  matter  of  learning  at  a^l— "'* 
does  not  matter  very  much  what  the  pupil  is  studying." 
"It  is  more  or  less  immaterial."  he  added,  "whether  the 
subjects  are  called  Sanskrit  or  sociology."  With  this, 
too,  it  is  necessary  to  disagree.  Even  if  education  is 
merely  mind  training,  might  it  not  be  as  well  to  select 
subjects  that  will  be  of  practical  benefit  to  the  pupils  in 
after  life  as  deliberately  to  avoid  such  subjects  and  pick 
those  that  will  be  of  very  little  value  or  of  no  value 
whatever?

DO  TRE  PEOPLE  RULE? 

V/hen  Mr.  Bryan  s;ii(i,  in  accepting  the  nomination 
for  :he  presidency,  that  the  chief  issue  in  this  campaign 
is  vhethcr  or  not  the  people  shall  rule  this  country,  the 
ser/ants  of  special  privilege  laughcil  in  derision,  and 
in?ny  innocent  citizens,  misled  by  the  merriment,  joined 
in  it.  What  absurdity,  they  said,  to  say  that  the  people 
do  not  rule  in  this  great,  glorious  and  free  republic! 

Yet  nuiiiy  other  voters  of  all  parties,  mindful  of  last 
winter'.s  spcct.icle  when  the  popular  branch  of  congress, 
swayed  by  the  will  of  a  single  man  who  holds  allegiance 
to  selfish  interests,  throttled  legislation  demanded  by  a 
Republican  president  and  by  eighty  millions  of  people, 
failed  to  see  the  joke. 

Mr.  Kern,  the  Democratic  nominee  for  vice  president. 
In  his  speech  of  acceptance  yesterday,  devoted  much  of 
his  time  to  the  Cannon  speakership  autocracy  which 
stands  on  guard  to  prevent  the  people's  will  from  being 
mad-  effective;  and  he  spoke  a  vital  truth,  as  a  citizen 
and  not  a.s  a  partisan,  when  he  said  that  if  the  will  of  the 
people,  once  known,  is  not  given  effect,  then  the  people 
do  not  rule.

They  do  not 
rule;  even  the  president,  backed  by  all  the  people,  is  less 
powerful  than  Cannon,  backed  by  the  special  interests 
and  supported  by  his  subservient  slaves  who  are  paid  to 
represent  the  people  but  who  have  betrayed  them. 


DEPOSIT  GUARANTY  SPREADING. 

When  Oklahoma  boldly  launched  out  upon  a  thorough 
experiment  with  the  bank  deposit  guaranty  plan  it  was 
freely  predicted  that  one  effect  would  be  to  force  adjoin- 
ing states  to  follow  suit,  and  that  prediction  seems  about 
to  be  fulfilled.  The  lirst  result  is  likely  to  be  produced  in 
Kansas,  where  the  bankers  are  already  beginning  to 
agitate  for  a  state  bank  deposit  guaranty  law. 

When  Oklahtuna  became  a  state  its  banks  were 
loosely  regulated,  and  there  was  much  popular  suspicion 
of  their  safety.  Many  depositors,  living  near  the  Kansas 
line,  therefore,  put  their  savings  into  Kansas  banks.  The 
new  code  of  laws  under  which  Oklahoma  set  up  business 
as  a  state  provided  not  only  a  rigid  and  thorough  bank 
regulation  plan,  but  a  scheme  for  guaranteeing  bank  de- 
posits. These  measures  so  appealed  to  the  Oklahomans 
that  Oklahoma  money,  deposited  in  Kansas  banks, 
quickly  returned  home,  and  now  the  Kansas  banks  retain 
very  little  of  it. 

Beyond  that,  the  Okl.ihoma  money,  returning  to  the 
Oklahoma  banks,  carried  Kansas  money  with  it;  for  Kan- 


ELIMINATING  LUXURIES. 

A  wholesale  grocery  house  of  New  York  which  does 
business  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  recently  insti- 
tuted an  inquiry  to  ascertain  the  comparative  condition 
of  business  during  the  first  six  months  of  1907  and  of 
1908.  The  result  is  instructive,  because  it  shows  that 
while  there  was  a  falling  off  in  the  consumption  of  staple 
articles— which  arc  mostly  necessaries— the  reduction  in 
the  consumption  of  fancy  goods— which  are  almost 
entirely  luxuries— was  considerably  greater. 

The  inquiries  addressed  to  correspondents  in  the  sev- 
eral states  covered  groceries,  biscuits  and  confectionery. 
The  greatest  decline  in  demand  was  shown  in  the 
St)uthern  states,  though  the  difference  was  not  great  be- 
tween the  North  and  the  South.  The  falling  off  in  con- 
sumption of  staples  no  doubt  involved  some  deprivation, 
but  it  is  more  thoroughly  to  be  accounted  for  by  the 
theory  that  greater  economy  was  exercised;  and  if  this 
country  learned  the  lesson  of  economy  by  the  panic  of 
last  fall,  it  was  worth  the  cost,  for  that  lesson  the 
American  people  needed  very  much. 

In   the   states    south    of    Pennsylvania   and    Ohio    the 
results  were  as  follows: 

Grocery  articles— Falling  off  in  staples,  11   per  cent; 
falling  off  in  luxuries.  18  per  cent. 

Biscuits  and   bakers*   articles- Falling  off  in   staples. 
10  per  cent;  falling  off  in  luxuries,  15:-2  per  cent. 

Confectioners'  articles— Falling  off  in  staples,  9V^  per 
cent;    falling   off   in   high-priced   confectionery,   18J/^    per 

cent. 

Collections  were  about  8  per  cent  slower,  with  quite 
a  number  of  extensions  required.  Coming  west,  the  in- 
vestigation showed  considerably  improved  conditions, 
particularly  a  better  demand  for  staples.  The  falling  off 
in  the  demand  for  luxuries  was  about  the  same  as  it  was 
in   the  South. 

In  the  territory  between  the  Mississippi  and  the 
Pacific  coast  there  was  little  falling  off  at  all.  In  fact, 
there  were  many  places  where  business  even  improved 
over  last  year,  especially  as  to  staples.  The  average  re- 
turns showed  an  improvement  of  2^  per  cent  in  staple 
grocery  articles  and  a  reduction  of  about  7  per  cent  in 
luxuries,  which  is  a  thoroughly  wholesome  record.  The 
same  thing  was  found  to  be  true  of  bakers'  articles  and 
confectionery.  Confections  were  about  normal.  Alto- 
gether, this  is  a  very  good  showing  for  the  West,  and 
indicates  that  the  depression  following  the  panic  had  as 
little  effect  here  as  it  did  anywhere. 

It's  an  ill  wind  that  blows  nobody  good;  and  it  fs  an 
ill  wind  indeed  that  brings  no  good  to  accompany  the 
bad.  The  bright  side  of  hard  times  is  that  they  teach 
people  the  lesson  of  economy,  and  that  the  elimination 
of  luxuries  makes  for  more  wholesome  living  and  there- 
fore for  better  morals  and  better  health.  However,  even 
with  these  advantages,  nobody  will  ever  welcome  har' 
times.

Seven-Story  Block  on

Chicago,  Aug.  26.— Competition — the 
genuine  sort,  that  is  said  to  mean  cuts 
in  prices  of  meat — is  scheduled  to  make 
its  appearance  in  the  beef  trade  about 
Oct.  1. 

An  independent  concern  has  been  in- 
corporated under  the  name  of  the  "Chi- 
cago Stockyards  &  Transit  company," 
as  a  rival  of  the  Union  Stock  Yards  & 
Transit  company.  The  independent  con- 
cern has  purchased  twenty  acres  of 
land  at  Thirty-ninth  street  and  Forty- 
eighth  avenue  and  Is  building  great 
cattle  pens  and  a  packing  house.  It 
has  capital  stock  amounting  to  $2,500,- 
UOO,   of   which    $1,500,000    is    to   be   spent 


for  the  packing  house  and  other  struc- 
tures. 

Real  competition  is  announced  to  be- 
gin Oct.  1,  although  the  concern  is  do- 
ing a  small  business  now,  but  has  no 
downtown  distributing  point.  Accord- 
ing to  H.  W.  Rockwell,  one  of  the  in- 
corporators, the  benefits  of  competition 
will  be  enjoyed  by  the  cattle-raiser, 
the  butcher  and   the  consumer.

Bankers. 

Says  He   Has   Ordered 

Drills  for  Duiutli 

Enterprise. 


"If  the  First  National  Bank  of  Duluth 
should  set  aside  half  a  dozen  rooms  for 
civil  engineers,  Duluth  people  would 
think  It  very  funny,"  said  John  A. 
Roemer,  the  Parisian  civil  engineer 
who  is  pushing  the  moving  sidewalk 
and  aerial   railway   scheme. 

"Yet  that  is  what  French  and  Bel- 
gian bankers  do,  and  in  fact  all  of  the 
large  European  banks.  They  have  a 
department  to  investigate  all  schemes 
which  are  laid  before  the  bank  from  an 
engineering  standpoint,  and  so  success- 
ful has  this  plan  proved  that  there 
have  been  no  large  losses  for  many 
years. 

"The  Credit  Lyonnalse,  for  instance, 
has  seventy-two  civil  engineers  In  its 
employ.  They  are  scattered  all  over 
the  world,  investigating  schemes  on 
which  financiers  are  trying  to  borrow 
money,  and  looking  up  new  places  to 
invest  the  bank's  funds.  The  plans  for 
the  Siberian  railroad  passed  through 
this  department.  I  was  formerly  em- 
ployed by  it,  but  am  now  connected 
with  the  Grand  Industrielle  de  Bel- 
glque   of   Liege,    Brussels. 

"Siemes  &  Ilalsks.  for  another  ex- 
ample, have  their  engineers  in  South 
Africa,  Peru.  Mexico,  and  many  other 
countries,  looking  up  good  investments. 
That  is  why  I  am  in  Duluth.  I  am  em- 
ployed to  do  this  kind  of  work.  It  Is 
my  business  to  investigate  engineering 
projects  which  promise  a  good  return 
in  the  investment.  This  Duluth  pro- 
ject is  one  that  has  attracted  their  at- 
tention .  Whave  a  similar  project  for 
Seattle.  The  bankers  who  employ  me 
have  ample  money  to  finance  the  pro- 
ject without  any  assistance,  but  they 
will  not  go  into  it  unless  I  advise  in 
favor  of  it,  and  I  will  not  so  advise 
unless  I  am  satisfied  the  people  want  It 
and  tliat  1  will  get  fair  treatment  from 
the  city,  which  the  aldermen  are  ap- 
parently   inclined    to    give."

AHEMPTED  BLACKMAIL. 

Two  Men  Alleged  to  Have  Demanded 
"Husli"  Money. 

La  Crosse.  Wis.,  Aug.  26. — A  black- 
mail charge  resulting  from  a  case  with 
a  most  unusual  chain  of  circumstances 
has  been  brought  here  against  F.  L. 
Mev.kel.  a  prominent  lawyer  of  Du- 
buque, and  P.  Yunker,  once  a  hotel 
proprietor  here,  but  now  located  at 
Prairie   du   Chien. 

The  two  men  were  brought  Into 
court,  but  on  arrangements  v.ith  the 
district  attorney,  the  arraignment  wa.s 
postponed  until  Friday. 

The  two  men  are  charged  with 
threatening  B.  F.  Fry,  local  organizer 
of  the  Yeomen  and  a  well  known  man 
locally  with  prosecution  for  malprac- 
tice and  thereby  inducing  him  to  sign 
notes  for  $2,000.  Fry,  acording  to  his 
story,  sold  a  colored  woman  a  small 
quantity  of  mtdicine,  left  from  a  sup- 
ply which  his  wife  had  taken  for  a 
cancer  treatment.  The  colored  woman, 
whose  name  was  Lizzit'  Wood,  also  had 
a  cancer  some  time  later.  She  died  at 
Dubuque  from  peritonitis.  According 
to  the  prosecution  Yunker,  who  was  a 
friend  of  the  woman,  was  appointed 
lier  administrator,  and  Meukel,  his  at- 
orney.  are  alleged  then  to  have  threat- 
ened Fry  with  prosecution  for  caus- 
ing the  woman's  death  by  giving  her 
medicine  and  treatment  he  had  no 
lawful  authority  to  give,  and  Fry  was 
induced    to    sign    notes    for    $2,000. 

Later  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
something  was  wrong,  and  laid  his  case 
before  District  Attorney  Bosshard,  who 
caused  warrants  to  be  issued  for 
Yunker  and  Meukel.  The  two  men  are 
now   In  jail   here. 

AVAM  $50,000  DAMAGES. 

Lawyer     Brings     Action     Agaiast 
Leader  of  Chicago  French  Colony. 

Chicago,  Aug.  26. — In  a  bill  for  $50,- 
000  damages  which  has  been  filed  In 
the  superior  court.  Attorney  J.  H. 
Mlgneron  sets  forth  his  list  of  griev- 
ances against  Z  P.  Brossseau.  a  leader 
of  the  French  colony  In  Chicxgo  and  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trade.  The 
list  is  long  and  brimming  with  French 
phrases.  If  the  proof  sustains  the  al- 
legations made  against  the  wealthy 
board  of  trade  man,  Migeron  has  been 
sadly  abused.

Judge   So   Decides    in   Dismissing 
Man  Accused  of  Shooting. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Aug.  26.— "A  man  has 
the  right  to  protect  his  own  property." 

Such  was  the  comment  with  which 
Judge  Hanft  of  the  police  court  dis- 
charged from  custody  Louis  Rothmann, 
aged  17  years,  charged  with  violating 
the  law  prohibiting  tlie  discharge  of 
firearms  within   the  city   limits. 

On  the  night  of  Aug.  19,  young  Roth- 
mann, who  liad  been  set  by  liis  father 
to  guard  the  lalter's  melon  patch,  near 
Fori  Sneliing,  noticing  what  he  took 
to  be  a  crowd  of  young  fellows  in  the 
act  of  robbing  the  melon  patch,  emptied 
the  contents  of  a  shotgun  Into  the  air. 

A  moment  later 
laliolman  John  McNierney,  who  had 
hjaia  th<jj  sound  of  the  gun,  ran  to 
the  place  where  young  Rothmann 
fctoed  and  placed  him  under  arrest. 

'I  he  boys  father  testified  that  he  had 
hJd  a  great  deal  of  trouble  of  late 
with  young  fellows  getting  Into  the 
melon  patch  and  stealing  the  fruit.  He 
hi>d  warned  them  away  again  and 
again.  The  boy  had  done  as  the  father 
Instructed    him. 

"TALLEST  CORN  SEASON"  ON. 

Stalks  Sixteen  Feet  and  Three  In- 
ches Long,  Grown  in  Iowa. 

Webster  City,  Iowa,  Aug.  26. — The 
"snake  story"  Is  now  about  closed  and 
the  "tallest  corn"  story  season  is  Just 
beginning,  at  least  In  Iowa.  This  city 
comes  forward  with  what  Is  believed 
to  be  the  best  corn  story  Iowa  will 
bring  forth  this  season,  the  stalk  of 
corn  being  sixteen  feet  and  three 
Inches    in    length.

NEWBERRY  SHIPPING  CELERY 


Much  of  the  Vegetable  Being  Sent 
Out  at  Present. 

Newberry.  MUh.,  July  26.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.) —Opening  several 
weeks  ago,  the  celery  shipping  season 
here  is  now  at  its  height.  Hundreds  of 
boxes   are    being    sent    out    daily. 


The  days  of  spring  and  fall  house 
cRaning  bring  joy  into  the  hearts  of 
the  Salvation  Army  workers  at  their 
supply  store  at  913  West  Michigan 
street,  for  it  means,  that  their  dim- 
inished stock  of  vUl  clothing,  shoes, 
furniture,  etc.,  will  be  replenished 
from  the  attic  stortruoms  of  the  good 
hou.sewife. 

The  summer  season  is  one  of  much 
going  out  and  little  coming  in  at  the 
Arniv's  supply  store.  Adj.  Peter 
James,  who  has  been  in  charge  ot 
the  store  for  two  years,  explained  this 
by  saying:  "In  the  summer  it  i.s  too 
hot  for  the  ladies  to  go  into  their 
attics  to  sort  out  the  old  laid  aside.' 
clolhing.  But  in  the  spring  and  fall 
when  they  house  clean,  then  are  our 
harvest  time.s,  and  we  nil  our  shelves 
to  overtlowing.  Our  store  looks  bare 
now  at  the  close  of  the  season." 

Very  seldom  is  there  an  article  for 
sale  in  the  Army's  store  for  more 
than  $2.  The  needy  can  buy  cloth- 
ing and  furniture  there  for  from  5 
cents  to  $2.  A  suit  of  clothes,  re- 
paired and  in  good  .shape,  once  wom 
bv  a  well  dressed  man,  .sells  for  $l.oO. 
But  the  bargains  are  only  for  tho-se; 
who  are  in  need.  Often  clothing  la 
given  away,  whc  n  the  officers  feel  that 
charity   is  justified. 

Last  wf.k  closed  a  rummage  sale 
that  has  been  going  on  at  the  store. 
It  was  a  general  cleaning  up  in  readi- 
ness for  th(!  expected  fresh  stock  of 
old  goods  gleaned  from  fall  house 
cleaning  days.  Last  week  also  endeel 
the  superintendency  at  the  store  or 
\dj  Peter  James,  who  after  a  short 
vacation  at  his  home  in  Calumet,  ex- 
pects to  return  to  Duluth  to  take  up 
gospel  work.  He  is  succeeded  by 
Capt.  John  Haynes  and  wife,  '^vibo  ar- 
rived to  take  charge  of  the  Duluth 
store,   from   Escanaba,   last  Friday. 

In  figuring  up  his  sales  so  far  this 
month,  until  Aug.  25.  Adj.  James 
found  that  he  had  sold  5 . 9  pieces 
of  clothing  and  furniture.  For  the 
month  of  July,  he  disposed  of  7  24 
pieces  Tlie  proceeds  for  the  week 
amounted  to  $55,  and  after  Paying  up 
all  back  debts,  amounting  to  |44.74, 
thero  remained  a  pre>fit  of  JlO.-ib, 
which  will  be  applied  to  some  less 
profitable  week. 

The  cost  of  running  the  place  con- 
<!l.«ts  of  two  salaries,  one  of  $10  a 
week  for  the  man  in  charge,  and  the 
other  $6  a  week,  for  the  driver,  who 
delivers  the  goods  that  are  "old  at 
the  store,  and  collects  from  donators. 
There  Is  also  the  rent  of  the  build- 
ing feed  for  the-  horse,  electric  light 
anci  telephone  bills.  These  are  barely 
paid  for  out  of  the  store's  earning. 
If  there  should  be  a  surplus.  It  Is 
contributed  to  other  more  needy 
branches  of  the  Army's  work. 


Washington,  Aug.  26.— The  Cannon 
blight  is  playing  havoc  with  a  large 
part  of  the  crop  of  Republican  candi- 
dates for  re-election  to  the  Sixty-first 
congres.><.

Best  Hunting  is  Found 

Near   the   City 

Limits. 


Cruiser  Says  Animals  Are 

Seldom   in  Moose 

Country. 


"It  seems  rather  odfl,  but  It  Is  a  fact, 
nevertheless,  that  the  best  deer  hunt- 
Ins  In  Northern  Minnesota  is  within 
ten  or  fifteen  miles  of  the  limits  of 
cities,  towns  and  villages  In  this  sec- 
tion of  the  state,"  said  S.  T.  Austin  of 
Beinidji,  a  timber  cruiser  in  the  employ 
Of  the  Crookston  Lumber  company,  wlio 
passed  tiirougli  Duiutli  yesterday  on  his 
way  home. 

"The  farther  one  gets  from  civiliza- 
tion, the  better  moose  hunting  he  finds, 
and  the  fewer  deer.  In  wiiat  I  consider 
the    best    moose    districts    of    the    state 

there  are  no  deer  at  all.  In  some  sec- 
tions wliere  tliere  were  none  of  tliese 
Animals  five  or  six  years  ago,  tiie  liunt- 
Ing  Is  now  good.  Tiie  deer  seem  to 
have  gone  in  with  tlie  settlers.  1  dcn't 
know  iiow  to  explain  this,  unless  by 
■aying  that  tlie  deer  are  attracted  by 
the  gardens  of  the  suttlers.  There  Is 
notliing  dearer  to  a  deer's  heart  tlian  a 
turnip  patch,  and  he  will  travel  miles, 
end  take  all  kinds  of  msKs,  to  get  into 
one.  I  know  nun  wl.o  make  It  a  prac- 
tice evei"y  spring  to  plant  turnips  out 
In  the  woods,  or  s.'inewliere  in  a  burn- 
ing, so  tiiey  may  liunt  deer  there  in 
tlie  fall.  All  tliey  liave  to  do  is  to 
watch  along  about  duek,  and  tlie  ani- 
mals come  In  to  l>e  fed. 

"I  have  been  over  piactlcally  all  the 
timbered  regions  of  the  state  pretty 
thoroughly,  and  find  it  to  be  almost 
a  universal  rule  tliat  where  the  moo.se 
hunting  Is  best  the  tieer  are  fewest. 
Moose  are  seldom  fo;ind  anywhere  near 
a  to%vn.  unless  It  Is  the  tinitsl  of  back- 
woods villages.  But  get  In  near  the 
boundaries  of  civilization,  and  you  find 
Tenlson  In  plenty,  while  the  moose  are 
almost  an  unknown  -luantity. 

"Despite  tlie  vigilance  of  the  game 
wardens,  a  good  deal  of  big  game  is 
killed  out  of  season.  I  find  proof  of 
this  right  along.  The  Northern  Min- 
nesota territory  is  so  big,  and  the  re- 
fion  is  so  wild,  tliut  ^\ardens  cannot 
horougiily  cover  tlie  ground.  Settlers 
are  supposed  to  have  a  right  to  what 
meat  tliey  need,  but  tl-e  big  tr'>uijle 
comes  with  men  from  the  city,  eltlier 
camping   or   taking   canoe    trips. 

'"When  In  a  game  country  it  seem* 
as  if  tliey  cannot  resist  tlie  temptation 
to  pot  deer  and  moose,  and  they  shoot 
animal  after  animal  arid  take  notliing 
hut  a  few  steaks  from  each  one, leaving 
the  carcass  to  the  wolves.  That  is  not 
right.  The  practice  is  becoming  more 
common  every  year,  though,  as  the 
numlier  of  campers  and  pleasure  seek- 
ers increase.  In  twenty-flve  years  from 
now,  or  even  less,  it  will  be  difficult  to 
realize  what  a  liunters'  i>aradl.se  North-

"Cy"  Morgan  Discovers 

Freak  Bender  Which 

Beats  Spit  Ball. 

Boston.  Aug.  26. — "Cy"  Morgan,  the 
redsox  pitcher,  has  discovered  a  freak 
bender  which  It  is  expected  will  In 
time  supplant  the  famous  spit  hall. 
.Morgan's  new  ball  Is  called  the  "fol- 
low ball,"  and  from  all  reports  it  has 
all   other  curves   beaten   to  a   fraztle. 

Morgan  has  controlled  the  ball  so 
well  that  ho  now  has  two  curves  work- 
ing from  practically  the  same  delivery, 
and  while  more  benders  might  be  dis- 
covered, the  Boston  pitcher  will  devote 
his  time  In  perfecting  what  he  '.las  on 
hand.  His  first  discovery  was  the 
"follow  ball,"  which  dropped.  The 
ball  Is  held  like  a  straiglit  drop,  which 
goes  off  the  end  of  the  fingers,  but  in 
the  delivery  the  pitcher,  with  a  Plde- 
arm  motion,  snaps  the  second  finger  as 
in  the  manner  of  throwing  an  In  curve.

Six  Veterans  Back  With  a  Wealth 
of  New  Material. 

St.  Cloud,  Minn.,  Aug.  26. — (Special  to

The  plan  of  John  Edward  Roeraeit 
Parisian  engineer,  to  Install  a  system 
of  moving  sidewalks  In  Duluth,  met 
with  the  approval  of  members  of  th« 
council  committee  on  streets,  alleys  and 
sidewalks  at  a  meeting  held  In  the  city 
hall  yesterday  afternoon.

Those  who  have  listened  to  Mr.  Roe- 
nier's  explanations  of  tiie  sidewalk 
proposition,  and  the  plan  to  establish  a 
single-track  aerial  railway  between 
Duluth  and  Fond  du  Lac,  seem  to  b« 
of  the  opinion  that  the  schemes  are  en- 
tirely feasible,  and  It  is  <iuite  likely 
that  he  will  be  granted  the  use  of 
at  least  one  avenue  to  carry  on  his 
experiments,  provided  the  objections  of 
property  owners  to  having  one  end 
of  llielr  alleys  blocked  to  team  traffic, 
can  be  overcome.  It  is  hardly  proper 
to  call  It  an  experiment,  for  the  sam* 
system  has  been  worked  out  succesa- 
fully   in   Europe. 

One  problem  to  be  overcome  locally 
Is  the  crossing  of  alleys  in  the  middl* 
of  every  block  without  damaging  tha 
property  adjacent.  Tlie  plans  as  pre- 
sented by  the  engineer  would  necessi- 
tate the  closing  up  of  alleys  to  wagon 
traffic  at  one  end.  as  the  rollers  of  the 
sidewalks  could  not  be  passed  over  by 
heavy  wagons,  although  small  plat- 
forms would  be  placed  for  pedestrians 
to  cross. 

Mr.  Roemer  says  his  company  will 
not  pay  heavy  damages  to  cross  tha 
alleys,  and  that  it  would  abandon  tb« 
scheme  altogether  rather  than  go  to 
such  an  expense.  He  will  appear  be- 
fore tiie  council  again  next  Monday 
night,  and  will  pay  particular  attention 
to  the  alley  proposition.  Mayor  Haven 
suggested  a  rolling  sidewalk  In  tha 
middle  of  the  street,  and  Mr.  Roemer 
will  have  a  plan  showing  how  It  would 
t.perate  in  that  position. 

If  the  con.seiit  of  property  owners 
to  cross  the  alleys  is  obtained,  Mr. 
Roemer  plans  on  building  his  first 
walk  along  First  avenue  east,  from 
Superior  street  to  Twelfth  street,  pro- 
vided the  city  gives  its  consent.  At 
Twelfth  street  a  pavilion  would  be 
erected,  and  the  aerial  railway  to  Pond 
du  Lac  would  start  there.  The  rail- 
way would  also  have  stations  at  West 
end,  West  Duluth.  New  Duluth.  Iron- 
ton  and  Fond  du  Lac.  It  Is  proposed  to 
charge  5  cents  between  stations  on  this 
line  and  2%  cents  on  the  moving  side- 
walks.

New  York,  Aug.  26.— The  majority  of 
stocks  opened  at  slight  advances  above 
yesterday's  closing  prices.  Southern 
Pacific  was  the  most  important  excep- 
tion, but  its  loss  of  hi  was  immediately 
made  up  when  the  rest  of  the  list  began 
to  display  an  advancing  tendency.

SHOULD  BE 
PRACTICAL 

Directors  Oppose  Study 
of  Languages  in  In- 
dustrial School. 


Course  Was  Not  Intended 
to  Include  tlie  "Trim- 
mings." 


The  moet  Important  matter  that  came 
up  before  tbe  school  board  directors, 
last  evening,  at  tlielr  special  meeting, 
was  the  discussion  of  "Higlier  Educa- 
tion" In  tlie  new  Industrial  high  scliool. 

Director  Washburn,  true  to  his  atti- 
tude to  this  school  from  the  begin- 
ning, maintained  that  the  useful  tilings, 
things  that  would  be  of  help  to  the 
students  to  earn  their  living,  were  the 
things  to  be  taught,  and  the  "trim- 
mings," sucii  as  languages,  were  of  no 
use  and   should  be   left  out. 

Supt.  Denfeld,  In  the  course  of  study 
he  has  mapped  out.  suggested  courses 
In  French,  German,  iilstory  and  science. 
Mr.  \\  asiiburn  took  exception  to  the 
languages,  and  insisted  that  more 
practical,  every  day  subjects  should  be 
taught. 

"1  don't  want  to  see  those  children 
of  the  Industrial  school  manufactured 
into  literuiy  geniuses,"  he  said.  "1 
want  to  see  them  moulded  into  the 
liighest  type  of  practical,  every  day 
American  citizens,  and  I  don't  believe 
that  the  learning  of  languages  will 
lielp  them  any.  We  want  tliose  boys 
and  girls  to  be  able  to  earn  their  own 
living.  I  consider  that  the  purpose  of 
that  school  and  I  am  opposed  to  eny 
otiier   plan." 

Mr.  Washburn  was  upheld  by  D.  E. 
.Stevens  and  E.  R.  Cobb. 

The  course  of  study  received  no  final 
disposition  last  night,  but  was  left  ia 
the  hands  of  the  committee  to  report 
at  the  next  meeting.

A.  Baldwin  feloane,  composer  of  the 
"C<miliig  Tliro'  the  Rye"  score,  achieved 
his  first  success  in  tills  line  of  endeavor 
in  tiie  city  of  Boston.  In  1895.  or 
thereabouts,  tlie  cadet  corps  of  that 
city  produced  a  burletta  or  extravagan- 
za called  "Jack  and  the  Beanstalk."  of 
which  R.  A.  Barnet  wrote  the  libretto 
and  Mr.  Sloane  the  music.  He  was  then 
not  over  22  years  of  age,  l)Ut 
his  music  caught  the  popular  fancy 
strongly,  and  he  was  instantly  sought 
by  the  producers  of  musical  comedy 
and  kindred  works.  In  the  intervening 
years  he  has  composed  tiie  music  of 
numerous  successful  pieces.  Including

Jr."  Much  of  his  "Coming  Thro'  the 
Rye"  score  bears  the  thumbmarks  of 
genius  which  gives  promise  of  admir- 
able work  to  come.

LANDLORD  SAYS 
RENT  IS  EXEMPT 

Virginia  Man  Seeks  to  Be 
Protected  From  Gar- 
nishment. 

Claiming  garnishment  proceedings 
Instituted  by  Joseph  Kail  are  illegal, 
Fred  Engle  of  Virginia  this  morning 
filed  suit  In  district  court  for  |1,000. 
He  sets  forth  that  he  is  the  owner  of 
Lot  2S,  Block  20,  In  the  city  of  Vir- 
ginia, which  he  claims  as  his  liome- 
stead.  The  lower  fioor  is  leased  to 
Macbeth  &  Gardner  and  he  lives  on  the 
upper  floor  with  his  wife  and  five  chil- 
dren, whose  only  support  Is  the  $70 
per  month  derived  as  rental  of  the 
lower   floor. 

Last  August,  Kail  obtained  a  judg- 
ment against  Engle  In  the  municipal 
court  of  Virginia  and  In  December 
started  garnishment  proceedings,  seiz- 
ing $287  due  Engle  from  Macbeth  & 
Gardner.  Two  days  previously,  Engle 
had  assigned  the  rent  for  the  approach- 
ing three  months  to  Elliott  &  Co.,  of 
Virginia  and  he  was  forced  to  fight 
the  garnishment  to  protect  the  assign- 
ment. The  municipal  court  decided  for 
Elliott  and  Kail  carried  it  to  district 
court:  where  It  is  now  pending. 

Engle  claims  that  Kail  also  attached 
the  quarter's  rent  March  5  of  |210.  He 
says  the  rental  was  exempt  from  all 
such  proceedings,  as  the  property  Is  his 
homestead,  and  Kail  knew  It.  He  asks 
judgment  for  $1,000.

— Via  Harrison- 
vllle,  Ga..  .\ug.  2*. — Augusta  yesterday 
was  visited  by  one  of  the  worst  floods 
In  its   history.

Lime  stored  in  warehouses  coming  in 
contact  Willi  the  water  were  said  to 
have  been  the  cause  of  explosions 
whiih  destroyed  the  warehouses  of  the 
Nixon  Wholesale  Grocery  company  s 
warehouse  and  the  Nixon  &  I>anforth 
cotton  warehouse.

Col.  William  F.  Vilas  suffered  a 
cerebral  hemorrhage  early  on  the 
morning  of  July  20,  at  his  home  in 
Madison.  His  condition  was  so  serious 
tliat  his  brother,  E.  P.  Vilas  of  Mil- 
waukee, was  summoned  to  the  bedside, 
and  for  two  days  the  physicians  were 
unable  to  offer  any  hope  of  recovery. 
On  the  third  day.  Col.  Vilas"  condition 
was     slightly     improved. 

Since  ilien  his  condition  had  remain- 
ed practically  unchanged,  although  he 
had  moments  of  seeming  rallies  and  oi> 
occasions  would  answer  questions  by 
"yes  "    and    "no." 

Mr.  Vilas  was  66  years  of  age,  and 
for  the  last  few  years  he  has  been 
living  In  retirement.  He  has,  indeed, 
been  little  In  the  public  eye  since  his 
term  as  United  States  senator  came  to 
an  end  in  1SJ»7.  He  was  elected  for  a 
six  years'  term  in  ItWl,  following  dis- 
tinguished service  in  the  first  Cleve- 
land   cabinet. 

Mr.  Vilas  was  born  July  9,  IMO,  at 
Chelsea,  Vt.,  and  came  to  Wlscorisln 
with  his  parents  when  a  boy.  He  stud- 
ied law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  ISrt(».  In  1862  he  raised  a  company 
and  went  to  the  front  in  the  Civil  war. 
He  saw  much  service,  ending  the  war 
as  lieutenant  colonel  of  the  Twenty- 
third     Wl.sconsin     regiment. 

After  returning  home  Mr.  Vilas  took 
a  prominent  part  In  Democratic  poli- 
tics in  Wisconsin.  He  took  the  stump- 
in  many  tampaigns.  He  was  very- 
popular  as  a  speaker,  particularly  after 
he  ntade  himself  oratorically  famous 
by  his  speech  in  Chicago  In  1879.  when, 
he  responded  to  the  toast  In  honor  of 
Gen.  Grant,  "Qtur  First  Commander," 
at  the  banquet  of  the  Society  of  the- 
Army    of    the   Tennessee. 

Four  Years  in  Cabinet. 

So  prominent  had  .Ur.  Vilas  been  In 
Wisconsin  and  national  politics,  a 
prominence  In  large  measure  due  t(y 
his  ability  as  an  orator,  that  Mr.  Cleve-

Are  the  railroads  of  the  country 
going  to  revive  tlie  tight  on  the  2-cent 
fare? 

Conditions  that  would  point  to  such 
an  action  on  the  part  of  the  roads  are 
not  lacking.  The  Alton  road  led  the 
way  by  loudly  pointing  to  the  fact 
that,  though  its  annual  report  showed 
that  12  per  cent  more  passengers 
rode  on  the  road  under  the  regime  of 
the  2ccnt  fare  law,  the  gross  earnings 
were  6  per  cent  less  under  the  reduced 
fare    law. 

Now  other  roads  are  pointing  to  the 
record  of  the  Alton  and  saying  that 
tlie  publication  of  other  fiscal  records 
will  show  the  same  condition  of  affairs. 
They  say  further  that  they  are  losing 
money  under  the  present  conditions, 
and  that  passenger  rates  are  too  low. 

Right  here  In  Minnesota,  as  shown 
by  a  story  in  The  Herald,  some  of  the 
roads  are  charging  3  cents  a  mile  for 
passinger  fares.  The  officials  of  these 
roads  claim  that  the  law  is  unconsti- 
tutional. 

Tlie  fiscal  record  of  the  Alton  is  the 
first  yearly  record  to  be  published  for 
a  year's  operation  under  the  oew  iJ-cent 
fare.  Railroad  men  say  that  many 
other  roads  have  fared  the  same  under 
the  reduced  passenger  fare.  If  the 
railroads  can  show  tliat  they  are  losing 
money  under  the  operation  of  the  re- 
duced fare,  they  will  make  a  strong 
tight  before  the  courts  to  liave  the 
law    declared   unconstitutional. 

Railroad  men  say  that  they  did  not 
admit  they  were  making  money  when 
they  made  special  rates  to  conventions. 
Tliey  say  that  the  roads  were  endeavor- 
ing to  secure  increased  business,  which 
they  needed  to  make  up  the  loss  caused 
by   operating    under   a   reduced   fare. 

Nnder  the  new  fare  the  roads  must 
haul  GO  per  cent  more  passengers  than 
they  did  under  the  3-cent  law,  to  take 
in  as  much  money.  The  railroad  men 
say  they  cannot  do  this  under  the  In- 
creased cost  of  operation.  Tliey  admit 
that  passenger  business  has  Increased 
under  the  reduced  rate,  but  say  that 
operating  expenses  have  also  in- 
creasd-

A 
young  and  at  present  unknown  author 
is  now  engaged  in  writing  a  one-act 
play  for  me.  And  of  course  I  will  give 
opera.  My  course  of  vocal  study  with 
Jean  de  Rezko  has  just  been  completed. 
He  is  kind  «'noug!i  to  say  that  I  need 
only  to  study  the  roles  in  opera.  He 
says    my    voice    i.s    quite    in    training. 

"Plays    by    native   dramatists    will    be

Wisconsin  Central  Officials  Hope  to 
Run  Trains  Early  Next  Spring. 

C.  N.  Kalk.  chief  engineer  of  the 
Wisconsin  Central,  was  in  Duluth  to- 
day, "We  are  going  ahead  with  the 
work  on  the  tunnel  just  as  fast  as 
possible."  he  said.  "We  are  making 
about  twenty  feet  a  day.  The  work 
on  the  excavation  is  not  going  along 
as  fast  as  we  thought  it  would  some 
time  ago,  but  we  are  plugging  away  at 
that.  Some  back  rock  formations  have 
been  .struck  and  as  a  result  the  work 
has  been  retarded.  All  of  the  main 
track  on  the  Superior  side  has  been 
laid  and  ballasting  will  begin 
in  the  near  future.  Work  on  the  de- 
pot will  begin  just  as  soon  as  the  exca- 
vating is  finished,  but  when  that  will 
be  I  can't  say." 

According  to  Mr.  Falk  trains  will  be 
running  some  time  next  summer.  He 
says  work  was  continued  all  last  win- 
ter on  the  road  and  he  sees  no  reason 
why  It  won't  be  continued  through 
this  winter.  He  says  It  Is  possible  to 
excavate  In  the  winter,  altliough  it 
la  very  expensive.  It  Is  probable  that 
if  the  excavating  on  the  depot  is  not 
flnl.shed  this  fall  the  work  will  be 
continued    throughout    the   winter. 

The  officials  of  the  Wisconsin  Cen- 
tral are  determined  to  have  trains 
running  from  Chicago  to  Duluth  early 
In  the  summer,  and  with  that  Idea  in 
view  the  officials  have  planned  to  do 
evervlhlng  possible  to  have  the  Duluth 
terminals  completed  early  In  the 
spring.  It  is  possible  tliat  trains  may 
be  operated  betu-een  Chicago  and  Su- 
perior before  the  completion  of  the 
Duluth  terminal.'.  No  through  trains 
win  be  opv.'rated  before  tlie  road  is 
throughly    ballasted.

Born  In  Scotland. 
James     Wilson,     ttie     secretary,     was 
born    within   a   few    miles    uf   the   birth- 
place   of    liobert    Burns,    the    matchless 
farmer      poet,    in      Ayrshire.    Scotland, 
just   seventy-thrte   years   ago,   or    Aug. 
16,   1835.     He  oame  to  America  when  he 
was    17     years    old,    stopped    with    his 
parents    a    while    In    Connecticut,    and 
removed   to   his   present   home  in   Tama 
county,   Iowa,   In   1856.     He   has   always 
been  an  enthusiastic  farmer,  and  at  the 
same  time  has  been  actively  concerned 
in  all   legislation  affecting  agricultural 
intsrests.      He    was    that    as   a   member 
of    the    Iowa    legislature.    In    which    he 
served     several     terms,    and    continued 
so  as  a  member  of  congress,   in  which 
he    served    three    terms    as    a    member 
of   the  house.     He  served   on    the   Iowa 
railway     commission     four    years,    and 
for    six    vears    before     he    accepted    a 
place   in    President    McKlnleys    cabinet 
was    director    of    the    agricultural    ex- 
periment station  and  professor  oi"  agri- 
culture at  the  Iowa  agricultural  college 

Mr.  Wilson  has  all  of  the  Scotsman's 
cleavage  to  the  f.-factlcal  things  of 
wellbelng  and  au  ^f  the  Caledonian  s 
enthusiasm  over  the  triumph  of 
shrewdly  directed  Industry.  He  is  one 
of  the  most  interesting  men  who  ever 
held  office  in  the  government.  Simple 
and  unaffected  in  conversation,  he  has 
a  store  of  experience  and  a  ripe,  fer- 
tile memory  for  practical  tilings  worth 
remembering,  which  combine  to  con- 
vince all  who  knpvv  him  of  a  staunch 
superiority  of  mind  and  character  de- 
voted to  the  general  welfare,  exceed- 
ingly scarce  among  men  who  hold  high 
political    office. 

His  department  Is.  Indeed,  less  In- 
oculated "with  partisan  bias  than  any 
In  the  government.  There  are  not  a 
few  Democrats  who  hold  responsible 
positions  In  the  department,  but  Mr. 
Wilson  talks  to  thjuni  about  their  work 
and  not  about  thefp  politics.  It  Is  said 
that  he  does  not  know  the  party  afflli- 
ations  of  a  dozen  men  under  him.  Some 
of  ills  most  zealous  supporters  are 
Democratic  members  of  congress.  Still. 
Mr.  Wilson,  if  Bryan  should  be  elected 
president,  has  salxl  he  would  expect  a 
Democratic  president  to  choose  all  the 
members  of  his  cabinet  from  his  own 
political  party. 

Elated  Over  the  Crops. 
Just  before  .Secretary  Wilson  left 
for  a  short  vacation  at  his  Western 
farm,  he  was  elated  over  the  assurance 
of  a  great  year  for  farm  production 
throughout   the   coyntry. 

"The  crops  thl«  season,"  he  said, 
"will  be  the  largest  and  best  in  our 
history,  unless  alt  signs  fall.  All  re- 
ports indicate  .that  the  farmers 
throughout  the  country  are  preparing 
for  an  unprecedented  harv-est.  Farm 
hands  will  be  In  great  demand,  the 
railroads  wiir- have  few  empty  cars, 
and  the  cotton  crop  of  the  South  will 
be  great  Why  shouldn't  we  farmers 
smile?" 

\^■hile  "Tama  Jim,"  like  Bobby  Burns 
cotter,  is  ready  to"  hymn  his  (Creators 
praise  for  generous  sunshine  and  vital- 
izing rains,  and  for  the  energy  and 
Intelligence  of  American  farmers,  he 
rakes  a  natural  pride  in  the  widespread 
fruitful  aid  given-  by  the  department 
of  agriculture  in  rastly  diversified  di- 
rections, which  have  made  many  a 
farm,  but  recently  neglected  as  scarce- 
ly worth  the  labor  given  It,  bloom  and 
ripen  into  such  varied  harvests  as  to 
rejoice  the  heart  of  its  owner. 

Especially  gratified  Is  the  secretary 
with  good  reswits  achieved  through  the 
operations  of  the  btireau  of  soils  under 
Prof.  Milton  Whlt:^ey.  This  Is  the 
branch  of  the  depal-tment  which  Is  In 
closest  relation  to  the  farmer.  It  Is 
the  foundation  of  his  wellbelng.  In  the 
language  of  a  soli  expert  who  has  rea- 
son himself  for  pride  In  the  work  of 
the  science  of  agriculture.  It  has  no 
middlemen,  and  it  speaks  what  the  soli 
tiller  can  understand,  so  that  few  have 
wondered  when  the  powerful  opposltioa 
of  the  appropriations  committee  was 
overthrown  at  the  last  session  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  and  an  in- 
creased sum  was  voted  to  be  put  into 
the  hands  of  Prof.  Whitney  for  the 
acceleration  of  soil  surveys.  Although 
still  but  In  its  Initiative,  the  results 
obtained  by  the  bureau  of  soils  have 
already  closely  Interwoven  themselves 
with  the  dally  work  of  the  farmer  and 
lu've  solved  planting  problems  In  a 
wav  which  harvests  have  strikingly 
Illuminated.  The  latest  phase  of  soil 
study  which  has  been  taken  up  will. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  student  workers, 
prove  the  greatest  boon  yet  enjoyed  by 
the   tillers  of  the  ground. 

Problem  of  Fertilization. 
In  notliing  connected  with  the  revela- 
tions of  tests  founded  upon  the  chem- 
ical knowledge  has  more  light  been 
shed  than  upon  the  old  problem  of  fer- 
tilization. From  the  earliest  days  fer- 
tilization of  the  soil  has  been  one  of 
the  most  important  and  absorbing 
questions  wltii   the  farmer. 

It  Is  certain,  according  to  the  erudite 
department  authc*rit!es,  that  ancient 
agricultural  people  worried  over  It,  and 
that  mavbe  Cinclnnatus.  when  called 
from  his'  plo-«*  handles  to  the  helm  of 
state,  was  pondering  this  very  ques- 
tion It  Is  IBcewlse  held  that  In  all 
old-time  discussions  and  experiments 
there  was  a  vital -part  of  the  problem 
which  remained  undiscovered. 

The  burt-au  of  .soils  has  foiand  that 
nlants  often  kill  'tff  succeeding  genera- 
tions in  the  same  s.  11,  not  by  exhaust- 
ing It  and  extracting  all  the  nutrition, 
but  bv  depositing  toxic  or  poisonous 
substances  wtilchi  always  hamper  and 
frequently  prevent  the  growth  of  the 
succeeding  plant,.  So,  Instead  of  de-  i 
voting  all  lt3:  time  to  replenishing  the 


ground  with  these  elements  and  sub- 
stances which  have  been  given  oft  dur- 
ing the  growth  of  the  plant,  the  bu- 
reau has  pursued  its  experiments  of 
the  theory  of  isolating  and  removing 
the  poisonous  motter.  The  discovery 
of  these  hurtful  substances  disclosed 
that  with  all  the  necessary  mineral  or 
nutrient  elements  native  to  the  soil  the 
plant  would  not  flourish.  After  a  se- 
ries of  experiments  the  cliaracler  of 
the  toxic  elements  was  chemically 
Identified  and  there  immediately  began 
the  revolution  in  soil  treatment  by  the 
bureau  which  continued  until  it  has 
uncovered  the  poisonous  excetra  of  all 
the  most  useful  nlants.  The  evil  has 
been  counteracted  successfully  by  the 
discriminating  use  of  chemicals  and 
fertilizers  and  the  farmer.  It  Is  claimed, 
has  been  freed  from  a  presence  more 
baleful  a  thousand  times  than  the  boll 
weevil  to  cotton  or  the  natural  ex- 
haustion of  the  land. 

Thus  far  the  toxic  properties  have 
been  removed  in  many  Instances  by  a 
number  of  simple  operations.  The  ex- 
periments are  proceeding  with  all  pos- 
sible expedition,  the  object  being  to 
afford  the  farmer  a  cheap  and  conven- 
ient method  of  making  his  land  yield 
the  greatest  possible  uniformity  of 
profitable  production  year  in  and  year 
out.  The  farmers  of  the  country  are 
as  a  rule  co-operating  cheerfully  and 
Intelligently  with  the  department,  and 
the  chief  of  the  bureau  of  soils.  Prof. 
Whitney,  is  greatly  encouraged,  feeling 
that  the  Importance  ol  the  work  is 
properly  appreciated  by  those  whom  it 
most  concerns.  ^,  , 

Experiments  are  constantly  going  on 
with  commercial  fertilizers  also,  wltn 
the  view  of  supplying  a  particular  fer- 
tilizer for  each  type,  which  will  replace 
all  the  nourishing  elements  taken  from 
the  plant  In  the  course  of  its  life.

"'Commercral  fertilizer  is  used  chiefly 
in  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  states,  and 
since  1899  its  use  has  doubled  In  this 
country  until  now  $100,000.000  is  an- 
nually spent  for  this  kind  of  soil  im- 
provement

NEW  W  HEAT  WORTHLESS. 

Professor    Elliott    Says    "Alaska 
Wheat"  is  No  Good. 

Spokane,  Wash.,  Aug.  27.— The  fields 
of  Alaska  wheat  on  the  Abraham 
Adams  farm,  near  Julietta,  Idaho,  have 
been  examined  thoroughly  by  Prof.  E. 
E  Elliot  head  of  the  department  of 
agriculture  at  Washington  state  col- 
lege   who  Is  one  of  the  highest  author- 


ities in  the  United  Btates  on  wheat,  antf 
he  pronounces  the  so-called  Alaskan 
wheat  of  no  value. 

Prof.  Elliot  says  the  fields  he  ex- 
amined would  not  yield  over  35  buahels 
per  acre.  Twenty -five  per  cent  of  lh« 
wheat  In  Adams'  field,  the  professor 
savfl.  Is  not  Alaska  wheat  it  oeing 
mixed    with    other   varieties. 

The  head  droops  heavily  and  tha 
grain    will    lodge   badly. 

The  heads  are  not  of  uniform  size. 

Prof.  Elliot  says  that  wheat  Is  never 
found  growing  wild,  and  the  highest 
recorded  yield  for  any  wheat  Is  100 
bushels  per  acre.  He  predicts  that 
v.ithin  three  years  Alaska  wheat  will 
be  but  a  memory. 

It  is  also  stated  that  the  wheat  has 
no  milling  value,  and  that  It  Is  no  good 
for  stock  food. 

The  grain  appears  to  be  an  old  var- 
iety, which  has  appeared  under  various 
names  at  different  times  during  tlie 
past  fifty  years,  but  those  who  experi- 
mented with  it  always  found  It  worth- 
less.

AFFIRMS  NEW 
TRIAL  ORDER 

Supreme  Court  Upholds 
District  Court  in  Powers- 
Simpson  Case. 

The  mandate  of  the  state  supreme 
court  on  the  appeal  of  William  Dela- 
hunl  from  the  order  of  the  district  court, 
granting  a  new  trial  in  the  case  of  the 
Power-Simpson  company  vs.  Delahunt. 
The  mandate  affirms  the  order  of  the 
lower  court. 

The  suit  was  Instituted  by  the  Pow- 
ers-Simpson company  on  a  contract  en- 
tered into  between  it  and  Delahunt  In 
1906.  Delahunt  contracted  to  cut  some 
timber  for  the  company,  the  supplies 
for  the  camps  to  be  furnished  by  the 
company  and  Delahunt  to  pay  for  them. 
The  suit  was  for  $2,367.81.  In  his  answer, 
Delahunt  put  In  a  counter  claim  for 
14,621.02  and  the  Jury  rendered  a  ver- 
dist  last  November  for  $4,497.43  in  his 
favor.  The  motion  of  the  Powers- 
Simpson  company  for  a  new  trial  was 
granted  by  tlie  district  court  and  Dela- 
hunt appealed  to  the  supreme  court, 
the  order  for  the  new  trial  being  af- 
firmed. 

The  suit  was  instituted  in  the  Fif- 
teenth judicial  district  In  Carlton 
county  and  was  brought  to  the  St. 
Louis  coounty  court  on  a  change  of 
venue.

and  I  am  willing  to  meet  the  issue."

BUSY  TIMES  IN 
CITY  OF  AKELEY 

Hubbard  County  Metropo- 
lis Notes  Improvement 
in  Conditions. 

Akeley,  Minn..  Aug.  27.— (Special  to 
The  Herald. > — Extensive  Improvements 
are  being  made  at  the  Red  River  Lum- 
ber company's  big  sawmill  plant,  which 
are  greatly  encouraging  to  the  businep* 
men  and  citizens.  In  spite  of  the  dull 
bu'<inoss  season,  the  mills  have  been 
buav.  and  a  large  crew  of  men  Is  en- 
gaged in  constructing  a  very  large 
store  house,  75  by  125  feet,  to  store 
machinery  and  the  logging  equiprnt-nts. 
Another  story  will  be  added  to  the  box 
factory  and  several  new  machines  will 
be  placed  in  operation.  These  Im- 
provements will  almost  double  the 
number  of  men  employed  in  making 
boxes. 

The  new  machine  shop  recently  con- 
structed is  being  ntted  with  several 
new  machines,  und  a  mammoth  derrick, 
a  steam  engine,  and  a  gasoline  engine 
to  give  power  for  the  shop.  Here  the 
ccinpany  9  machinery  and  the  engine 
will  be  repaired,  and  a  small-gauge 
railroad  track  has  been  laid  from  the 
mills   to   the  .^hoiis. 

In  the  town  proper  new  sidewalks 
are  being  laid  for  four  blocks,  and 
the  streets  are  to  be  Improved.  W.  J. 
Butler,  Bert  Hodmon  and  several  other 
business  men  liave  made  extensive  Im- 
provements on  their  town  property,  and 
the  city  Are  liall  has  been  entirely  re- 
modeled, as  well  as  the  band  stand 
In  the  center  of  the  town.  Several 
new   houses   have  been  built,  and  Ake- 


ley has  been  busy  several  weeks  mak- 
ing   improYeiTiente. 

Farmers  are  taking  lumber  to  their 
farms  and  making  new  homes  or  en- 
larging their  residences  and  barns,  and 
altogether  Akeley  is  recovering  from 
the  recent  financial  trouble  that  struck 
the  whole  country.

MOVED  MANY  BEES. 

Wisconsin  Apiarist  Used  Barge  on 
Mississippi  River. 

Red  Wing,  Minn.,  Aug.  27.— H.  J. 
Stahmann,  who  conducts  an  apiary  at 
Bruce,  Wis.,  passed  down  the  river  day 
before  yesterday  with  an  army  of 
honey  btes,  which  he  valued  at  $5,0f>0. 

The  little  honeymakers  in  countless 
thousands  and  their  hives  were  towed 
in  a  barge,  fifty  feet  long  and  twenty 
feet  wide.  The  barge  was  screened  off 
with   mosquito   netting. 

The  bees  were  taken  up  river  several 
weeks  ago,  when  the  basswood  blos- 
soms were  in  bloom,  and  placed  all 
along  the  St.  Croix,  between  Marino 
Mills   and   Taylors   Falls. 

Thousands  of  bees  escaped  from  the 
barge  all  along  tlie  line,  bul  they  fol- 
lowed it  the  entire  distance,  although 
at  times  they  were  more  than  a  mile 
behind  the  barge. 

A  stop  of  two  hours  was  made  here 
to  enable  the  stragglers  to  catch  up 
with  tlie  main  army.  William  Rems- 
hardt  towed  the  barge  through  Lake 
Pepin  for  Mr.  Stahmann,  and  althougii 
his  launch  and  barge  were  fully  twen- 
ty feet  aliead  of  the  barge,  he  admits 
that  it  v>as  not  a  pleasant  trip.  He 
was  very  kind  \o  the  bees  and  let  thcin 
walk  all  over  him,  and  completed  tlie 
trip    without  being   stung.

JACOBSON'S  PLACE. 

All  of  the  arguments  that  have  thus  far  been  put 
forth  for  Mr.  Jacobson's  candidacy  for  the  governorship, 
including  those  made  by  himself,  tend  to  one  conclusion: 
that  he  was  a  good  member  of  the  legislature,  and  that 
he  ought  to  be  back  in  that  body  instead  of  seeking  the 
governorship. 

There  is  a  place  for  a  man  like  Jacobson  in  the  legis- 
lature. He  watches  the  pennies,  and  during  his  entire 
legislative  career  he  was  a  "watchdog  of  the  treasury." 
He  carried  this  too  far  at  times,  as  when  he  opposed 
liberal  appropriations  for  education,  and  as  when  he 
fought  the  state  university,  opposed  appropriations  for 
it  and  declared  it  to  be  a  breeding  place  for  snobs.  Yet 
treasury  watchdogs  usually  do  go  too  far;  and  they  are 
TBluabie  in  legislative  bodies  nonetheless  because  they 
form  a  balance  for  members  who  may  be  perhaps  too 
liberal  in  their  views  about  spending  the  state's  money. 
But  when  it  comes  to  putting  such  a  man  into  the 
governorsliip,  where  his  narrow  ideas  may  be  exerted 
to  the  e.vtent  of  vetoing  appropriations  altogether,  it  is 
a  different  matter.  In  the  legislature  he  is  merely  one 
of  more  than  a  hundred  members.  He  has  but  one  vote, 
and  if  he  influences  other  votes  it  must  be  by  argument. 
Even  though  his  notions  of  economy  may  be  dangerously 
narrow,  his  capacity  for  harm  is  small,  because  the  other 
members  may  be  depended  upon  to  arrange  a  compro- 
mise between  his  niggardliness  and  their  liberality  which 
is  likely  to  be  about  the  right  thing  to  do.  In  the  gov- 
ernorship, however,  he  has  full  sweep,  subject  only  to  the 
right  of  the  legislature  to  pass  appropriations  over  his 
veto,  a  thing  that  it  is  very  hard  to  do  because  of  the 
large  majority  required. 

In  short,  such  a  man  may  effect  true  economy  in  the 
legislature  by  forcing  compromises;  but  in  the  governor- 
ship there  would  be  no  compromise  so  long  as  he  held 
and  exercised  the  right  to  veto  any  measure  he  pleased. 
Though  Mr.  Jacobson's  legislative  work  resulted  in  prac- 
tical economies,  it  was  not  because  he  had  his  will,  but 
because  he  was  able  to  force  compromises  with  those 
who  pleaded  for  more  liberal  expenditures.  If  he  had 
had  his  will,  his  economies  would  inevitably  have  taken 
the  form  of  that  false  parsimony  which  amounts  in  the 
end  to  actual  extravagance.  In  the  governorship  he 
would  have  a  long-delayed  chance  to  run  riot  with  his 
pruning  knife  unhampered  by  sound  and  economical 
liberalitj',  and  the  result  could  not  fail  to  be  disastrous 
to  the  state,  particularly  to  the  educational  system  of 
•which  Minnesota  is  so  proud,  but  which  Mr.  Jacobson 
himself  has  never  been  disposed  to  deal  with  fairly. 

There  is  a  place  for  Mr.  Jacobson  in  the  legislature, 
a  place  that  has  not  been  properly  filled  since  he  left 
that  body.  That  is  where  he  should  be,  and  to  say  so 
is  no  argument  in  behalf  of  his  governorship  ambitions. 
In  view  of  his  attitude  toward  education,  it  is  painful  to 
contemplate  what  the  result  would  be  if  he  were  put  in 
a  place  where  he  could  exercise  unchallenged  power  over 
the  state  university  and  the  state  public  school  system. 
In  view  of  his  narrow  ideas  of  economy,  it  is  distressing 
to  contemplate  what  would  happen  to  the  projects  for 
the  development  of  Northern  Minnesota  which  call  for 
liberal  appropriations.  Valuable  as  Mr.  Jacobson  could 
make  himself  in  the  legislature,  the  governorship  is  the 
last  place  the  people  of  Minnesota  should  give  him.  His 
economy  has  too  much  of  the  "penny  wise,  pound  fool- 
ish" about  it  to  make  it  safe  to  trust  him  with  the  veto. 


remuneration — no 
society? 

All  other  issues  are  ernbodied  in  these  two.  Issues 
of  abstract  prosperity,  without  regard  to  its  distribution, 
are  false  issues,  designed  to  confuse  the  mind  of  the 
voter.  It  is  important  that  the  nation  shall  be  rich  and 
prosperous,  but  it  is  far  more  important  still  that  this 
wealth  and  prosperity  shall  be  well  distributed.  A  nation 
in  which  wealth  Is  congested  in  the  hands  of  a  few, 
balanced  at  the  other  end  by  suffering  millions,  is  a 
nation  in  deadly  danger,  in  peril  of  its  life  and  liberties. 

No  single  other  issue  can  be  made  more  prominent 
or  more  important  than  these  two.  If  one  says  that  the 
tariff  is  the  leading  is.sue,  he  is  to  be  reminded  that  if 
the  people  rule,  and  rule  wisely  for  their  own  benefit, 
there  will  be  no  outrageous  tariffs  that  prosper  the  few 
and  impoverish  the  many.  If  one  says  that  the  trusts 
form  the  leading  issue,  he  is  to  be  reminded  that  if  the 
people  rule  the  hands  of  the  trust  mag-Jiate  and  his  para- 
sites will  be  shaken  from  their  grip  on  the  reins  of  gov- 
ernment, and  that  the  people  will  make  the  trusts  their 
servants,  and  not  their  masters — as  they  are  now. 

The  reply  to  the  first  issue  proposed  by  Mr.  Bryan  is 
that  the  people  do  rule  now.  They  do  not;  and  it  cannot 
bf  truthfully  said  that  they  rule  in  this  country  so  long  aa 
selfish  interests  and  special  privileges  are  so  strongly 
entrenched  as  they  are  today  in  congress,  in  the  courts, 
in  the  machinery  of  the  parties  and  in  the  purchased 
press.  The  people  do  not  rule  when  a  Cannon  can  be- 
come absolute  dictator,  in  behalf  of  the  interests,  of  one 
branch  of  congress,  and  when  an  Aldricii,  spokesman  for 
congested  wealth,  can  rule  the  action  of  the  other  branch. 
The  people  do  not  rule  when  party  machines,  influenced 
by  the  interests  that  provide  their  campaign  funds,  can 
control  the  nomination  and  election  of  legislators,  state 
officers,  congressmen,  senators  and  even  presidents.  The 
people  do  not  yet  rule,  but  they  are  coming  into  their 
own. 

The  issue  of  whether  or  not  the  people  shall  rule  is 
the  political  side  of  the  real  battle  before  the  American 
people,  and  the  issue  of  whether  the  people  shall  exert 
that  rule  to  insure  to  jeach  individual  a  fair  remuneration 
for  his  services  to  society — which  involves  the  proposi- 
tion that  no  man  shall  seize,  through  special  privilege,  a 
million  times  his  share — is  the  economic  side.

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COMPARATIVl  BUSINESS. 

In  judging  the  progress  the  country  has  made  in  its 
recovery  from  the  panic  and  its  offspring,  industrial  de- 
pression, we  should  not  seek  to  compare  present  business 
with  the  business  conditions  that  prevailed  just  before 
the  collapse. 

So  says  Cyrus  H.  McCormick,  president  of  the  Inter- 
national Harvester  company,  in  an  interview  in  The  Her- 
ald tonight;  and  so  this  newvspaper  has  said  before  upon 
several  occasions. 

Comparisons  should  be  with  the  normal  or  average 
conditions  of  the  past  few  years  of  prosperity,  and  not 
with  the  abnormal. 

The  activity  that  prevailed  early  in  1907  was  not  nor- 
mal, but  was  distinctly  abnormal.  It  was  feverish,  hectic, 
almost  frenzied;  certainly  it  was  far  beyond  the  coun- 
try's capacity  for  endurance,  as  results  showed.  It  was 
evident  before  the  first  signs  of  trouble  appeared  that  the 
country  could  not  keep  up  the  pace,  and  that  a  stop  for 
breath  was  necessary.  Events  in  Wall  street,  precipi- 
tating panic,  brought  on  the  stop  a  little  ahead  of  time. 

Recovery  has  been  much  more  rapid  than  many 
expected  it  to  be,  and  indeed  it  has  been  at  a  speed  quite 
remarkable.  Yet  if  we  attempt  to  compare  present 
activity  with  that  which  prevailed  just  before  the  panic, 
it  makes  it  look  pretty  quiet;  so  we  should  make  com- 
parisons not  with  early  1907,  but  with  the  normal  of  good 
times  that  prevailed  during  the  several  years  preceding. 

"Now  it  appears  to  me,"  says  Mr.  McCormick,  "that 
if  we  compare  the  present  conditions  with  the  normal  we 
are  pretty  well  off,  for  we  are  approaching  the  normal 
in  a  conservative,  safe  and  steady  manner.  I  take  a 
very  favorable  view  of  the  business  outlook."  And  there 
is  no  reason  why  anybody  should  take  a  different  view 
of  it.

REAL  COMPETITION? 

Grand  news  it  was  that  the  wires  brought  The  Herald 
yesterday  from  Chicago,  to  the  effect  that  there  is  about 
to  be  real  competition  in  the  meat  business. 

It  has  been  so  long  since  the  American  people  really 
experienced  competition  in  this  business  that  it  is  pos- 
sible they  will  not  knoAV  how  to  take  it,  but  on  the  whole 
they  will  try  bravely  to  bear  up  under  the  shock.  Indeed, 
the  only  fear  now  is  that  the  news  is  too  good  to  be  true. 

The  Chicago  dispatch  published  in  The  Herald  last 
evening  said  that  the  competition  is  going  to  be  so  real 
that  it  will  even  involve  a  reduction  in  the  retail  prices  of 
meats.  Furthermore,  the  competition  is  going  to  be  all 
along  the  line,  »o  that  not  only  the  consumer  but  -the 
cattle-raiser  and  the  retailer  will  benefit  from  it. 

An  independent  concern,  said  to  be  amply  capitalized, 
has  +)een  formed  to  begin  business  about  Oct.  1.  It  will 
build  stockj'ards  in  Chicago,  and  it  will  do  all  that  the 
meat  trust  now  does,  and  do  it  better  and  in  a  less  hog- 
gish manner.  That  is  what  is  claimed  for  it.  As  for  the 
people  who  are  called  upon  to  believe  it,  they  will  require 
that  it  be  demonstrated.  They  are  more  than  willing  to 
see  competition  revived,  for  it  has  been  dead  so  long  that 
it  is  nearly  as  antique  as  the  spinning  wheel,  and  quite 
as  great  a  curiosity. 

Here's  good  luck  to  the  independent  concern  which  is 
going  to  do  battle  with  the  meat  trust,  and  may  the  time 
when  one  swallows  up  the  other  and  buries  competition 
again  be  long  postponed. 


THE  TWO  ISSUES. 

Whether  or  not  William  Jennings  Bryan  is  going  to 
be  successful  in  his  third  'oattle  for  the  presidency  it  is 
at  present  hard  to  say;  it  is  always  hard  to  say  what  the 
outcome  of  a  political  campiiign  is  g-iing  to  be,  because 
the  truth  is  down  in  the  hearts  of  the  voters  and  not 
upon  the  vociferous  tongues  of  campaign  claimants;  but 
whether  he  wins  or  loses,  the  nation  will  be  under  a  great 
obligation  to  him  for  stating  the  issues  of  this  campaign, 
and  of  all  campaigns  until  they  are  finally  decided,  more 
clearly  than  they  have  yet  been  stated. 

In  his  speeches  thus  far  in  the  campaign  two  issues 
have  been   urged,  and   they  are  fundamental   and  vital: 

First,  Shall  the  people  rule? 

Second,  Sliall  society  return  to  each  individual  a  fair 


Though  it  may  seem  that  there  is  a  lack  of  consist- 
ence in  the  advocacy  of  a  tax  system  that  will  reward 
thrift  and  penalize  sloth  by  one  who  also  favors  the  in- 
come tax,  there  isn't  a  bit  of  it.  They  are  two  very  dif- 
ferent things,  as  a  moment's  thought  will  make  clear. 

The  particular  form  of  taxation  to  which  objection  is 
made  is  that  which  bears  heavily  upon  the  MEANS  OF 
PRODUCTION — upon  working  tools,  machinery,  house- 
hold furniture,  stocks  of  merchandise,  etc. 

The  income  tax,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  tax  upon  the 
FRUITS  OF  PRODUCTION,  and  you  must  know  that 
in  very  few  cases,  amounting  to  a  very  small  propor- 
tion of  the  whole,  does  the  producer  accumulate  the 
fruits  of  his  productiveness. 

In  fact  there  isn't  a  system  of  taxation  yet  produced 
which  would  distribute  the  burden  of  taxation  so  justly 
as  the  income  tax;  which  would  bear  most  heavily  upon 
those  who  can  best  afford  to  pay,  and  lean  most  lightly 
on  those  who  can  least  afford  to  pay.  This  is  the  way 
taxation  ought  to  work,  and.  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  works 
today  just  the  other  way. 

The  income  tax  should  be  upon  a  sliding  scale, 
exempting  those  below  a  certain  stage  of  income,  and 
increasing  rapidly  with  the  increase  of  incomes.  A  man 
earning  $300  a  year  should  pay  nothing,  a  man  earning 
$1,000  a  year  should  pay  a  slight  tax,  a  man  earning 
$5,000  a  year  should  pay  not  only  a  larger  amount  but  a 
larger  percentage,  a  man  earning  $50,000  a  year  should 
pay  a  still  higher  percentage,  and  a  man  receiving 
$500,000  a  year — nobody  can  earn  that  much — should  pay 
a  very  heavy  percentage  indeed. 

When  you  get  up  into  the  large  incomes,  you  come 
upon  those  who  are  reaping  the  fruits  of  the  production 
of  others.  A  single  income  of  $500,000  must  be  drawn 
from  the  productivity  of  thousands.  To  tax  such  an 
income  heavily  is  to  restore  to  the  producers,  through 
exempting  them  in  some  measure  at  least  from  bearing 
the  burden  of  public  expense  and  through  increasing  the 
government's  ser\nce  to  them,  a  part  of  the  fruits  of  their 
production. 

In  thinking  of  tax  matters,  a  -clear  line  should  be 
drawn  between  the  taxation  of  the  means  of  production 
and  the  taxation  of  the  fruits  of  production.  Taxing  the 
means  of  production  hampers  and  penalizes  industry; 
taxing  the  fruits  of  production  upon  a  just  basis  tends 
to  overcome  some  of  the  unjustness  of  distribution  char- 
acteristic of  present  economic  conditions.

CONSOLIDATION 
ACCOMPLISHED 

Comanche   and  Copper 

Guif  Properties  Are 

Merged. 

The  proposed  consolidation  of  the 
Copper  Gulf  and  Comanche  Mining 
companies  has  been  accomplished.  The 
agrecm-.nts  have  been  signed  and  now 
only  the  final  details  remain  to  be  com- 
pleted. In  this  deal,  wliich  will  be  of 
vast  advai>tuge   to   both   companies. 

"Word  to  the  above  effect  lias  been 
received  f i  om  Milwaukee,  v»here  H.  B, 
Hovland  and  D.  L.  Fairchild  of  Duluth 
have  betn  working  for  some  time  on 
the  detii.!l.«  of  tl.e  consolidation.  The 
genera!  plan  of  the  consolidation  Is 
the  same   as   was   before  announced. 

Tills  is  ll  e  greatest  consolidation  of 
copper  properties  that  has  talten  place 
since  tilt--  areene-Cananea  deal.  Tlie 
fteiv  compatiy,  which  will  have  a  capi- 
talization ■>t  $2.t»00,o(iu,  will  be  known 
as  the  t»!'\anna  Copper  company. 

It  was  agreed  some  time  ago  that 
there  should  he  a  consolidation  of  the 
two,  but  tlie  final  agreement  was  not 
made  until  the  report  of  the  experts  for 
the  Comant  h<'  company  on  the  Copper 
Oulf  was  htard  from.  Their  report  is 
said  to  hav,  been  most  favorable.  It 
stated  thai  there  were  S.OOO  feet  of  un- 
derground workings.  1,400  acres  of  feo 
lands  and  large  quantities  of  black  sul- 
phide ore.  running  4  per  cent,  in  eight. 
The  ore  Is  a  high-grade  concentrating 
ore.  By  the  consolidation  the  Sa- 
vanna company  will  have  4,000  acres 
of  ground,  in  fee.  in  the  heart  of  the 
Burro  Mountain  district.  There  will 
also  be  a  smelter,  a  concentrator  and 
a  rallrt»ad  communicating  with  the 
mines  and  plaiits.  The  Comanche 
people  will  turn  their  property  over 
to  the  new  company  free  from  encum- 
brance. 

The  Copper  Gulf  had  no  watered 
stock  to  lo'gin  with,  and  there  will  be 
none  in  the  Comanche  after  the  con- 
solidation if  there  ever  was  before. 
The  capitalization  of  the  Comanche  was 
$5,000,000.  The  plant  at  that  mine  has 
been  overhauled  and  put  into  good 
condition  for  immediate  operation,  so 
that  tlie  Savanna  compfiny  will  be  pre- 
pared to  iKgln  mining  and  producing 
Copp»^r  at  once. 

Of  the  total  200,000  shares  of  the 
Savanna  Copper  company,  50.000  shares 
will  be  ui-.dt  rv.  rittf-n  at  par,  so  that 
the  conipajiy  v.ill  have  plenty  of  work- 
ing capital  and  will  he  In  shape  to 
carrj-   on   actual  mining. 

The  co)>itiinatlon,  it  is  helleved,  will 
be  beneficial  to  hotli  companies.  The 
Comanche  company  was  bankrupt  and 
the  Copper  Gulf  company  had  plenty  of 
ore  in  sight,  liut  !io  railroad  or  reduc- 
tion i»lant.  The  new  company  will.have 
both  ore  and   plant.

City  May  Set  Aside  a 

Certain  Sum  Each 

Year. 


Mayor  Says  There  is  No 

Question  of  the 

Need. 


The  city  may  adopt  the  same  system 
In  raising  money  for  the  purchase  of  a 
Are  tug  as  was  followed  by  the  county 
in  securing  a  fund  for  the  now  court- 
house and  site,  by  including  a  cer- 
tain amount  for  this  purpose  in  the 
tax  levy  each  year. 

"It  Isn't  by  any  means  certain  that 
this  plan  will  be  adopted,"  said  Mayor 
Haven  this  morning,  "but  we  have 
such  a  proposition  under  consideration 
and  there  is  a  possibility  that  It  will 
work  out.  There  can  be  no  further 
argument  against  the  necessity  of  a 
fire  tug,  and  it  looks  nuw  as  if  this 
idea  of  including  a  certain  amount  In 
the  tax  levy  each  year  until  a  sufficient 
fund  is  raised,  would  be  about  the  only 
way   to  get  the  desired   Improvement. 

"Some  people  are  very  unreasonable 
in  regard  to  the  Are  tug  proposition. 
1  have  heard  several  say  that  If  the 
railroad  and  other  interests  along  the 
harbor  front  are  not  willing  to  buy 
the  boat,  the  city  should  pay  no  fur- 
ther attention  to  the  matter,  as  only 
the  harbor  Interests  would  be  benefited 
and  not  the  city  in  general.  This  Im- 
pression is  a  mistaken  one.  It  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  to  Duluth  as  a 
whole  that  no  harm  come  to  the  ware- 
houses, elevators,  wholesale  houses, 
etc.,  along  the  harbor  front.  Every 
laboring  man  in  town,  whether  he  be 
a  taxpayer  or  not,  and  every  taxpayer. 
Is  interested.  All  would  be  injured  If 
the  harbor  front,  or  a  good  part  of  It, 
were  cleaned  out  by  fire. 

"I  watched  the  recent  elevator  fire 
from  the  top  of  the  Torrey  building. 
For  half  an  hour  it  looked  as  if  the 
fiames  would  cross  from  Rice's  Point 
to  the  mainland.  If  this  had  happened, 
with  the  strong  wind  tlien  blowing 
from  the  west,  the  flre  would  have 
swept  the  harbor  front  clean.  Whole- 
sale houses  and  everything  else  would 
have  gone  down  to  destruction  before 
the  ttames. 

"Wouldn't  that  have  been  a  blow 
to  every  citizen  of  Duluth?  And  still 
some  people  say  It  Is  not  the  city's 
hut:lnes8  to  put  money  Into  a  flre  tug. 
Other  cities  do  It,  and  I  fall  to  see 
why  M'e  shouldn't,  if  we  had  the  money 
to  do  It  wltli.  Of  course,  under  present 
circumstances,  we  have  not  got  It,  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  legisla- 
ture be  asked  to  take  action  in  adopt- 
ing legislation  that  would  allow  us  to 
issue  bonds  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
tug,  but  it  is  hardly  likely  this  sugges- 
tion will  be  carried  out."

PROliRAM  COMPLETED 


For  tlie  Reception  of  the  American 
Fleet  at  Tokio. 

Toklo,  Aug.  27. — The  program  for 
the  reception  of  the  American  fieet  In 
Japanese  ports  has  been  finished  and 
submitted  to  Lieut.  Commandftr  John 
A.     Dougherty,     naval     attache     of    the 

Ameilcan  embassy  for  approval,  but 
it  has  not  yet  been  publicly  announced, 
owing  to  the  probability  that  minor 
changes  will  be  made.  The  attention 
to  details  characteristic  of  the  Japanese 
Is   shown    throughout    the   program. 

The  lleet  is  due  to  arrive  at  Yoko- 
hama on  Saturday.  Oct.  17  and  that 
day  and  Sunday  will  be  devoted  en- 
tirely to  receptions  and  entertainments 
In  that  city.  On  Monday  Oct.  19.  which 
will  be  known  as  American  day  the 
rear  admirals  of  the  fieet  with  their 
staffs  will  come  to  Toklo.  They  will 
be  given  apartments  in  the  Imperial 
palace  at  Shiba,  where  Judge  Taft  was 
entertained  during  his  recent  visit  and 
an  Imperial  carriage  will  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  each  rear  admiral.  Of- 
ficial calls  will  be  exchanged  on  Mon- 
day morning.

A  well  known  captain  who  was  going 
over  the  idta  with  local  mariners  In  the 
tug  oft'ice  said  this  liiorning  that  the 
Dulutli  liarbor  is  without  doubt  the 
hardest  to  get  into  and  the  most  poorly 
lighted  entrance  on  the  lakes.  He  went 
on  to  draw  diagrams  showing  the  num- 
ber of  lights  used  other  places,  and 
showing  how  the  lights  would  btn.  fit 
the  Duluth  entrance.  At  Cleveland 
there  are  six  lights  all  situated  very 
close  to  the  harbor  entrance,  so  t!iat 
it  is  imp'jssible  for  a  captain  to  miss 
bis  wav.  "If  we  could  only  get  one  little 
green  liglit  out  there  it  would  help 
wonderfully,"   he   said. 

The  matter  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
local  men  for  some  time,  but  up  to  date 
they  have  been  unable  to  get  the  light- 
house co;;imission  to  take  action. 

'•Coming  into  this  harbor  on  a  dark, 
stormy  niglit,"  said  another  captain, 
"Is  the  hardest  thing  I  know.  A  f'  How 
simplv  has  to  trust  to  luck  and  the 
grace  of  God.  The  strong  current  that 
runs  out  through  the  canal  coming  in 
contact  with  the  swt-lls  coming  in, 
kicked  up  by  a  ripping  northeaster, 
forms  a  perfect  pyramid  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  canal,  making  it  mighty 
dangerous  for  a  loaded  bi-at  to  come 
through.  1  have  cv)me  througli  your 
ship  canal  at  night  when  I  thought  I 
was  coining  tlirough  the  Superior 
entry,  and  sometiuies  I  had  no  idea 
where  I  was." 

It  18  coming  near  the  time  of  year 
now  when  the  nights  are  darkest,  and 
the  northeasters  most  terrible.  The 
wreck  of  the  Mataafa  and  many  other 
boats  along  the  shore  is  still  fresh  in 
the  memory  of  seafaring  men,  and  they 
want  the  lights  this  fall. 

A  number  of  them  advocate  the  Idea 
of  having  oil  tanks  on  the  pier,  and  in 
the  event  of  a  storm  pour  oil  on  the 
waters  so  as  to  enable  the  ship  to 
make  port.  However,  they  say  if  they 
can  have  the  light  this  year,  the  other 
can    go    over    until    next    season.

25,000  JOBS 

State  Bureau  Employed 

That  Number  of  Men 

During  Year. 

Supt.  Louis  Levy  Says 

Demand  for  Labor 

is  Normal. 


"In  the  last  twelve  months  the  state 
free  employment  agencies  of  Minnesota 
placed  In  positions  more  than  25.000 
men,"  said  Louis  Levy,  superintendent 
of  Minnesota's  state  free  ompl  >uient 
agencies,  who  is  in  the  city  ».a  fxe 
of  his  quarterly  vUsits.  "The  Uuluth 
office  In  that  time  has  furnished  7,365 
men  with  jobs,  and  enabled  1.389  wo- 
men to  find  places  to  work.  At  the 
Minneapolis  office  the  books  show  a 
somewhat  larger  nuiiiber,  and  at  fct. 
Paul,  which  is  not  the  labor  center  that 
either  Duluth  or  Minneapolis  Is,  the 
bureau  has  done  less  than  at  either 
of    the    other   offices. 

The  bureau  at  Duluth  was  installed 
in  June,  1907.  During  the  first  six 
months  they  operated,  until  November 
15,  they  handled,  and  1  say  it  truth- 
fully, more  men  successfully  than  any 
other  office  of  its  size  in  the  United 
.States.  The  financial  lull  came  then, 
and  after  that  there  was  a  general 
shutting  down  and  business  in  the 
employment  line  was  nearly  at  a 
standstill.  It  since  has  picked  up, 
until  now  it  is  almost  normal.  In 
iVIinneapolis  we  have  carried  on  only 
one-third  of  the  business  in  the  last 
year  tliat  wo  did  in  either  of  the  two 
previous  years  we  operated." 

Mr.  Levy  said  It  is  an  interesting  fact 
that  men  of  almost  twenty  different 
nationalities  have  received  jobs 
tlnougli  the  Duluth  office,  while  at 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  which  branch 
was  installed  in  May,  1907,  peoples 
from  thirty  or  more  different  countries 
have  been  supplied  witli  jobs.  "There 
have  been  American  Indians.  Lapland- 
ers, Japs  and  even  Syrians.  Men  of  all 
races  and  nations  are  handled  by  us. 
Tlie  possibilities  in  the  scope  of  tlie 
state  free  agencies  are  limitless.  We 
are  in  the  position  to  fill  places  of  all 
sorts,  from  common  labor  commanding 
only  $.50  per  day  to  a  bank  piesidency, 
if  we  should  have  sucn  a  call,  with  a 
salary    in    the    thousands   of   dollars. 

"It  seems  to  me,"  continued  Mr  Levy, 
"and  I  believe  that  tlie  next  legislature 
will  take  some  action  on  it,  tliat  the 
free  public  bureaus  should  have  the 
employing  of  teachers  to  teach  In  our 
public  schools.  The  teachers  have  re- 
ceived a  free  education,  and  I  believe 
that  they  should  be  able  to  get  em- 
ployment free  in  the  public  schools, 
and  we  are  fitted  to  handle  just  such  a 
business.  It  does  not  seem  right  that 
a  girl  that  has  gone  to  school  in  tlii.s 
city  should  have  to  apply  and  pay 
money  at  a  teacher  bureau  here  or 
out  of  town  to  get  a  position  at  Proc- 
tor or  on  the  range,  or  even  in  her 
own  city,  as  I  believe  has  sometimes 
been   the  case." 

When  asked  concerning  the  condi- 
tion of  labor,  Mr.  Levy  replied  that  he 
thought  things  now  about  normal  in 
most    of    tile    trades. 

"In  Mii>neapulis,"  he  said,  "and  it 
seems  to  be  the  same  here,  all  the 
laborers  In  the  building  trades  have 
employment.  Of  course  when  winter 
comes  the  amount  of  building  will  be 
curtailed,  but  that  is  the  case  every 
year.  In  t-onie  lines  we  have  had  In 
Minneapolis  more  jobs  than  men.  For 
iii.stance.  we  received  an  order  from  a 
Ited  Wing  lumber  company  calling 
for  sash,  door  and  cabinet  makers,  and 
It  was  a  hard  job  to  flill  the  order, 
which  was  a  good-sized  one.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  mills  at  the  Flour  City 
are  only  employing  50  per  cent,  of  the 
nailers  and  packers  they  did  at  thlf? 
time  last  year.  We  are  expecting  that 
bu.'siness  will  pick  up  soon  in  the  mills 
and  elevators  and  that  we  will  have 
plenty  of  calls  from  those  quarters  for 
men.  There  are  always  men,  even  In 
tlie  best  of  times.  In  **ome  line  or  other, 
out  of  work.  It  may  not  be  because 
there  Is  not  any  work  in  their  line  to 
lie  had,  but  because  they  want  a 
change  and  are  not  satisfied.  Because 
there  are  many  men  Inquiring  for  work 
does  not  always  necessarily  mean  tliat 
there  are  few  jobs.  Many  trades,  such 
as  .structural  iron  working,  are  busy 
for  several  months  and  then  there  will 
be  a  space  when  the  men  have  to  look 
lip  a  new  job.  It  Is  so  in  the  best  of 
times,  though  of  course  these  are  not 
such."

DENMARK  HONORS 


The   Hardy   Explorers  Who  Found 
the  New  Northland. 

Copenhagen,  Denmark,  Aug.  26. — The 
members  of  the  Denmark-Greenland 
expedition  who  have  arrived  here  were 
met  on  entering  the  harbor  by  hun- 
dreds of  steamers  and  the  whole  of  tho 
Royal  Vacht  club  flotilla.  The  Arctic 
steamer  Denmark  displayed  her  flag 
at  half-mast  on  account  of  the  death 
of  Mylius  Erlclisen,  the  leader  of  the 
expedition,  and  two  of  his  companions. 
The  vessel  was  received  with  full  mili- 
tary honors  by  warships  and  the  king's 
yacht.  Tlie  admiral  and  all  the  other 
officers  and  sailors  took  off  their  hats 
and  cheered  the  Denmark  while  the  na- 
tional  hymn    was  played. 

I'remler  Chrisfen.-^en  boarded  the 
Denmark  and  welcomed  tiie  expedition 
In  the  king's  name.  Several  naval  of- 
ficers carried  Capt.  Tioilo  ashore  on 
their  shoulders.  In  the  afternoon  there 
was  a  formal  welcome  at  the  uuniver- 
sity,  attended  by  the  royal  family  and 
the  nobility  of  Copenhagen.  The  rec- 
tor of  the  university  greeted  the  ex- 
plorers, who,  he  Said,  had  gained  new 
lands  for  Denmark  and  new  honor 
for  Danish  science. 

Tlie  king  shook  hands  with  each 
member  of  the  expe<lition  and  talked 
ions  with  Mylius  Krlflinen's  old  fath- 
er, a  country  policeman.  Tiie  king 
received  the  explorers  in  audience  and 
bestowed  decorations  upon   them.

Enables  Raising  of  Faculty  Salaries 
About  25  Per  Cent. 

Chicago,  Aug.  26. — The  salary 
•schedule  for  members  of  tho  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  faculty  were  com- 
pleted today  to  go  into  effect  some 
months  hence.  The  readjustment  to 
a  higher  place  was  made  possible  by 
Jolin  D.  Rockefeller's  recent  addition 
of  $2,000,000  to  the  university  endow- 
ment fund.  The  advances  will  af- 
fect one  hundred  faculty  members  at 
the  start  and  will  gradually  Include 
the  remainder.  Heads  of  depart- 
ments are  raised  from  $4,000  to  $6,- 
000;  professors,  not  department  heads, 
$3,000  to  $4,500;  a-ssociate  professors, 
$2,500  to  $3,000;  assistant  professors. 
$2,000  to  $2,500;  instructors,  $1,200  to 
$1,800.  In  each  case  the  increase 
amounts  to  about  25  per  cent  of  tho 
former  salary.

BUSINESS  IS 

IMPROVING 


Cyrus  H  McCormick  Says 
Country  is  Getting  Back 
to  Normal  Conditions. 

Cyrua  H.  McCormick,  president  of  the 
International  Harvester  company, 
under  which  name  the  large  manufac- 
turing harvester  companies  of  ther 
country  have  consolidated,  was  at  the 
Spalding  hotel  last  evening  with  his 
wife  and  two  sons.  Mr.  McCormick 
came  to  Duluth  partly  on  business  and 
partly  on  pleasure.  He  left  for  the 
range  this  morning  to  inspect  the  Hew- 
klns  and  Agnew  mines,  which  are  con- 
trolled by  the  International  Harvester 
company. 

In  speaking  of  the  industrial  situa- 
tion, Mr.  McCjrmlck  stated  that  peo- 
ple were  in  the  habit  of  comparing 
present  business  conditions  with  the 
conditions  that  existed  when  th*. 
country  wa.s  at  the  height  of  its  pros- 
perity. This  accounted  for  the  fact, 
he  said,  that  many  people  believed 
business  conditions  were  not  good  until 
they  reached  the  high  level  mark. 
Mr.  McCormick  stated  that  to  gain  a 
more  fair  average  the  present  condi- 
tions should  be  compared  with  the 
normal  business  conditions  of  other 
years. 

'•It  seems  to  me  that  if  you  compare 
the  present  situation  with  conditions 
that  have  existed  in  normal  business 
rears  of  the  past,'  said  Mr.  McCormick, 
''you  will  find  that  we  are  fairly  pros- 
perous. We  are  approaching  normal 
business  conditions  in  a  safe  and  con- 
t^ervative  way.  I  take  a  most  favor- 
able   view    of    the    business    situation." 

Mr.  McCormick  stated  that  at  the 
T>resent  time  an  inventory  was  being 
taken  of  the  international  Harvester 
company,  which  necessitated  a  clos- 
ing down.  Before  the  shutdown  he 
stated  tliat  the  plants  of  the  company 
were  being  operated  full  handed. 
When  operations  are  resumed  It  will 
be   under  full   capacity.

MORE  BUSINESS; 
PRICES  BETTER 

Producers  of  Pig  iron  in 

East  Maintaining  Pine 

Attitude. 

New  York,  Aug.  27. — The  Iron  Age 
says:  In  the  Birmingham  district,  in 
Virginia,  in  Eastern  Pennsylvania,  and 
in  the  Chicago  district  producers  of  pig 
iron  are  maintaining  a  firm  attitude 
and  are  booking  some  business  at  bet- 
ter prices.  In  the  Central  West,  in  the 
Pittsburg  district  and  in  Southern 
Ohio  the  attitude  of  the  makers  is 
more  uncertain.  Statistics  covering 
fortv-three  blast  furnaces  in  Eastern 
and  Central  Pennsylvania  and  in  Vir- 
ginia, show  a  decline  in  stocks  of  close 
to  15,000  tons  and  an  increase  during 
one  month  in  orders  from  close  to 
238,000  tons  to  over  285.000  tons. 
Tliere  has  been  considerable  movement 
in  pig  iron  in  the  east  during  the  past 
week,  and  there  is  quite  a  large  in- 
quiry. The  Pennsylvania  railroad  has 
bought  an  aggregate  of  10,500  tons 
of    pig    iron. 

There  is  some  reference  made  from 
time  to  time  on  the  subject  of  shading 
established  prices.  It  is  true  that  such 
concessions  are  being  quite  widely 
made,  but  they  do  not  extend  beyond 
one  or  two  dollars  per  ton  and  are  not 
regarded    as    troublesome. 

In  the  light  rail  trade.  In  which  the 
re-rolling  mills  play  .so  important  a 
part,  the  situation  is  more  serious,  and 
the  large  steel  mills  are  taking  a  hand 
in  the  struggle.  New  rails  weighing 
from  twenty-five  to  forty-five  pounds 
have  been  sold  as  low  as  $22  per  ton. 
The  placing  of  an  order  for  1,000  stan- 
dard steel  cars  by  the  Chicago  &  Alton 
railroad,  which  would  call  for  9,000 
tons  of  steel,  is  regarded  as  the  fore- 
runner of  more  liberal  buying  in  this 
direction.  The  Harriman  system  has 
given  to  the  American  Bridge  company 
4.000  tons  of  additional  specifications 
on  an  existing  contract. 

I^ow  prices  continue  to  rule  in  the 
cast  iron  pipe  trade.  Some  steel  bar 
makers  report  a  good  run  of  additional 
work.  The  sb.eet  is  steadily  improving 
and  the  business  in  merchant  pipe  is 
enlarging. 

BIG  DAMAGES  FOR  SMALLPOX. 


Henry  P.  Conliu  Says  He  Contracted 
Disease  on  Great  Northern  Train. 

Henry  P.  Conlln  started  suit  in  dis- 
trict court  yesterday  afternoon  against 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  company 
for     J12,677     damages,     incurred     by    a 

case  of  smallpox  which,  he  claims,  he 
contracted  on  one  of  the  company's 
trains  while  a  passenger  between  Du- 
luth and  Crookston  April  8  of  this 
year. 

Conlin  charges  In  his  complaint  that 
the  railway  company  accepted  as  pas- 
sengers men  who  are  afflicted  with 
smallpox  and  that  in  consequence  he 
contracted  the  disease  while  a  passen- 
ger on  the  train.  He  was  a  patient  In 
the  Duluth  detention  hospital  for 
twenty-five  days  and  as  a  result  of  the 
illness  his  face  is  pitted  and  his  health 
Impaired.  He  asks  $10,000  damages, 
$2,500  exemplary  damages,  and  $177  for 
expenses    incurred    during    his    illness.

After  Blx  weeks  cf  canoeing  for  plea- 
sure, through  the  wilds  of  Northern 
Minnesota,  covering  hundreds  of  miles 
of  rivers,  creeks  and  lakes  in  a  coun- 
try known  as  a  hunters'  and  fl.sher- 
men's  paradise,  Fred  W.  Chilcott  of 
Duluth  and  David  Donnelly  of  Minne- 
apolis, have  returned  to  the  city,  look- 
ing as  sound  and  healthy  as  a  inontli 
and  a  lialf  of  recreation  in  Minneaota's 
famous  pine  woods  could  be  expected 
to  make  any  one  look,  and  filled  with 
enthusiasm  over  the  possibilities  of 
this  section  of  the  state  for  trips  of  thi^s 
kind. 

"Ely  and  Winton  were  our  headquar- 
ters, and  from  there  we  made  a  num- 
ber of  trips  by  tanoe,  some  of  them 
extending  as  far  as  the  Canadian 
boundary,"  said  Mr.  Chilcott,  in  speak- 
ing of  their  outing.  "As  we  were  trav- 
eling most  of  the  time,  you  can  fc- 
that  we  covered  a  good  deal  of  terri- 
torj',  1  have  heard  the  expression, 
"nunters"  paradise,'  but  never  'lefore 
lully  realized  wliat  it  meant,  until  we 
got    well    up    Into    the   wilds, 

"Some  city  men  may  find  it  hard  to 
believe,  but  it  is  a  fact,  that  we  aaw 
one  herd  of  moostj  containing  fourteen 
animaJs.  We  saw  several  bunches  of 
three  and  four,  but  tlie  herd  surprised 
us,  for  it  lias  always  been  our  under- 
standing that  mo(»se  did  not  travel  In 
large  herds,  especially  in  the  summer 
time.  During  llie  six  weeks  we  saw 
scores  and  scor»a  of  moose.  Tiie  sum- 
mer Is  the  best  time  to  see  them,  for 
then  they  seek  put  .the  rivers  and  lake^! 
to  escape  the  Hies  and  other  insect 
pests  of  tlie  forest. 

".Speaking  of  insects,  we  were  not 
bothered  at  all  by  mosquitoes,  although 
we  went  Into  the  woods  early  In  July. 
Ol  course  there  were  some,  but  not 
enough  to  cause  any  particular  annoy- 
ance, and  we  threw  away  all  our  mos- 
quito nets  and  iii|uid  jireparations  to 
ward  off  the  pest  after  tlie  first  few 
da\  s  in  the  woods.  Ducks,  partridge 
•iiiil  all  kinds  of  feathered  and  furred 
game  we  saw  in  abundance.  Being  so 
early  in  tlie  season,  this  didn't  do  ua 
much  good. 

"There  are  any  number  of  canoe 
tiip.'^  that  may  be  made  out  of  Ely  and 
Winton,  extending  from  a  few  days  to 
weeks,  and  evtn  iiiontlis.  A  person  can 
start  out  and  go  to  the  (Sulf  of  Mexico, 
or  to  Hiidi-on'.s  bay  by  canoe,  by  mak- 
ing a  few  short  portages,  or  lake  a  trip 
and   come  out    into   Lake  Superior. 

".More  lieautiful  scenery  than  that 
along  tiie  rivers  and  lakes  of  Northern 
Minnesota  it  would  lie  hard  to  imagine. 
Fishing  is  tlie  finest  in  the  United 
States.  We  caught  great  big  fellows 
as  last  a.v  we  could  pull  them  out,  but 
after  the  first  day  or  two  fished  only 
as  necessity  demanded.  Tlie  country  's 
very  wild,  and  one  can  travel  "layH 
without  seeing  another  white  man.  It 
makes  the  best  possible  kind 
outing."

It  Is  common  report  that  recent  ex- 
plorations by  the  Oliver  Iron  Mining 
Company  on  land  just  adjoining  the 
City  on  the  east  revealed  an  ore  body 
400  feet  In  depth,  some  of  which  is 
eaid  to  be  located  under  the  old  dumps 
pear  tl.e  Missabe  railroad  yards,  which 
Were  formed  from  dirt  .stripped  from 
the  Oliver  mine  years  ago.

Pastor's  carter  as  a  manager  began 
in  the  spring  of  1865,  when,  with 
Samuel  Sharpley,  the  minstrel,  he  took 
a  variety  company   on   the   road. 

Pastor  was  the  first  manager  to  let 
down  the  bars  excluding  women  from 
variety  performances.  His  venture  in 
Paterbon  In  the  latter  part  of  1865  was 
really  the  pioneer  vaudeville  entertain- 
ment, as  lli^  term  Is  now  understood. 

He  built  up  an  Immense  "family 
patronage,"  by  presenting  to  the  wo- 
men at  the  matinee  performances  pres- 
ents of  various  kinds.  Including  silk 
dresses,  barrels  of  flour  and  sewing 
machines. 

It  was  In  his  Broadway  playhouse 
that  "Lillian  Russell."  a  name  which 
he  is  credited  with  Inventing,  made 
her  first  stage  appearance  in  "Pina- 
fore,"   burlesque. 

Among  the  other  noted  people  of  the 
profession  who  first  appeared  under 
the  management  of  Tony  Pastor  were 
May  Irwin,  Florence  Bindley,  Francis 
Wilson,  Gus  Williams,  Denman  Thomp- 
son— who  presented  the  rural  sketch 
from  which  "The  Old  Homestead"  was 
evolved — Jennie  Yeamans,  Pat  Rooney, 
Nat  Goodwin,  Weber  &  Fields,  Vesta 
Tilley  and  Vesta  Victoria.  Maggie  Cllne 
was  also  one  of  his  finds.  Dan  Daly, 
too,  was  among  tlie  number  of  his 
proteges.  Jt  was  at  his  old  Broadway 
house  that  he  first  Introduced  "con- 
densed" operas  and  burlesques  of  the 
Gilbert    &    Sullivan    operettas. 

At  least  tliree  songs  sung  by  Tony 
Pastor  in  ills  stage  career  can  be  whis- 
tled by  a  good  share  of  the  home-bred 
New  Y'orkere  wiio  are  between  45  and 
60  years  old.  They  are  "Jim,  the  Cart- 
er's Lad,"  "Down  in  a  Coal  Mine,"  and 
"l''ull  Down  the  Blinds."  Each  was  a 
craze  in  its  day,  and  eacli  was  brought 
from  England  by  Pastor,  who  was  then 
in  his  best  voice.

Tony  Pastor  was  widely  known 
throughout  the  country  and  also  in 
European  cities  as  a  vaudeville  man- 
ager. He  began  lite  public  career  at  the 
age  of  10  in  1S45,  when  mado  h.is  de- 
but in  Barnum's  museum,  and  four 
years  later  he  went  on  the  road  with

He  became  a  clever  bareback  rider, 
and  played  the  star  part  of  Pete  Jen- 
kins, the  countryman  who  came  stag- 
gering Into  the  ring  and  bet  the  ring- 
master that  he  could  ride  the  horse  as 
well  as  the  rider  In  spangles.  He  took 
delight  in  observing  the  astonishment 
of  the  young  people,  who  seemed  to 
fear  that  he  would  fall  off,  when  they 
saw  him  reveal  himself  as  the  crack 
acrobat  rider  of  the  show. 

In  1861  he  was  a  singer  in  a  variety 
theater  at  444  Broadway.

llshed  temporary  headquarters  at  the 
healtii  and  drainage  department  office 
on  May  avenue  out  of  tiie  high  water 
district  and  patrolmen  were  placed  on 
bea  ts  up  to  the  water  line.  They  made 
few  arrests,  however,  the  people  seem- 
ing to  ai>preciate  the  situation  and 
keeping  wMthin  the  law  limits. 

At  the  Western  Union  telegraph  of- 
fice when  the  water  began  to  rise  many 
of  the  operators  left  the  building  for 
their  homes.  Five  remained  however, 
and  they  were  compelled  to  abandon 
the  telegraph  office  and  seek  safety  in 
the  ciiamber  of  commerce  buildinsr 
where  wires  were  found  still  Intaot 
and  they  were  in  communication  wltta 
the  Atlanta  oflice  about  midnight.  No 
business  was  handled,  however,  as 
there  were  no  means  of  handling  the 
business  jiroperly.  At  daybreak  thii 
morning  the  operators  In  this  build- 
ing reported  that  the  water  had  fallen 
four  find  a  half  inches  since  midnight 
and  ii  tlie  fall  continued  telegraphic 
•communication  with  the  outside  world 
from  Augusta  would  be  re-established 
by    noon    today. 

At  the  Postal  Telegraph  office  the 
operating  force  were  compelled  to  de- 
sert the  office  when  the  water  reached 
the  top  of  the  operating  tables.

and  finally  collapsed,  perhaps  the  last 
communication  from  that  city  to  At- 
lanta being  between  the  Associated 
Press   and    Its   correspondent. 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  an  estimate 
on  the  financial  loss  resulting  from  the 
fiood.  An  idea  may  be  gathered,  how- 
ever, when  it  Is  taken  into  considera- 
tion that  everj'  business  house,  every 
bank  and  store  was  submerged  in  from 
four  to  eight  or  nine  feet  of  water,  and 
nearly  all  the  residence  portion,  in- 
cluding the  fashionable  residence  dis- 
trict of  Green  street  with  all  lt« 
churches  In  from  three  to  six  feet  of 
water,  tlie  damage  Is  inestimable.

river  would  have  reached  its  highest 
point.  This  prediction  lias  been  ex- 
ceeded by  several  feet,  the  river  having 
reached  between  forty  and  forty-five 
feet,  the  danger  line  being  thirty-three 
feet. 

Immediately  on  learning  the 
weather  bureau's  warning,  tliose  living 
nearest  the  river  began  moving  out  for 
higher  places,  and  by  the  time  tlie 
water  reached  their  homes  they  were 
well  on  their  way  to  the  hills. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  suffering 
among  the  poorer  classes  of  whites  and

When  the  river  be- 
gan to  rise,  people  could  be  seen  going 
through  the  streets  with  %vhat  little 
bedding  and  other  things  they  could 
hurriedly  gather  up  and  iiaiidlly  carry 
on  their  backs.  Women  were  seen 
with  their  cliildren  In  tiielr  arms  mak- 
ing their  way  toward  higher  places, 
while   the  men   were  driving   livestock. 

Thousands  of  people  went  to  bed 
Tuesday  night  with  the  thought  that 
tliey  would  wake  In  time  to  escape  tho 
Hood,  but,  greatly  to  their  surprise, 
they  awoke  to  find  themselves  sur- 
rounded by  water  and  cut  olt  from  es- 
cape  except   by    boat.

get  hold   of, 

Exorbitant    Fee*    Demanded. 

It  Is  reported  that  a  number  of 
people  were  caught  In  these  positions, 
and  when  the  boatmen  passed  near 
enough  to  be  hailed  they  would  re- 
fuse to  go  to  the  assistance  of  th^  un- 
fortunates unless  they  were  assured  of 
being  paid  unreasonable,  exorbitant 
fees.  One  man  was  seen  in  a  tree  who 
was  pouring  fourth  pitiful  appeals  for 
assistance  and  offering  $50  to  anyone 
tliat  would  rescue  him.

YILAS  PASSES  AWAY

immediately  upon  assuming  the  preel- 
dentlal  offi<"e.  On  March  7,  1885.  Mr. 
Vilas  became  postmaster  general,  an 
office  he  held  until  January.  1888,  when 
he  became  secretary  of  tiie  Interior. 
He  served  In  that  capacity  until 
March  6,  1889,  when  he  returned  to 
^^'isoo^lsln  to  resume  the  practice  ot 
law  and  to  enter  activf-ly  again  Into 
the    Wisconsin    political    arena. 

In  the  campaign  of  1S90,  In  Wiscon- 
sin, Mr.  Vilas  spoke  dally,  and  some- 
times several  times  daily,  on  a  stump- 
ing tour  which  Included  the  entire 
state.  Ine  result  of  the  election  en- 
abled the  Democrats  to  choose,  for  the 
first  time  in  thirty-five  years,  a 
United  States  senator.  Such  a  hold 
had  Mr.  Vilas  upon  the  affections  of 
his  pnrty  that  In  the  caucus  he  re- 
ceivel  every  one  of  the  eighty-five 
votes  upon  the  first  ballot.  In  January^ 
1891,  he  wag  formally  elected  by  the 
legislature  to  the  senate  for  the  six 
years'    term    beginning    March    4,    1891. 

Postal  Service  Improved. 

While  in  the  cabinet,  as  postmaster 
general,  Mr.  Vilas  carried  out  several 
pieces  of  work  of  great  value  to  hie 
department.  He  established  improved 
business  methods  In  several  diviaionsi 
he  gave  an  Increase  of  service  with 
a  dcrease  in  cost  proportionate  to 
expenditures  of  former  years;  he  Im- 
proved the  foreign  mall  service  and 
bettered  the  domestic  service,  belns 
thanked  in  an  elaborate  testimonial 
from  the  great  importing  and  commer- 
cial houses  of  New  York;  he  had  the 
postal  laws  and  regulations  complete- 
ly revised,  personally  preparing  the 
scheme  and  arrangement;  he  arranged 
a  treaty  with  Mexico,  and  an  agree- 
ment with  Canada,  whereby  domestio 
rates  were  applied  to  mail  service 
from  this  country  throughout  NortU 
America,  and  he  inaugurated  the  par- 
cels post  conventions  with  foreign 
countries  for  the  transmission  of  arti- 
cles of  merchandise  not  exceedius 
eleven   pounds   weiglit.

The  husband  brought  her  to  Du- 
luth today,  tried  to  file  information 
against  lier  in  probate  court  for  In- 
sanity, and  when  turned  away  there 
sought  out  other  authorities,  in  the 
liope  that  lie  miglit  be  relieved  of  the 
burden,  which  Is  too  much  for  him. 

According  to  the  story  told  by  the 
man.  his  wife  first  took  morphine  dur- 
ing an  illness.  When  she  recovered  she 
had  become  adicted  to  the  use  of  the 
drug,  and  all  efforts  to  break  her  of  It 
were  futile.  She  left  her  home  last 
week  and  wandered  about  Mountain 
Iron  looking  for  the  drug  and  for  sev- 
eral days  he  was  forced  to  remain 
home  from  work  to  care  for  her.  He 
then  brought  her  to  Duluth  and  put 
her  in  the  hospital,  from  which  she 
escaped. 

He  doesn't  know  what  to  do  now. 
It  was  suggested  that  he  place  her  In 
a  sanitai'ium,  but  lie  is  unable  to  do 
so  on  account  of  lack  of  means,  tie 
cannot  leave  her  home  alone,  and  he 
must  work  to  support  his  three  chil- 
dren. His  plight  is  a  pitiful  one,  and 
something  will  probably  be  done  by 
one  of  the  cliarltable  organizations  to- 
day  to   relieve   him.

HORSES  WERE  MISTREATED. 

Powers-Simpson  Company  Made  De- 
fendants in  Three  Suits.
